“TRILBY AND SVENGALI.* 

In reviewing the Standard Feature Film Co.'s

(By Our Special Representative.) 


It was with some considerable difficulty that we 
“treed” our prey. Mr. Carl Hertz was a “wild” 
quarry, but when discovered he was delightfully 
amenable to the discipline of our inquisition. 

“No, it was not the Kineplasticon!” 

“If not, why not?” 

Well, it was, but it isn’t! May I proceed in 
my own way?” 

“By ail manner of means, provid-2 my Editor 
(with a capital E) does now object.” 

“This invention, which—though I say it as 
shouldn’t—is a most marvellous one, is the product 
of the brain of a Berlinese inventor. It was taken 
to Vienna, and it was there, in infantile shape, 
produced. It was imperfect, incomplete, un- 
developed—what you will; anyhow, it was not in 
a condition to be exploited. It was taken back to 
Berlin and was perfected. I may dare. use the 
term, and I am the sole owner of the American 
and English rights. ; 

“T don’t know whether you’re aware of the fact 
that I am the first cinematograph showman in the 
world. San Francisco, thirteen years ago, is when 
I started. However, that is by the way. 

“The platiscope is a curiously wonderful thing. 
It is not a film; it is not a projector; it is nothing 
very much, only it is this: it is the capability of 
transforming all flat pictures into stereoscopic or 
plastic pictures. This invention can be attached, 
with very little trouble, to any existing projector.” 

“And the result?” =~ 

“The result! The result is—is wonderful. 


Imagine this. No screen is necessary. Give me 
for preference an empty stage.” 

“Lights down ?” 

“No; lights up—full up. On the stage, battens, 
floats, everything going as much as you like, and I 
produce for you a plastic stereoscopic figure that 
walks on from the wings, in natural colours if you 
like, and supposing there’s a convenient gramo- 
phone sings you a little song, and exit. 

“T’ve had a good deal of experience of show- 
man life all over the world, and believe me, Mr. 
Bioscope, this is the most wonderful I have ever 
found.” 

“Are you going to run it?” . 

“Run it! Run it for all it’s worth. What we 
propose to do when we have settled all the pre- 
liminaries of the patents—we have the German 
patents, I may tell you that that is usually 
acknowledged to be useful—is to take a hall, or 
build a hall, in London, and show the Platiscope 
to the Metropolis. Then we may take it on tour, 
or let out licences to various halls. Those details 
are necessarily in the air. Anyhow, you will be 
one of the first to be invited to the private view. 

“Cheap?” - 

“Well, fairly cheap; and remember, that the 
apparatus——”” : 

“Apparatus?” 

“Well, a few prisms, and mirrors, and so on— 
can be attached and fixed to any existing projector, 
and will have the effect of making any-ordinary 
film appear stereoscopic.” 


PICTURES IN IRELAND.

In the course of a conversation which I had the 
other day with a prominent Irish clergyman—one of 
the old school—he expressed himself as tremend- 
ously impressed with the advance made in cinema 
tography. It is his great delight, when in London 
on his holidays, to make a round of all the principal 
picture shows; and he is always sorry when it is 
time to go away. Surely this is praise of a high 
order—particularly 80 when coming from one who 
would be the last person thought about as having 
any interest in such matters. 


He eaid he specially enjoyed the comics, where 
the actors did impossible feats—but there was one 
thing he would like to see remedied. That was the 
question of smoking in the theatre. Not that he 
objected to the smoking—he was a smoker himself 
—but he thought there should be certain hours 
set apart when no smoking would be the rule. 
He had been in a few of the more important picture

and the difference was surprising.

Presuming you take, for instance, film actresses

The Kinemacolor Theatre is 
located in a street which branches off from the 
Boulevard des Italiens. 

Paris-Midt, the afternoon journal, now publishes 
a cinematograph information column. 


The ‘‘ Ent’racte” announcement films at the Gau- 


mont Palace are certainly worthy of mention. I 
noticed a particularly good one last week. It 
showed Master Bobby and his friend seated in a 
sleigh driving along in the snow. Bobby got out, 
and, after greeting the audience with his famous 
smile, opened the umbrella (which had “ ent’racte ” 
printed on it), and disappeared behind it. 


It is generally acknowledged that American 
photography is superior to French. There is a 
reason for this. In France the negative film stock 
is only prepared every six months; consequently 
it is sometimes three months old before it is photo- 
graphed on, whereas the American negatives are 


‘prepared daily, and are only a few days old when 


used—hence the sharper pictures.

A cinematograph company were defendants in 
an action brought against them by the S.C.A.G.L, 
Mesers. Leon and Georges Fabre. The plaintiffs’ 
case was that the cinematograph company were 
guilty of infringement of rights because they ad- 
vertieed for sale in their catalogues a film entitled, 
“La Bague” (The Ring), the scenario of which was 
that of a theatrical piece, entitled, “ Blomfield et 
Cie,” acted at the Grand Guignol, and the authors 
of which were Messrs. Frapié and Fabre. The third 
tribunal chamber gave judgment for the defen- 
dants, and cited the law of 1793 relating to literary 
and theatrical rights. The only part of the law 
which might be infringed by the cinematograph was 
that regarding the reproduction of the mise en 
scene and the author’s grouping and gestures; but 
as the plaintiffs had not proved or alleged that the 
film in question had been exhibited their case failed.

BY A SOLICITOR. 


The law affecting cinematograph exhibitions is 
confined in a comparatively small scope, and it 
would seem, at first sight. that anyone interested 
in giving such exhibitions might make sure of 
keeping in the straight and narrow path by the 
expenditure of an hour or two'in the study of a few 
Acta of Parliament and decided cases. The number 
of prosecutions that have come before the courts 
where the infringement of the law has been the 
result of honest mistake, seems, however, to point 
to the fact that this is not eo, and a study of the 
Cinematograph Act drives one to the same conelu- 
sion. Acts of Parliament generally lack the de- 
lightful characteristic of self-explanation that is 
found in cinematograph films, and this Act is no 
exception to the rule. 

A short survey of the various penalties to which 
the proprietor of a cinematograph theatre may be- 
come liable may, therefore, be useful to the readers 
of THE Broscops. 

Dealing with the offences under the Cinemato- 
graph Act, 1909, there are one or two points that 
apply to all prosecutions. In the first place, all 

ings must be commenced within six months 
of the offence. And, secondly (with the exception 
of the offence under Section 4 of the Act, which will 
be dealt with directly), the person liable is always 
the occupier of the premises or the owner of the 
apparatus, and proceedings against the latter are 
in practice rare, and they require no comment in a 
short article like the present. 

As a rule, the occupier will be the licensee of the 
premises, but this is not necessarily the case. For 
example, A holds a licence for a cinematograph 
theatre subject to unusual conditions due to the 
structural peculiarities of the premises. Having 
made a fortune out of the place, he sells it to B 
at a handsome figure. After possession has been 
given to B—but before he actually obtains a 
transfer of the licence—one of the conditions of the 
licence is contravened. B is liable to a fine of any- 
thing up to £20, although he may never have see 
the condition, for he is the occupier of the premises. 
It is for the prosecution to prove that a defendant 
is occupier of the premises in question, and this can 
be done in several ways. In most places, an appli- 
eant for a licence is required to describe himself in 
his application as “Occupier of the premises,” and 
in such cases the application form may be used as 
proof; or an officer of the rating authority may be 
called to give evidence as to occupation. 

Again, as is well known, all prosecutions und«r 
the Act (with the same exception as before) depen: 
upon the use of inflammable films. There has been 


~eome-controversy 2s to- what constitutes inflamma: 
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bility; and it has been suggested that no film that 
will not fire in the “gate” of the machine can be 
so described. It is eubmitted that this view would 
not be upheld in a court of law. The Secretary: of 
State, in a letter to the Clerk of the Dorset County 
Council, referred to the dictionary definition of the 
word, “anything capable of being inflamed, or set 
on ftre, susceptible of combustion, easily set on 
fire”; and it is suggested that a straightforward 
and safe test of inflammability is, will the film 
burst into flame on being brought into contact with 
fire—an ordinary lighted match, for example? 

If inflammable films are used, the exhibition 
comes within the Act, even though it is given pri- 
vately in a club or to a private society, for ex- 
ample, the only exception being that the Act does 
not apply to an exhibition given in a private 
dwelling-house, to which the public is not admitted, 
whether on payment or otherwise. 

It is clearly settled by the case of the London 
County Council v. the Bermondsey Bioscope Com- 
pany that the licensing authority has power to 
impose any reasonable condition when it grante a 
licence, and that the condition need not necessarily 
be concerned directly with the safety of the audi- 
ence; and it follows that if a proprietor runs with 
inflammable films under « licence, he must keep the 
conditions of his licence, and equally, if he runs 
with non-inflammable films, he requires no Licence. 
and ig, of course, bound by no conditions. But an 
interesting point arises here, and one that has 
yet to be decided upon by the courts. Suppose A. 
holding a licence in respect of premises subject to 
a certain condition (for instance, a condition that 
he may not open on Sundays) uses generally in- 
flammable films, but on a particular occasion (a 
Sunday) uses non-intlammable films, is he bound by 
the condition on that particular occasion? It may 
he argued that his films are non-inflammable. 
the exhibition does not. come within the Act, and 
he is not bound. On the other -hand, it may be 
contended (and the contention is probably sound) 
that, having applied for a licence for the premise=, 
and accepted it with the condition when it was 
granted to him, A will not be allowed to come to 
court and say: “True, I am giving a cinemato- 
graph exhibition in the licensed premises, but J 
am not giving it on this particular occasion under 
my licence—this exhibition does not. come within 
the scope of my licence.’ He will, as a lawyer 
would say, be stopped from saying that he is open- 
ing the premises apart from his licence. 

The penalty for any offence under the Cinemato- 
graph Act is the payment. upon conviction in a 
‘polios court, of a fine of any sum’ not exceeding

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£20, and, in the case of a continuing offence, the 
further payment of £5 for each day during which 
the offence continues, and the licence in reapect 
of the premises ia liable to be revoked by the 
licensing authority. 

The offences under the Act may be summarised 
ag follows:— 


i.) Opening premises for a cinematograph exhi- 
bition, or other similar exhibition, for the 
purpose of which inflammable films are used 
without a licence. 

(ii.) Contravening the conditions upon which a 
licence is granted. 

(iii.) Contravening the Regulations made by the 
Secretary of State as to such exhibitions; 
and 


Gv.) Obstructing a constable or any officer ap 
pointed by the licensing authority in the 
execution of his duty of inspection. 

By Section 4 of the Act, a constable or any officer 
appointed for the purpose by a county council may 
at all reasonable times enter any premises, whether 
licensed or not, in which he has reason to believe 
that an exhibition to which the Act applies is being 
given, or is about to be given, with a view to seeing 
whether the provisions of the Act and the Home 
Secretary's Regulations, and, if the premises are 
licensed, the conditions of the licence, have been 
complied with; and if any person prevents or ob- 
structs his entry, he ia liable on summary convic- 
tion to a penalty not exceeding £20. The parti- 
cular points to be noted with regard to the offence 
under this section are that not only the occupier, 
but any person guilty of the offence, is liable to 
punishment; and further, that the section applies 
whether an exhibition within the scope of the Act 
is being given or not, provided the officer has reason 
to believe that such an exhibition is being, or 1s 
about to be, given. 


In the Metropolitan area and in other places, it 
is the practice to insert in licences a condition pro- 
hibiting Sunday opening, and, of course, an opening 
in contravention of such a condition renders the 
occupier of the premises liable to the penalty under 
the Act. 


Apart from this Act, however, such an exhibition 
comes within the provisions of the Sunday Obser- 
vance Act, 1781, and renders the “keeper” liable 
to a penalty of £200, the “manager” to one of 
£1C0, and any doorkeeper or servant taking moncy 
or collecting tickets to payment of £50. And as 
though these stringent provisions were not severe 
enough, the premises where such an exhibition 
takes place would, by reason of the provisions of 
the Act, be a “disorderly house,” and the persona 
concerned in opening them liable to any further 
punishment applicable to keeping such a place, 
which last provision opens up the cheerful prospect 
of being convicted upon indictment of a common 
law misdemeanour. It is true that the penalties 
under this old Act are in modern days almost un- 
known, and that in any case where they were en- 
forced the Crown would have power to remit them 
wholly or in part (Remission of Penalties Act). 
Nevertheless, the Act has never been repealed, 
and there is no reason why the law should not be 
set in motion under its provisions to-day. 

Another statute with which everyone interested 
in cinematograph exhibitions should be familiar 
is the Children Act, 1909. By Section 121 of that 
Act, where an entertainment for children or any 
entertainment at which the majority of persons 
attending are children is provided, and the number 
of children who attend the entertainment excceds 
100, and excess to any part of the building in which 
children are accommodated is by stairs, it shall be 
the duty of the person who provides the entertain- 
ment to station, and keep stationed, wherever ncces- 
sary, a sufficient number of adult attendants, pro- 
perly instructed as to their duties, to prevent more 
children or other persons being admitted to any 
such part of the building than that part can 
properly accommodate, and to control the movement 
of the children and other persons admitted to any 
such part whilst entering and leaving, and to take 
all other reasonable precautions for the safety of 
the children. The punishment for a contravention 
of this provision is, for a first offence, any sum not 
exceeding £50, and for a second or subsequent 
offence any sum not exceeding £100, the person 
“providing the entertainment” being the person 
liable to such penalty. 


UNCONSIDERED TRIFLES. 


The Kaiser's ruling anent duels in the Army 
resolves itself into the undesirability—from the 
War Lord’s point of view—for an officer to possess 
a conscience.

The 
exceptional man is he who plays 
but one part. I cannot claim the 
exceptional, for I have played on the ordinary 
stagre of publicity more paris than most men --that 
of caricaturist, illustrator, journalist, novelist, and 
lecturer. So early did I start—I was but tourtern 
—that many persons consider me dead and buried. 
I have read my own obituary, a fact. that reminds 
me of an old story of a prominent American. who. 
after reading his obituary in a Brooklyn journal. 
presented himself at the office of the newspaper 
and roundly abused the editor for prematurely 
killing him. * You have ruined me. siry you must 
apologise right away before more mischief is done.” 
“We never apologise,” was the reply. “Then V1] 
appeal to the law,” shouted the enraged vietim. 
“Stay,” said the editor, sympathetically, “feel 
for you deeply. I hold you in great respect. sir. 
I shall willingly do all I can. To-day you ars dead 
and buried--so there’s an end to that. But, sir, in 
to-morrow’s issue I shall find room for you in the 
births column.” 


I have myself just been born into a new world, 
another stage, a stage upon which I have already, 
in the course of a week, played many parts—-the 
stage of the Edison Company's Cinematograph 
Theatre. I am author, artist, and actor. Whether 
I am sufficiently competent in any one of these three 
departments to justify the Edison Company's con- 
fidence in me has yet to be proved. But, in the

when T first visited the States. five anc twenty 
years ago, the irrepressible interviewer informed

MATOGRAPH ACT IN LONDON. 


The Theatres and* Music-Halls Committee of the 
London County Council presented to the Council 
on Tuesday its quarterly report as to action taken 
under the Cinematograph Act, 1909, from Decem- 
ber to March, 1912. The following particulars 
were given :— 

Premises in respect of which licences lapsed 
and were not renewed ... . ven OL 
New licences granted... ...

4 
Premises in respect of which notices of 
occasional exhibitions in establishments

During the quarter new licences were granted as 
follows:—Caledonian Road _ Baths, Islington; 
licensees, the Metropolitan Borough Council. The 
Gem Picture Hall, Carter Street, Walworth; Mr. 
W. Watson. The Empress Electric Theatre, Mare 
Street, Hackney; Mr. M. Pollack. No. 830a Old 
Kent Road, S.E.; Mr. B. E. Bates. The Sydenham 
and Forest Hill Skating Rink, 6, Silverdale, Syden- 
ham ; Messrs. H. and J. L. Sheffield. Movable 
structure: Gray's Travelling Show, to F. Gray. 

Two inspections were made during the quartet 
of licensed premises in connection with complaints 
as to the character of the performance and the 
conduct of the premises, and one inspection was 
made to ascertain whether the Council’s regula- 
tions with regard to entertainments were observed. 
Eight inspections were made of unlicensed premises 
to ascertain whether public music or dancing were 
given thereat. The total expenditure in connec- 
tion with the inspections amounted to £9 17s. 6d. 

The Theatres Committee also report that draw- 
ings had been approved for a cinematograph hall 
proposed to be erected at 114, 116, and 118, Theo- 
bald's Road, for which it is proposed to apply for 
a music licence. The Committee had agreed to the 
extension of the approval, granted originally for 
six months only, of plans for a theatre at Maida 
Vale. The building had not been commenced 
within the stated period. Drawings in respect. of 
alterations at picture theatres and cinematograph 
installations at music-halls had been approved as 
follows:—Additions to the electrical installation, 
538 and 540 Kingsland Road: alterations at the 
King’s Picture Playhouse, Chelsea: the Malden 
Road Cinema, Kentish Town: and at 165, Oxford 
Street: and a new cinematograph enclosure and 
re-winding rooms at the Pavilion Theatre, White- 
chapel Road. 


TWO MORE FOR’ FOLKESTONE. 

Two more picture theatres are now in course of 
erection at Folkestone, and will, it is expected, 
be opened when the season is in full swing. One 
is in Guildhall Street, designed to accommodate 
1,000 people, the other being in George Lane, with

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AWAY UP NORTH. 


A FEW NOTES FROM SCOTLAND BY “SCOTTY.” 


The other day I had a run round Bridgeton, and 
I find that the residents in this populous locality 
are well provided with picture shows. Within the 
area there are at least six halls, submitting the 
best programmes, and each one appears to have a 
big clientele. Perhaps I can do no better than 
devote a special paragraph to each individual show. 


First of all I came across the King’s Picture 
Palace, which is located in St. James’ Street—a 
busy spot. The proprietor, Mr. John Hamilton, 
can congratulate himself that he is now in his third 
year with pictures and varieties, and the patronage 
extended to his popular hall is very generous—not 
more generous, however, than the first-class quality 
of the entertainment deserves. In Mr. Herbert 
Glass, the ‘‘ King’s” has a manager who knows his 
business thoroughly, and he. is tip-top in all his 
ideas. Accommodation is provided for 1,800 per- 
sons, and every seat is needed, too. 


My next place of call was the Royal Picture 
Palace, which is to be found in Main Street— 
another busy spot. Here again we have an enter- 
tainment which is being run upon the best lines, 
and the proprietor and manager, Mr. William Big- 
gam, deserves to be complimented on his pro- 
grammes. I had the pleasure of witnessing quite 
a number of films before I made my departure, and 
they were all of the best. Variety turns are also 
provided, and these invariably meet with unquali- 
fied approval. Cosy and comfortable, the ‘‘Roval ” 
has certainly come to stay. 


Another excellent show which is to be found in 
the same street— Main Street—is the Star Palace, 
and this has the honour of being the oldest cine- 
matograph entertainment in the Bridgeton locality. 
It is managed by one of the most popular caterers 
in the East-end of Glasgow— Mr. William Carre— 
and this gentleman, I understand, has been con- 
nected with the entertainment world for the long 
period of twenty-five vears. Backed by such 
lengthy experience, Mr. Carre may be assumed to 
know exactly what the public wants, and at the 
“Star” he certainly gives this. His shows of 
pictures and varieties are second to none. 


The next house I visited was the B.B. Picture 
Hall, in Kirkpatrick Street, and this, it is needless 
to remark, is run upon the fine lines associated 
with this famous concern. The manager, Mr. 
William Walker (late of the Coliseum, Aberdeen) 
has had a most interesting career in the cinemato- 
graph world, and one or two particulars may be 
mentioned: This gentleman is known in every 
town throughout Scotland through his long associa- 
tion with Walker's Cinematograph Company, and 
on no fewer than eleven occasions he has given 


cinematograph shows by Royal command—a signal 
mark of honoura whi owt remembers 


with justifiable pride. Mr. Walker has been associ- 
ated with moving pictures for fully seventeen years, 
and he has always kept himself abreast with the 
times. Under his enlightened management the 
B.B. show in Kirkpatrick Street goes strong. 


Next on my line of route I came to the Langham 
Hall, which is situated in Broad Street, and I 
found an excellent show being given. The manager 
here is Mr. David Gillespie. 


“ B.B.” again! <A further evidence that the B.B. 
Pictures are appreciated everywhere they are 
shown is afforded by the fact that still another 
hall run by Mr. Bennell is located in the Bridgeton 
district. The spot in this instance is Tobago Street, 
and it is of interest to know that the building is 
the original old Globe Theatre—one of the most 
famous old houses in Glasgow. For many years 
past this theatre has had an honoured career under 
varying managements, but at no time has there 
been provided within its walls an entertainment 
which has proved so popular, or attracted such 
crowds, as the B.B. Pictures. Mr. S. Tronson (late 
of the Glasgow Zoo) manages this hall in the best 
of style, and Mr. Dewhurst makes an ideal lecturer. 


We are all looking forward with the greatest 
interest to the proceedings at the forthcoming 
Glasgow Licensing Court, at which the regulations 
with regard to local picture shows will be under 
discussion. Already I have devoted considerable 
space to describing the “ins and outs” of this 
question in detail, and at this stage I need scarcely 
add anything to what has already been said. A 
few weeks ago, it will be remembered, I was privi- 
leged to give a report regarding a deputation of 
Glasgow exhibitors, who interviewed the local 
Magistrates on the various points at issue, and in 
due course I hope to furnish readers of THE Bro- 
scopE—because every reader, no matter where he 
is located, must be interested in this question— 
with a full report of the proceedings at the local 
Licensing Court. 


I recently had the pleasure of a long conversa- 
tion with Mr. Arthur H. Henderson, who has come 
up North to manage the new Scottish Branch of 
Messrs. Hibberts, Limited, the well-known film 
hirers. Messrs. Hibbert are at present in tem- 
porary premises at 40, St. Enoch Square, Glasgow, 
but in a short time they will be removing to more 
commodious and better equipped premises at 8, 
Dickson Street. At the new a-ldress every facility 
for the film hiring business will be provided, and 
Mr. Henderson expresses great pleasure with the 
business which has alreadv been done, and he is 
confident of an ever-increasing continuance. Mr 
Henderson is a gentleman who “knows the ropes ” 
thoroughly, and TI am quite sure that his activities 
will meet, with the success which they deserve.

FOR PROPRIETORS, MANAGERS, AND OPERATORS. 


“FLW.” is an amateur, and wishes us to advise 
him on the making of a Cinematograph Camera ; 
or, alternatively, if we could recommend him a 
book on the subject? He also asks the price of 
film per foot, with particulars of developing ? 


We are.afraid ‘“F.W.” that the making of a 
Cinematograph Camera is what we can dly 
recommend to the average man. We know of no 
book on the subject, and regret that the space at 
our disposal does not permit us to go into the 
question. Take our advice and do not consider 
the question as it is only instrument makers of 
the highest standing who cafi do justice to a 
moving picture camera. If you wish to obtain a 
camera, a fairly decent second-hand one can be 
purchased for a £10 note, new from £25 upwards. 

Regarding films, reliable perforated negative 
film stock can be obtained at 24d. per ft.; per- 
forated positive film stock at 2d. per ft. As 
developing may ibly be difficult for you, we 
should recommend you, after taking your negatives, 
to send them undeveloped to one of the many firms 
who make a speciality of developing customer’s 
negatives. The charge for developing a 50 ft. 
length is about 2s. 6d., whilst, if desired, you can 
be supplied with a positive copy of your negative 
for an extra 10s. per 50 ft.

“RG.” asks the following queries:—(1) Which 
gives the steadier picture, a motor or hand drive 
for the projector? (2) What is the correct length 
of time that should be taken to project 1,000 ft. of 
film? (3) What length exhibition would 7,000 ft. 
of film give? , 


In answer to your queries “R.G.”:— (1) A 
motor drive certainly gives a steadier picture, as 
the motor has no “dead centre,” unlike the 
reciprocating movement of the arm. (2) The 
correct rate for projecting should be the same as 
the film was taken. Sixteen pictures per second 
being usual speed. If, however, the film were 
taken slowly, then, unless the film be of the trick 
variety, it should be projected slowly to avoid any 
excessive movement of the moving objects in the

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picture. On the other hand, a film that has been 
run through the camera too rapidly should be 
projected above the normal speed or objects will 
appear to move slower than should be the case. 
It follows, therefore, that there is not necessarily 
any correct time to be taken on 1,000 ft. of any 
film. Taking, however, the average of sixteen 
pictures—i.e., one ft. of film per second, then 
1,000 ft. would take about 17 minutes to project. 
In practice, allowing for short intervals between 
pictures, twenty minutes is generally allowed per 
1,000 ft., so that in answer to your third query 
two hours twenty minutes would be about the 
length of time taken. 
* * * = 

“F.G.” has to make alterations to his operating 
box and wishes to now the best size to construct 
his new one? 


The size of the operating box “F.G.” will depend 
to a very great extent on the equipment. Numbers 
of operating boxes are in use, for one machine, as 
small as 6 ft. by 8 ft. high. Such a box is 
altogether too small for the operator to work in 
comfortably, and, whether one or two machines 
are in use, we would recommend, if you can find 
the space, a structure 15 ft. by 10 ft., and as lofty 
as you can get it. Ventilation is best effected by 
means of a metal trunk running direct from the 
highest point of operating box to the open air.

“C.T.” is a newcomer, and intends opening a 
picture house, and wishes to know, “What 
authorities have to be consulted to obtain a license, 
also the best class of lighting?” 


The first thing necessary “C. T.” is to prepare 
plans of the proposed building, or alterations to 
existing building and place, before the surveyor to 
the local council, at the same time intimating 
direct to the clerk, that it is intended in due course 
to apply for a cinematograph licence. If the 
building meets with the council’s requirements and 
the Home Office regulations are strictly complied 
with, there is generally no difficulty in obtaining

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the cinematograph license, which follows almost 
automatically after the acceptance by the council 
of the scheme and their inspection of the premises 
when completed. A small charge is made for the 
cinematograph license, but if-music—other than 
a single instrument used as accompaniment only — 
be required, then the music license must be applied 
for. All applications, however, for this must be 
made when the council sits annually in November. 
No charge is made for the music license. Regar:- 
ing the class of lighting, we presume you mean for 
projection. Electricity is undoubtedly the best 
for projection ; and if electric tight is available, as 
ae it is, you would: be well advised to use 
this. '

_ ‘ J.E.” is troubled with colour, and thinks that 
it is possibly due to arc lamp trouble through using 
too low a voltage. He has no voltmeter, but he 
says his supply is from a generator rated at sixty 
amperes sixty volts. He, however, consumes forty- 
four amperes for the projector and twenty-five 
amperes for flame arc lamps. Also asks if “rain” 
is due to a fault of the film or machine? 


Obviously, ‘‘J.E.”, you are overloading your 
generators about 17 per cent., so that there is, 
indeed a possibility of your suffering through low 
voltage. Too low a pressure necessitates too short 
‘an are. The light from the crater is therefore 
interrupted by the close proximity of the negative 
carbon tip. With a regulating resistance, as you 
doubtless have, 65 volts is a better pressure to 
generate at. However, in your particular case it 
is not difficult for you to bring the trouble home 
to the low voltage if such be the fault. Bridge 
your voltmeter across the mains, switch out your 
flame arc lamps and feed your projector arc only 
from thedynamo. If your voltage is too low when 
running normally loaded, the engine must be 
speeded up by, if it be a gas engine, screwing down 
the governor spring. When full voltage is 
obtained try the arc, and if you are then unable to 
get rid of colour, you will have to look to other 
Matters such as lens, condenser, and lamp house 
adjustments. 

Rain, primarily, is due to the projector friction 
of the gate, or the grinding action, or dust in the 
gate scoring the surface of the film. The score 
marks are soon clogged with dirt which gets pro- 
jected on the screen in the well-known form of 
rain. The rain is therefore no inherent fault of 
the film itself, although possibly some emulsions 
or bases may be more susceptible to scoring than 


others. 
* * * 


“GB.” finds that his picture is out of focus in 
the centre. He says that he has a well-known 
make of lens and that when using this on his old 
machine, which was a dog movement, he had a 
perfect picture; but now he has changed to a 
Maltese Cross machine he is troubled with the 
out of focus patch. “G.B.” also has blue patches 
on the screen with his new machine. 
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It is clear, ‘‘G.B.”, that the Maltese Cross move- 
ment can have nothing to do with colour, on the 
screen, or the centre of picture being out of focus. 
Regarding this latter what undoubtedly happens 
is that the film buckles when passing through the 
gate of your machine. The gate-runners or 
skates are very likely badly worn, or even in- 
sufficient tension of the gate springs may be the 
trouble. It is certain something is wrong with the 
gate, and it must be attended to, otherwise there 
is no reason why you shoule not have as good a 
definition with your existing machine as you had 
with your old, providing as you say, your lens is 
the same Again, regarding the blue colour on 
the screen, intermittent mechanism can have 
nothing to do with this, as you are using the same 
projection lens, and most possibly setting and 
manipulating your arc the same as before, then the 
undoubted cause of the trouble is the condenser. 
If you have your old machine by you, try changing 
condensers, or certainiy replace your present one 
by another, as it is without question suffering from 
many of the faults inherent to the majority of 
cheap condenser lenses.

GasoLenE has a 55° volt petrol electric 
generator and asks if a shunt regulator would give 
him a higher voltage ? 


A shunt regulator, “GasoLEne,” is simply a light 
adjustable resistance introduced into the shunt 
field circuit. The action of cutting in resistance 
reduces the strength of the field current and so 
causes a drop in the generator voltage. It is 
obvious therefore that in your case, with no resis- 
tance in circuit, you are obtaining the maximum 
voltage, and the introduction of a shunt regu- 
lator can only make things worse for you. In 
practice, where a shunt regulator is required to be . 
used with, say, a 55 volt machine, the dynamo is 
designed to generate at 60 volts. In this case, 
resistance has to be introduced to obtain the lower 
working pressure. The generated voltage is then 
under the contro! of the attendant.

“NH.” is building a new theatre and is not 
quite settled on the rake of floor and asks our 
advice as to the best ? 


In deciding upon a rake, N. H., one is placed 
between two opposing influences: (1) the comfort 
of the public in being able to witness the picture 
uninterrupted by hat plumes and the like, and, 
(2) the element of damage introduced in having 
too great a slope for the floor, thereby possibly 
causing, in case of panic, someone to stumble with 
disastrous results to those behind. Generally 
speaking, a rake of one in ten will satisfy the 
Licensing Authorities from the point of view of 
safety, and at the same time afford an almost clear 
and uninterrupted field of view.

GERMANY. 

Berlin now has its Kinemacolor theatre, which 
was opened a few days ago, the venue being the 
former New Royal Opera House, which is now to 
be devoted regularly to the Urban-Smith produc. 
tions. A large number of prominent people were 
present by invitation, and there was a brisk sale 
of tickets to the general public. The performance, 
which included the Durbar films, was enthusiasti- 
cally received. An orchestra of eight instrumen- 
talists elaborated the effects of the pictures, and 
vocal numbers were also contributed.

Many of your readers will no doubt remember 
the sensational case of Count Gisbut Wolff-Meter- 
nich, The young Count has now regained his free- 
dom, and with his wife, Frau Claire Wallentin, 
whose name is equally well known, has just entered 
into a contract to act for a prominent firm of 
Berlin film manufacturers. The pair have been 
much sought after by theatre directors, but, owing 
to the police prohibition of the appearance on the 
stage of heroes of sensational cases, they were com-- 
pelled to resort to the cinematograph instead of to 
the legitimate stage. 


The cinematograph has been very much in evi- 
dence at the “Allgemeine Luftfahrzeng-Austel- 
lung” (General Exhibition of Flying Apparatus), 
recently held in the Exhibition Halls at the Zoo. 
The enterprising management of the Union Theatre 
opened a moving picture theatre in the Exhibition, 
in which pictures of various flights were shown. 
Visitors could view the machines on the stands, and 
then enter the theatre and see the actual perform- 
ances in the air thrown on the screen. 


Herr Ludwig Braaner’s connection with Das 
Lichtbild Theater as publisher and editor ceased 
on April 6th. The paper is now published by Herr 
Adolf Riefeustah], Fruchtstrasse 2, and the edi- 
torial chair is occupied by Herr Karl Neumann, 
who formerly acted as commercial manager. 


AUSTRIA. 

The enterprising firm of Philipp and Pressburger 
recently invited Dr. R. V. Hussarck, the Minister 
of Education, to a private view of the Selig film, 
“Christopher Columbus.” His Excellency duly 
attended, and at the close of the representation; 
expressed his pleasure at the performance and at 
the great devlopment of cinematography. He also 
emphasised the educational value of films such as 
the one shown him. The thanks of the Trade are 
certainly due to Messrs. Philipp and Pressburger 
for having proved the merits of moving pictures 
to such an influential indbvidual as the head of the 
Austrian Educational Department. 
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It may interest your readers to learn that Vienna 
now has its film exchange, where the new films of 
about thirty manufacturers can be seen week by 
week The first performance was held at Halcker’s 
Theatre, and was well attended. In the days 
when the weekly output did not exceed 3,000 metres, 
the old order of things worked quite satisfactorily, 
but now that the weekly output is something like 
20,000 metres, and is steadily growing, new methods 
are required, and the “ Wiener Filmbirse” has met 
with an enthusiastio reception from the Trade. All 
classes of films are screened, and one can now see 
the new films weekly as a whole, instead of “here 
a little and there a little,” with an immense ex- 
penditure of time and patience, as hitherto. 

-_-—_— 

Recently I reported a dispute between Director 
Weisse, of the Deutsches Volks Theater, and Herr 
Miinstedt, with regard to the Vienna production 
of the Wiener Kunst Film industrieGesellschaft’s 
film, “The Unknown,” which was patisfactorily, 
settled out of court. The courts have now been 
called upon to decide an action of a similar nature. 
The contesting parties were Messrs. Rady-Maller, 
G.m.b.H., and Frau Mizzi Schaffer, the proprietress 
of a cinema in the Maria-hilferstrasse. Messrs. 
Rady-Maller’s case was that Frau Schaffer had in- 
fringed their rights by producing the film “ Zigo- 
mar,” the sole rights of which were vested in them, 
without having first obtained their permission 
Frau Schaffer maintained that she had obtained 
the film quite regularly, that she had no knowledge 
of the monopoly of the Rady-Maller Company, and 
that the film did not partake of the character of a 
stage play. After visiting the theatre and view-- 
ing a representation of the film, the court decided 
in her favour. 


An inquiry into the cinematograph trade and 
its various developments has been opened at Vienna, 
under the presidency of the Minister of the Interior. 
Besides the municipal authorities, representatives 
of the picture theatre ownera, the film industry, 
the directors of the stage theatres, the Stage Union, 
the women’s associations, and the cinematograph. 
operators were present. On the question of grant 
ing licences for picture palaces, the representative 
of those initiating those enterprises claimed that 
the licences should be restricted to one cincma to 
to every 20,000 inhabitants. On the other hand, the 
various allied industries declared themselves agiinst 
any such limitation. A leading stage theatre direc- 
tor stated that the cin2mas in the last few years 
had ruined no fewer than twenty-nine theatres in 
Austria, thereby rendering 1,600 people workless. 
This had also had its effect on the directors o 
provincial theatres. '

WHAT WE THINK OF THEM. 


A STORY OF THE CIRCUS. 

This is an old story in a new dress. It is 
magnificently acted, and staged with care and 
realism. It should find the readiest welcome every- 
where, especially with children, for whom it is a 
perfect film. Kenneth Casey, as the little circus 
performer, whose life is saved, in a somewhat 
vague, but eminently satisfactory, manner, by his 
animal friend, is admirable. He is one of the few 
children of the cinematograph who manage to be 
really charming, and at times even pathetic, with- 
out also being hopelessly insincere. The fall from 
the trapeze is cleverly managed, and provides quite 
a little “thrill.” Perhaps, however, the most 
noticeable feature of this excellent storyette is the 
sweet little baby elephant which figures therein, 
and which is distinctly a novelty in film animals. 
It will ‘win all hearts,” as the phrase goes. (Vita- 
graph” film. Released June 6th. Length 561 ft.). 


CONSTABLE SMITH AND THE MAGIC BATON. 

This is an amusing little up-to-date fairy story, 
which intreduces some astonishing trick effects. 
‘*Lion’s Head ” trick films are amongst the best to 
be found ; their manipulations are always carried 
out neatly, and are frequently of considerable 
originality. That eccentric limb of the law, Smith, 
P.C., is so familiar a figure in the picture theatres 
by now that he needs no description or praise. 
Amongst the comedians of the cinematograph he 
is far from the least clever, and with English audi- 
ences especially ‘he is always popular. His humour 
is broadly British, but it is reliable. (Cricks and 
Martin, Limited. Released May 30th. Length 
600 ft.). 


VANDA. : 

The Cines Company’s long modern dramas show 
steady improvement, both as regards acting and 
construction. Their staging has always been be- 
yond criticism. ‘‘ Vanda,” the latest addition to 
the series, is quite one of the best. It has con- 
iderable originality of plot, and it is acted with 
unusual dignity and restrained force. Much of its 
action, in the earlier portion of the film, takes 
place ‘behind the scenes” at a big theatre—a 
fashionable idea just now with producers of picture 
plays. The staging of these scenes is wonderfully 
realistic—not that this is a matter for surprise, 
because, if there is one thing more than another 
in which the Cines Company may be said to excel, 
it is the manner in which they mount their pic- 
tures. No second-rate makeshift is ever allowed 
to pass by this firm; their scenery, both natural 
and artificial, is invariably selected and constructed 
with the utmost care and skill. To return to the 
present picture, Vanda is an actress, who loves, and 
is loved by, a young man of good position but little 
wealth. Phillip, the young man in question, 
quickly comes to an end of Coc , and falls 
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into the hands, first of a moneylender, and after- 
wards of an unscrupulous rival, Gaston, who 
threatens Vanda that he will ruin her lover if she 
does not give him up. In order to save Phillip, 
Vanda assents, but the former, ignorant of her 
motive, and consequently misconstruing her 
actions, believes her to be unfaithful to him wil- 
fully, and, in a final scene of much dramatic power, 
attempts to take his revenge, with fatal results to 
himself. It seems a pity, in some ways, that the 
story should end so sadly, though it is, perhaps, 
the right ending, judged by what would be likely 
to happen in real life. As will be understood, the 
film has much interest from a psychological point 
of view; it is not merely a drama of action. The 
growth of jealousy in the mind of the unfortunate 
lover, and his final, frenzied outburst of unreason- 
ing anger, the wretched sacrifice into which the 
tortured actress is forced, and the cruel cunning 
and reniorseless persistance with which the rival 
encompasses the downfall of his former friend, are 
all skilfully portrayed in pantomime. Such films 
as this are a very real argument against those 
critics who declare that the picture play, by the 
nature of its conditions, is incapable of presenting 
anything buf the obvious. The symbolism of ges- 
ture is as full of possibility as the symbolism of 
words. At present, certainly, it is, to a large 
extent, an undeveloped art, but, when its technique 
has been more thoroughly mastered, there is no 
reason why as much subtlety and finesse of expres- 
sion should not be conveyed by the mime as by 
the actor who secures his effects through the 
medium of speech. The one is not necessarily 
more limited than the other; it is a question of 
different conditions calling for different treatment. 
One naturally cannot translate a spoken drama of 
abstract ideas directly into a play without words, 
but one can almost always take its theme, and, 
by treating it in accordance with the exigencies 
of the dumb version, render it quite as successfully, 
and with a largely similar effect, through the 
medium of pantomime. To our own knowledge, 
two of Ibsen’s most improbable plays have been 
presented quite successfully in this manner with- 
out losing any of the value of their original con- 
ception—apart from the language by means of 
which that conception was, in the first instance, 
realised. The silent drama is every whit as full 
-of possibility as the drama of words, and there are 
some who see for it an even greater future. At 
present, being in its infancy, these possibilities 
are only indicated, but, given care and study, there 
is no knowing what it may not be developed to 
in the fulness of time. To return once more to 
“Vanda,” there is one clever little piece of stage- 
craft which should not be passed without com- 
ment—the ingenious use of a mirror to link two 
rooms together, without a change of scene or the 
employment of an artificial wall. It is not by any

A NIGHT OF BLOOD. 

This is a splendid, cameo-like, little picture of 
an important period in European history. It is 
scarcely so much a drama as a dramatic incident, 
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giving a very vivid glimpse into the troublous 
times with which 1t deals. Remembering the firm 
by whom it is made, one need scarcely say that it 
is typically Spanish, an instinct with all the fire 
and gui ae of that quick-passioned race of the 
South. It might almost pass for an animated 
chapter from one of Seton Merriman’s famous 
romances, so skilfully has the atmosphere of the 
age been realised, and so deftly has the dramatic 
intensity of the situation been worked up. The 
end, perhaps, comes a little too quickly. It is a 
magnificent finish—the lonely hussar, sole survivor 
of his regiment, galloping fast in the pale moon- 
light through the lonely, echoing streets of the 
quaint old Spanish city, the bodies of his comrades. 
murdere din their sleep, and cast from the win- 
dows, lying in grim, black heaps, smothered in 
their own blood —but it would have been improved 
by being led up to a little more slowly. We are, 
however, spared the horrors of the actual massacre 
by this means, which may be just as well, in the 
circumstances. As we have indicated, the scenery, 
both natural and artificial, is perfectly arranged 
throughout the film. The last scene of all lingers 
longest in the memory, perhaps, but there are 
others of almost equal merit, notably those in 
which the action progresses against a background 
of antique, weather-worn masonry, stained, as it 
were, by the tears of Time, and havoced by the 
passing years. (Hispano film. European Film 
Agency.

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everyone can understand, with the understanding 
of the heart as well as of the intellect, because 
almost everyone, at one time or another, has either 
experienced personally or closely come in contact 
with conditions approximating to those shown in 
the film. <A deeply dramatic note is struck again 
in the juxtaposition of and comparison between 
the two households, the one wealthy and the other 
poor, where two young couples, equal in love, if 
not in riches, are beginning life. The sharp con- 
trast lends to each a peculiar significance, and it 
offers a striking exemplification of the universality 
and common beauty of passion, which stirs the 
pulse of Lazarus no less quickly than the finer 
blood of Dives. The main theme of the story is 
the distinction in the eyes of mankind between the 
sins of the rich and the sins of the poor. As the 
title of the film declares, ‘‘ The one is business; the 
other crime.” It is a theme which has been treated 
with consummate art on the “legitimate” stage 
by John Galsworthy in “The Silver Box,” a 
dramatic masterpiece emphasising the partial 
justice which imprisons one man where the other 
goes free, though their crimes are precisely similar. 
There are many grim little pieces of irony in the 
present film, not unworthy of Mr Galsworthy, who, 
one thinks, would find it of interest, were he to 
see it. The chief fault in ‘‘One is Business; the 
Other Crime,” it seems to us, is its ending. It 
finishes in the conventional manner, by everybody 
becoming good and happy, repenting of their sins, 
and resolving to lead a new and a better life in the 
future. This is a pity, from-the artistic point of 
view, though it may enhance the pictures popu- 
larity. It weakens the ironical drama of the 
theme, and it lessens somewhat its moral signifi- 
canca; still, one cannot grumble when the rest of 
the play is so really excellent. The acting of the 
film is magnificent. The poor man’s girl-wife, with 
her sturdy courage in face of hopelessness while 
her husband is there, and her despairing break- 
dowu when he is gone, is a singularly lovely por- 
trait, whilst the typical man of business, the 
master of the wealthy household, who is callous 
and mercenary simply because he does not under- 
stand—until his gentle wife teaches him—is 
another clever piece of characterisation. The whole 
thing is a sermon on point of view, and a demon- 
stration of how almost everything in this world 
depends upon the way one regards it. Morals may 
be juggled with, wrong changed to right, and right 
turned into wrong, simply by the manner in which 
they are looked at. ‘‘One is Business; the Other 
Crime” is almost a great film. It is certainly a 
picture which no one can afford to neglect, for it 
represents a phase of cinematography in what is, 
at present, its best aspect. (Biograph film. M.-P.

Studies of Kittens.—The pictures 
show a basket with three fluffy kit- 
tens in it; a number of kittens lap- 

ing milk with their mother, who 

hee sheltered herself in a wash tub; 
a wash and brush up; the fascina- 
tion of a ball and a piece of paper ; 
the kitten. and the sly mouse; an 
innocent-looking kitten watching 
two birds in a cage; an intruder; 
the pup in his kennel forbids entr 
to the kittens. Two pictures, with 
a kitten and a hen, are brought 
before the spectator. Slowly the 
kitten and the hen become animate 
and living. (Released May 8th. Length 428 ft.) 


Manners and Customs of the Siamese.—Views of one 
of Siam’s finest parks with its well-kept lawns, hundreds 
of different varieties of trees and cacti.

Education and the Cinematograph. 


We are glad to be able to report that our efforts 
on behalf of the educational side of cinemato- 
graphy are meeting on all sides with an immediate 
response. There is little question that those pet 
in authority over us, and even the public gener- 
ally, are awakening to the fact that they have in 
the cinematograph one of the greatest educational 
forces ever yet known to man.

The cinematograph is not merely a popular form 
of entertainment; it is also one of the most power- 
ful educators the world has ever known. It is not 
confined to one country or one race; it is cosmo 
politan in the widest sense, and it breaks down 
the barriers between nations more effectually and 
more lastingly than all the volumes of all the 
philosophers, into however many tongues they may 
be translated. The Cinematograph School, when it 
is firmly established, will be a common, universal 
school, in which the Fiji Islander may learn with 
equal facility beside the Englishman. ae moving

We hope that this demonstra- 
tion will justify the description given of it by 
The Daily Sketch—‘‘one of the most amazing 
displays ever attempted.’’ At any rate, we hope 
it will have the result of amazing those educa 
tionalists who will be present sufficiently to cause 
them to consider the wholesale adoption of cine. 
education in schools throughout the country.

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THE LONG FILM. 


‘**LOVE’S REVENGE,” 


Even its quondam detractors are now compelled 
to admit that the long film has not only come to 
stay, but is even one of the most popular features 
of the picture playhouse. Its popularity promises 
to spread to still wider spheres with the increase 
in its excellence. With the advent of the serious 
silent drama, which the long subject first made 
possible, and with the growth of skill and experi- 
ence on the part of the producer thereof, a much 
higher and more cultivated class of patron is being 
attracted to the cinematograph theatres, the kind 
‘of person often who, a short while ago, despised 
them as being hopelessly beneath his notice. The 
so-called “long film” (after all, “long” is purely 
comparative; in the early days of cinematography 
a subject of 500 ft. was so described) is. thera 
can be no question, very largely bound up with the 
art of the picture play. Short travel pictures, 
industrials, “comics,” and even lighter comedies 
will always be welcome, but to treat a serious 
dr: matic subject with a plot worth any care in 
development in anything under at least 800 ft. of 
film must always be futile. A short ‘dramatic 
episode’ you may have—a living snapshot of one 
of life’s more strenuous incidents-—but such a film 
can never be more than an episode with success. 
It cannot be a complete story of human life and 
action, naturally and realistically developed. Ex- 
cept as an episode, it can never have artistic 
finish or be satisfying but to the crudest intelli- 
gence. With the “long film,’ however. the case 
is quite different. Given a sufficient length of 
time in which to develop his plot, there are few 
subjects which the cinematographer should not in 
time be capable of interpreting silently. In the 
long film one feels the loss of speech much less 
acutely. It is a mistake to suppose that the pic- 
ture play is necessarily the play of action. It 
need only be the play of action in so far as action, 
or movement, or gesture, is its form of expression 
in the place of language; it by no means entails 
a sort of dramatic Saint Vitus’ Dance in order 
to keep the interest alive. Lack of speech cannot 
be covered up by excess of motion; that is simply 
trying to excuse one fault by committing another. 

One of the latest examples of the long film drama, 
whose interest is something more than that of 
merely physical action, is “Loves Revenge,” a 

" picture over two thousand feet in length, by the 
New Agency Film Company. This film is not 
without its more sensational moments, since it in- 
cludes a very realistic explosion and fire scene, 
and a tragic suicide, among other things, but its 
apjral is not confined to frenzied rushings to and 
fro. It claims one’s attention primarily because it 
gives a graphic portrayal of the ruin of a man by 
a woman both soul and body; it marks the course

of a disastrous passion; and it sets forth vividly 
each tragic stage therein so that its realism and its 
truth could be little greater were it presented 
through the medium of speech. 

Very briefly its plot is as follows. Paul Vidal 
is an analytical chemist employed in a large fac- 
tory. Shortly after the commencement of the film 
he introduces his wite, Jane, to Mr. Worms, one 
of the heads of his firm, whom they meet in the 
street. Worms immediately becomes possessed with 
an overpowering desire for the love of Paul’s wife, 
and in succeeding scenes we see his ineffectual 
attempts to win her affection. Realising that sho 
loves her ‘husband too tenderly to listen to the 
declarations of another, Worms determines to get 
rid of his rival. Stealthily creeping into Vidal’s 
laboratory while the latter is out, he fills a retort, 
which is being used in an experiment, with a dan- 
gerous chemical. The chemist returns, and, con- 
tinuing his tests unaware of the alteration, there 
is a frightful explosion. Flames and smoke bursi 
out in volumes from the building, which is now 
seen from the outside, and svon afterwards the dead 
body of Vidal is brought forth and carried to his 
home. Jane is overpowered with sorrow, and the 
villainous Worms, coming to the house on the 
pretence of offering his sympathy, sees her stretched 
across her husband’s body on the bed. He stands 
behind her covertly triumphing in his success, - 
and at that moment Jane raises her eyes and. 
catches sight of his reflection in a mirror against 
the opposite wall. Immediately she grasps the 
truth, and understands that Vidal has been foully 
murdered by this man who would be her lover. 

A year later she formulates a scheme of revenge, 
and, in order to carry it out, consents to murry 
Worms. As soon as the ceremony is over she em- 
barks on a serics of the wildest extravagances. 
She has determined to ruin the man who has 
destroyed her husband. and in a very short time 
she has brought him face to face with bankruptcy. 
He manages to procure temporary assistance from 
a friend, but Jane creeps down to the safe in the 
middle of the night and wilfully sets fire to tho 
notes that represent his last chance of salvation. 
The final crash comes when the wretched Worms 
discovers what has happened. Staggering from 
the room in a frenzy of terror when his clerk tells 
him that the notes have disappeared, he returns a 
minute later to find on his desk a pistol placed 
there by Jane. The grim sugestion acts, and, 
seizing the weapon, he kills himself at the feet 
of the woman who has encompassed his end. Jane 
gives him a last look of hatred, and then, passing 
to her room, where hangs Vidal’s portrait, she 
smiles up at the painted likeness at peace at last, 
having accomplished her mission of revenge.

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LICENCES GRANTED AT ST. HELENS. 

At a meeting of the St. Helens’ Magistrates, 
licences were granted for music and dancing at a 
picture theatre at the corner of Boundary Road

NO MORE THEATRES WANTED. 

At a meeting of the Oldham Sanitary and Build- 
ings Committee on Thursday last, a letter was 
read from Mr. J. G. Gilchrist, Hon. Secretary of 
the Oldham and District Picture ‘Theatres Associa- 
tion, asking that the Building Committee would, 
before passing plans for further cinematograph 
halls, take into consideration the fact that the 
existing picture theatres are already in excess of 
the requirements. Consideration of plans for a 
new picture theatre proposed to be erected in 
Featherstall Road, N., was adjourned until they 
had been before the Watch Committee. 


THE CENSORSHIP IN GERMANY. 

With reference to our article on the above sub- 
ject, which appeared in a recent issue of THE Bio- 
SCOPE, a correspondent writes:—‘‘The German 
Censor of Films makes a special distinction be- 
tween films which may be exhibited to adults only 
and those which may not be exhibited at all. Most 
of the world’s manufacturers have an agent or re- 
presentative in Berlin, and it is there that the 
films are first inspected by a censor. This official 
compiles a list of the fitms which are (i) licensed 
without restriction, (ii.) licensed for exhibition to 
adults only, and (iii.) unreservedly rejected. A 
copy of this list is sent to all the local censors in 
most of the larger German cities. Films barred by 
the Berlin censor may not be shown at Diisseldorf, 
for instance, without first obtaining the consent of 
the local censor. As a matter of fact, many films 
not passed by the Berlin censor are afterwards 
licensed locally for other citiee Children, as a 
rule, are only permitted to visit the cinematograph 
theatres up to a certain hour—at Diisseldorf until 
7 o’clock—and the theatres are not allowed to 
exhibit any films barred for juvenile performances 
before that hour, or, if they should wish to do so, 
they must not admit children. Special laws have 
been drawn up, by which a single censor at Berlin 
exercises authority for all Prussia, at. Dresden for 
Saxonia, etc. Signs are becoming more and more 
evident that the better classes are taking an 
increased interest in cinematography. In many 
places special scientific programmes are nut on from 
time to time; the “ Lichtspiel,” at Diisseldorf, for 
example, gives such a performance every fortnight 
from 9 to 11 in the evening. For these per- 
formances, it is interesting to note, the house is 
invariably sold out. In many German towns, also, 
the cinematczgraph theatres arrange special pro- 
grammes on certain afternoons, the films included 
in these being licensed or recommended by school- 


masters.” iC.0 gle

The work of building a splendid new theatre, 
which is to be devoted entirely to pictures, in East 
Hull, is now well in-hand. The project should 
prove most successful, as the district affords an 
ideal site, whilst the management will be in most 
capable hands. 


PLANS PASSED. 

Despite opposition on the part of the Liverpool 
Theatrical Managers’ Association, the plans were 
approved by the Liverpool City Magistrates for 
converting the Prince of Wales’s, Clayton Street, 
into a cinematograph theatre. 


A GOOD TOPICAL. 

The management of the Theatre de Luxe, Brad- 
ford, secured for presentation last week, an 
excellent film depicting life,in the Bradford City 
Police Force. The local interest attaching to this 
picture was intensified by the fact that the 
citizens of Bradford are uncommonly proud 
of the smartness and efficiency of the local police, 
who some years ago received a high testimonial 
from an inspecting General. 


BATLEY PICTURE PALACE. 

This, the latest structure of its kind in Batley 
(Yorks), is now absolutely under the control of 
Mr. Riley. Mr. Preston Jenkinson thus retires 
from the active management of the concern. 
Mr. Riley is determined that the _ place 
shall succeed at all costs. He secured the Tztanic 
film the same day that it reached London. By a 
big effort it was put on the 4 p.m. train from 
King’s Cross to Wakefield, reaching the latter 
town at 7.30, and thence being taken by taxi to 
Batley in time for the first house at the Picture 
Palace.

“SAVED FROM THE GUILLOTINE.” 


This, the first of Messrs. Prieur’s ‘‘Savoia” films, 
is a tale quite worthy of the Baroness Orczy, or any 
cther of the Revolution storytellers. It is extra- 
ordinary how prolific those few lurid years have 
been of material for.the novelist and playwright. 
“The Scarlet Pimpernel ” still causes a romantic 
throb in the bosom of every well-conducted young 
lady; ‘“‘The Only Way” has lost none of its 
ancient power as a maker of tears and cheers; in 
fact the whole library of famous Revolution stories 
and plays is as well loved as it ever was. If the 
manufacturers of picture plays have not been slow 
to recognise the French Revolution’s dramatic 
merits, they have, on the other hand, by no means 
done the period to death. There is plenty of room 
for a great many more films on this enticing 
subject, and “Saved from the Guillotine” is as 
good a story of the kind as could be wished for. 
It is forcibly acted and admirably staged, and it 
includes some scenic effects which are quite extra- 
ordinarily good. There is one particularly 
effective scene taken from the interior of a great 
mansion, through the windows of which one sees 
the approaching revolutionists sweeping over 
the distant plain like some advancing tide 
of death. Then there is an_ excellently 
done fight inside the house, the patriots 
doing combat with the aristocrats over a hastily 
devised barrier of furniture and household goods. 
Yet a third good scene is found in the charming 
glimpse of the woods through which the revo- 
lutionary army marches. The sunlight filtering 
in a golden torrent down the slender, dark tree 
trunks and flooding the stream below with light 
renders this picture remarkably lovely. The 
faults of the film are only minor ones and are 
scarcely worth enumerating. As a whole it is a 
splendid production. 

The story opens in the’ chdlet of a French 
aristocrat, who has just received a letter from the 
royalists in Paris advising him of their efforts to 
save the King and bidding him be ready to help

the Marquis’ property. To save him from dis- 
covery, Marie quickly closes the trap-door and 
turns to face the rabble alone. Renaud loads her 
with insults and, thrusting burning brands into 
her hair and against her ankles, endeavours to 
make her disclose the steward’s hiding place. 
Feigning to acquiese, the brave girl leads them 
outdoors to a shed inside which, she tells them, 
her protector is concealed. They rush to verify 
her tale, but immediately they have entered she 
bars the door from the outside and sets fire to a 
heap of rubbish against the wall. In few minutes 
the place is blazing, and Marie returns to release 
the steward from the cellar, afterwards flying with 
him on horseback whilst the villainous Renaud 
and his associates perish in the flames.

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production and nothing cost too much. If an 
actor or actress were thought to be suitable to 
appear in a film story he or she was immediately 
offered a substantial salary, and a fifty-two weeks 
contract. Mr.’Marion also stated that even the stars 
were eager to get in the business, for they found 
it was not detrimental to their interests, and the 
life an ideal one. But experience was essen- 
tial to success, and often several weeks passed 
before the recruit was good enough, in the 
new sphere of acting, for appearing in a Kalem 
production. It was thesame'with scenario writers ; 
experience in the actual method of taking pictures 
was a stern necessity, and the Kalem Company 
found that it paid well to secure well-known 
writers and novelists and to send them out two or 
three weeks with the company, so that they could 
see how entirely different the production of a film 
story was to that of a play or novel. 


Mr. Marion believes that the same faces 
appearing in film plays, week after week, is a 
decided advantage, for again it was experience 
that gave success to a film, and the number of 
presents and good wishes received by the actors 
and actresses (especially the latter) proved that 
they had a decided following. Then again the 
prodigious quantity of photographs sold of the 
separate individuals spoke well for their popu- 
larity. Going further, Mr. Marion quoted many 


leading stars on the legitimate stage in America 
and England whose experience had been obtained 
by appearing in pictures; for acting without lines 
represented a very high ideal, and though fifteen 
years ago there was no notion of its important 
phase in dramatic art, moving pictures had never 
been debasing, but helpful to its furtherance. 


Mr. Marion said that picture theatres in England 
were very far in advance of those in America as 
regards construction, furnishing, management, 
general courtesy of staff, and the way the pictures 
were put on, but that we were hopelessly outclassed 
in projection (merely due to adjustment) and this 
he attributed to the fact that the American 
operators were better paid and of a higher type as 
a class British machines, he thought, were 
superior to those of their American competitors. 
Assistant operators in the States were paid from 
18 to 20 dollars, and chief operators from 25 to 30 
dollars a week. 


Mr. Marion gave instances of one or two 
theatres he had visited in this country which 
he described as being far and away superior to any 
to be found in America. He prophesied that 
houses of the same magnificence and conducted in 
the same manner would do well in America. It 
should be mentioned that Mr. Marion returns to 
the States on Saturday. 


Our Picture Personality. 


Our picture personality this week is Mr. 
Gordon P. Firmin, representative of Fullers’ 
Amusement Enterprise, New Zealand. Mr. Firmin 
has been selecting and buying programmes for New 
Zealand for some years past, but it was only in 
October, 1910, that he opened an office in the Film 
House, Gerrard Street, W., and took over the 
London reprseentation of John Fuller and Sons. 
Mr. John Fuller, the senior partner, and father of 
the “sons,” was in former years well known_on the 
London vaudeville stage as the possessor of a very 
fine voice, and we understand that Auckland music- 
lovers still have the pleasure of listening to his 
singing. It is some twenty years since that Mr. 
Fuller and his family sought their fortunes in New 
Zealand, and at once opened up in vaudeville, in 
which class of entertainment they quickly came to 
the front. Eight years ago the eyes of the Fuller 
combination were opened to the great, possibilities 
of the cinematograph, and, for the time being, they 
converted most of their large theatres into moving 
picture houses. They have built, and are still 
building, theatres in various cities and towns, and 
are to-day running both variety and pictures in 
Auckland, Wellington, Dunedin, Christchurch, 
Invercargill, Palmerston North, Nelson, Wan-

ganui, and other places in the interior of the 
North and South Islands. Mr. Ben Fuller (the 
elder of the sons), familiarly known as * Benny,” 
needs no introduction from us. lle visited England 
about three years ago, and soon established himself 
a favourite in the Trade by his breezy and out- 
spoken manner, and. his spirit of independence. 
Mr. John Fuller, jun., we hope, at no very distant 
date, may visit the Old Country. He is a 
member of the Wellington City Council, and 
has firm convictions in a Radical Government. 


Messrs. John Fuller and Sons, of New Zealand, 
and Brennan’s Amphitheatres, Limited, of Aus- 
tralia, have come to an arrangement as from April 
Ist last, whereby four of Fuller's New Zealand 
Amusement Enterprise Theatres will be merged 
into the Brennan Australian business, and in all 
probability will be known in future as the “ Bren- 
nan-Fuller Vaudeville Circuit.” Mr. Ben Fuller 
will be managing director in Australia, whilst the 
affairs of the circuit in New Zealand will be under 
the direct control of Messrs. John Fuller, senr., and 
John Fuller, junr.

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Sidelights on Scientific Cinematography. 


By Leonard Donaldson (Author of “ The Cirtematograph and Natural Science.’’ 


1.—The Motion Picture in Botany. 

As biological science advances, and the cinemato- 
graph is beginning to be seriously recognised as a 
potent factor in scientific research, the experimen- 
talist is now able to obtain glimpses of fields of 
thought, the mereexistence of which was practically 
absent, even in the most imaginative of the earlier 
scientists. The new means of interrogating Nature 
—vu., by the employment of cinematography and 
the wider views of the functions of living beings, 
have together proved the means of enriching our 
stores of culture. In no department of science has 
the advance in question been more plainly seen, 
perhaps, than in the field which the botanist claims 
es his own. 

The modern student of plant life no longer regarda 
the objects of his study as so many things which 
merely demand classification and arrangement, and 
whose history is exhausted as soon as a couple of 
Latin or Greek names have been appended to each 
specimen. On the contrary, the modern botanist— 
especially at this season of the year—seeks to un- 
ravel the mysteries which hedge about the living 
actions of even the humblest plant that decks a 
wall or tints the stones with its delicate incrusta- 
tion. 

To the cinematographer the plant is no longer a 
kind of half inanimate being, but stands revealed in 
so many feet of film as an organism exhibiting 
sensitiveness, often showing likes and dislikes, pos- 
sessing its own way of life, and governed appa- 
rently by instincts which, in their degree, are cer- 
tainly as well defined as are analogous traite in 
the existence of the animal. 

The cinematograph renders it possible for us to 
study what I may legitimately term “ instinct” in 
plants; the phenomena witnessed in the “climbing” 
movements of certain forms may be selected. We 
have found that plants possessing weak stems may 
climb and support themselves in different ways. 
Again, we have noticed that, whilst certain twining 
plants appear to climb in one fashion, others exhibit 
an opposite method of obtaining the same end. Cer- 
tain films, for example, have shown us that of 
plants which twist their stems around fixed objects, 
by far the greater number twine from left to right, 
or contrary to the direction of the sun. We have 
proved by means of the cinematograph the philo- 
sophy of Darwin to be correct, at any rate, with 
regard to botanical science. Darwin showed us 
the still rarer case of plants, each of which twines 
for so much of its length’ from right to left, and 
in another ‘epoch from left to right. In these 
simple observations the cinematographer has dis- 
covered the existence of instincts in plants. “ In- 


stinct,” if defined as blind eer vod cea 


carried out action, in which consciousness plays 
little or no part, would certainly appear to be 
the term most applicable to the causes which lie 
at the root and bottom of these remarkable plant 
movements. 


Messrs. Urban and Pathé Fréres have proved 
beyond dispute to the careful obeerver, in the 
excellent series of films produced by them, that 
Charles Darwin had indeed discovered in many 
instances, merely by the aid of constant research! 
and a wonderful philosophy, the very origin of 
life. Darwin, in one of those researches which 
must remain for ever classic in its nature, describes 
in detail the features exhibited during the growth 
of a young hop plant. When the young shoot 
appears above ground, the first joints of the stem 
grow atraight and remain stationary. As soon as 
the next joints are developed, however, they may 
be seen, not merely, to bend in a curious way to 
one side, but they also move round from right to 
left. What scientific instrument can more clearly 
show that an essentially similar process is observ- 
able in all twining plants than the cinematograph? 

Now, the explanation of these peculiar move- 
mente of revolution is a matter which naturally, 
claims and demands the attention of every lover 
of nature. Even to the general type of picture 
theatre patron, to comprehend the causes of these 
movements is an easy matter when a series of pic- 
tures is thrown on the screen in proper sequence. 
Doubtless these laws themselves have been deter- 
mined and jnitiated by external conditions; but as 
we see them presented by the unerring eye of the 
cinematograph to-day, they appear to originate from 
deep-rooted causes, which, in truth, form part and 
parcel of the plant constitution. 


Very curious revelations await the cinemato- 
grapher who dips into the habits and instincts of 
climbing plants, and I would here put forward 
the suggestion to these gentlemen who have done 
so much for gcientific cinematography that they 
turn their attention, and the lens of the camera, 
to this interesting species of plant life. They 
will probably learn that the shaking ef a plant by 
its removal from one place to another as it grows 
in its pot, will cause its twining impulses to be 
suspended for a time. They will also observe that 
the “twiners” climb their supports as a rule, and 
that, whilst such a climber as the “ivy green” will 
attach iteelf by its false roots to a thick stem, the 
hop, honeysuckle, and all true “twiners” effect 
supports of delicate calibre. 


Finally, from this brief consideration of the func- 
tions of twiners and climbers in plant life, the 
experimentalist may! led!terstill deeper questions 
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An Exceptionally Striking Drama. 
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of the philosophy of organic nature. Can the cine- 
matograph show us the reason for these plants 
becoming so developed? Were the “twiners” ante- 
cedent in time to the tendril-climbers, or are the 
latter the more primitive of the two types? The 


. amswers to these queries are naturally important, 


as bearing upon the fundamental problem which 
underlies all biology—the origin and development 
of the varied forms of life that people our globe. 
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Whether or no it is possible for the cinematographer 
to find an answer matters not for the present. At. 
any rate, there need be no halo of mystery existent 
around the nature of the climbing habits in plants. 
It is quite within the capabilities of the moving 
picture to show us all these things, and from them 
we can carefully form our philosophy and direct: 
our forces of investigation in the correct channels.

PICTURES IN IRELAND. 


BY “PADDY.” 


I have remarked in former notes on the spirit of 
moving with the times which seems to pervade the 
management of the Kingatown Picture House. It 
consequently gave me great pleasure to see that 
Mr. Nowne, the manager of this popular theatre, 
held special performances last week in aid of the 
Titanie Relief Fund. Thesetook place on Monday, 
and the pictures included the three-reel subject, 
“Vanity Fair.’ There was an important point 
about these performances which I think well worth 
while mentioning. No expenses whatsoever were 
deducted, the entire proceeds being forwarded to 
the Fund. Mr. Nowne is to be congratulated on the 
promptnese which has characterised this move of 
his on behalf of the survivors. 


A new hall will shortly open in Capel Street, 
Dublin. Variety and pictures will, I understand, 
fill the programme equally. There are now no 
fewer than four halls all very close to each othen— 
namely, the Irish Cinema Theatre in Capel Street, 
the Dorset Street Hall at the corner of Granby 
Row, and the Rotunda Rooms. Certainly this 
portion of Dublin appears to be very well provided 
for, and the erection of another picture show is 
contemplated down on the Quays. 


The only place in Dublin projecting the picture 
from behind the screen is the Tivoli Variety 
Theatre. Mr. Charles Jones is the manager here, 
and the films, I believe, are supplied by Messrs. 
Weisker, of Liverpool. A good picture is shown, 
and eagerly looked forward to. 


I have often wondered why it ia that one sees 
the same films soreened—or, at least, a great 
majority of them—at the various picture shows in 
Dublin. A subject witnessed at one theatre can 
generally be seen at a later date at others. It is 
not as if the same film service were employed and 
the films passed on. 


Some hundreds of films are released every weak 
from the different manufacturers, and it would 


seem easy,to have a(bigegr gy. The argu- 


ment may be raised that each theatre has its owir 
particular audience. To a great extent this is a. 
fallacy. It may be unavoidable—but it is strange. 


Mr. J. E. McDermott, the proprietor of the: 
Assembly Rooms, Bray, has been over in London: 
recently inspecting the merits of the different day- 
light screens. Should the idea prove feasible, he- 
contemplates showing pictures in the open on fine. 
days at Bray this summer. It should certainly 
meet with considerable support, Bray being well 
filled with visitors during that season. Mr. McDer- 
mott runs the Arcadia Rooms in Bray also during: 
the summer, and they are thronged nightly. 


The Volta Electric Theatre, in Mary Street, is- 
one of the theatres owned by Provincial Cinemato-. 
graph Theatres, Limited. Mary Street is at all 
times crowded, and the theatre stands about the- 
centre. Consequently, good houses are the rule.. 
The screen is set high up on the wall without the: 
usual attendant drapery and artificial flowers. A 
clear picture is thrown, and the programme is in-. 
variably of a high-class and instructive nature. 


The Provincial Cinematograph Theatre Company,. 
Limited, do not open their theatres on Sunday, and 
this led a number of enterprising Dublin gentlemen 
to form a syndicate in order to lease the Volta. 
Theatre, in Mary Street, Dublin, from the company, 
for the purpose of running Sunday shows. The 
syndicate, I understand, is under the leadership; 
of Mr. Larchet, the father of Mr. Jack Larchet, of 
orchestral fame. Three performances are given in 
the day, and it is a noteworthly fact that at the. 
hour when the publichouses close on Sundays, 
scarcely five men leave their seats to go out. Yet 
kill-joys say Sunday opening does harm! 


Mr. Larchet is always personally in attendance, 
and has made it a etrict rule that if any film shown 
at the first performance is in the slightest way un-- 
suitable for a Sunday programme, it is instantly 
taken off.

If Baillie Secott—who has been giving vent to his 
views anent picture theatres—were to ask the 
headmaster of any school in Aberdeen what was 
the reason for the improved tone of the essays now 
writen by his pupils, says Mr. Dove Paterson, the 
enterprising manager of the Gaiety, Aberdeen, he 
would be informed that it was the picture palace. 
Picture theatre managers realised in every sense 
their duty to the public, and there were very few 
who flinched from that duty. As to the waifs who 
were said to be led into crime by pilfering to gain 
admission to see the pictures, they were few and 
far between, and he never yet had a mother or 
father who had lodged such a complaint with him. 
Matters, indeed, had been entirely the other way 
about. The children who visited the theatres went: 
away delighted, recounted what they had seen, and 
helped in this way to brighten the home life. Mr. 
Paterson, in conclusion, invited the Aberdeen 
Magistrates, or anybody sceptical, to visit a picture 
hall for an evening, and see for themselves the 
large amount of good these places were doing. 


I do not need to add any comment of my own. 
Mr. Paterson, in his spirited reply to the uncalled- 
for criticism, has fully vindicated the position of 
the picture palace, and I let it go at that. 


While speaking of Mr. Dove Paterson, I am glad 
to hear such splendid reports of his famous Gaiety 
Picture Hall, in the Granite City. The ‘Gaiety 
Elocutionists ”—Mr. and Mrs. Dove Paterson—are 
still making the pictures speak in a manner that 
keeps the dramatic interest of the films right up 
to the finish. The sitting accommodation provides 
room for 1,000 persons in the area and 500 in the 
balcony, and the crowds wanting admission are 
often too great even for the spacious capacity of 
this hall. Every Saturday evening, by the way, 
Mr. Dove Paterson is running his city cinemato- 
graph concert in the Music-Hall, and these are 
meeting with ever-continuing success. 


Councillor Miskimmin recently applied to the 
Falkirk magistrates for a six-days’ licence for his 
Picturedrome in Melville Street. The applicant 
mentioned that on Sunday evenings he gave pic- 
ture shows, but these consisted of lantern slides 
and non-flam films. He further mentioned that 
the Act did not apply to non-flam films, and he 
asked a six-days’ licence, on the ground that these 
were the only days on which he used the films to 
which the Act applied. It was moved by Provost 
Bogle that a six-days’ licence be duly granted, but 
Baillie Russell moved, as an amendment—and this 
was carried—that the licence only be granted on 
the understanding that no pictures were shown on

NOTES FROM SCOTLAND BY “SCOTTY.” 


At Gorbals Cross, Mr. George Green’s Picture- 
drome continues to attract. crowded houses. The 
other day, when I looked into this splendidly con- 
ducted snow, the leading film was ‘‘Max Linder 
versus Nick Winter,” and this dramatic picture 
was being followed with keen interest and apprecia- 
tion. ‘Tnis hall is managed in excellent style by 
Mr. Washington Hill, late of the Pontefract 
Pavilion, and who was previously’ engaged in a 
similar capacity at Lodz, Russia. 


During the past week the King’s Theatre, Glas- 
gow, has temporarily forsaken the legitimate in 
favour of the film, and large crowds have been 
nightly assembling to witness the Kinemacolor 
reproduction of the Coronation Durbar at Delhi, 
aud with the King and Queen on their tour 
through India. All Glasgow has been turning out 
to witness on the screen the State entry into Delhi,. 
the review of the 50,000 troops, the gorgeous spec- 
tacle of the Coronation Durbar, the grand elephant 
procession, and numerous other scenes of equal 
novelty and splendour. About this performance 
the Morning Post recently remarked that “nothing 
so stirring, so varied, so beautiful, so stupendous as 
these moving pictures, all in their natural colours, 
had ever been seen before,” and Glasgow fully en- 
dorses this opinion. 


it is of interest to know that the policy of ex- 
clusively confining the Glasgow Corporation Satur- 
day afternoon recitals to the City and St. Andrew's: 
Halls is likely to continue next season, and this, I 
understand, is practically due to the demand by 
private firms for the other district halls for the 
running of picture entertainments. By the way, 
it is significant that the largest attendances at the 
City and St. Andr2w’s Halls during the past winter 
coincide with the programmes which provide the 
most, lib2ral displays of moving pictures, and this 
has raised an important point—Should the Cor- 
poration substitute picture shows for the old-time 
concerts ? 


That question has been mooted in civic circles, 
and there is a likelihood that it will be discussed 
on an early date by the Corporation. Of late years 
the patronage extended to the musical entertain- 
ments in the suburban districts diminished so 
rapidly that the Corporation had to discontinue 
the Saturday concerts entirely. That there was: 
still a demand for amusement. however, was ap- 
parent, because each of the district Corporation 
halls was taken up in turn by private enterprise to. 
profitably feature picture shows. Thus the cine- 
matograph has proved one of the keenest com- 
petitors to the old-time concerts, and. the question 
therefore arises as to whether the Corporation 
should not provide for this demand. It will be: 
interesting to wateligwhatrsteps are taken. 
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makes them indispensable to every programme.

According to this invention, the object is attained by 
using an arrangement such as that diagrammatically repre- 
sented, by way of example, in the accompanying drawing.

The roll of music thus obtained is reproduced by per- 
‘foration to any number of copics desired. : 

Tt js therefore obvious that if such a music roll be used 
in an electric piano operated synchronously with the ap- 
paratus unrolling the cinematographic film in front of the 
-projecting lens, the exact results will be obtained as at the 
initial registering. : 

For reproducing music simultaneously and synchron- 
ously with the cinematographic projection, the invention 
comprises an arrangement such as shown in the annexed 
drawing which represents an apparatus for the simul- 
taneous control of the reproducing piano and the mechan- 
jem unwinding the film by means of two electric motors 
arranged to work in synchronism. 

According to this invention, the motor a operates the 
reproducing piano. not shown, and motor b operates the 
‘film winding mechanism. not shown, said motors being 
‘synchronously controlled by a single rheostat c. 

, As it is necessary to have a wide difference of speed _be- 
tween the controlled apparatus (piano and unwinding 
-mechanism) and that of the motors it follows that a mo- 
mentary variation in the speed of one vr other of the 
motors will not be immediately obvious to the spectators. 

In order to be able to again bring the apparatus rapidly 

and imperceptibly into synchronism. in such a case a second 
‘compensating rheostat :/ is provided which ‘s mounted and 
operated in the manner shown on the drawings. 
__ This second compensating rheostat acts simultaneously 
for increasing the speed of the motor which is turning too 
slowly and damping the speed of the motor which is turn- 
‘ing too fast. 

The electrical connections can be clearly seen from the 
drawings and need no other explanation. 

The operation of the compensating rheostat is effected by 
the attendant at the piano who watches the cinematogra-

phic proleicn. This attendant operates a peda! e con- 
nected to the handle f of the rheostat. 

This operation can be rendered mechanical for the at- 
tendant in so far that visible and numbered marks can be 
provided at certain intervals on the films and on the 
roll of music. 

If the mark visible on the screen is seen to be in advance 
of that visible on the music rol] either directly or by re- 
flection, this indicates that the film motor must be mo- 
mentarily slackened whilst that of the piano is accelerated. 

The synchronous reproduction. of the film and of the 
music rolls being thus ensured, the process and apparatus 
above described permit of automatically obtaining a perfect 
synchronism. between the cinematographic projections and 
the music. 


The inventor’s claims are :—- 

1. Means for synchronising the music of a piano with 
the pictures of the cinematograph, consisting of two syn- 
chronised electromotors, a controlling rheostat, a differ- 
ential rheostat actuated to produce correspondence between 
marks on the music rol! and the film roll, as stated. 

2. Anparatus for synchronising the musical reproduc- 
tion with the pictures of the cinematograph, constructed 
combined and arranged to operate substantially as de- 
scribed with reference to and as shown in the accompany- 
ing drawings. :

The Biograph Electric Theatre, in the High 
Street, was well filled when I called in, and Mr.

On Thursday last the statutory firet meetings of the 
creditors and contributories under the Winding-up Order 
recently made against the Premier Electric Theaites, 
Limited, 1, Broad Street Place, Finsbury Circus, were held 
at the London Bankruptcy Court before Mr. Burgess, the 
Assistant Receiver. he statement of affairs filed under 
the proceedings disclosed, as regards creditors, total lia- 
bilities £41,773 Os. 2d., of which £10,932 168. 10d. is 
unsecured and expected to rank for dividend against assets 
estimated to produce £316 10s. 8d. As r ails contribu- 
tories, the total deficiency shown is £42,208 6s. 2d. The 
Chairman reported that the company, which was pro- 
moted by the London Concessions and Constructions Syn- 
dicate, Limited (now in compulsory liquidation), was regis- 
tered on November 26, 1908, with a nominal] capital of 
£50,000, divided into 49,000 Preferred Ordinary shares of 
£1 each, and 20,000 Deferred shares of 1s. each. The 
firat directors were appointed by Articles of Association, 
and were Harold Turner Thom and Hugh William 
Tatum. On November 26, 1909, Frederick Motson Thomp- 
son, Leonard Fawkner, and Henry Frederick Lewis werc 
appointed directors by the board, and on December 1, 
1909, Charles Archibald Henderson was appointed in the 
same manner. Fawkner resigned on August 3,.1910, H. T. 
Thompson on November 7, 1910, and F. M. Thompson on 
December 8, 1910, and on December 1, 1910, Ellis Parker 
was appointed a director by the board. On April 5, 1911, 
George Henry Cakebread and John Cathles Hill were ap- 

inted directors by the board, but both resigned on 
Naveriber 16th, 1911, the directors in office at the date 
of the wince te order being Tatum, Lewis, Henderson 
and Parker. e comeeny originally had registered 
offices at King’s House, King Street, E.C.; they were re- 
moved, on April 19, 1910, to Spencer House, South Place, 
Finsbury Pavement, E.C., and on January 16, 1911, to 
1, Broad Street Place, E.C. The company also had elec- 
tric theatres, and carried on business at Earlsfield, East 
Ham, Harlesden, Harringay, Leytonstone and Woolwich. 
On December 7, 1909, the directors issued a Wear oe 
of the company, pie subscriptions for Pre- 
ferred Ordinary shares of £1 each. As a result of the 
issue of the prospectus, 18,664 Preferred Ordinary shares 
were applied for, and these were allotted between Decem- 
ber 10 and 22, 1909. Subsequently 3,671 Preferred Or- 
dinary shares were applied for and allotted, making, with 
seven shares issued to the signatories, a total of 22,342 
Preferred Ordinary shares ‘aoued for cash. The company, on 
December 27, 1909, opened ite firat electric theatre at Harles- 
den. The company selected: sites at Earlsfield, Finchley, 
Harringay, Ilford and Leytonstone, and entered into con- 
tracts for the erection of electric theatres upon the sites. 
The only site purchased outright was the Ilford site; in 
all other cases leases were taken. In or about August, 
1910, further leasehold sites were acquired by the com- 
pany at East Ham and Woolwich, and building contracte 
with Hill and Sheffield Brothers ery for the erec- 
tion of theatres there were entered into. The company 
also acquired, for a consideration of £200, the option of 
a lease of premises at Bristol, but did not proceed with 
the erection of a theatre there. The directors state that 
the estimated gross profits from the theatres opened from 
8e ber 10, 1910, to February 27, 1911, amounted to 
F089 On 11d. The company was also interested in a 
pro to erect an electric theatre at Highbury Crescent, 
and in May, 1910, entered into an agreement with Harry 
Barr, by which, in consideration of certain advances by 


the compamy- for preliminary {ae for registration of 
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such advances with a bonus of £2,000, payable £500 in 
cash and £1,500 in shares of the new company. In June, 
1910, the Premier Electric Theatre (Highbury), Limited, 
was registered, and went to allotment on a subscription of 
£2,451. ‘he company is stated to have advanced £480 to 
Barr unde the agreement, and he appears in the state. 
ment of affairs as a debtor for the amount, the debt. being 
treated as a doubtful one, estimated to produce £50 only. 
No allotment of fully paid shares of the Highbury Com- 
pany appears to have been made to the Company. There 
was considerable delay in acquiring the site, and in March, 
1911, a fresh arrangement was entered into, by which, in 
consideration of advances made, or to be made, by the 
Highbury Company, the company undertook to provide the 
necessary capital to complete the purchase of the site and 
erect a theatre on the same at a cost of not less than 
£5,000, the company to receive fully paid shares of the 
Highbury Company to the amount of capital provided by 
it plus a bonus of 20 per cent. in fully paid shares. Dur- 
ing the building of the theatre the company was to pay 
5 per cent. interest to the shareholders of the Highbury 
Company. The arrangement made was never given effect 
to a to the appointment of a Receiver for the deben- 
ture holders in May, 1911. The amount advanced to the 
company by the Highbury Company appears, by the state- 
ment of affairs, to have been £469 13s. 34. The company 
appears to have been short of working capital at an early 
stage, and in June, 1910, mortgaged the Ilford freehold to 
its bankers to secure an advance of £1.500, other of its 
roperty being subsequently charged to the bank to secure 
urther advances. Parl in December, 1910, a loan of 
£7,500 was obtained by the company, through the medium 
of Ellis Parker, upon the security of a first debenture, 
which specifically charged the Earlsfield, Harlesden, Ilford 
and Leytonstone properties, subject to a first charge cf 
£1,800 on the Harlesden property, and gave a floating 
charge on all the assets of the company, including its un- 
called and unpaid capital. The loan, which was at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, was repayable in six months, 
subject to the repayment of £500 per month, and the bal- 
ance on the termination of the six months. The loan was 
further secured by the personal guarantee of Ellis Parker, 
who received a commission of £375 in cash for obtaining it, 
and was elected to a seat on the board; the company also 
agreed to pay him £600 a vear for providing office accom- 
modation and the services of a secretary and staff.

A PICTURE THEATRE CUSTOM. 


In the Shoreditch County Court, before His Honour 
Judge Cluer, James Watkins, of 30, Tenby Road, Wal- 
thamstow, a picture theatre manager and electrician, sued 
the Hackney Pavilion, Limited, of 297, Hackney Road, to 
recover £4 2s. 6d., being, as plaintiff alleged, two weeks’ 
wages in lieu of notice, and commission at 24 per cent. 
on the takings. 

For the plaintiff, it was stated that he was engaged as 
manager of the picture palace at £1 a week, and was 
discharged without notice. It was a custom in the picture 
theatre business for a manager to receive a fortnight’s 
notice, and that was laid down by the judge in an action 
which was tried in the Barnstaple County Court. 

His Honour: What is there in that? You will have to 
pore the custom to my satisfaction, you know. How can 

say there is any custom unless it is proved to me. 

Plaintiff went into the box, and said he was engaged at 
£1 a week, and later he was given 24 per cent. on the 
takings, his salary being so small.. When he was en- 
gaged he asked for a month’s agreement, but a fortnight 
was decided upon. He never knew how much the takings 
actually came to, but one week he knew they were £16 
19s. 4d. Of his 24 per cent. he had only had £1 12s, but 
he considered it should have averaged 8s. 6d. a week. It 
was also agreed he was to have £3 when the place was 
sold. 

Mr. Lewis (for the defendant company): I put it to you 
you were not the manager, but simply a labourer. 

Plaintiff: Indeed not. I had the control of the place 
and engaged the men. 

Mr. James Rayner, the secretary of the company, said 
he agreed to the 24 per cent. as the plaintiff threatened 
not to n the theatre, but it was on the profits, and not 
on tha takings, The takings for the whole of the seven 
weeks—all the time he alleged plaintiff was there—was 
£97 15s., and the expenses during that time were £56. 
Plaintiff was never really what you would call a manager. 
The 24 per cent. was because he said he would not, look 
after the dynamos. Nothing was said about a fortnight’s 
notice. 

Mr. Williams, one of the directors, agreed that the plain- 
tiff had a certain amount of control as manager, although 
he was hardly a manager. Plaintiff was engaged on a 
weekly wage, so why should he have a fortnight’s notice. 

His Honour: I do not think in this case that the plain- 
tiff can say he has not had proper notice. Also I can see 
no principle or custom upon which he is entitled to more. 
There will be judgment for the defendants. 

Judgment was entered accordingly.

Cinematograph films cannot be perforated with- 
out the aid of a properly constructed perforator, 
which may be either of the step by step or rotary 
type. A perforator may not be inexpensive to 
purchase, so ‘“‘H.B.’”’ would be well advised to 
obtain his film ready perforated, which he can do 
at very little increased cost over the ordinary un- 
perforated negative stock. 

We are sorry we know of no book dealing with 
the photographic side of the cinematograph busi- 
ness. If ‘“H. B.” is a photographer, a little experi- 
ence with the motion picture camera should enable 
him to produce very fair negatives. 

* * * 

“L.P.” is running a gas engine, which lately has 
fallen off tremendously in power. He says: “Some 
time back it was difficult to get the engine over the 
dead centre when the piston was compressing the 
gas. Now it turns much easier. Has this anything 
to do with my loss of power ?” 


Your trouble, “L. P.,” is due to one of two 
causes—a leaky piston, or the valves improperly 
seating. We should recomniend you to look to 
these latter first. Take out the air and exhaust 
valves, and see if they are at all pitted. Most 
probably you will find the surface of the valve or 
the seating to be roughened, so permitting the gas

to escape the compression. The remedy is to grind 
the valve in with emery powder—the very finest 
obtainable. You will find the head of the valve 
fitted with a slot to take the end of a screwdriver. 
Remove the valve, rub a little oil round the bear- 
ing surface, and sprinkle with the grinding powder. 
Replace the valve, and, with a heavy screwdriver, 
or, preferably, a brace with a screw end bit, give 
the valve a number of turns, at the same time | 
exerting an even pressure downwards. The opera- 
tion may possibly have to be repeated a number 
of times, until the bearing surfaces of both valve 
and seating are highly polished and free from pita 
or scratches. When the valve is removed, it is well 
to see that it is free to move up and down without 
binding. Sometimes the spindle becomes coated 
with carbon, which prevents easy movement of the 
valve. It is well to scrape the valve spindle well 
when it is removed. After going round the valves, 
you might test for compression, and if still weak, 
look to the piston. You will probably find that 
the piston rings are worn, or not working properly. 
After running a few months, particularly if run- 
ning with a rather rich mixture or a poor class of 
cylinder oil, a carbon deposit gets formed in the 
grooves of the piston, and so prevents the rings 
springing. Should this happen, there is consider- 
able leakage of gas betwee the piston and walls of 
cylinder. The remedy is to remove piston, free the 
rings, and clean out the grooves. If the rings be 
very much worn, new rings should be inserted. 
Attention to these points, ““L. P.,” should remedv 


your loss of power.

Presumably you wish to know the average cost, 
NortHern. Running fifty-two six-day weeks, or 
312 days, from sunset to 9.30 p.m., means 1,453 
hours of lighting, or a daily average of 4.64 hours. 
Now, 350 five candle-power carbon lamps will con- 
sume 350 x 5 x 3.5 watts—that is, assuming that the

will therefore be the consumption, or 6.125 units. 


per hour. The hourly cost, then, will be practically 
1s. 64d., which, for the average day from sunset to 
9.30 p.m., means about 7s. We have replied to 
your question, NorTHERN, just as you asked, but 
we would remind you that it is unusual to light up 
at sunset, the usual time being one hour after 
sunset—the official lighting up time. If you switch 
all lamps on at this time, your daily average would 
be 3.64 hours, making a total of 1,139 for the 
year. On this basis your average daily cost would 
be about 5s. 6d.

“J. M.” is a present running off a 220 volt alter- 
nating current supply, but, not being satisfied with 
the light he is obtaining, wishes to know what 
motor gen2rator he should order to give him con- 
tinuous current for the arc lamps. 


Firstly, “J. M.,” make certain of your power 
voltage. It may be the same as you are now using, 
or quite possibly one higher. Ascertain from the 
supply company the frequency of supply, and 
whether the current for power will be single, two, 
or three phase. When you are certain of the sup- 
ply off which your motor will be running, you can 
take the matter up with the manufacturers of cine- 
matograph motor generators. The outfit you 
would require would be one with the motor wound 
suitably to run off your particular supply, and 
capable of driving a continuous current generator 
of the output (say, 65 amperes) you will need at 
a pressure of 65-70 volte. The two machines should 
be mounted on a combination cast-iron bedplate, 
whilst the motor should be supplied complete with 
the necessary starting-box, and the dynamos with 
an efficient shunt-regulator, which latter should be 
capable of bearing a voltage between 60 to 70 
volts. 

* * * 

“TW.” complains of the necessity of continual 
racking up and down with certain films he 
has been using. He says: “My operator tells me 
this is not due to bad joins, but to some fault in 
the film manufacture. Is this so!” 


The trouble of which you complain, “T. W.,” is 
due, most likely, to the fact that different cameras 
have been used in the taking of the film—cameras 
that in one case take the pictures with the dividing 
line in line with every fourth perforation, and in 
the other with the dividing line equally between 
two perforations. Such films when joined together 
are, if cemented with the perforations properly 
placed, bound to jump up or down in the gate of 
the projector. Most films are now turned out with 
the division of the pictures in line with one of the 
perforations, but there are still a number of firms 
who adhere to the other method of perforating 
with the holes between the picture. Clearly 
standardisation is necessary.

Undoubtedly the best plan, Manaaeg, is to place 
the films in hermetically sealed tins and store in a 
cool place. If a film be wrapped in grease-proof 
paper, placed in an ordinary film tin, with the lid 
soldered down, it should last, we should think, for 
a considerable number of years. Failing hermeti- 
cally sealing, the film should be stored in tin boxes, 
and kept in a cool and not too dry situation. The 
majority of basements make excellent storage 
places for films. 

* * * 

GROWLER complains of the variation in his elec- 
tricity supply. He says: ‘‘ During the evening per- 
formance I get about 15 per cent. more current 
with the same resistance as I get during matinees. 
Also, I am troubled with continual burning out of 
my metal filament lamps, which I attribute to the 
enormous fluctuations in pressure. The matter is 
very annoying, and I have complained to the sup- 
ply authority, but I can get no satisfactory reply. 
Have I no remedy?” 


You are not alone in your complaint regarding 
the varying voltage of supply. It is certainl 
annoying to have an unreliable pressure, whic 
calls for continual operation of the are lamp resist- 
ance to insure anything like a steady current flow 
through the arc, and we can well appreciate your 
complaint regarding the burning out of your metal 
lamps. For your own sake, we would advise you 
to, in future, purchase lamps of a higher voltage 
than that you are supposed to have. For instance, 
use 105 volt lamps if your supply be 100 volts, and 
210 volt lamps if your supply be 200. At the same 
time you are justified in taking the matter up with 
the supply authority, and should demand some 
satisfaction. We believe that, by the Board of 
Trade regulations, supply companies are allowed a 
voltage fluctuation of 5 per cent. above or below 
the rated voltage, and anything in excess of this 
is quite unwarranted, and places the supply com- 
pany open to legal action.

Arrraction is considering fixing a flashing 
device to a large lettered sign, and wishes to know 
if there will be any appreciable increase in current 
consumption. 


Certainly not, Arrraction. The introduction 
of your flasher should accompany with it a con- 
siderable reduction in current consumption. Gener- 
ally one expects to obtain 40 or 50 per cent. 
reduction, through, of course, the time intervals 
introduced between the flashes. Flashes are of 
two types, thermal and motor. The thermal 
flashes consume no current, the current to the sign 
merely being through a strip of metal which makes 
and breaks confact by the expansion of the strip 
caused by the heating effect of the passage of the 
current. The motor flash consumes a certain 
amount of electricity independent of the sign it 
controls. It is, however, in relation to the 
current consumed by the sign, almost negligible, 
so you need hardly let. this enter into your

NOTES ON THE 


The opening on Saturday of the Majestic 
Picturedrome in Tottenham Court Road proved 
another link in the chain of evidence confirming 
the permanent popularity of the picture play- 
house. Notwithstanding its seating capacity of 
nearly a thousand the Majestic was well patron- 
ised, whilst its compeers, the Grand Central, the 
Gaiety, the Court and the Grafton, all in the same 
road, were crowded to excess. 


The Majestic is a charming structure, in the 
construction of which the architect and the 
builders have got awiy from any hackneyed 
design. An excellent innovation is the system oi 
subdued and graduated lighting from the illumi- 
nated entrance of the building to the actual 
theatre itself. This is accomplished by the pro- 
vision of a large vestibule 30 ft. deep, leading on 
to a still longer corridor about 45 ft. long. The 
lighting effect is so graduated that by the time the 
patrons reach the theatre they have got.accus- 
tomed to the gloom and are not subjected to the 
sudden transition from’light to darkness. The 
vestibule and corridor are pannelled in light oak, 

.all the massive swing doors being of the same 
material, and the theatre is pannelled in light 
oak. The whole of the house, including the 
entrance, is laid with rich pile Royal blue carpet, 
something like 2,020 yds. being used. This hand- 
some carpet is embellished with figures of crows 
and the monogram “M.P.” The seats cre 
arranged in semi-circular style and are upholstered 
in rose du Barri velvet. It is a spacious theatre 
with a lofty dome, 60 ft. in circumference, contain- 
ing twelve transparencies of angels appearing in 2 
soft light. Whilst each spool is being run through, 
and at the finish of each spool, the dome becomes a 
centre of brilliant lighting. One of the aims of 
the designers of the building has been a thoroughly 
efficient system of ventilation. Portraits of actors 
and actresses in the moving picture world, framed 
in solid oak, adorn the walls of the long corridor 
and the theatre, and give just that touch of 
artistry necessary to relieve the solidarity of the 
building. Two Pathé machines have been in- 
stalled, and first releases only are to be shown, 
including feature films. Mr. R. Chambers, late of 
the Pyke Circuit, has been appointed manager. The 
whole of the uniformed staff appear as naval 
officers and midshipmen. a , 


The seating was carried out by Messrs. Dean, 
Limited, of Birmingham, and the building con- 
structed by Messrs. Bovis and Company, to the 
designs of Mr. Peter Dollar, of the Clock House,

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PARISIAN NOTES.

. Mr. Raleigh tells me that Kinemacolor is 
flourishing in France. The magnificent Durbar 
pictures have’now been shown in Paris for three 
months—every day, afternoon and evening—and 
are likely to be in the programme for some time 
to come. Needless to say this is a record which 
has never been attained by moving picture enter- 
tainments in Paris. When the Kinemacolor 
Theatre was first opened people were paying as 
much as 20 frs. (16s.) for a box seat. Messrs. 
Raleigh and Robert’s Kinemacolor receipts, in 
proportion to the size of their theatre, have been 
targer than any other picture theatre. Kinema- 
color rights..for a large number of provincial 
towns have now been taken up, and theatres will 
shortly be opened, notably at Bordeaux, Lille and 
Nantes. The cinematograph, generally speaking, 
in the provinces of France is not nearly in such an 
advanced stage as it is in England. As all the 
Kinemacolor theatres will be thoroughly worthy 
of the pictures, it is likely that with their advent 
a new standard in cinemas will be created. 

“T am a Kinemacolor enthusiast,” said Mr. 
Raleigh. He has been working day and night 
making certain improvents—which are patented— 
to the Kinemacolor projector, and machines of 
Messrs. Raleigh and Robert's construction are now 
being used at the Paris theatre. They hope to be 
soon turning out at least: one machine per day. 

I noticed that when a film entitled: ‘A Trip to 
the Scottish Lakes’ was shown some time ago at 
the Casino de Paris Cinema, a London and North- 
Western Railway advertisement appeared in the 
programmes. :

This topical 
has attracted hundreds of people who have never 
entered a picture theatre. Many cinemas are 
showing the picture this week.

There have been questions asked in the “ House” 
-+by which I mean “The finest club in England ” 
~-inquiries have been made at the sittings of the 
London County Council and at police courts, all 
about the extraordinary influence for evil the 
cinematograph film has upon the youthful mind. 
And what is astonishing to the mind of the reader 
is that nobody takes the trouble to question the 
assertion, but it is taken quite for granted that 


when an angel child out of pure devilment sets . 


his little sister on fire he does so because he has 
seen it “on the pictures”; when a morbidly dis- 
posed boy attempts to hang himself in a barn it is 
because he saw something of a similar nature at 
the cinematograph ; and when a youth, greedy of 
notoriety and with hereditary crime transmitted 
to him from generations past, follows his natural 
instincts and steals or burgles, we are told that 
he was prompted to his evil courses by having 
studied the subject at a picture theatre! 


It is almost useless to attempt to argue against 
such statements. We would be told that as the 
criminal was known to have been in the habit of 
frequenting picture theatres, and that as the act 
-_whatever it might be—was perpetrated after 
visiting such a place of amusement (where he was 
also seen to dissipate to the extent of a glass of 
ginger-beer and two bars of foreign chocolate) it 
is obvious that the suggestion came to his inno- 
cent and open mind from some atrocious act he 
saw committed on the screen. 


I believe that the ordinary and average boy— 
and girl for that matter—is as full of original sin 
as an egg—a fresh egg—is full of meat; and I do 
not believe that any harm is done to the dear 
children by what they may witness at a respect- 
ably conducted cinematograph theatre. I admit 
that occasionally “strong meat” is on the bill of 
fare; but such food is not intended for the 
children, and if they do see it I do not think that 
it does them any harm; it passes through their 
innocent (?) minds without leaving a trace of its 
trail—they are more bored than otherwise. But 
in nine hundred and ninety-nine films out of a 
thousand virtue is gloriously triumphant over vice. 
Where, therefore is the incentive to crime? 


It. will also be acknowledged as a self-evident 
truth, that the h-:5es of the picture-play are with 
very rare exceptions, full grown and of mature 
age. That the boy should imitate his elders. is a 
precept that is instilled into the mind to satiety. 
Whether he does so or not is another question. 
What I would suggest to those “unco’ guid” who 
are so greatly interested in the welfare of “the 
human boy,” is that they leave the picture palaces 
and those who are responsible for them and turn 
their attention in another direction where there is 
far more need for a searching inquiry and 
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** SOUFFLEUR.”’ 


Turn to ‘the children’s papers. Look at, read 
if you can, the literature, affected by the young-: 
sters, and which they buy in their thousands and 
tens of thousands. Not Young Folks (now dead, 
I believe), nor that fine old veteran, B.O.2., nor 
others of that class of excellence, but some with: 
titles far more alluring and with exciting and 
sensational illustrations. These do far more harm 
to the youthful mind than do miles and miles of 
film. 

Take one of them and look through the illus- 
trations. A man in a mouse-trap is the first; the 
second, a dark cellar with a man’s head- appear- 
ing from the inside of a barrel; the third, a church 
steeple from which two men have been precipi- 
tated by a third. 

Turn the pages of the productions as they lie on 
the counter of the little news shop. There is a 
gentleman in a mask with black cloak over a suit 
of chain mail. He confronts a lady in evening 
dress who ‘‘starts back in terror” at the sight of 
“the Iron Man.” Another shows a dead oriental 
‘stretched upon the floor, face upwards, mouth 
agape.” Farther on is a picture of ‘an old man 
crouching by the side of a small safe, in the act 
of removing the emerald pendant.” 

Would you like to read an elegant extract or 
two? 

“Like a pack of fiends let loose, these crime- 
stained scoundrels rushed towards their prey.” 
(How's that?) . ‘“‘a man, fastened up in a 
sack, swung at the end of a rope from the gibbet ” 
a “his eyes grew wide with terror as he 
heard the roar of the oncoming express. He 
believed he would be dashed to pieces” . . . 
“‘a belated pistol-shot followed him. A mocking 
laugh echoed far up the ravine, and the young 
highwayman was gone.” . “The fearful 
creature strode to the mantelpiece, and raising his 
clenched fist struck with a force that smashed the 
corner off the solid marble. He uttered 
a terrible laugh—it was more like a howl. . . . 
Do you hear that cackle? It is the roar of flames. 
I fired the building—and you shall die with me. 
3 i Uttering a frenzied howl, he hurled him 
down the fearful height.” 

After which disconcerting experience the trem- 
bling reader is reassured to learn that a convenient 
fir tree breaks the boy’s fall, and he escapes with 
nothing worse than a few bruises. 

In one story, a short one, wherein the author 
was doubtless pressed for time, on two pages there 
was an attack by foot-pads, a murder by gipsies, 
and a retributive hanging of the gipsies by the 
footpads, forced thereto by the threatening pistol 
of the hero, who by that means ingeniously avoids 
sullying his hands with blood. 

Count the number of these periodicals on the 
newsvendor’s counter. You will find that for 
every one that is hhealthy,and sane there are six 
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that are pernicious. They are designed to attract 
the boy. The publishers cater for their immature 
public, and they do not cater in vain; whereas the 
picture theatre does not depend on the children 
for its public; in fact, in a number of eases it 
would rather be without them. Little fish are 
sweet, however, and if the children did not come 
to you they would go to a rival hall for their 
amusement. 


The boys’ papers do harm because they- glorify 
“the boy.” They do it with their tongues in their 
cheeks, but they do it just the same. They preach 
resistance to authority in school against the 
master, the tyrant, the oppressor; and in the 
office where the employer is the same. 
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In more picturesque occupations we have “ Boy” 
pirates, brigands, yachtsmen, aeroplanists, detect- 
ives, etc. They don't get that at the picture 
theatre. 


There is a vast deal of grandmotherly legislation 
about. and not always directed against those 
objects that most need looking after. Let grand- 
mamma divert her attention from the picture palace 
and turn it on to the boys’ periodicals. It will 
not be in vain. They are more or less insisting 
on the Trade providing itself with a Censor—every 
child its own fireguard—that is being arranged. 
Why not censor the children’s reading and cease 
making senseless accusations against a harmless 
entertainment ? 


CONTINENTAL NOTES. 


From Our Own Special Correspondents. 


GERMANY. 

A general increase in the prices of admission to 
picture theatres has been agreed upon by the 
Union of Cinematograph Proprietors of Greater 
Berlin. Up to now, the lowest price for adults 
has been 2d. in many theatres, but this was con- 
sidered too low, and the minimum has been raised 
to 3d. 


There is every possibility that the Reichstag 
will shortly busy itself with the cine trade, a 
resolution having been passed a few days ago 
demanding a stricter oversight over moving 
pictures. It behoves cinematograph men all over 
the Empire to keep their views well before the 
authorities at this juncture as there are many 
hostile influences working against them. 


Zella-Sankt Blasii in Thiiringen is the first place 
in Germany to possess a regular school cinemato- 
graph outfit. At great expense the necessary 
apparatus has been installed in the public school 
there. It will be used for the demonstration of 
geography and natural history. 


The three changes of programme a week do not 
find favour in this country. It has lately been 
featured by the Corporation Film Society, 
Deutschland, but has already met with much 
opposition, notably at a meeting in the Miinz 
Theater, summoned especially by Herr Max 
Rosenthal. It is generally felt that the three 
change a week programmes are quite reat 
even in the smallest towns, and that they degrade 
cinematograph theatres to the level of waiting 
rooms. Even two changes a week are condemned 
for towns of over 15,000 inhabitants.

Hannover wants its own Municipal Picture 
Theatre. At least various notabilities of the town 
have recently been conferring together, and that 
is the conclusion arrived at. The idea is that the 
Corporation shall show not only ordinary films, of 
course, of a very select nature, but also geogra- 
phical, and natural history subjects, for the 
benefit of the school children. The teachers are 
to keep a sharp oversight over their pupils’ visits 
to the cinematograph theatres in general. 


The much discussed Wolff-Metternich pair, con- 
cerning whom I sent you a note last week, have 
had many vicissitudes in their efforts to attain 
their histrionic ambitions. The legitimate stage and 
variety halls were closed to them by the police, 
but the Count made an advantageous contract to 
act for a leading Berlin film firm, and all seemed 
to be going well. Their stage manager was, how- 
ever, 30 unlucky as to select for the background of 
the first cinematograph effect the villa of a 
wealthy Berliner, who, however, strongly objected 
to the unsought advertisement, and obtained an 
injunction to prevent the showing of the film. 
The scenes in which the villa appeared have been 
reacted, and it now seems as if the harassed 
robleman had really come to an end of his 
troubles. 

AUSTRIA. 

Budapest will probably soon have its film 
exchange on the Vienna model. At the last 
meeting of the Hungarian trade scciety there was 
a unanimous feeling in favour of the idea, but it 
was decided to leave the initial steps to the repre- 
santatives of the manufacturer. It is understood 
that Herr Karl Oberlander will probably head a 


committee to consider ways and means. 
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ANCIENT EGYPT REVIVIFIED. - 


“THE ROSE OF THEBES.” 


Cinematography is an art with s0 many aspects, 
each new and wonderful, that one feels sometimes 
at a loss as to their respective values. Is its scope 
more wide from a scientific point of view than as 
a travel agent, or, again, is it greater as the 
medium for a new form of drama than as a 
reproducer of actual life as it is? Its versatility is 
almost. confusing, but, amidst all this wealth of 
possibility, there is one form of cinematography 
which stands out as of paramount importance—the 
historical reconstruction. At first sight, it may 
appear that in this respect the cinematograph has 
little advantage over the pageant, the still paint- 
ing, or the play on the ordinary stage. The 
shortest consideration, however, will make it plain 
that this is not so and that, where the reconstruy 
tion of a past age is concerned, the cinematogra 
is not only unique but unapproachable. 
principle cause of this absolute superiority is its 
limitless capacity in respect of scenic effect. The 
historical pageant may present a certain number 
of episodes faithfully and with realism; the still 
painting may provide a very vivid souvenir of a 
single incident; and the stage play may give a 
historical picture as naturally and truthfully as 
its narrow conditions will allow it. But these 
forms of presentation are all strictly limited, whilst 
the cinematograph, with the single exception of 
lack of speech, has no limitations at all. A 
chapter of history may be set out in a picture play 
precisely as it actually occurred ; it is not necessary 
to confine it to a fixed series of artificial scenes 
with a consequent arrangement of action. Fidelity 
to life is the keynote of the cinematograph. The 
loss of speech is, of course, a great limitation, but 
when one has admitted this one has nothing else 
to admit, because in all its other relations to life 
it is unfettered. Where one loses the realism of 
sound, one gains the scenic realism, which, instead 
of allowing one merely a single point of view, as 
with the ordinary play of the theatre, allows one 
to travel all round an object and regard it from 
every side as though one were, oneself, actually 
participating in the action. In short, the cine- 
matograph brings the mountain to Mahomet. It 
collects experiences vicariously and reproduces 
them with perfect accuracy. 

We have been led into these reflections by a film 
which is in many respects as fine an example of 
the historical living picture as has yet been 
produced. Although its story may be imaginary, 
“The Rose of Thebes” deserves the description, 
“historical.” on account of its extraordinary 
fidelity and realism as a portrait of ancient life 
and manners. The Cines Company have given us 
many fine films of this type—indeed there are few 
firms who can equal them in this respect—but it 
is no exaggeration to say that even they have not 
produced a better. Besides being an artistic

creates a distinctive atmosphere, and that atmos- 
phere is preserved throughout.~Therefore one 
feels that we have really obtained a glimpse into 
the past. One understands what it was like to 
live in ancient Egypt ; one begins to realise some- 
thing of the mysteries which are pent in the silent 
sphynx and the painted mummies. Old Egypt 
becomes something more than an impenetrable 
secret; it rises from the dim recesses of the past 
and is caught in a living image upon a screen. It 
is Egypt revivified. The dead have risen, and they 
walk again in their ancient haunts, as they walked 
so many years ,before, as alive and real, to all 


The story of “The Rose of Thebes” is no 
without its appeal on its own account. It is a very 
human legend and contains passages of singular 
nobility. Rameses, the King, hears rumour of the 
beauty of Selimé, a marvellous peasant girl who 
dwells on the outskirts of Thebes. Disguised as a 
shepherd, fie comes across her one day as she is 
drawing water from a well. Her extraordinary 
physical perfection immediately fills him with an 
overpowering desire to possess her and, unable to 
win her affection, since she loves a country boy 
named Effraim, he presently has her abducted and 
brought to him in his palace. Riches and magnifi- 
cance, however, make no appeal to the dark-eyed 
Egyptian girl who is faithful to the straight-limbed 
shepherd boy to whom she had given her love. The 
latter hears how Selimé has been taken from him 
and, journeying to the Royal city, he attempts to 
assassinate the king; but he is arrested and flung 
into prison. Rameses informs Selimé of her lover’s 
plight and offers to spare his life if she will unbend 
her attitude towards him. Selimé faced with this 
awful alternative rushes to the Temple and casts 
herself before the image of Osiris imploring the 
god's help in passionate, frenzied prayer. The 
king follows silently and stands an unseen spec- 
tator as the tortured girl writhes on her knees 
before the stone deity. The sight overcomes him 
and, realising that all his wealth and power can 
never win this true girl's love, he commands 
Effraim to be set free in order that he may wed 
Selimé. The marriage is celebrated with the 
greatest pomp and circumstance, but, while the 
strange, ornate ritual is being concluded, the King 
slips away to an isolated chamber in the palace and 
there, with a breaking heart, he ends the life he 
can no longer endure. The bridal procession 
streams forth, amid peans of rejoicing, and Selimé 
is handed a casket by a silent messenger. It is the 
wedding gift of Rameses, and on the scroll which 
accompanies it the happy girl reads the king’s 
kindly message. Full of deep gratitude she 
rushes to thank him, but, drawing back the curtain 
from the door of the lonely room in which he lies,

WHAT WE THINK OF THEM. 


FOR HER SISTER’S SAKE. 

A dramatic epicode rather than a complete 
drama, this is none the less a very effective picture, 
which is capitally acted with all that sure art the 
Nordisk players know so well how to command. It 
tells the story of two sisters, the younger of whom, 
at a dance, purloins a diamond star. To save her 
sister, Irma, the elder of the two, allows her fiancé 
to believe her guilty, and herself restores the 
trinket to its owner. In the end, however, matters 
are set right, whilst the love interest of the film 
is also satisfactorily adjusted. The plot has been 
admirably arranged, though the finish might have 
been made a little clearer by a slight prolongation. 
One never loses interest in the story throughout, 
despite the fact that it contains no strikingly sen- 
sational situations. The film is magnificently 
dressed and staged; there seems nothing more to 
add. (Nordisk film. Released June lst. Length 
951 ft.) 


THE LAUGH ON DAD. 

This is a splendid comedy, original, vigorous 
and really amusing. It’s plot is as novel as it is 
excellent, and every particle of fun has been 
extracted from it. It’s humour is rough and 
rollicking, but it is none the less delightful, and 
it has all the ‘‘snap’’ and ‘‘ tang’’ for which the 
agencies under The Western Import Company’s 
surveillance are becoming famous. As regards it’s 
story, it tells how an irate father, discovering that 
his daughter has made arrangements to elope with 
what he considers an undesirable young man, locks 
her in her bedroom and sends a cowboy, dressed 
as a woman, to keep the appointment in her 
stead. By an ingenious mancuvre, however, the 
girl manages to escape and, meeting her lover, she 
warns him of her father’s plot. When the dis- 
guised accomplice approaches, they seize him and 
tie him up, then driving off together to the church 
where the father with a band of cowboys are 
waiting to enjoy the joke. The latter watch the 
wedding ceremony through the church windows 
with the highest glee, thinking, of course, that the 
girl is their comrade dreesed up. The denouement 
comes when the outwitted parent, imagining that 
he is going to astonish his son-in-law, lifts the veil 
from his daughter’s face and discovers that he has 
been duped. As will be seen, there is plenty of 
matter here for laughter; we need say no more 
than that it has been made the most of.

A BRAND FROM THE BURNING. 

This is quite a good little drama, which, if it has 
ho very exceptional qualities, is distinctly up to 
the average. It includes some very charming snow 
Seenes and excellent running fi in_sleighy. The

acting is capable in every case, and two or three 
of the characters are especially well done. The 
story tells of a dancing-girl and an Alaskan miner, 
who loves her, but whom she will not marry because 
she does not consider herself good enough. Lou, 
the girl, is forced by her parents into a plot to 
rob the honest miner, but she determines to save 
him and, with the aid of the Mounted Police, she 
rescues him before it is too late. One or two of 
the scenes seem a little protracted ; still the film 
is never tedious and, as a whole, is excellent.

WAR’S HAVOC. 
There is no question but that this is a picture 
of very much more than usual merit. We have 


recorded elsewhere our small quarrel with the 
American Civil War as a period, and we need not 
revert to it here, therefore; in almost everything 
else this is, in our opinion, as nearly a perfect 


film as any which has yet been produced. It is 
a truly sensational film, with situations which 
have been planne dand carried out on a great 
scale. The railway disaster, for instance, in which 
a train is seen to collide with a locomotive on a 
high trestle bridge, is something which has never 
been ‘bettered. It is really thrilling. Wherever 
there is an opportunity for histrionic display, 
“War's Havoc” is magnificently acted, though, 
naturally, a large proportion of its scenes are purely 
spectacular. There is a delightful character study 
of a fierce old negress who acts as go-between for 
a wife and her husband, carrying important mes- 
sages concerning the military situation from the 
one to the other. As a story, “ War’s Havoc” has 
been most competently put together and produced. 
However small one’s interest may be in the cam- 
paign with which it deals, one cannot fail to catch 
the spirit of the times;,to.\2,certain extent, so 
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cleverly has the atmosphere been worked up. De- 
spite the incessant change of scene throughout, 
the story is perfectly coherent and comprehensible ; 
it never wanders from the point into irrelevan}j 
side issues, as do some pictures of the kind. At 
the same time, it takes us sufficiently exhaustively 
into the military tactics involved to allow one to 
follow them with interest. It is a very clever 
picture, and a very successful one. Of the popu- 
larity awaiting it there can be no doubt (Kalem 
film. M.P. Sales Agency, Limited. Released June 
30th. Length 1,036 ft.) 


THE DEFENDER OF THE NAME. 

Without wanting to be unkind, we wish that 
film producers would forget the American Wars. 
There are other campaigns on record (though, to 
judge by the picture theatres, one might be in- 
clined to doubt it), and one fancies that many 
historical battles would be of greater interest to 
an English audience, and afford quite as much 
scope for spectacular display as that everlasting, 
inevasible American Civil War, which is the period 
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have had a considerably stronger appeal if its 
producer had opened a new page in his history 
book. He tells how the son of a family, entrusted 
with an important mission, turns coward at the 
critical moment and shoots himself, leaving the 
completion of his task to his brave little sister 
who successfully accomplishes it and thus saves 
the honour of their name. If a wee bit “stagey ” 
and melodramic at moments, it is capably acted 
and, as a whole, carries conviction. It is admira- 
bly mounted and cleverly photographed. It will 
doubtless prove much to the taste of the average 
audience. (Rex film. Released June 15th.

THE KIND OLD MAN. 

This is an exceptionally delightful comedy for 
which, in its way, it would be difficult to find an 
equal. It is a series of pictures from a quaint, 
old-world story book, and it is entirely worthy of 
the charming romance by Henri Murger, from 
which it is adapted. Its outstanding feature, 
perhaps, is the excellence of its acting. Every 


selected for at least every second battle film one 
sees.

“La Dame aux Camelias” 
is a very beautiful and pathetic story, but, un- 
fortunately, it is not nearly so much in accordance 
with what happens in real life as is “ Bibbie'sy 
Revenge.” Marguerite Gautier is, and always will 
be, a stage character, and her story will always 
be a stage play, however convincing and human 
it is made by great actresses. Bibbie, on the other 
hand, is a delightfully real person. She is not 
one of the world’s great lovers, but she is a typical 
woman, and the remarkable skill with which her 
portrait is rendered in the film by the well-known 
actress, Mdlle.

ROAMING THROUGH INDIA: SERIES I. 

There are some travel pictures, chiefly extensive 
panoramic views, which, as regards any life or 
movement they contain, are not much superior to 
lantern slides. A good travel film, therefore, is 
usually one which plunges the beholder deeply into 
the life of the country or city it deals with. It 
takes him for a walk in the streets, mingling with 
the crowds and showing him the most common- 
place incidents of the day’s work in a far land. 
That is where bioscopic geography is so inimitable. 
It renders the dead description rea] and living. 
The present film, we understand, is the first of a 
series which, in its entirety, will ‘‘ convey a com- 
prehensive impression of that mighty continent.”’ 
If this series is systematically prepared, and if suc- 
ceeding pictures are equal to the first, there is no 
question but that it will be a record of the greatest 
value. When the cinematograph is installed in 
every school, as will surely come to pass, such films 
as ‘‘ Roaming Through India’’ will be indispens- 
able. The child who sees the picture on the screeii 
will receive a definite impression of his subject, 
and that impression will remain with him for life. 
Details and figures he may have to fill in from his 
text-book, perhaps, but with the memory of what 
he has actually seen as a central idea he will be 
much more likely to retain the rest than if it were 
left to stray about in his mind at random without 
any striking, unforgettable experience as nucleus. 
No. I. of ‘‘ Roaming Through India’’ contains 
pictures of some unbelievable carving and archi- 
tecture; it also plunges into the heart of native 
life.

THE LAST WORD. 


As we reported in Tae Broscorg, of April 11th, 
page 103, the London County Council decided 
before the Easter recess to support the policy of 
its Theatres and Music-Halls Committee, and 
instead of entertaining proposals for an official 
censorship of films, to deal with them on their 
merits. With specific complaints received. Mr. 
St. John Morrow, evidently resolved to have the 
last word in the very interesting and useful debate 
which took place in the Council in the small hours 
of the morning, has now put the aiepaeh ig of 
motion on the Counci!’s agenda:—“That the 
Council is of opinion that pictorial representa- 
tions in cinematograph theatres of breaches of the 
criminal law of England have a demoralising 
influence upon boys and girls who form a large 
proportion of the audiences frequenting the same, 


and directs the Theatres "Gosgle Com- 


mittee to bring up to the Council forthwith 
regulations prohibiting such representations in all 
such theatres licensed by the Council.” No very 
great importance need be attached to this motion: it 
is preceded by forty-six others, some dating from 
the year 1908. In the County Council, as in many 
large public bodies, the private member does not 
find much outlet for his energies, and placing a 
motion on the list is often the only means open to 
him of airing his private opinions. The Council, 
having decided in a sense opposite to that desired 
by Mr. St. John Morrow, is not likely to consent 
to an early re-opening of the question. While on 
the subject of London County Council policy, how- 
ever, we may remind our readers that a decision 
with regard to the future of Sunday opening is to 
be expected during the next few weeks.

“FILTH IN THE FILM 


There have been so many attacks on picture 
theatres, issuing, as they do, from all sources, that 
the Trade has grown somewhat accustomed to the 
flaring headlines and “strong” articles denounc- 
ing the evils of the cinematograph. It now re- 
mains for one of the penny weeklies to add its 
quota of sensationalism, and in a recent issue we 
notice an article headed ‘Filth in the Film,” in 
which picture theatres are denounced as being 
“the corruption of the child, the seducer of virtue, 
the instigator of crime.” Quite a model begin- 
ning! 

Unfortunately for the journal in question, its 

attack loses ite force by reason of its very 
extravagance, and, therefore, we do not intend to 
give either the article or the paper the publicity 
evidently sought for. But we feel called upon to 
answer the more specific instances, where films 
have been mentioned by name. 
. The “Special Commissioner,” in penning his 
effusion, refers to an exceedingly healthy Essanay 
film, “A Child of the West,” as an example of a 
demoralising subject, citing a lynching scene as the 
particular objection. He quite forgets to add that 
the lynching was prevented by a little child, whose 
childish innocence and fearless love for the man 
about to be hanged so moved the rough cowbovs 
that they could not proceed with their task, even 
though they conceived it was but their duty. Is 
there anything harmful or demoralising in this? 
Does the ‘Special Commissioner ” object. to this 
scene, or does he think it best to ignore it—for 
the purpose of sensationalism(l ” We verte’ 
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But even this pales before the accusation that 
film manufacturers deliberately pander to the 
lowest taste—or “flirt with vice,” as the writer 
more picturesquely puts it. It is a horrible 
suggestion, this, that a Trade such as ours, with 
its high and well-merited reputation, and which 
attracts more people than any other form of 
amusement, should sink so low that its members 
are devoid of finer feelings, of morality, of 
honesty, and even honour. Faults there may be 
in any and every firm, but never the faintest trace 
of indecency, or of that deadly suggestiveness that 
is worse than actuality. It is not only an insult 
to the Trade, but to the picture theatre audiences, 
that they should be told they are lending their 
support to the production of indecent. pictures. 

The writer states that ‘Joseph and _ his 
Brethren” is one of the filthiest films produced. 
Filthy! when the beautiful old Biblical story—told 
in every school and every church in the land—to 
old and young alike—is portrayed with such 
reverence and care as it is in this film! No; filthi- 
ness does not exist in the film, but in the mind 
capable of suggesting it. 

There is no need for us to write at any further 
length on the matter. The rest of the article is 
wirtten in the same strain. But we would remind 
the writer, and also his journal, that such methods 
reflect little credit. on those responsible for them, 
and that clean-minded men and women will con- 
temptuously ignore such a blatantly sensational 
attack on an amusement which they look upon as 
their own.

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A ROMANCE OF THE GREAT GAY ROAD. 


“DICK TURPIN,” 


If saints were canonised by virtue of their popu- 
larity, there is no question but that that national 
hero, Turpin of the high roads, would have acquited 
his halo long ago. There is not a schoolboy in the 
land who has not cherished in his bosom a secret 
longing to emulate this great gentleman of Fortune, 
whilst his magnificent misdeeds have drawn salt 
tears from the romantic eye of many an emotional 
young lady. We have all been thrilled by Turpin 
in our time, and there are not a few of us who must 
still admit to a covert admiration for this splendid 
rascal. In selecting Dick Turpin’s life and adven- 
tures as the subject for a series of picture plays, 
therefore, the British and Colonial Cinematograph 
Company have done both wisely and well. Being 
British manufacturers, they are in a position to do 
the fullest justice to this essentially British story, 
which, almost more than any other, demands the 
familiar note of our island’s hills and hedgerows to 
lend it realism and accuracy. That this fact has 
been borne constantly in mind by the producer of 
the film, all who see it can testify. It is, indeed, 
charming merely as an intimate study of English 
seenery, apart from its dramatic interest. 

We do not know the method on which the Turpin 
series is to be carried out, but this initial number 
is evidently in some ways a sort of preface or in- 
troduction—a prologue in which the characters of 
the play come before the curtain to exhibit them- 
selves and explain their characteristics. It has no 
particular plot, beyond showing how Turpin first 
took to his illicit trade; but it affords some vivid 
glimpses into the manners and customs of the 
highways of yesterday, besides containing passages 

th humorous and sensational. The natural setting 
renders the film picturesque and delightful through- 
out from a scenic point of view, and photographi- 
cally it is excellent. There is one particularly 
lovely scene, in Which! a little band of horsemen 
are seen to pass one by one along a grassy ridge 
beyond a silent, silver pool, in whose unruffled 
surface they are sharply mirrored. 

Naturally, the picture allows no great scope for 
acting, but such as there is room for is entirely 
capable. If one findsno great performance histrioni- 
cally, however, there are a dozen magnificent ex- 
hibitions of horsemanship and the like. Even in 
this early stage of his career, the notorious Dick

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THE MESSAGE OF THE HOARDING. 


BY RONALD LEROY. 


To those interested in the science of advertising 
—and among those the cinematograph exhibitor 
must, by the nature of his business, be included— 
each street hoarding conveys a message, whose 
clearness is tempered by the individual receptive- 
ness of the recipient. 

There is the hoarding, covered with advertise- 
ments of all classes. What has the hoarding to 
say, and how and in what manner is the message 
given } 

The hoarding is just outside the four-mile radius, 
and therefore a considerable portion of its s 
is devoted to local advertisements; but that is an 
insignificant detail. 

in length, the hoarding is about 51 yds, and 
in height about 20 ft. ‘Lhe first thing that is 
noticeable is that the “hanging committee” was 
totally without a preconceived plan of arrangément. 
‘The bianking, or blocking, of a light green hue, is 
sparsely employed, and that, apparently, only to 
ful up space, and not, as it shouid be, in the torm 
of a 1rame, a border, or a division between each 
poster. Space here 1s evidently valuable, and the 
poor bills have to suffer in consequence, and a 
great deal of each ones individual appeal and 
etfect is lost by too close juxtaposition. 

‘Lhe brick wall, rising a few feet from the pave- 
ment, has been sadly neglected. It is dirty. Paste 
has been allowed to run down its surface. A coat 
of whitewash or colourwash would improve its 
appearance, and would add to the advertising 
vaiue of the position. 

The general commercial advertisements include 
two difterent bills of the same condensed milk, two 
bicycle manufacturers, an aerated water, a cocoa, a 
tobacco, a soap, and five railways. The amuse- 
ments, in addition to those already mentioned, 
comprise a West-end musical comedy and an exhi- 

‘bition. There is also the announcement of a 
weekly periodical. 

The draper has, unconsciously, perhaps through 
ignorance, selected an unusual size for his bill, 
the centre of which is filled by a “‘stock ” litho. of 
a pretty face, surmounted by a hat equally as 
charming. I doubt, however, whether the shop 
would be able to supply an embodiment of the 
picture ! 

The next poster is a six-sheet panel, and depicts 
a beauteous damsel of musical comedy. It follows 
on, as it were, from the draper’s announcement, 
with no fence of blanking between the territories, 
and the two bills thereby might easily be mistaken 
for a dual effort. The theatre poster certainly 
becomes almost valueless, and the draper loses in 
definition. 

Two small condensed milk advertisements con- 
tinue the top line. They are—of their kind—good, 
but, in the aggregate, they are too small to be 
of much value, o(Underngapa tee is a fine pic- 
torial of an exhibition, one of €Re most attractive 


on the hoarding. Its effect would be more striking 
if it were separated from its neighbour, and if, on 
the other side, the eye were not confused by a 
jumble of a vivid yellow bill and a small square 
of pea-green blanking. Its poor neighbour——an 
excellent drawing, by the way, of a low colour 
scheme—is almost killed by being sandwiched be- 
tween this strong bill and a bright yellow poster. 
Between this last and the space that is evidently 
specially reserved for the music-hall, come the 
cycle announcements, one on top of the other. 
‘Nhis is exceedingly bad posting, and, therefore, 
bad advertising. ‘he bill-poster should be chary 
ot accepting bis trom two urms of the same trade 
u he cannot command enougn positions, so that 
two of a trade do not appear on the same hoarding ; 
and if business 1s so good that this is an impossi- 
buity, or if his clients insist on being represented 
on a certain position, he should see tnat their 
posters are well removed from one another. Some 
urms, as a matter of precaution, give their orders 
on tne condition that no trade rivais announce- 
ment appears on the same noarding as their owa. 

The music-hall’s bilis are, as 1 have said, evi- 
dently on a specially reserved space. There is 
wisdom in the arrangement. ‘They occupy tbe 
same position, year in, year out; no trespassers 
are permitted ; their dispiay is conspicuous for its 
unrestraint, the posters have plenty of border, and 
they save money on the contract. 

_ One theatre dispiay, that came next, was neatly 
posted, but suffered from the letterpress being too 
weak to stand against a violent red border; an 
error of judgment. You saw the border, but the 
advertisement esca your notice. The other 
theatre had a dignified letterpress bill, occupying 
all the space at its command. It would have been 
doubly effective with a border. 


The remainder of the hoarding was filled by 
four small railway bills, placed so high that their 
purpose was rendered quite negative; a few 
auctioneer’s announcements, in a good position 
near the ground (the auctioneer, being a local per- 
sonage, would see that his money was not wasted) ; 
torn and dilapidated ‘‘general emporium ”’ bill ; 
an old-fashioned soap streamer, and a rather weak 
tobacco poster. 

In so much as the posters themselves are con- 
cerned, the palm I would award to the exhibition 
bill. It was a bold drawing, executed in brilliant, 
harmonious colours, and the lettering above and 
below the picture stood out well in white on a 
dark ground. 


One felt, when regarding with critical eye the 
result of the efforts of the man with the paste and 
brush, that one would have liked to have been 
present while at work, so that, to the passer-by, 
the result, would’ have been, more than it is, the 
true message of ‘the hoarding: 
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Items of Interest.

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Sidelights on Scientific Cinematography. 


By Leonard Donaldson (Author of “The Cinematograph and Natural Science.’’) * 


No. 2.—The Motion Picture and Hygiene. 

In this, the second article of the series, the 
writer deale principally with the extensive posat- 
bilities of the cinematograph as an educational 
force in the study of hygiene, and as a valuable 
aid to sanitary science. It is always a compara- 
tively simple matter to record what has already 
heen accomplished in any form of study or re- 
xearch. Such a course the writer ts endeavouring 
to avoid as faras possible in these articles. Sug- 
gestions as to the innumerable ways in which the 
motion picture may assist science will prove of the 
greatest value to those interested in the scientific 
side of cinematography. To offer these sug- 
yestions is the object of these papers, and it ts 
hoped that the capabilities of the moving picture 
in the directions mentioned have in no way been 
over-estimated. On the contrary, the writer be- 
lieves that there is scarcely a phase of scientific 
research in which the cinematograph cannot be 
made to render an.invaluable service. ' 


It is only a matter of a few weeks ago since the 
first demonstration of scientific films was given in 
London at the Incorporated Institute of Hygiene. 
It is to be regretted that such a long time has 
been allowed to elapse before the scientists of our 
own country have given their serious attention to 
this excellent means of imparting knowledge. For 
many years now the cinematograph has merely 
been regarded as one of the many forms of amuse- 
ment which are provided for the masses. America 
has led the way in this direction, as in so many 
others; it is now due time for England to follow, 
and to cultivate the good seed that has been sown. 
Much useful work could be done in illustrating 
matters connected with preventive medicine and 
common dangers to health, such as the fly pest, 
stagnant water, etc. Illustrations of domestic 
science, as applied to the home, would be an im- 
portant feature, and the various incidents of child 
life, and the care of the infant, offer excellent 
subjects for motion pictures. At the Incorporated 
Institute of Hygiene, films were shown of the 
“blood dust,” and the corpuscles of a sucking rat 
and fowl, magnified many hundreds of times. It 
was shown that, while the blood corpuscles of 
mammals were of a circular form, those of birds 
were elongated or oval. Then followed pictures 
illustrative of the dangers of infection carried by 
the common house fly. Firstly, the flies were 
shown actually laying their eggs in a piece of 
putrid meat. Then followed the rapid develop- 
ment through the stages of grub or maggot, and 
pupa or chrysalis, to the actual emerging of 
the winglesa fly, which, eleven days later, becomes 
a full-grown insect. The flies were then shown 
pe ee SMe ea Be ee 
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clustering thickly round some foul fish, sucking up 
the putrid exudations with their tongues, to settle 
a moment later on a basin of sugar on the tea- 
table! The manner in which tuberculosis may be 
carried from the aged to the young by the house 
fly formed the subject of another excellent series 
of films. The flies were shown crowding in and 
around a well-used cuspidor, apparently enjoying 
themselves immensely. Then the picture changed, 
and the flies were seen walking over and licking 
the teat of a baby's feeding-bottle. Then a final 
picture showed the infant drawing into his healthy 
system (if he were actually using the infected feed- 
ing-bottle) thousands of microbes responsible for 
the most terrible diseases! These pictures—which, 
indeed, would appear gruesome in the extreme to 
the average spectator—were unmistakable in the 
lesson they conveyed. These were the type of 
films that ‘would impress upon the community the 
importance of cleanliness far more than any lecture 
or teaching could ever do. 

It is an alarming fact—but nevertheless a true 
one—that about seven millions of preventible 
cases of sickness take place in this kingdom 
every year. The National Health Crusade is 
assisting greatly in reducing this number by con- 
ducting a course of cinematograph lectures in a 
caravan, which travels all over the country. Young 
mothers of the poorer class—who are frequently 
lamentably ignorant of the correct methods of 
bringing up children—are now instructed by the 
illustrated lectures. Last year the Women’s 
National Health Association of Ireland was pre- 
sented with one of Messrs. Pathé Frére’s latest 
model projectors, for the purpose of conducting a 
similar campaign. The hygienic film should be 
more frequently exhibited in the picture theatre. 
It would not only have the effect of improving 
generally the status of cinematography, but would 
prove of inestimable benefit to the masses, who are 
daily attracted there for purposes of amusement. 

Dr. A. T. Schofield, M.D., tells us that “there 
is nothing more difficult than to know how to help 
the poor without injuring them.” He believes, and 
it is indeed true, that certain of the poor will 
always be poor, whatever is done for them, and 
the surroundings will always be as insanitary as 
they are allowed to make them. This is certainly 
a very pessimistic view, and one that the scientist 
desirous of improving the conditions should not 
allow himself to hold: Now is the time for the 
cinematographer to step in and illustrate the most 
valuable hints that can be given to those of the 
poor who would not begrudge ten minutes in the 
two-hour programme with which they are pro- 
vided at the picture theatre. For threepence! 
The craving for amusement, with certain indi- 
viduals, must apparently be satisfied, even if at

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the expense of a sick child. We must, then, take 
advantage of this circumstance, and do all in our 
power to blend instruction with amusement, in 
as judicious a manner as possible. 


Whilst dealing with this subject, reference 
should be made to the remarkable results achieved 
among a number of wild Philippine tribes by the 
use of moving pictures. Proceeding on the theory 
that a clean environment is needed to make a 
clean people, efforts have been directed to teach 
the wild tribes the benefits of sanitary villages. It 
has been difficult to communicate the desired 
lessons by word of mouth alone. It has also been 
difficult to put the principles of sanitary science 
into the language of wild peoples. Here the cine- 
matograph has proved its great value. The natives 
of the non-Christian tribes have lived in appalling 
squalor, but, when shown moving pictures of 
better conditions, contrasted with the old, they 
have manifested a most encouraging disposition to 
profit by the lesson. Naturally, the pictures are 
not devoted entirely to demonstrating the value 
of sanitation. Scenes from native and foreign life 


are shown, and the novelty of the picture machine 
itself enlists the interest of the aborigines. 

The motion picture speaks a universal language. 
To the Irishman or Ethiopian the story is the 
same. However, we have not to go so far as the 
Philippines to find conditions which need improve- 
ment. England, for ever eager to improve the 
conditons of her “brethren across the sea,” is too 
apt to overlook the needs of her own sons and 
daughters. If it is desirable to extend charity 
to our foreign brothers, we need not leave the 
Motherland! Soho and Whitechapel, to mention 
only two quarters of our capital, are calling 
out for a reformation in this respect! Here we 
have “the stranger within our gates.” We need 
not seek to find. The alien, like the pauper, we 
have always with us. He is here, and seemingly 
he has to stop here. Well, here is an opportunity 
of doing a great work. Show no preference, you 
scientists and men of England. Let the world see 
what the cinematograph is capable of achieving in 
the task of uplifting the conditions of mankind.

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SINGING TURNS AT PICTURE HALLS. 


-IMPORTANT DECISION BY GLASGOW MAGISTRATES. 


Considerable importance attached to the annual 
sitting of the Glasgow Licensing Court, held this 
week, through the fact that hs debated point 
regarding “‘turns” in local picture theatres was 
expected to be raised. This proved to be the case, 
and below will be found a full and verbatim 
account of the proceedings, so far as they hinged 
ae this particular point. It will be noted that 
the decision of the local magistrates is an adverse 
one for the proprietors interested—despite a very 
clear and convincing speech by Mr. J. B. Ballan- 
tine, the Secretary of the local Association of 
Exhibitors—but it is always a small erumb of 
comfort to know that the Magisterial decision was 
arrived at by a very small majority. 

Mr. Ballantine was asked by the Court to make 
a statement on the general question. In doing 
20, he explained that he represented the Cinema- 
tograph Exhibitors’ Association of Glasgow— 
that was to say, he was speaking on behalf of 
practically all the cinematograph exhibitors in 
Glasgow and district. This was a very serious and 
important matter, and the decision of the Court 
would be awaited with great interest. He recently 
had the privilege of appearing as one of a depu- 
tation of local cinematograph exhibitors, which 
appeared before the magistrates, and on that 
occasion their views were to some extent expressed. 
Before, however, their Honours now came to any 
definite decision he would like to put before them 
one or two of the main and broad facts. As was 
well-known, the cinematograph licence was an 
entirely new one within recent years. Great 
provisions had been made for the safety of these 
places, and tihese provisions were above what 
applied to the ordinary theatre or music-hall, 
because he was correct in saying that there was 
no safer place of entertainment in Glasgow than 


.4 cinematograph hall, for everything of an inflam- 


mable nature was enclosed in fire-proof boxes. 
The Master of Works and the Fire Master fully 
looked after the buildings, and they were fre- 
quently and regularly visited and inspected— 
1 , he was quite safe in saying that, from 
the point of view of safety, he would rather be in 
a cinematograph theatre than in any other public 
place of entertainment in Glasgow. Continuing, 
Mr. Ballantine said that what some of the pro- 
prietors asked was permission to put on singing 
turns. They were not really music-hall licences— 
-and he thought they should keep that point in 
view—but, on account of the existing arrange- 
ments, they were compelled to make application 
for music-hall licences. In other words, there 
Were only three licences which could be applied 
for—full theatre licences, music-hall licences, and 
Cinematograph licences—but there was no pro- 
vision made for those cinematograph theatres

which wanted to run one or two singing turns. 
He wanted to remove any misapprehension on this 
point from their Honours’ minds, and to assure 
the Magistrates that they could only ask im such 
circumstances for music-hall licences—though, in 
reality, they wanted nothing of the kind. Their 
Honours should therefore disabuse their minds of 
the fact that they were making any such appli- 
cation. Their position was that there were halls 
which were run primarily as cinematograph 
shows, and they wanted to put on, for the relief 
of their operators and for the relief of their 
patrons, a turn or two, none of them lasting for 
more than fifteen minutes. That had been the 
practice in Glasgow unti] last autumn, and up till 
that date local cinematograph exhibitors were not 
aware that they had to make any special appli- 
cation to the Court, because they were under the 
impression that they had power to do so. Mr. 
Ballantine proceeded to quote from the Act 
regulating the various styles of entertainment, 
and he submitted that the power which their 
Honours should therefore disabuse their minds of 
Section seven, wherein they were enabled to give 
licences for cinematograph shows coupled with 
singing licences—in other words, they did not 
intend to run what was popularly known as a 
music-hall, and he thought that what had caused 
all the trouble and misapprehension was the 
feeling that they were trying to get behind what 
was called a music-hall licence. He might put it 
to their Honours that if he came forward for 
any one of these halls and asked for a music- 
hall licence, they should have to grant it—not’ 
one of their Honours would refuse it—but 
bécause he had associated with it a cinematograph 
licence, because he was going to put on a turn in 
a cinematograph theatre, it had been contended 
that he was doing something wrong. That was 
what had caused all the trouble, and he submitted 
that there was no occasion for it. The reason 
why no such application was made for any halls in 
the centre of the town was because there was 
no occasion. In the centre of the city they were 
in the midst of music-halls, and people, there- 
fore, did not want turns in the cinematograph 
shows in the same area. The halls wanting turns 
were confined to the other parts of the city where 
there were not the same facilities. He had to 
remind them, too, that. the turns which were put 
on the -cinematograph halls were of the smaller 
salaried kind, and they could not afford to put 
on anything else—therefore, they were no com- 
petitors of the ordinary music-halls. If the 
Magistrates decided against. them, he thought it 
would be very hard upon the variety artists who 
made their living to a large extent by appearing 
zt picture shows. In conclusion, Mr. Ballantine 
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said that he was speaking earnestly on behalf of 
a very important set of ratepayers in Glasgow, 
and he hoped that their Honours would not lightly 
throw the various applications out. 


The Magistrates, following upon Mr. Ballan- 
tine’s statement, retired to consider the point, and 
returned with their decision after an interval of 
ten minutes. 


Bailie King, who presided, announced that the 
Court by a majority had decided that all cine- 
matograph shows applying for music-hall licences 
would not be grarted same unless under the rules 
and regulations governing variety theatres. They 
would be expected to comply with the regulations 
regarding fire appliances, scenery, exits, etc. 

Bailie Alston, lest there might be any 
dubiety, added that it should be publicly men- 
tioned that the decision had been arrived at by a 


very narrow majority—a statement which was 
received by those present with applause. 

Mr. Ballantine: Will the Court please make 
clear what is the position with regard to halls 
which have entered into contracts with artistes 
which do not expire until the end of this week ? 
May it be taken that the decision will not apply 
so immediately ? 

The Chairman: Personally, I think that would 
be only fair. 

If was decided by the Court to allow such halls 
till the end of the present month before making 
the decision apply. It need hardly be added that 
the decision of the Court on the important prin- 
cipal involved has been received with keen regret 
in local cinematograph circles, because quite a 
good number of halls in Saint Mungo have been 
featuring an occasional “turn” with every sign 
of appreciation on the part of their patrons.

A FEW NOTES FROM SCOTLAND BY “SCOTTY.” 


I have learned that the Dunfermline Music- 
Hall, which is situated in one of the most central 
sites in the town, has just been let on a lengthy 
lease. In future this Gld-astablisticn entertainment 
hall will be utilised as a cinematograph hall, and 
the promoters should be rewarded with the best of 
success. The intention is to entirely clear out the 
present interior, to construct a new gallery, and 
generally to bring the building into line with up- 
to-date picture houses. 


T was pleased to see from iast week's issue that 
such a splendid sum of money has been raised for 
the Zitance Fund through our various picture 
theatres, and was delighted to see several Scottish 
hands figuring in the list. The management of 
the Ayr Pavilion are certainly to be congratulated 
on heading the list with the extremely gratifying 
total of £23, and I think it will be admitted that 
this was a magnificent effort on the part of the 
public of the Burns Town. Several other Scottish 
halls, I understand, have since held performances 
where the proceeds have gone to the same praise- 
worthy object, and I believe that the total collected 
at the Theatre de Luxe, Glasgow, during an all- 
day show for the same object, reached the very 
handsome sum of £26. 


Right up to the concluding performance, the 
King’s Theatre, Glasgow, housed large audiences 
to witness the Kinemacolor reproduction of the 
Coronation Durbar, and even, at the matinees-— 
which were given daily—there were extremely big 
audiences. The enterprise of the management in 
providing their patrons with this splendid show 
has evidently been highly appreciated. 


After all, the discussion which was anticipated 
in some circles relative to the substitution of pic- 
ture shows for the usual concert entertainment 
at the Glasgow Corporation Saturday Recitals 
next season did not mature. At the same time, I 
will not be at all surprised if a bigger share than 
ever of the programme is given to pictures, more 
especially when it is remembered that the largest 
attendance, both at the City and St. Andrew's 
Halls, during the past winter, have been brought 
together through a generous sprinkling of moving 
pictures. But we must “wait and see.” 


As a matter of fact, it is becoming more and 
more apparent that the old-time style of concert 
has completely lost its hold_on the public, and 
there is no doubt, that this ‘Steie ghe about 


by the keen competition of picture halls. Now, it 
has been proved that—though the Corporation had 
to give up its district hall concerts, because they 
were not paying sufficiently—outside caterers have 
taken leas2s of the same halls, and made money, by 
giving up-to-date picture shcws; it seems a clear 
sign that this is what people want. Why, there- 
fore, should not the Corporation meet their wishes, 
both in the City and St. Andrew’s Halls. 


The “three-part programmé ” run by the Grand 
Theatre, Glasgow, continues to go strongly. As 
may easily be assumed, moving pictures form one 
of the component parts, and the films are always 
as varied as they are excellent. Mr. William How- 
gate still presides genially as manager, and his 
popularity with his patrons is always increasing. 
All the seats are priced reasonably, and the Cow- 
caddens house retains its reputation of being one 
of the best entertainment rendezvous in the city. 


There is only one verdict which can be bestowed 
after witnessing a performance in the St. George’s 
Cross Electric Theatre—that is, an all-round first- 
class show. The managerial reins are capably 
handled by Mr. G. Dickenson, and this gentleman 
is certainly an adept in the gentle art of pleasing 
the public. The “St. George’s” is one of the 
oldest electric theatres in the West of Scotland, 
and it still holds its own against all comers. 


That Mr. Dove Paterson, the genial proprietor 
of the Aberdeen Gaiety, talked out straight and 
to the point regarding picture halls and petty 
pilfering by youngsters is the general opinion of 
any reader with whom I have since discussed the 
point. I am afraid that the remarks made by the 
Aberdeen magistrate with regard to the tempta- 
tion put in the way of youngsters have been rather 
wide of the mark, and I should fancy that they 
found very little support from the local community 
—at any rate, I have always given Aberdonians 
credit for better sense, and I think rightly so. 


In the North Woodside Halls the best of the 
shows are being given by the Empire Eragraph, 
and the proprietor, Mr. H. Liensky, has every 
reason to feel satisfied with the generous quota of 
public support always being accorded him. This 
show is now into its third season, and each suc- 
cessive season witnesses still bigger success. The 
entertainment is run on the twice-nightly prin- 
ciple, with a Saturdayinertiive thrown in 
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“IN AFTER YEARS.” 


A NOTABLE WORK BY 


This film is, perhaps, chiefly remarkable as an 
example of the cinematograph stage-manager’s art. 
It includes one “set ’’—showing the interior of a 
chemist’s shop, the street outside, and another 
shop on the opposite side of the street—which 
cannot often have been equalled as a studio scene. 
Unlike many made-up scenes, it is perfectly 
natural and realistic; indeed, had one not been 
told the contrary, one would imagine it a picture 
actually taken inside a building hired for the 
purpose. In staging such films as the present, the 


Lubin Company are pre-eminent; in fact, where 
modern dramas and comedies of a particular class 
are concerned, few other firms can compare with 
them. It is a noticeable fact that, as the art of 
the cinematograph progresses and matures, certain 
manufacturers are devoting themselves to the pro- 
duction of certain types of plays, to the exclusion 
of other types. Each firm, that is to say, is special- 
ising in a particular form of picture drama, to 
which it is giving almost the whole of its atten- 
tion, and which it is gradually bringing to a state 
of perfection not obtained, as regards that same 
class, by any other firm, That this should be so 
is an entirely excellent thing. By focussing his 
elforts on a single object, each worker, or body of 
workers, is attaining a skill and a facility which 
could never be his, were his interests and en- 


deavours spread over a wider field. It is this ~ 


specialisation, perhaps, which has brought about 
the high degree of perfection so remarkable 
throughout the whole art of cinematography, de- 
spite its comparative newness, and despite the 
diversity of its many aspects. It is also largely 
responsible for that stamp of individuality to be 
found in the work of the Lubin Company and 
other great producers, which is never absent from 
any really fine performances. In the true work 
of art, one can always recognise the hand of the 
master and the specialist; the Jack of all lines is 
invariably mediocre. 
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THE LUBIN COMPANY. 
“Tn After Years,” one of the Lubin’s latest 


‘productions, is a thoroughly worthy example of 


their skill. As we have already mentioned, it is 
remarkable on account of its staging; it is also 
by no means without merit from a histrionic point 
of view. The sweetest and cleverest little child 
actress figures in its early scenes; indeed, on her 
own account, this charming baby player is likely 
to score quite a notable triumph. Among the 
other individual performances, especially capable is 
that of the young husband whose wife deserts 
him, and who is afterwards seen, lonely and sad 
and old, as the proprietor of a chemist’s shop, 
which is fast being ruined by a younger rival on 
the opposite side of the street. As regards the 
plot, a great many incidents are compressed into 
a small amount of space, with the result tha* uch 
necessarily is left to the imagination.

have linked up without any serious omission being 
noticeable, from a dramatic point of view. Briefly, 
it tells how a little child strays from home, and 
is adopted by a poor woman in another city. The 
latter’s son, at first a newsboy, eventually becomes 
a chemist, and takes a shop, unwittingly, of course, 
opposite that of his foster sister’s father. P-rent 
and child are brought together again, when the 


former rushes into his rival’s establishment one 
day to remonstrate with him for having stolen 
away all his business. Entering, he comes face to 
face with the daughter he has not seen for so 
many years, and, recognising her by her strong 
likeness to his wife, he falls to the ground fainting. 
Explanations ensue on his recovery, and the film 
ends with a pleasant prospect of the lonely old 
man’s rival shortly opereating hie son-in-law.

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Electrically caused Fires and Bioscope Theatres. 
By G. BASIL BARHAM, A.M.LE.E. 


An electrically caused fire is an extremely rare 
occurrence in this country, and there is no doubt 


the immunity enjoyed is due principally to the. 


great care with which electrical installations are 
planned and carried out, and in, perhaps, a some- 
what lesser degree to the high-class of materials 
employed in the work. An installation carried 
out in a careless and slipshod manner might give 
trouble even if the highest grade of conductors 
and accessories were employed, but high-class work 
and great care, such as is usually given to electric 
light and power installations, may succeed in 
making materials of even medium, not to say poor 
quality, give satisfactory results for a number of 
years before the inevitable breakdown, which even 
then, owing to the quality of the workmanship, 
should not result in an electrically caused fire. It 
therefore behoves all proprietors of cinematograph 
theatres to make certain that their work is carried 
out by a responsible firm used to that particular 
class of installation, and even then it will be a wise 
course to adopt to call in a consulting electrical 
engineer to draw up the plans and specifications 
and supervise the carrying out of the work. 


A bioscope theatre fire, which, fortunately, was 
not attended by serious consequences, came under 
the notice of the writer some time ago. It pre- 
sented many strange features, and as the 
subsequent investigations brought to light a 
curious combination of circumstances, an account 
of it, no doubt, will prove of interest to all con- 
nected with bioscope work. The facts were as 
follows :— ; 


A standard and approved form of bioscope, of 
modern type and construction, was in use, and at 
the time the fire occurred slides for illustrated 
songs were being shown on the screen. As every- 
one is aware, when such slides are being operated the 
arc lamp house is swung over to one side of the 
motion picture deviee. A considerable amount of 
thought and care had been expended in con- 
structing the operating room, which was divided 
into three separate compartments in accordance 
with the most modern practice. Onecompartment 
contained the meters and the operator’s work 
bench, the next (or central compartment) was the 
operating room with the lantern, whilst in the 
third division was placed the rheostat. The walls 
and floors of each of these compartments were 
lined with sheet iron plates and the doors which 
connected them were also of iron. - In fact it is 
evident that the statement made in the published 
account of the fire, that the structure had been 
carefully planned with a view of providing 
abundant and convenient working room as well as 
a place of refuge for the operator in case of 
trouble making ite appearance, was quite correct. 
Yet in spite of the precautions taken, and the 
care which was given to the general lay-out of the 
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installation, a fault occurred, and the story of the 
operator what that a spark from the rheostat flew 
through a crack at the edge of the door and 
alighted on the loose film in the receiving box. 
Doubt was thrown on this statement by the 
discovery that the spark would have had to fly 
round a corner formed by the partition; besides, 
the rheostat was about ten feet away on the other 
side of the door and in excellent condition. It 
was found, however, that there were sufficient signs 
of fire on the other side of the partition to indicate 
that the door had been open at the time of the 
fire. It was impossible that the arc lamp could 
have set the film on fire, for, as before explained, 
the operator was running the illustrated song 
slides and the arc lamp would have been out of 
range. This circumstance furnished the owner of 
the house with a brilliant theory. He declared, 
with much conviction, that the operator had been 
rewinding the film at the same time that he was 
running the song slides. It is possible that this 
feat could be accomplished, although not many 
men would dare to undertake it. Yet the fact 
had to be borne in mind that the operator was a 
non-smgker and this theory although apparently 
far-fetched and extreme seems the only one that 
at all adequately explained the cause of the 
trouble. Further investigation, however, showed 
that there were some slight marks of an electric 
burn on the top of the sheet-iron receiving box 
at the point where the wire which operated the 
foot shutter would rub when the shutter was 
down. A similar mark, also evidently caused 
electrically, was found in the lamp house at about 
the point where the carbon holders would strike, 
were they accidentally to work loose on their 
standard. The solution of the mystery thus 
became apparent, and it is explained that the arc 
lamp house was mounted on sheet-iron placed on 
top of a hard wood board which completely 
insulated the lamp house from the receiving tank 
upon which it stood. On the sheet-iron under- 
neath the lamn house was mounted the foot 
shutter, whilst the receiving tank stood on the 
iron floor of the operating room, and the sheet- 
iron was earthed, or as they call it in America. 
“grounded.” It is also necessary to explain that 
the lamp was connected to one side of a three- 
wire system with a grounded neutral, and that 
furthermore the outside wire feeding the arc lamp 
circuit had been over-fused at the branch cut-out 
block, the fuse being 80 amperes when 40 amperes 
would have been sufficient. With these explana- 
tions, and the further one that in operating 
illustrated song slides it is necessary to hold the 
foot shutter up, it will be possible to follow the 
reasoning of the inspector who investigated the 
fire. 

Briefly, these are the conclusions reached: A 
loose carbon, or, perhaps, the carbon holder, came

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into contact with the frame of the lamp house, 
so that current from the outside wire of the 3-wire 
system passed by the way of the sheet-iron base 
to the foot shutter and thence through the wire 
by which the foot shutter was operated to the 
point where this wire came into contact with the 
edge of the receiving tank, in this manner forming 
a circuit to ground. When the operator discovered 
something was wrong, he must have dropped the 
foot shutter, thus producing a sliding contact 
between the edge of the receiving tank and the 
foot shutter wire which was already in contact 
with the tank. By this sliding contact, it was 
surmised, sparks were produced which fell upos 
the film that was hanging only partly rewound 
on the top reel, from which the cover had been 
removed, as the traces left by the fire clearly 
proved, the upper half of the reel only having been 
damaged. Moreover, the wire operating the foot 
shutter was burned off at the point of contact; 
and it may have been that the red-hot end curled 
up and came into contact with the film. 

While the total damage done was not great, all 
the indications showed that the fire had been a hot 
one; and had not the sheet-iron lining of the 
operating room been backed with asbestos board, 
there can be no doubt the trouble would have 
been much greater. In fact, the sheet-iron was 
melted in places. Outside of the operating room 
no damage whatever was done. At the same time 
the comparatively harmless results of this fire 
should not cause one to neglect the lessons which 
it taught, or lose sight of the possibilities for 
mischief which it possessed. For instance, if 
there had been a larger quantity of film on fire, 
there would also have been a rather strong pro- 
bability of the flames passing out through the 
holes by which the pictures are thrown; and it 
might be worth while to consider the fitting of all 
such holes opening from the operating room to the 
body of the house with shutters or traps held open 
by fusible links and supported by a cord which 
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could be released by hand from some point near 
the entrance of the operating room. : 

One of the lessons to be learned from the above 
is that it is undesirable to construct bioscope 
lanterns in such a manner that a short circuit 
could occur in the event of accident, in the neigh- 
hourhood of the film, or between the lantern and 
any part of the metal work near the film. No 
one denies that there is a certain fire danger 
always present in the operating room of a bioscope 
theatre; the electrician who understands the 
subject is the first to admit the fact, and these 
risks are present on account of the conditions 
surrounding the working of the machines rather 
than on account of the construction of the machines 
themselves. It is obvious therefore that every 
operating room should be carefully planned out 
with a view of reducing the fire risk to an 
absolute minimum. It has been suggested that a 
form of sprinkler attachment should be fixed in 
the operating room, to be thrown into work by a 
cord running to the entrance. Such a sprinkler 
attachment could be connected to the city mains, 
or in country places to a tank. This would 
furnish better protection than the portable ex- 
tinguishers now frequently provided for such 
occasions, but there are certain reasons why such 
a course would be inadvisable. Only under ex- 
ceptional’ circumstances should water be used in 
connection with electrical fires as short circuits aud 
consequent arcing might be set up in so many 
directions that the proposed remedy might eerily 
make matters worse. As a means of extinguish- 
ing electrical fires there is nothing superior to 
fine dry sand, and a large pail of this, covered 
carefully by means of a loose and readily removable 
cover should be kept in every operating room. 
Next to sand in order of merit are the many 
chemical fire extinguishers of either the cylinder 
or the grenade pattern, and two at least of these 
should be provided, placed on brackets ready to 
the operator's hand.

Counsel said he was prepared to take the risk. 

Mr. Assheton Cross: We offered to raise the vinery wall 
4 ft. at our own expense. 

His Lordship: I shall appoint an architect 
and report to me. 

Counsel for the plaintiff: And in the meantime? 

His Lordship: I shall do nothing. It is a most serious 
matter to stop the thing now. I shall appoint an architect.

| HELP IN TROUBLE. | 

| FOR PROPRIETORS, MANAGERS, AND OPERATORS. 


Reply to “ A. H.”—There is no statute contain- 


ing any provision regulating the number of persons — 


who may be allowed admission to a cinematograph 
entertainment, or the manner in which they shall 


be placed in the auditorium after their entry. 


Section 2 of tho Cinematograph Act, 1909, how- 
ever, provides that the licensing authority may 
grant licences ‘‘on such terms and conditions and 
under such restrictions as, subject to regulations 


of the Secretary of State, the Council may by the. 


respective licences determine.” 
Now, Clause 2 of the Secretary of State’s regula- 
tions reads as follows :— 

‘No building shall be used for cinemato- 
graph or other similar exhibitions to which 
the Act applies unless it be provided with 
an adequate number of clearly indicated exits, 
so placed and maintained as readily to afford 
the audience ample means of safe egress.” 

“The seating of the building shall be so 
arranged as not to interfere with free access 
to the exits; and the gangways and the stair- 
cases and the passages leading to the exits 
shall, during the presence of the public in 
the building, be kent clear of obstructions.” 

We are, therefore, of opinion, in the absence of 
further information, that the Liverpool proceedings 
referred to in the query must have been brought 
In respect of a breach of the regulations or condi- 
tions attached to the licence, and dealing with the 
question of accommodation, and .we would advise 
our querist to closely examine his own licence and 
the conditions attached thereto, in order to see how 
far he himself is bound with respect to accommoda- 
tion and standing room. If he finds nothing re- 
ferring in any way to this subject in the conditions, 
then, provided he complies with Clause 2 of the 
Secretary of State’s regulations set out above, he 
need, in our opinion, have no further fear upon 
the matter as to the number admitted.

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will be required for my increased throw and pic- 
ture, and what arrangement will be necessary to 
give me the increased current? With current at 
24d. per unit, what would it cost me to run the 
projector arc per hour? 


For the satisfactory projection of a 20 ft. picture 
you will require about double the current you are 
now using. The best arrangement for the arc lamp 
will be to connect another resistance, similar to 
and in parallel with the one you are already using. 
You must, of course, see that your supply mains 
are large enough for the increased load. If not, 
new mains will have to be installed, or “jumpers ” 
connected in parallel. Fuses will naturally have to 
be set up also. You will require to use larger 
carbons than you have been used to—an 18 m.m. 
solid negative and a 22 m.m. cored positive will be 
about suitable. Regarding your new lens, one with 
a focal length of 44 in. will give you just a 20 ft. 
picture, taking the gate aperture at 9-10th inch— 
a fairly average figure.

Norris writes: “I am at present using 210 volts 
direct current from the mains of the three-wire 
system, but am having an auto-converter installed, 
which will run off the “outers” of the system at 420 
volts, and which will deliver 60 volts to the pro- 
jector arc. Can you give me a diagram of a quick 
change from the converter to the 210 volt mains 
in case of the converter failing? An arrangement 
without the third wire running to the operating 
box preferred. 


’ We are afraid, Norris, that any change over 
arrangement you have must be fitted in the con- 
verter room; that is, unless you wish to introduce 
a complicated system of wiring, which would also 
entail bringing the third wire into the operating 
box—a point you wish to avoid. We never advo- 
cate the fitting of an emergency change-over 
arrangement in anywhere but the motor room. 
We are submitting, therefore, an arrangement, 
assuming that the three mains of the supply com- 
pany terminate in the motor room, and that your 
existing mains, which are now connected between 
an “outer” ang the neutral run from the motor room

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to the operating box. Firstly, it will be essential 
to remove your regulating resistance from the 
operating box circuit, as it will not do to have 
this in series with the are when running off the 
low voltage supplied by the converter. The 
arrangement we propose introduces a triple pole 
change-over switch, the connection being as set 
out in the accompanying diagram. It will be seen 
that one of the outers is connected through the 
starting box to one of the high tension terminals 
of the converter, the remaining H.T. terminal 
being run to one of the bottom contacts of the 
throw over switch. The second outer wire is con- 
nected to the centre point of this same switch. 
The two L.T. (low tension) terminals of the con- 
verter run to the two free bottom terminals of the 
change-over switch, the remaining two centre 
terminals running to arc lamp, and the three top 
terminals connected—outers to the two. ter- 
minals of your existing resistance, which should 
now be fitted in the motor room, and set to pass a 
definite amount of current for your requirements ;

and the inner top terminal to the neutral 
link of your supply. The diagram illustrates 
the triple pole switch in the bottom position, 
as would be the case when the converter 
was running. Current in this case runs from the 
left “outer” through the starting box to one of the 
primary terminals of the converfer. From the 
second primary terminal, current flows through one 
blade of the three pole switch back to the second 
outer. The motor is therefore running direct off 
the 420 volt supply, and delivering at the L.T. 
terminals the 60 volts pressure. These terminals 
are connected—with the switch blades in the posi- 
tion shown—direct to the arc lamp mains. It is 
clear that, when so running, the neutral point of 
the system is dead, likewise the standby resistance. 
Now, in case of failure, it is only necessary to 
throw the triple pole switch into the top position, 
in which case the motor is isolated on three 
terminals by the switch and on the fourth terminal 
by the starting box, which, fitted with no volt 
release, will automatically fly to the off position 
immediately the three pole switch is drawn from 
the bottom terminals. Now, with the switch in 
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the top position, current flows from the right hand 
outer through one blade of the switch to your 
emergency resistance, through another blade of the 
switch to the operating box, and back through 
the centre contacts to the neutral wire, thereby 
feeding the arc from the 210 volt mains. If any 
small resistance is connected in circuit with the 
arc lamp in the operating box, then the emergency 
resistance will naturally be running in series with 
this. The resistance, however, that might be con- 
nected on the 60 volt circuit would be small and 
almost negligible in comparison with your existing. 
(intended emergency) resistance. You need hardly, 
therefore, worry about this. 


* * * 


“J. F.” says: “TI am building a cinematograph 
theatre, and wish to know if it be really essential 
for me to instal a motor generator, which I read 
so much about. Current is supplied at 5d. per 
unit. Can you tell me the cost of running any 
arc, either in the ordinary method or through the 
motor generator ?” 


To answer your question, “J. F.,” one must 
know the voltage of the supply mains you will be 
connected to. If your proposed theatre is in the: 
town you are writing from, the pressures available 
are, 240 for lighting, and 480 for power. If you 
are running direct off the lower pressure, using a. 
line resistance, your current consumption would 
be—taking an average of 40 amperes for the pro- 
jector arc, 9.6 units per hour, costing, at 5d. per 
unit, 4s. On the other hand, by running’ 
on a motor generator, even if power be taken from 
the 480 volts, and allowing for a fair loss in con- 
version, your current consumption ought not to 
exceed 4 units per hour, at a cost of Is. 8d. An 
element of risk is always introduced by the intro- 
duction of any rotating plant, and, if you instal a 
motor generator, it would be advisable, as a safe- 
guard, to introduce also a line resistance, to be 
used in case of failure to your motor plant. 


* * * 


Ark intends illuminating the front of his 
theatre with a number of arc lamps, and wishes 
to know how many we would recommend, consider- 
ing that the supply voltage is 210. Also cost of 
running per hour, at 24d. per unit. 


Any number up to four ordinary 10 ampere’ 
open type, say, flame arc lamps will burn quite 
well on your voltage, ARK, and how many you have 
is really one for your taste or your pocket to 
decide. The actual current consumed by the arc 
lamps, which must be connected in series, will be 
2 1-10th units per hour, costing a little over 5d. 
to run. Of course, carbon costs must be con- 
sidered in addition to this, and, providing you do 
not mind the capital outlay, and the front is large 
enough to accommodate four arcs, carbon cost is 
the only thing against installing the maximunr 
number.

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Another arc lamp query comes to hand from 
“B. W.,” who says: ‘I have recently had fitted 
on the front of my building five arc lamps, the 
voltage of supply being 250. Now, I find the arc 
lamps are all connected together, and I cannot 
switch off one without the lot. I have remon- 
strated with the wireman who carried out the 
work, but he assures me that it is impossible to 
have the lamps connected differently. I think this 
strange, as, when I have incandescent lamps fitted, 
I can have them connected up as I wish. Will 
you please let me know your views?” 


Your wireman is certainly correct, ‘“B. W.,” 
and he has connected up the lamps in the only 
manner consistent with economy in running. Our 
reply above to ARK will assist you to a certain 
extent, but we would say that, in your particular 
instance, it would cost you equally as much to 
run one lamp as it does your five. If you had your 
lamps arranged on only two circuits, the current 
cost would be just twice what it is at present, so 
you would be well advised, under the circumstances, 
to leave things as they are. Arclamps are peculiar 
creatures, “B. W.,” requiring only about 50 volts 
for satisfactory operation. You raise the point of 
your incandescent lamps. It is certainly a fact 
that these can be designed to run off any ordinary 
lighting pressure, but with the arc lamp it 
is different: the pressure has, one might almost 
say, to be specially designed for the arc. This is 
the principal function of a resistance. It absorbs 
the superfluous voltage, aways present on com- 
mercial supplies. Now, of course, an arc lamp is 
a resistance in itself, and so on high voltage 
circuits such lamps are connected up in series, 


each one absorbing a certain amount of pressure. 
A small line resistance for steadying purposes is 
always introduced, but, if you divide the voltage 
of your supply by fifty, you can ascertain the 
number of lamps that can be burnt in series, know- 
ing full well that the cost of running will be the 
minimum one possible for any arc lamp lighting 


on that pressure. 
* * 


“N.C. L.” wishes to know the sizes of wires 
necessary for the following :—Main cables and sub- 
cables to and from a six way lighting distribution 
board; cables to a 50 ampere arc lamp from 
a low voltage generator, and cables to the seven 
horse-power motor of a motor generator outfit. 
This latter to run off 480 volts. — 


As you write from London, it is presumed that 
your installation is in a London theatre, and so 
has to meet the London County Council require- 
ments for cables, that the current density shall 
not exceed 1,000 amperes per square inch. On 
this basis, and on the assumption that your distri- 
bution board is 5 amperes “per way,” your main 
cables to the board must be of 7-14, “8. W. G.,” 
which are good on the 1,000 amperes basis for 
35 amperes. The branch wires to carry 5 amperes 
should be of 3-18, “8. W. G.” For the low tension 
side of the motor generator to carry 50 amperes to 
the arc lamp, 7-12 cable, which is good for 58 
amperes, or 19-16, good for 60 amperes, and which 
latter, owing to ite flexibility is to be pre- 
ferred, should be used. For the motor, the 7-18 
cable would suffice, although a 7-16, which is good 
for 2.2 amperes, would give you a bit in hand.

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A FEATURE SCENIC FILM. 


“THE WONDERS OF NATURE,” 


There is no question but that this is one of the 
most remarkable scenic pictures—if not actually 
the most remarkable—ever produced in the entire 
history of Cinematography. It is not only that its 
subject is essentially suitable for treatment by 
black and white living photography, but also that 
the treatment, in this case, is as skilful as could 
be wished. So cleverly have the various pictures 
been taken, that the possibilities of the cinemato- 
graph in conveying to the spectator a vivid impres- 
sion of natural scene have been realised to the full. 
So far as Nature can be reproduced by mechanical 
means, it has been accomplished here; and the result, 
as may be imagined, is something one does not often 
encounter, and certainly does not readily forget. 

“The Wonders of Nature” is a film which ought 
to find a place, at one time or another, in the pro- 
gramme of every theatre throughout the kingdom, 
since it is as truly educative as well as deeply 
fascinating a subject as has ever been produced. 
The fact that it is nearly a thousand feet in length 
should not be allowed to stand in its way, for it 
can be said, honestly and without fear of exaggera- 
tion, that it is far more interesting, and even more 
thrilling, than the average drama. Realism being 
the keynote of the cinematograph, when we can 
exchange such wonderful realism as that to be 
found in the present picture for even the cleverest 
make-believe, we should be happy to do so. There 
is no doubt that audiences of every class will be 


ready to greet it with the most whole-hearted en- . 


thusiasm ; and, if they have scen it before (the film 
is a reissue, having been produced originally in 
1909), their previous experience will only make 
them the more eager to behold it again. A single 
visit to the theatre at which it is being shown will, 
indeed, be more than likely to prove insufficient; 
one can quite imagine that the same audience will 
wish to see it time after time. 

To describe such a film as this is to attempt to 
paint the lily. One can do little beyond furnish 
a catalogue of names. Almost at the commencement 
of the film one is given an excellent impression of 
the immensity of the whole subject by a picture of 
a vast arena of rocks, hemmed in by rugged pre- 
cipices, across the bare face of which a carriage 
and a few men are seen creeping slowly, like ants 
in a broad chasm. Then one comes to the water- 
falls. The first—a ourving, curling column drop. 
ping straight downwards like a pillar of glase— 
is scarcely a fair example of what is to follow,

though, in itself, especially viewed from behind, 
it is wonderful enough. Wonderful again are the 


pictures of the great snowbank and the thousand 


springs from which the water leaps forth, whipped 
into tossing foam, like a pack of white wolves 
scrambling and rushing upon each other after their 
prey. Water springs from every pore of the seem- 
‘ingly solid rock, as though the mountain were 
bleeding from a thousand wounds. 

The most wonderful pictures of all, however, 
are those of the Twin Falls, the Shoshone Falls, 
and the Perrin Cascade. There is one scene whose 
awful grandeur can have been equalled nowhere 
except at the world’s creation. It is, indeed, almost 
as though the Creator had but just now pronounced 
the command, ‘“ Let there be water!” and the water, 
made for the first time, had burst forth in ita multi- 
tudinous volumes in answer. One can scarcely 
believe that these falls are perpetual. They seem 
rather to be the result of the bursting of some huge 
dam, which has chained in an ocean, and which is 
now setting it free to thunder in a solid avalanche 
of foam down some bottomless chasm into space. 
One picture gives one the impression of having 
watched a towering mountain, miraculously lique- 
fied, hurled in a single cataclysm over the edge of 
the world. As with a volcano, Nature seems sud- 
denly to have burst her bonds and overleapt herself ; 
it is a spectacle which suggests nothing less—and 
it certainly seems nothing smaller than an ocean 
which one sees raging and tearing over the hidden 
precipices. 

Among the impressive pictures taken in the regi 
of the Falls, but not of the Falls themselves, 1s 
that in which one stands upon the brink of an abyss, 
beyond which one can see nothing but a thick cur- 
tain of shifting, shivering mist—a sort of veil of 
tears, to misspell the poet. Another wonderful 
scene is the lower river laid waste by the Falls’ 
torrential downpour, a desolation of foam viewed 
dimly through a grey haze of spray, which is like 
the sweat arising from some giant’s labour. Over 
the Maelstrom itself, there floats continually a 
white cloud of water particles—in fact, the whole 
place is permeated, with the smoke of this tremen- 
dous natural battle. 

It is unnecessary to write any further of a picture 
which, already famous, is sure to gain for iteelf a 
second reputation. It is one of the most majestic 
subjects ever thrown upon a screen; ita title, “ The 
Wonders of Nature,” is no hyperbole.

I was fortunate enough to obtain an interview 
with M. Procasel, the Spanish representative in 
Barcelona for the M.P. Sales Agency. M. Proessel 
was passing through Paris on his way to London. 
Referring to the Spanish cinematograph trade, he 
said he thought it far behind English or French. 
The best cinematograph theatres in Spain were in 
Barcelona. Madrid was very badly off for cinemas, 
the 1 one having a seating capacity for 500. 
Mr. Proeasel said that there were a large number 
of places of amusement in Spain which were ad- 
vertised as cinemas, but in reality they were far 
from being the real thing. “There are many anti- 
quated travelling cinematograph shows,” said M. 
Proessel, “ which exhibit films several years old; 
indeed, the proprietors continue to show the films 
as long as they will stand running through the 
projector!” Spanish audiences like heavy picture 
dramas; Western, cowboy, and Indian pictures do 
not appeal at all. In reply to my question as to 
what were the- renting conditions, M. Proessel said 
that renting was practically in the hands of three 
firms. 


Something of a novelty was scpeeeisl last week 
at the Ternes Palace Cinema. While Messrs. Pathé 
Fréres’ great film, “ Athalie,” was being shown, 
an actreas, Mdlle. Tessier, spoke the most impor- 
tant lines in Racine’s play, the orchestra accom- 
panying.

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THE REWARD OF ENTERPRISE. 


Little more than three years ago, three men 
(one of whom was still under age) opened a small 
picture hall in Southport, hiring their - films, 
together with all accessories. They only rented 
the hall for 4 very short period, when they mutu- 
ally agreed to abandon the project. The lease 
was disposed of, and, without calling in an 
accountant, the three stalwarts proceeded, unaided, 
to a division of the net profits, which very nearly 
justified the extravagance of a frugal luncheon 
in honour of the event. 

Musing over their experience, the youngest of 
the three, Mr. G. B. Samuelson, came to reflect 
that a method of business by which goods dis- 
patched on a Monday and returned the same week, 
accompanied by a substantial cheque, might 
possibly have “something in it”; so, accordingly, 
he set. about, and succeeded in, inducing one or 
two showmen to allow him to supply them with a 
subject now and again on commission. This led 
to his being asked by wire on one occasion to 
furnish a whole programme, which was done at 
very short notice. Out of these modest surround- 
ings was evolved the Royal Film Agency, of 
Southport. 

In spite of having little or no capital behind 
him, the business increased so rapidly that Mr. 


Samuelson went-to a well-known firm in the 
Trade, explaining very thoroughly his position, 
and inviting them to entrust him with some films. 
A few days after goods to the value of £80 were 
invoiced to him, the sight of which so alarmed 
him that he never had a wink of sleep until he 
had the bulk of the goods well on their way back 
to the owners. 


The inaccessibility of Southport as. a source 
from which to dispatch goods requiring prompt 
delivery quickly determined Mr. Samuelson to look 
out for a more central base, and some fifteen 
months ago the business of the Royal Film Agency 
was transferred en bloc to 270, Corporation Street, 
Birmingham, a feat which was accomplished to 
the entire satisfaction of Mr. Samuelson. 


Mr. Samuelson prides himself upon never having 
lost a customer. He is a very sound judge of a 
film, and his services in this respect are frequently 
sought by those with whom he does business. 
Assisted by members of his family and an 
excellent staff, Mr. Samuelson gives personal super- 
vision to. every detail—no light task for a man 
whose regular customers run well into three 
figures. Nevertheless he has a genial smile and 
a hearty grasp of the hand for all. 


KILLED BY RED TAPE. 


Despite its apparently brilliant prospects, the 
carefully planned Territorial recruiting campaign 
in Bradford, in which, as we stated in last week's 
Broscorz, the picture theatres are giving their 
help very readily, is proving somewhat of a fiasco, 
by reason of the intervention of the military 
authorities. | Notwithstanding elaborate pre- 
parations and extensive advertising by the picture 
theatre managers, in conjunction with the civilian 
Recruiting Committee, the Army authorities, at 
the eleventh hour, refused the necessary permission 
for the holding of the Territorial parades which 
had been planned. The Civilian Recruiting 
Committee, in gratitude to the managers, has 
itself been put to great ineonvenience and extra 
expense in endeavouring to make some amends for 
the disappointment occasioned by the embargo of 
the military authorities, and has secured the 
services of the local civilian bands to carry out 
the street marching section of the programme. 
At six o’clock in the afternoon of the day on which 
the long series of special performances was to be 
commenced there arrived a message from the 
General Officer Commanding-in-Chief of the 
‘Northern Command, at York, that he did not 
approve of Territorial troops marching through 
the streets to draw people into places of enter-

tainment. The fact did not, apparently, enter 
into consideration that those same places of 
entertainment have been willingly placed at the 
disposal of those Territorial troops in an effort to 
remove from Bradford the stigma of being, in 
Territorial strength, by comparison with popu- 
lation, the worst city in the United Kingdom. 
The shortage of men in the one infantry battalion 
of the city is nearly 230, on a total establishment 
strength of less than a thousand. The picture 
house managers, it is generally recognised, have 
behaved splendidly under these most exasperating 
circumstances. They have allowed the speakers 
of the Recruiting Committze to address their 
audiences, have permitted the widespread distri- 
bution of the literature of the movement in their 
halls, and have exhibited, night after night, the 
slides of tk Territorial Recruiting Committee 
appealing to “Young men to serve, older men to 
encourage and women to demand protection.” 
But the result of it all so far—owing to the fiat 
of the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief of 
the Northern Command—is deadly apathy and 
reduced, instead of enlarged “houses.” The 
managers are asking how the Army authorities 
can expect the Territorial Force to continue to 
live with such crushing weights of supineness 
breaking its back.

‘‘A RIDING MASTERS PERFIDY,” AND ‘THE WHITE DOMINO.” 


“A Riding Master’s Perfidy” is as thoroughly 
excellent an “exclusive” picture as we have seen 
for some time. Almost everything is in its favour 
as a suitor for popular success. It is admirably 
acted and beautifully staged, and its plot is, by 
turns, dramatic, sensational, and pathetic. It is also 
a perfectly “clean” film—a point of some import- 
ance nowadays. where lengthy pictures are con- 
cerned. The general production of the film calls 
for special comment. Throughout one finds evi- 
dences that it has been directed and shaped by a 
skilful, practised hand. There are no rough corners, 
nor gaps, nor redundances; the different threads 
of the whole texture have been cunningly inter- 
woven, and at the end they have been gathered to- 
gether in a shapely finish. It is full of those 
lighter touches which go so far towards throwing 
a dramatic main theme into bolder relief, and the 
result is a play of true humanity, charm, and 
realism : 


¥ includes many scenes which are delightful from 
a pictorial point of view alone, though the action is 
never confined sufficiently long against any back- 
ground for the latter to grow tedious, however 
small its beauty or interest. Certain of the scenes 
are laid in a travelling circus, which gives the 
film an uncommon and picturesque touch, and one 
of the cleverest individual performances is that of 
an old clown, a typical veteran of the ring, beneath 
whose motley garb there beate an honest, fearless 
heart, and who is largely instrumental in bringing 
the story to ite satisfactorily happy conclusion. 
The two principal roles are sustained by artists 
of whose talent for their work there can be no 
question. There are by no means too many com- 
petent picture players to be found outside the 
regular stock companies, although their number 
is being added to almost daily, and one can never 
fear to magnify a clever artist too highly. After 
all, however essential the producer may be to the 
success of a picture play, without his company he 
would be nowhere. They are the instruments on 
which he plays his tune, and the effectiveness of 
the result depends largely on their responsiveness 
to his touch. In “A Riding Master's Perfidy” we 
have a film in which players and producer were 
evidently in complete accordance, the conceptions 
of the latter having been realised fully and sympa- 
thetically by the former, and, as a consequence, 
it is a very fine picture indeed. As we have said, 
the two chief parts—‘“ John Price,” the riding mas- 
ter, and “Alice,” his unfortunate victim—are ad- 
mirably rendered by artiste who have real power, 
and who play always with unaffected naturalness. 
The “John Price,” in icular, possesses a per- 
sonality which makes itself felt ‘‘over the screen.” 

The story of the film tells how a riding master, 
engaged by the Count and Countess of Rodeck to 
instruct their only daughter, Alice, schemes to 


win her hand in marriage, and th Beyre Ble 


self a life of luxury and ease. In a series pf 
wonderfully clever pictures we see how, he induces 
the girl to elope with him, but, contrary to his 
expectations, her father refuses to recognise their 
union, and Price is consequently left in a worse 
position than formerly, with a wife upon his hands. 
Some years elapse, and we see the girl, now tho- 
roughly disillusioned concerning the man she loved, 
working miserably in a travelling circus. One day 
the ex-riding master behaves with such heartless 
brutality to his little daughter, whom he is training 
to become a circus performer, that Alice decides 
to endure it no longer. Taking the child with her, 
she returns home to her parents, who welcome her 
gladly. Price is offered £1,000 to relinquish all 
claims to his wife and daughter, and this offer he 
gladly accepts. In a short time, however, the money 
is squandered, and, hearing of a good engagement 
in a circus for a child equilibrist, he determines 
to abduct his little daughter, and live upon her 
earnings. He accomplishes his purpose successfully, 
but an old clown, who had known Alice during her 
unhappy life with her husband, seeing the child 
back with its father, gueases that something ia 
amiss, and, discovering her address, informs Mrs. 
Price. It is almost unnecessary to say that the film 
ends with a glad reunion between mother and child, 
the wretched riding master destroying himself in 
his dressing-room at the circus when he learns that 
his perfidy -has been discovered. This brief outline 
of the film’s story gives but little idea of its variety 
and charm. We have omitted almost all of the 
incidental scenes with which it abounds, and which, 
while always perfectly relevant to the main theme, . 
lend the story a diversity of interest not infre- 
quently met with. Altogether it is a very excellent 
picture. 

“The White Domino” is a drama which deals 
frankly with the more primitive and not alwaye 
the pleasanter passions of men and women. It is 
sensational, and it is very well acted, whilst its 
staging leaves nothing to be desired. As its pro- 


- prietors describe it, it is a “drama of love and 


jealousy.” . It tells how a governess is infatuated 
with her mistress’s lover, and how, after endeavour- 
ing in vain to expose to her employer lis wife's 
unfaithfulness, she takes matters into her own 
hands by murdering the man she loves and allowing 
the guilt to fall on her mistress. Her guilt is 
discovered before it is too late, however, and the 
wretched governess, to escape the sentence of the 
law, takes her own life. This plot has been skil- 
fully elaborated in the film, which contains many 
really dramatic moments. If it is not exactly # 
picture for children, it is very clever and very 
effective.

THE PICK OF THE PROGRAMMES. 


WHAT WE THINK OF THEM. 


THE MYSTERY OF THE MILL. 

This is frankly a sensational melodrama, and, 
as such, it is eminently satisfactory. Without 
hesitation, one is plunged, at the very commence- 
ment of the pictare, into the heart of a dire and 
dreadful plot, which prepares one for the thrills 
to follow. And the thrills certainly do follow, 
pell-mell, like hailstones on a window pane—even 
the sub-titles glow forth from the screen a lurid 
crimson. There is nothing horrible or ‘‘un- 
pleasant ” in the picture, however ; it is all legiti- 
mate melodrama, honest, sturdy, and straight- 
forward. The setting of the film—in and about a 
mill—strikes an unusually picturesque note, and 
removes it from the ordinary, whilst the photo- 
graphic arrangement of such scenes as that in 
which the furtive figures of two conspirators are 
seen crouched in the mouth of a cavern, their 
forms silhouetted blackly against a shining silver 
sheet of sea behind, is, in its way, quite 
remarkably excellent. Good, also, is the - 
picture of the dungeon where the innocent 
1ero awaits death. The acting, as a 
whole, is very praiseworthy, especially 
clever being the admirable rendering of 
the millers traitorous hunchback 
servant, a Quilp-like impersonation, which 
is full of grim force and sardonic humour. 
The miller’s wife is, perhaps, apt to give 
way to an excess of emotion at times, but 
she, like the rest of the company, is a 
capable artist. The execution, which is 
stopped just in time, is a striking and 
dramatic situation, though it might have 
been rendered still more thrilling if it had 
been played a little more slowly—if the 
“agony” had been protracted, that is to 
say. The “last act” is admirably man- 
aged, and is quite the culmination of the 
drama, as if should be. The death of the 
wuchback is a splendidly acted scene. 
One .sees the miserable, wizened 
little wretch pent up in a cellar, 
filled with burning straw, surrounded by 
casks of gunpowder. Raging and ramping round 

narrow prison, ‘now whimpering like a 
frightened child, now foaming at the mouth with 
a torrent of (one imagines) blasphemies and im- 
precations, he is turned mad by the horror of his 
position, and at last drops dead, killed by sheer 
terror. Finally, there is a magnificent explosion 
—if one may use such an adjective against the 
noun. A broad tongue of flame curls out from 
the gunpowder; the whole scene is suffused with 
searlet fire ; and the picture is blotted out by roll- 
mg columns of ruddy smoke. It is a splendid 

ish ; one can almost hear the “bang”! (Inter- 
national Feature Film Company.

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ALL FOR GOLD. 

The American ‘‘ Western drama” has long ago 
taken its.place as one of the mainstays and chief 
delights of the picture theatre, and, despite the 
familiarity of its well-used landscapes and charac- 
teristics generally, it still continues to be one of 
the most popular features in every programme. 
What an unlimited scope there should be, there- 
fore, for the man who gives us the same type of 
drama in an entirely novel setting, played by a 
new race of players, whose appearance and dress 
and manners are entirely different! The ideal 
country for the creation of this new open-air 
drama, which demands wide spaces, rough :ife, 
and brilliant sunshine, is, without any question, 
to be found in Australia, a land which immediately 
suggests itself as essentially suitable for the manu- 
facture of picture plays, but which hitherto has 
been known almost exclusively as the showman’s 
continent. The fact that excellent picture dramas 


can be produced in Australia has already been 
proved, though ‘we can call to mind only two 
examples. The tale is now being taken up by that 
prince of showmen, Mr. T. J. West, whose name 
is famous in two continents as an amusement 
caterer, and who, if he continues in this new line, 
bids fair to become equally well known as a manv- 
facturer of films. As a first attempt, “All for 
Gold,” West’s Picture Play Number One, 1s not 
only excellent, but remarkable. Naturally, it has 
its faults—the first part is a little prolix, for 
instance—but, as a whole, it fulfils the conditions 
of a good picture play with quite extraordinary 
success. The artists concerned in it, also, display 
a wonderful grasp of the technique of the silent

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much, if any, previous experience of this class of 
work. The setting of the film, both natural and 
artificial, is admirable. There is one interior scene 
which has not been bettered anywhere, whilst 
many of the landscapes are as charming as one 
could wish. As we have said, the action in the 
first part of the film might have been hastened 
somewhat with advantage—not that it ever be- 
comes really tedious; this is fully atoned for in 
the second part, however, which is as full of life 
and vigorous movemeut as any picture yet pro- 
duced. ‘‘All for Gold” offers sensations galore. 
It includes one of the best races between an auto- 
mobile and an express train ever done, not to 
mention a motor-boat careering at full speed off 
Sydney, and some magnificent feats of horseman- 
ship. The story of the film is a simple one, being 
chiefly concerned with a villainous attempt to 
“jump a claim” (a proceeding with which the 
Western drama has already thoroughly familiar- 
ised us), and the eventual thwarting of the heavy 
man’s wickednesses by a charming and courageous 
heroine. The principal characters of the piece are 
introduced at the commencement of the film to 
bow to the audience from the screen—an idea 
which is rightly becoming very general. At first 
thought one would say that they should reserve 
their appearance until after the final “curtain,” 
as on the ordinary stage, but, really, the film man’s 
method is the more artistic, as the illusion of a 
drama is often practically spoiled by the vanity 
of a player who insists on rising from the grave 
to receive applause for the manner in which he 
has accomplished his death scene. In the film, one 
is left undisturbed, with one’s memory of the 
various characters as they were at the end of the 
play; and the realism is improved accordingly. 
We have not the space to say more of “All for 
Gold,” but one can scarcely leave it without a 
word of congratulation to Mr. West on this, his 
“first born.” We shall look forward to future 
examples of West's Picture Plays with much 
interest, as they seem likely to introduce new and 
healthy blood into the industry. (West’s Picture 
Play. European Film Agency. Released June 
15th. Length 2,190 ft.). 


STUDIES OF AQUATIC LIFE. 


This is the second of the wonderful series of 
under-water pictures which was commenced with 
“An Otter Study,” recently reviewed in these 
columns. Picture number two is no less remark- 
able a film than its predecessor. In some respects, 
indeed, it is more so, and its scope is certainly 
wider, since it treats of the habits of some six 
creatures, instead of only one. Perhaps the most 
original and surprising picture in the present film 
is the view of the water hen swimming on the 
surface, but taken from beneath. One sees the 


lower part of the bird, and its paddling feet vigor: - 


ously thrusting into the water ; and then suddenly 
it dives into the depths, and flashes past the eye 
of the camera, in a whirl of feathers and foam. 
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Of such pictures as this one can never grow tired. 
They provide one with an entirely new aspect of 
animal life, obtainable by no other means, and, to 
say the least, it is fascinating. (“Kineto ” film. 
Released June 13th. Length 450 ft.). 


THE ROBBERY AT OLD BURNSIDE BANK. 

To put it briefly, this is 700 odd ft. of cleverly 
arranged, realistic sensation. There is certainly 
never a dull moment; when one is not watching 
the slaughter of policemen, one is regaled with in- 
genious robbery or a magnificent motor-car 
“Grand National.’ Speaking seriously, it is quite 
an excellent film, full of honest melodrama, which 
is often so naturally done as to seem an incident 
of real life—a sort of “bandit” topical, taken by 
special arrangement with the robbers. It is a 
picture whicli thoroughly deserves, and will prob- 
ably obtain, a wide popular success. The Hep- 


worth Company’s pictures are always admirably 


acted, and the present example is no exception, 
though it is not exactly an “acting film.”. “The 
Robbery at Old Burnside Bank” is even more 
than usually well produced ; every ounce of possible 
effect has been extracted from the plot and made 
the most of. It is also cleverly staged, where arti- 
ficial scenery is demanded, the triple set, showing 
the interiors of two rooms, with the intervening 
passage, being particularly ingenious. As may be 
imagined, the plot is not exactly the essential 
thing in this picture, but it is quite efficient, and, 
as we have said, its possibilities have been realised 
to the full. (Hepworth Manufacturing Company, 
Limited.

ROSALIE’S DOWRY. 

This is a pleasant romance, not without its 
moments of sensation, dealing with the peasant life 
of picturesque old Italy, now, unfortunately, so 
fast dying out.

NOTES. 


(By Our Own Special Correspondents.) 


ITALY. 

The Society for encouraging foreign visitors in 
Rome is promoting a cinematographic competition, 
to take place in June, its object being to illustrate 
the manners and customs, and artistic and natural 
beauties of Italy. The subjects must be Italian 
landscapes, and the minimum length of the films is 
fixed at 500 mefres. The competition is inter- 
national, and one of the prizes will be a gold medal, 
presented by the King of Italy. 


DENMARK. 

An International Cinematograph and Film Exhi- 
bition will be held at Copenhagen from August 
14th to 30th. Full particulars can be obtained 
from Biografteater-foreningen for Kbhon og Omegn, 
Veslesbrogade 3, Copenhagen. 


GERMANY. 

Diverse are the uses of the cinematograph. From 
the medical school to the variety hall is a long 
step, but perhaps about half way between the two 
lies the tax collector’s office, where a ginematograph 
apparatus has recently been installed in Berlin. 
The Church taxes are based on the municipal assess- 
ments, and instead of copying these out by hand 
as has been done in the past, they will in future be 
cinematographed on films of 60 metres in length. 
The advantages of this procedure over the old 
system, which necessitated a vast amount of space, 
and the employment of a large number of possibly 
careless copying clerks, are obvious, without tak- 
jng into consideration the absolute impossibility of 
fraud under the new scheme. The apparatus has 
been supplied by Die Internationale Kinemato- 
graphen-Gesellschaft, of Berlin. 


The school authorities and the Jugendvereine 
(Societies for Youth) of the town are taking stern 
measures to stem the flowing tide of the “ Kino- 
peril.” They have arranged with the Director of 
the Rheinisch-Westfalisches Volksthenten to give 
regular performances for children, thus giving every 


child the opportunity of seeing an artistically pro- 
duced classical piece or fairy tale at le ace 8 
year. 


—— 


The last budget discussion in the Heidelberg Town 
Council gives an illustration of the conflict of views 
over the cinematograph. A member of the Progres- 
sive Party, during the debate on the education 
estimates, was not afraid to express the opinion 
that children should be encouraged to visit the 
picture theatres more frequently, as many of the 
films would assist them in their geographical and 
historical studies. He advocated special children’s 
days, with uniform prices of from 3d. to 1d. On 
the other hand, Professor Rohrhurst, a member of 
the Heidelberg Education Authority, and President 
of the Baden Parliament, opposed these views with 
the utmost vigour. He said that, as conducted at 
present, picture theatres had worse influence upon 
children than all the blood-and-thunder literature, 
and even went so far as to declare that he would 
welcome a measure to secure the complete exclusion 
of the young from the picture playhouses. The 
heb expressed his agreement with Professor Robr- 


AUSTRIA. 

Die Zeit, a prominent Vienna daily, recently 
invited a number of distinguished people, including 
poets, actors, playwrights, and statesmen, to give 
its readers the benefit of their views on cinemato- 
graphy. Very interesting were the replies received, 
and it is worthy of note that they were almost uni- 
versally favourable, and in most cases extremely 
laudatory and appreciative. The dissonant notes 
in the chorus were supplied by the theatrical direc- 
tors, whose views, however, can hardly be regarded 
as being unbiassed by personal considerations, and 
to whom a certain amount of bitterness can be for. 
given, when we remember that in Austria alone 
twenty-nine theatres were compelled to close their 
doors last year. It is interesting to note that most 
of the replies emphasise the important service which 
the einematograph renders to science. 


The pictures of the Titanic disaster and the 
Motor Bandits in Paris, featured at the Grafton 
and Sackville Street Picture-houses, Dublin, during 
the past week, were watched with intense. interest. 
Had the latter been produced from imagin- 
ation one would have been inclined to doubt if 
such could happen. Actually having happened it 
was all the more startling. These pictures must 
of necessity “draw ” wherever they are shown.

POINTS OF 


Elsewhere in this issue will be found a report 
(which will be completed in our next number) of the 
proceedings of the Committee of the House of 
Commons to which has been delegated the task 
of considering the London County Council’s 
“General Powers Bill, 1912.” This Bill, as we 
pointed out in a previous issue of THE Bioscopr, 
enables the London County Council to license all 
cinematograph film stores and other “dangerous 
businesses.” 

Those who followed the progress of the Bill when 
it was before, the County Council will remember 
that it was passed at the end of a long session, 
and without a word of debate. Indeed, the exact 
time taken was, we believe, less than a minute! 
And it cannot be said that the evidence so far 
called on behalf of the Council has proved the 
necessity for the licensing of film stores. During 
the past few years there have been less ah half

a dozen fires in film premises, and scarcely one of 
these can be described as being serious. So far 
from the film business having proved itself to be at 
all dangerous, we think that, having due regard to 
the careful manner in which the various offices 
are conducted, very few (if any) business houses 
are more carefully supervised, and certainly the 
risk of fire has been reduced to a minimum. 

A good deal of ignorance was displayed by both 
counsel and witnesses when dealing with Trade 
methods, and it has not been made clear whether 
the renters’ premises only are to be licensed, or 
those of the manufacturers as well. Indeed. the 
Bill bears unmistakeable traces of having been 
brought. forward in a moment of impulse, and it 
is well for the Trade that it is represented by an 
eminent Kings Counsel, in order that the Com- 
mittee may realise the importance of the mattet 
to the great cinematograph trade.

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SUNDAY OPENING IN LONDON. 


In accordance with the promise made by the Chair- 
man last week, the Theatres and Musichalls Com- 
mittee of the London County Council presented on 
Tuesday a more detailed report with reference to 
Sunday opening of cinematograph theatres for 
charity than that discussed by the Council just 
belure Easter. The Committee stated that the 
permission granted by the Council on April 11, 
191i, for the use of premises licensed under the 
Cinematograph Act on Sundays or other days pro- 
hibited by the licence, provided that the entertain- 
ments were given by recognised societies or organi- 
sations unconnected with the premises concerned, 
had been strictly subject to a signed agreement 
between the licensee and an officer of the socicty. 
concerned, to the following effect:— 


(1) The entertainments will be of a healthy and ele- 
vating character, and properly conducted, and not for 
private gain or trade; : 

(2) The name of the society or organisation giving 
the entertainments will be exhibited in a conspicuous 
position outside the premises ; 

(3) No performance shall begin before 6 p.m., or 
finish later than 11 p.m. ; 

(4) The licensee or his servants will have nothing 
to do with the arrangements for the entertainments 
(e.g., the engagement of operators or employees) beyond 
being responsible to the Council for the observance of 
its regulations ; 

(5) No person shall be employed on Sunday who has 
been employed in connection with cinematograph entev- 
tainments for each of the previous six days; 

(6) The society or organisation, by its duly ap- 
pointed representative, will pay to each employee his 
or her wages for the Sunday, and such representative 
shall not be the licensee or any of his employees, or 
any person officially connected with the premises ; 

(7) The signature of each employee will be obtained 
each Sunday by the duly appointed representative of 
the society or organisation giving the entertainments 
to a wages sheet containing the following particulars : 
The names and addresses of the employees, the capacity 
in which each serves, the wages for the week, exch 
Sunday, the agreed wares for the Sunday, and a state- 
ment that each employee works voluntarily on the Sun- 
day and without pressure from the management, and 
such wages sheet must be signed, when completed, by 
the representative of the society or organisation. 

(8) An audited balance sheet, giving full details of 
the receipts and expenditure for each Sunday, will he 
submitted to the Council by the representative of the 
society or organisation giving the entertainments, at 
the end of four weeks, and also the wages sheet re- 
ferred to in condition 7; 

(9) The Rules required to be observed on week days 
for securing the safety of the audience shall hold good 
on Sundays ; 

(10) The licensee and the heads of the society or 
organisation will hold themselves responsible for seeing 
that the undertaking given to the Council is strictly 
adhered to. 


The Committee added that it had been found 
necessary to add yet another to this already formid- 
able list of regulations. The Committee decided, 
Im any case in which the agreement appeared to 
provide for the payment of a sum greater than was 
hece:sary to cover one-seventh—ef the weekly ex- 
penditure for rent)iqatzs;) ibaslesss Gost 6p lgeting 


and heating the premises, damage and depreciation 
to building, hire of films, ete. to refuse the applica 
tion for permission to open on Sundays on tho 
ground that the proposal would be inconsistent 
with the condition that the entertainments should 
not be for private gain pr by way of trade. ‘lo 
enable ‘the Committce to judge this point it had 
further required each applicant to forward with 
the copy of the agreement entered into with the 
society or organisation a detailed statement of the 
annual expenditure on rent, rates and taxes, the 
lighting and heating of the premises, and on any 
other items covered by the payment to be made for 
the use of the premises. 

The consideration of the new applications and 
the particulars accompanying them involved a great 
amount of work, and occupied considerable time, 
and it was not possible to put the new regulations 
into general operation before July 1, 19il. Since 
that date, however, all .cinematograph entertain- 
ments given on Sundays had been given under the 
conditions set out above, and the Committce now 
had before it the monthly statements of the recvipts 
and expenditure submitted by the various socicties 
concerned during the nine months from July 1, 
1911, to March 31, 1912. The number of socicties 


' piving entertainments during the period varied from 


32 to 40, and the number of places at which enter- 
tainments were given varied from 167 to 214. The 
total receipts amounted to £92,177 Is. Of this 
amount £44,043 15s. 8d. had been received by 
licensees in payment of rent and outof-pocket. ex- 
penses, £19,363 7s. 3d. was expended on wages 
for the staff employed on Sundays, and £15,247 
6s. 3d. represented the profit made by the societias. 

In a statement separately submitted, the Com- 
mittee tabulated the whole of the figures relating 
to Sunday entertainments. It appeared that the 
organisations principally benefiting from Sunday 
entertainments were the following: — Benevolent 
Branch of the London Cabdrivers’ Trade Union, 
£727; the Blind Artisans’ Aid Society, profit £1,433 
loss £617 (this sum, however, was borne by the 
licensees); the People’s Subscription Fund to the 
London Hospital, profit £378, loss £713 (borne by 
the Ticensees); the London Jewish Hospital Asso- 
ciation, Limited, profit £621; the London Medical 
Charities Fund, profit £375; Sir William Treloar's 
Cripples’ Hospital, profit £550, loss £76 (borne by 
the licensees); the Women's Imperial Health Asso- 
ciation, profit £4,875, losses nil. From an examinu- 
tion of the statement, which extends over several 
foolseap pages, we find that in practically every . 
case where the society made a loss, this was borne 
by the licensee. In some cases the amount reached 
as much as £250, and items of £100 are common. 
As a set-off against these contributions, however. 
the licensee received, considerable sums in reni. 
hire of films_,ete,-items of -his weekly budget.

This is @ fine picture, with a story which is 
unusually pleasant, as a whole, and pleasantly 
unusual as regards its ending. Itisan “exclusive” 
picture with many of the qualities one has learnt 
to associate with films of this class; at the same 
time it has an element of novelty and of charm 
not always so readily met with, which renders it 
singularly acceptable. For one thing it is all too 
rare an occurrence for a lengthy social drama to 
end otherwise than in blood and tears. Life is 
almost invariably a sad, sorry, morbid business 
according to the producer of “exclusives”; he is 
never content unless he has dismissed his audience 
on a finale of gloomy tragedy. The man who 
made “The Ring that Binds,” however, has under- 
stood that these woeful denouements are not 
necessarily either artistic or true to life. On the 
“legitimate ” stage a sad ending has for a long 
time been synonymous with unsuccess, and one 
fancies that picture-goers are similarly beginning 
to rebel against so undue a predominance of 
sorrow. It is true that in the average cinema 
programme there are usually at least three or 
more comic pictures to counterbalance the 
“feature film ’’; but this piece de resistance is daily 
occupying a more important place in the menu 
(and often absorbing or crowding out many of the 
smaller dishes). To ask for at least a modicum of 
gladness in picture-plays does not necessarily mean 
that one demands farcically impossible endings. 
Real life is a thing of much joy and much sorrow, 
bit more often than not the former prevails. 
Happiness, also, is much more complete than un- 
happiness. The spectators of a play, spoken or 
silent, like their hero and their heroine to endure 
tribulations, but they much prefer to see them 
satisfactorily through their troubles at the end; 
there seems to be some excuse for the midway 
enguish if it leads to joy at last. But to leave 
the unfortunate heroine (of whom the audience 
have by that time grown to be fond) languishing 
over her lover's corpse or ‘going out into the night 
for ever,” with a snowstorm and slow music to add 
to the general disconsolateness, is far too de- 
pressing. The average theatre-goer is by no means 
an ill-disposed or pessimistic person; he likes to 
beam on humanity through rosy glasses, and he 
likes to believe that all's well with the world. It 
does not pay to disillusion him—he would not 
even be grateful for the truth (if it were truth): 
it is much pleasanter and more profitable to accept 
his philosophy and to cater for him accordingly. 

In “The Ring that Binds” we have a play 
with which not the tenderest soul could quarrel, 
and which yet contains many pages of true 
pathos and even temporary despair. It ends 
In entirely the right manner, and, despite its 
length, one feels that one has ret Yared | one’s 
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LIMITED. 


time in waiting for this satisfactory conclusion. 
As a drama it is admirably proportioned, and the 
interest is cleverly maintained throughout, not- 
withstanding the simplicity of its theme. The 
acting is more than usually excellent, being, in 
every case, natural and sincere, and, on the parts 
of the ‘Renard ” and the “‘ Denise,” really strong 
and emotional. A very clever (if somewhat 
cynical) study, is given by the lady who plays 
‘“Denise’s Mother” of a typical woman of the 
world, frankly and coldly mercenary, who does 
not hesitate to dispose her daughter's future on 
her own responsibility, and according to her own 
ideas, without thought for natural affection or 
probable happiness. 

The staging of the film throughout is as ade- . 
quate and careful as one could wish. Most of the 
scenes are interior and they have all been dealt 
with so cunningly that no trace of artificiality is 
apparent. 

The story of “The Ring that Binds” is as 
follows: Denise, a charming though inexperienced 
young lady, is sought in marriage by two men, 
Lieutenant Barreau, a young and rather untrust- 
worthy “blood,” and Colonel Renard. She, her- 


self, with the natural predilection of youth for 
youth, is inclined to favour the former, but her 
mother coerces her into an engagement with the 
latter whose rank and wealth are so far superior. 
Denise, at this early stage; is too much a child 
really to love either of the men, but, piqued at not 
being allowed to gratify her fancy for the 
Lieutenant, she writes a note to her friend, Margot 
Dore, stating that she does not love the Colonel 
at all and is marrying him only for the sake of 
his money. Unfortunately, through a woman’s 
jealousy, this missive falls into the hands of 
Denise's husband on the day of their wedding, 
immediately after the ceremony has taken place. 
The Colonel is truly fond of the girl to whom he 


has just been united, butyhialis also proud, jealous

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times. Demonstrations are given daily at 
the address below from 10 till 6.

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and intolerant. He sees in the letter the cold and 
heartless confession of a designing woman and he 
acts acordingly. Terrifying his poor little girl- 
wife by his violent looks and his fierce behaviour 
during the wedding breakfast, he announces to 
her, as soon as they are alone, that he has been 
called to the Colonies, and that he intends to 
leave her at once. Thus it comes about that the 
unhappy bride spends her wedding-night alone 
and desolate, rising in the morning to find her 
husband gone to a far-off land. 

We next see the unscrupulous Barreau endea- 
vour to renew his courtship on hearing that 
Denise has been deserted. The temptation is 
a severe one, but the strong man who has left her 
has already taught his wife to respect and admire 
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him, and the memory of his love, which she is even 
now commencing to return, induces her to repel 
the Lieutenant's dishonourable advances. Later, 
the Colonel is stricken by a severe fever. Denise 
is informed of this and immediately hurries out to 
“do her duty” by nursing him. Thanks to her 
untiring care, hé recovers, and, her task accom- 
plished, she returns, too proud, in her turn, to beg 
the love of a man who has scorned her. But in 
the end love triumphs. The Colonel, realising the 
hastiness of his condemnation and the true 
staunchness of his young wife, follows her home 
and finds her thera waiting for him with arms 
outstretched, yearning for the affection she has 
so long been denied. And thus happily the story 
comes to ar end. 


WHAT IS A NON-FLAM FILM? 


IMPORTANT APPEAL. 


In the King’s Bench Divisional Court on Friday, May 
\7th, before the Lord Chief Justice, and Justices Pickford 
and Avory, the Victoria Pier (Folkestone) Syndicate, 
Limited, who were represented by Mr. Drury, appealed 
against a conviction by the Folkestone magistrates under 
the Cinematograph Act for using films at the Folkestone 
Pier in contravention of the statute. 

Mr. Drury said the point raised in the case stated was 
the meaning of the word inflammable in the Act, and the 
time and circumstances in which the films were adjudged 
to be inflammable. 

The Lord Chief Justice : I don’t see much law about that, 

Mr. Drury. 
_ Mr. Drury said he thought it all depended upon the 
interpretation of the statute. He desired to call attention 
to three sections of the statute which dealt with the sub- 
ject. The Folkestone Bench convicted the company on the 
ground that they gave an exhibition in a hall unlicensed for 
the purpose at which inflammable films were used. Under 
the Act regulating such exhibitions, chap. 30. the first sec- 
tion, provided that an exhibition of pictures by cinemato- 
graph for the purposes of which inflammable films were 
used, should not be given unless under the regulations com- 
piled for the express purposes, and not otherwise than in 
Premises licen for the purpose. It was also provided 
that if an owner used a hall or theatre, or allowed it to be 
used, in contravention of the Act or its regulations, he 
should he liable to a fine not exceeding £20; and the 
fourth section stated that any constable. or any officer ap- 
Pointed for the purpose by any County Council, might. at 
all reasonable times, enter any premises, licensed or not. 
in which he had reason to believe such an exhibition was 
being given, or was about to be given, with a view to 
seeing whether the conditions had been complied with. 
Any person preventing or obstructing him should be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding £20. 

The Lord Chief Justice: What is the provision you have 
broken? ; 

Mr. Drury said it was asserted thev gave, on unlicensed 
premises, an exhibition of pictures with inflammable films 


e summons was for allowing such films to be used at the- 


Victoria Hall on January 7th. On that occasion the Chiof 
Constable visited the hall, and took away certain parts of 
a number of films, and when these parts of the films were 
submitted to certain tests in the police court, some of them, 
when submitted to a light, burst into flame ; others did not, 
and some gave off smoke. His contention was that these

the tests applied to them was not such a test as could he. 
or would be, applied in connection with an exhibition.

court for some time, and he contended that was not a. 
proper and fit test in law. 

The Lord Chief Justice said these filma were at times 
stationary in an exhibition, and had to be taken out and 

ut into the machine, and accidents, as they knew, did 

appen. Did Mr. Drury argue that the only teat was when 
these films were in the apparatus. 

Mr. Drury said this was so. There was no definition in 
the Act of the word inflammable, and he contended that 
the films were substantially used only where there were no 
naked lights. If it was held that when they would ignite 
when held stationary in a naked light, of course he would 
admit that then they were inflammable, but he submitted 
that this was not the intention of the Act. Council also 
argued that the police had no right under the Act to go 
to this hall, as the Chief Constable did, and take portions 
of the films. The police had only the right of entry when 
an exhibition was on. Neither had they the right to take 
portions of the film, and, therefore, the conviction was 
illegal on these grounds. 

The Lord Chief Justice: You say the police can only ex- 
amine films when in the apparatus? 

Mr. Drury: Yes. my lord. 

The Lord Chief Justice: But we know accidents do hap- 
pen, and there might be a panic if inflammable films are 
used. 

Mr. Drury said that was reasonable, but the statute did 
not state so. If the Court, however, did not accept the 
contention that the proper time for the police visit was 
when the films were being used in the agli. he did not 
wish to labour the point. 

The Lord Chief Justice said the appeal failed. There 
was no definition of inflammable in the Act. and if Mr. 
Drery’s point was right that inflammable was subject to 
a certain degree of inflammnability only when in the ap- 
paratus, one would have expected some reservation in the 
statute limiting it in this respect. But they had to re- 
member that these films were used, not only in a machine, 
but also had to be taken out, handled, and put away. The 
justices found that severa] lengths of film ignited in a 
flame, thouch it could be blown out, and he was unable to 
say in law that these films were not inflammable when the 
migistrates thought that they were. Having regard to the 
fact that the safcty of the public was the main reason for 
having this statute.‘ it was impossible to come to the con- 
clusion that the magistrates were wrong when they said 
that an exhibition was held on these unlicensed premises 
with films that were inflammable. 

The other learned Judges concurred, and the appeal was 
dismissed with costs. 
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AWAY UP NORTH. 


A FEW NOTES FROM 


There has been but one topic during the past 
few days—the magisterial ultimatum regarding 
singing turns at picture palaces in Glasgow—but 
it has been a theme productive of plenty of candid 
criticism. The decision to bar all such turns 
unless the halls in question could conform to all 
the various regulations and requirements governing 
the music-halls is regarded as obviously unfair, 
and this view the general public shares. Picture 
hall proprietors locally are certainly being heavily 
penalised, and there will be numerous sufferers by 
the Napoleonic “verdict.” Artistes who depend 
largely upon picture halls for their livelihood will 
now find it difficult to keep their date books filled ; 
patrons who like the variety turn along with the 
pictures will grumble greatly ; and proprietors will 
find the business less a of roses than ever. 
Truly, we are living in strange times.-—times when 
we really ‘“‘dunno’ where we are,” or even where 
we are likely to be—and restriction follows restric- 
tion with irritating and automatic precision. By 
the way, Bailie King told the public that there 
was a “general feeling that music-halls proper 
should be music-halls, and cinematograph shows 
should be cinematograph shows.” I hope that our 
local music-hall managers will take the hint! 


There is no doubt about it that the real remedy 
lies in a very simple direction—a new licence to 
fit cases where a cinematograph proprietor desires 
to run a couple or so of singing turns. Such a 
proprietor does not want a music-hall licence, 
although, as Mr. J. B. Ballantine pointed out at 
the court, he has no option but to apply for the 
same. Just as the “punishment should fit the 
crime,” so should regulations be made to fit circum- 
stances. There are numerous picture-hall pro- 
prietors in the West of Scotland, and elsewhere, 
who could not possibly conform te all music-hall 
regulations in their present buildings, and hence 
they must suffer. 


But the Glasgow Corporation halls are also hit 
by the curious decision, and such halls as ‘St. 
Andrew's” and the “City ” are now placed under 
the same restrictions. For instance, at the court 
it was asked if the Corporation halls met the con- 
ditions of music-halls, and the reply was in the 
negative. Bailie Alston thereupon unhesitatingly 
affirmed that, personally, he wae not prepared to 
grant any licences to the Corporation halls that

were not to be granted to individuals, and Bailie 
Pratt likewise insisted upon the decision being 
civically applied as well—sentiments which were 
received with spontaneous appreciation and ap- 
plause. And so it is to be, and rightly, too! By 
the way, what was the “very narrow majority ” 
alluded to by the court. There were only seven 
magistrates sitting on the bench, and the only 
conceivable narrow majority is, therefore, 4 to 3. 
Certainly 5 votes to 2 would not have been describ- 
able by this term, and hence we may safely assume 
that the decision was arrived at by a majority of 
one! Isn't it tantalising ? 


One of the Glasgow evening papers subsequently 
had something caustic to say about the decision :-— 
“The decision leaves the picture house, for the 
time being, a voiceless entertainment. The man- 
agement may show pictures for hours on end, but 
if they permit a vocalist to step on to the platform 
and sing for five minutes to relieve the artistic 
monotony, they will commit a breach of the law, 
and risk forfeiture of the licence. On the other 
hand, a thestre or music-hall may interpolate a 
cinematograph “turn” between the musical or 
dramatic items of its programme, Ae presum- 
ably no vocalist will dare sing while the pictures 
are ‘on.’ Why these extraordinary anomalies?” 


Meanwhile, it is announced that the Coronation 
Picture Palace, in Dundas Street—which is being 
so ably and enterprisingly managed by Mr. E. 
Norman Edwardes—is about to shut down for a 
short period, in order to make structural altera- 
tions to thoroughly comply with music-hall con- 
ditions. The hall will be reopened in due course 
as a first-class cinematograph and variety enter- 
tainment, under the name of “The Lyric.” 


Mr. Hugh Bowie is very enterprisingly manag- 
ing the new Glasgow Film Company, 4, Howard 
Street, and splendid business is being done. The 
company are building up a big reputation, and 
Mr. Bowie is recognised as one of the experts of 
the picture business. The premises in Howard 
Street are excellently equipped in every detail.

“F.W.M.,” who is seventeen years of age, wishes 
to get in the manufacturing side of one of the 
branches of the cinematograph industry, preferably 
one relating to the manufacture of films. 


i There is little opportunity of your getting in a 
film manufactory, “F. W. M.” Apart from the 
fact that America and France are the principal 
celluloid film manufacturing countries, you would 
Tequire to have a fair knowledge of chemistry 
before being considered. If you wish to become a 
pupil to a camera manufacturer, and you are with- 
out influence, the possibility is that a premium 
would be asked, and you would be expected to 
work a few years without, or with very little, 
wages. The easiest way to become connected with 
the industry is through the branch of operating, 
from which a smart man can frequently make a 
change to something possibly more conducive to 
his tastes. Regarding your last query, as to the 
amount paid for cinema plays, this naturally 
depends upon the originality and the character of 
the submitted scenario. Half a guinea to two 
guineas are common payments, whilst considerably 
higher sums are frequently paid for origiual and 
well-developed plots.

Opto says he is using a plano-convex condenser 
and a 6 in. lens, and projecting a 13 ft.

The spot of which you complain, Opto, is almost 
undoubtedly caused by spherical aberration, and 
there is just a possibility of the fault being in 
its simplest form—due to the too close proximity 
of the are lamp to the condenser, with the lamp 
house drawn back from the gate. If you are a 
careful operator, this will heal be the case; but, 
anyway, the solution is to withdraw the arc from 
the condenser and push the lamp house bodily 
towards the projector mechanism. However, to

On the other hand, with the meniscus 
combination condenser, the point of least spherical 
aberration is one with the arc considerably nearer 
the condenser than the point of the cone of light 
on the further side. For this reason, with the arc 
lamp set in the normal position, there is far less 
chance of spherical aberration making itself mani- - 
fest with a meniscus than with a plano-convex con- 
denser. The great possibility is, therefore, Opro, 
that, by substituting for your present plano-con- 
denser a combination consisting of a meniscus lens 
on the inside—concave side facing the arc—and a 
bi-convex lens on the outside, you will overcome 
your difficulty. It is almost unnecessary to add 
that you should purchase good condenser lenses,’ 
fre from colour and flaws. 
* * * 


Some questions from “O. N.” regarding lime- 
light. He says: “I am not satisfied with the light 
I am getting from my present mixed jet. It is of 
an early pattern, and consumes from six to seven 
cubic feet of each gas per hour. Can you advise 
me if I should obtain a good light with this con- 
sumption, or, if you think the jet faulty, what 
new one would you recommend? . 


If your jet will not consume more than six cubic 
feet of each gas hourly, it is evident that it is of 
a type not suited for cinematograph projection. 
When full on, a high-powered limelight jet will get 
rid of about ten cubic feet of oxygen and ten to 
twelve of coal gas—both gases under pressure—per 
hour. Possibly the most popular high-powered jet 
at the moment is Messrs. Beard’s Biojector, a lime- 
light jet that can be used either with both 
under pressure or with oxygen from cylinder and 
house gas from the supply mains. An alternative

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jet that can be in every way recommended is the 
Gwyer No. 2, which is guaranteed to give 1,600 c.p. 
To obtain maximum illumination, use the very 
highest. grade hard limes, and of large diameter. 
In the ordinary way, if you order limes without 
any question, you obtain them 1 in. in diameter, 
which is what, we are afraid, too many limelight 
operators do. If you have been using this size, 
order next time 1} in. limes, and, with your new 
jet, you will be surprised at the improved light 


you obtain.

“P. N.” asks how it is possible to tell the size 
of an electric cable. He says: ‘How can I tell 
a 7-20 from a 7-16 S.W.G. (whatever that means) 
cable? Cannot I tell the size of a cable by its 
diameter ? ”’ 


S.W.G. simply stands for Standard Wire Gauge, 
representing the British legal standard for all wires 
and cables. You may be interested to know that, 
besides the standard gauge, there is the B. and S. 
(Brown and Sharp), Birmingham, and others. 
These, however, are never recognised in this coun- 
try in connection with wires. Now, it is possible 
for us to give you the diameter of the various 
numbers of the standard wire gauge. For instance, 
a 16 S.W.G. is 1.625 mm. in diameter, whilst the 
17 S.W.G. is 1.422 m.m. diameter, a difference so 
slight as to be unappreciable with a rule. A wire 
gauge can, however, be obtained, and by its use 
it is possible to immediately ascertain the size of 
wire of which any cable is made. “P.N.” should, 
therefore, go to a tool shop or high-class iron- 
monger and purchase o standard wire gauge. We 
suppose, ‘‘P. N.,” that you are aware that a 7-16 
cable simply stands for 7 strands of 16 S.W.G. 
wire, whilst, say, a 19-20 cable means 19 strands 
of 20 S.W.G. wire. A full table of the diameters 
and sectional areas of all wires from No. 9 to 
No. 40 S.W.G. appears in “‘The Bioscope Elec- 
trician’s Handbook,” and if you actually require 
to know all the sizes, you would be well advised 
to turn up the pages of that useful little work. 


* * * 


OpzraTor asks if we think it possible to obtain 
as good a light with alternating current as with 
continuous. He says: ‘Anyway, I have to use 
alternating current to illuminate a 17 ft. picture 
on a 90 ft. throw, so should be pleased with any 
advice or assistance you can give me.” 


We are of opinion, Operator, that you will 
never get so satisfactory a light with alternating 
as with continuous current. You may, with careful 
handling, obtain a light that will call for no 
adverse comment, but you will never get, owiiy 
to its particular nature, so steady a light as with 
continuous. However, you are in a position where 
alternating current has to be used, and to obtain 
the best. results you should select an extra heavy 
type A.C. arc lamp, with specially inclined cut 
Jaws, so that both carbons face towards the con- 
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denser, as in the manner of the scissors arc lamp. 
You will possibly require to'use 70 to 80 amperes, 
for which 22 m.m. cored carbons should be em- 
ployed in both upper and lower jaws. You should 
also file carbons slightly D shape, and set the flat 
surface to face the condenser. The carbons should 
b2 very carefully selected—the very best quality 
only being used. There has, relatively recently, 
been placed upon the market a special carbon for 
A.C. use, known as the White Flame carbon. In 
many cases most excellent and improved results 
can be obtained by its use, or you may try—as. 
we have recently found to give most satisfactory 
results—a combination consisting of an ordinary 
high-class cored carbon in the top and a white: 
flame carbon in the bottom of the lamp.

“J. W.” anticipates opening a theatre to seat. 
between 400 and 500 people, and asks for replies. 
to the following queries :— 


(1) Would you recommend limelight or elec- 
tricity for the projector? 

(2) What would be the minimum staff required ? 

(3) Cost of hiring films? 


(4) Total weekly expenses ? 


With so little data at our disposal, “J. W.,” it. 
is somewhat difficult to give you definite replies 
to some of your queries. However, replying to. 
your questions in order, we should say (1) Certainly 
electricity, which is far away ahead of limelight. 
In the town you write from, electricity is avail- 
able at the very convenient pressure of 100 volts 
continuous current, and so your electrical equip- 
meant will be of the simplest description, and will 
represent the minimum of capital outlay. 

(2) You will require an operator, cashier, pianist, 
doorman, attendant, and perhaps two boys or girls. 
This staff would represent the minimum for a 
theatre giving two performances a night. If you 
intend giving a continuous performance, an assis- 
tant operator will, in addition, be needed, and 
possibly more attendants will be required to con- 
duct the various classes of patrons to their respec- 
tive seats. Certainly the cheaper way is to run 
two shows a night, but your decision of this matter 
must depend upon local customs and conditions. 

(3) The cost of hiring films is a very elastic 
matter. If you have no important opposition, £7 
per week would see you through for about 4,500 ft. 
of film, changed twice weekly. You may take it, 
however, that that same length of new film—that 
is, first release film—would cost you £25—-£27, a 
figure that would, in your case, undoubtedly be out 
of the question. 

(4) Generally speaking, we should say that your 
total expenses would be from £15 to £20 per week. 
This would, of course, cover films, wages, elec- 
tricity, advertising, and a reasonable sum for rent.

faintly, and it frequently happens that, after 
switching out, they remain dimly flickering for 
some time. My operator has examined the switch, 
and says this is quite all right.” 


There is, without question, an “earth” on one 
of the circuits of your installation, and it is a 
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wonder it has not made itself manifest by the 
blowing of one or other of your fuses. By your 
description, we should say the earth is of a high. 
resistance and iutermittent nature. You should 
immediately call in your local electrician, who wil 
test. out the circuits, and soon get down to the 
root of the mischief.

This invention relates to a slide for use with a magic 
lantern, kinematograph, or like projection apparatus, to 
announce the nature of the picture about to be exhibited. 
For this purpose the slide bears suitable wording, such as 
‘the next picture will be No. (7) on the programme,” 
_ and arrangement is made so that the number may te 
varied by simply moving a finger piece. 


In accordance with the invention, the slide may consist 
of three elemente—a back plate, a front plate, and an 
intermediate rotatable member. One of these plates, 
either the back or the front, has the required wording 
cut out in stencil, so that when in use with the projection 
appsratus white letters will be thrown upon the sheet. 
An annular depression is formed in the plate to receive 
the intermediate rotatable member, in the form of a ring, 
having cut out or stencilled figures, arranged so that any 
one may be brought over an opening in the plate bv 

ting the ring. When the ring is in position, it is 
secured in place by a cover plate. having an aperture to 
expose the stenciJled wording and a smaller aperture to 
register with the one in the other plate through which 
any of the numbers may be exposed. This cover plate also 
has a C shaped slot. through which a pin on the inter- 
mediate member projects. and by which it may be turned 
to expose any one of the stencilled numbers through 
the apertures in the back and front plates. 


The parte of the slide are preferably made of thin sheet 
metal, stamped to shane. and secured together by rivetting, 
brazing, or other suitable means. 


In order that the invention may be more readily under-

In the Chan Division, Mr. Justice Joyce had before 
him, on Wadncetey afternoon, 15th inst., an adjourned 
summons in the case of the Premier Rinks, Limited, of 
Pancras Lane, London, vy. the Ama ted Cinemato- 
graph Theatres, Limited, which raised the question as to 
the rights of a lessor to refuse consent to an assignment 
or to make terms and impose conditions. The summons 
asked the Court to declare upon the true construction of 
& lease dated October 25, 1909, between the defendants and 
the plaintiffs of certain premises at Stroud Green Road, 
Hornsey, that the defendants were not entitled to impose 
a condition for giving their consent to an assignment to 
the plaintiffs of the residue of the term ted against 
user or permission of user of the premises for a cinemato- 
gtaph entertainment or for the exhibition of moving pic- 
tures or views or for any pur or use connected there- 
with or supplementary thereto. The plaintiffs also asked 
for a declaration that the plaintiffs were entitled to assign 
the residue to one Marcus Spurway, without any further 
licence or consent of the defendants. 

Mr. Hughes, K.C., for the plaintiffs, said the lease in 
question was an under lease, the head lease being held 
under the London County Council by the Finsbury Park 
Cinematograph Theatres, Limited, who were the leasors of 
the plaintiffs. The plaintiffs had agreed to part with their 
leasehold interest in the premises, but the defendants 
would not consent to their assignment of the under lease 
unless the assignee would consent not to carry on a cine- 
matograph theatre. 

His Lordship: Could they prevent you carrying one on? 

Mr. Hughes said they had no right to prevent the 
plaintiffs doing 20. By the terms of the lease between the 

: parties, there was a clause with regard to consent to 
assignment, which consent, it was stipulated, should not 

be unreasonably or vexatiously withheld, in the case of a 
respectable and responsible assignee. The reversion of the 
lease, continued counsel, eventually became vested in the 
defendants, and the receiver to the debenture-holders in 
the plaintiff company agreed to sell to Marcus Spurway. 
The defefidante write saying that they were satisfied with 
Mr. Spurway’s references, but required to be assured that 
thet gentleman did not want to acquire the property for 
the purpose of a cinematograph theatre. To this plaintiffs 
replied that neither Mr. Spurway nor they could be bound 
as to the use to which the premises would be put, and 
that the defendants had no right to make such a provision.

Mr. Younger, K.C., for the defendants, said that there 
were two well-known forms of covenant in such cases, the 
first where the lessor was entitled to absolutely refuse 
consent to assignment without reason or justification, and 
the second (which had been adopted in the present case) 
where consent must not be unreasonably or vexatiously 
withheld. The question to be considered was whether the 
lessee, who had granted land under the last-named cove- 
nant, for the reasonable protection of his own adjoining 
premises, might insist upon conditions as to the granting 
of an assignment. In this case, the plaintiffs had a skating 
rink, and the defendants had a cinema theatre, on the same 

remises, which were formerly used as a tramway depot. 

he lease was granted to the plaintiffs primarily for the 
purpose of a alata tink, whilst the defendants had a 
cinematograph theatre close by. It might seem at first 
that they might be prejudicial to each other, but perhaps 
one acted as an intoxicant to the other, and that the public 
went from one amusement to the other, by way of a 
change. Later, however, the rink proved unsuccessful, 
and, in a debenture-holders’ action, it was agreed to sell . 
the premises to Mr. Spurway, as the proposed assignee. 
When the plaintiffs were apprised of this, although they 
had no objection to that gentleman, they imposed the 
conditions referred to, and which, counsel argued, were not 
unreasonable or vexatious, under the circumstances. 


His Lordship said that it seemed that the defendants 
had sought to impose upon the plaintiffs restrictions as 
to which there was nothing in the lease. It seemed to 
him that it was eminently unreasonable to extort from 
the under lessee a new and additional term to be put in 
the lease, which would restrict the occupation of the 
premises, and perhaps reduce their value. e plaintiffs 
were perfectly right.

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Cape Town and Its Picture Theatres. 


(By Our Own Special Correspondent.) 


It is beyond a doubt that the latest form of 
entertainment, the cinematograph theatre, has suc- 
ceeded in taking a firm hold on the public of 
South Africa. Every town and suburb, so far as 
I have been able to ascertain, has a large number 
of permanent picture playhouses, which are, as a 
Tule, excellently well patronised, and their number 
is ever on the increase. 


In Cape Town itself we have over thirty houses 
in flourishing condition, and others are in course of 
erection. Everyone here seems to frequent the 
cinematograph theatre; otherwise one might be ex- 
cused for thinking the number of these places 
already excessive. 

The best Americin productions are, perhaps, the 
safest draw, while a “ Pathé Gazette,” a ‘‘ Gaumont 
Graphic,’ and more recently, ‘Payne's Springbok 
Weekly ” (the latest thing in topicals, first intro- 
duced at the Tivoli), prove, in most instances, re- 
gular features of the bill. 


All programmes, with few exceptions, are changed 
twice weekly, on Tuesday and Friday, but. this is, 
of course, subject in some measure to the regularity 
in delivery of the mails. Prices of admission are 
6d. or ls. in the better houses, while those in the 
less fashionable parts range from 1d. to 4d. 


Feature films are undoubtedly gaining in popu- 
larity here, and those managers who bill one evcry 
week tell me they find the process very profitable. 


The music supplied in most cases is orchestral, 
except in the cheaper houses, where more often 
than not a piano proves all sufficient. 

Considerable correspondence took place in the 
local Press some while ago regarding the appoint 
ment of a Censor such as I understand you are at 
Present considering, and although the matter came 
before the City Council, nothing definite was arrived 
at. Personally, I consider any such appointment 
with us unnecessary, as no exception is ever taken 
to a film shown on the screen, for the simple reason 
that the showmen of Cape Town, at least, are as 
astute and as shrewd a body of men as will be 
found anywhere. 

We are much behind the times, und unreasonably 
8 in regard to locally manufactured pictures, as, 
with the exception of a drama, entitled, “Star of 
the South,” and a few travel pictures, little or 
nothing has been done in this respect. Rumour has 
it that a strong combination is coming over here 
to take photo plays, but perhaps the best policy is 
to “wait and see.” 

There are a large number of very excellently 
Well managed picture palaces in Cape Town, ob 
Viously too many to specify in one letter, but a 
few, at least, may be referred to. 
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The Bijou Theatre, for instance (run by the 
A.E.T., Limited), which is situate at the bottom of 
Adderley Street (Cape Town’s principal thorough- 
fare), is making rapid strides, although, compared 
with others, it has not been in existence very long. 
The seating is comfortable, and arm chairs are even 
installed. A piano, violin, and clarionet provide 
some very excellent music, and sessions are held 
daily (Sundays excepted) at 3, 7.15, and 9 p.m. 

Wolfram’s Bioscope, which is owned and run by 
Mr. Wolfram himself, is next door to the Bijou, 
and has a good clientele. «Mr. Wolfram has a vast 
amount of experience in this line of business, as he 
regularly toured the country before the coming of 
the 6d. show. In spite of opposition next door, it is 
often exceedingly difficult to obtain a seat at Wol- 
fram’s. Sessions are held every afternoon and twice 
nightly. A. great improvement has been effected in 
regard to the operating box. Formerly inside the 
hall, it is now a chamber of concrete constructed 
outside the building. Mr. Wolfram’s interests dur-- 
ing his absence in England are well looked after by 
Mr. George Phillips. 


The Union Bioscope, owned and run by the Union 
Bioscope Company, Limited, is situate in Church 
Square, in a hall which was once known as the 
Dutch Reformed, and on account of its being in the 
heart of the city, can always rely on good attend- 
ances. Only one evening session is held—8 to 10.20 
—and the music, which is very upto-date, is sup 
plied by the Union Orchestra. The seats ure very 
comfortable, being of the broad tip-up sort. 

Fisher’s “ Elite’ Bioscope, in Burg Street, is 
rather out of town, but still the “House Full” 
board makes its appearance almost every night by 
8.10. It is run by Mr. A. M. Fisher and family, 
and he, being agent for the African Film Syndicate, 
is, of course, able to present a really first-rate pro- 
gramme. The seats are all cushioned, and besides 
cooling fans, scent is disseminated through the air 
at intervals on warm evenings. Sessions are held 
every evening at 8, and on Saturdays two full shows 
are given, at 7 and 9. Afternoon performances are, 
of course, given for children. The music is by the 
Elite Trio—piano, violin, and drums. The pictures 
are advertised as “never been shown on a screen 
in the world before.” 

Plein Street, which is Cape Town’s second prin- 
cipal thoroughfare, has two bioscopes—Royal Ar- 
cade and Oddfellows’ Hall. Both of them are run 
by the same company—viz., American Bioscope 
Company, Limited. The same programme is shown 
at both places every evening, and business is excel- 
lent. Two performances at each place—7 and] 9 p.m. —

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Sidelights on Scientific Cinematography. 


By Leonard Donaldson (Author of “ The Cinematograph and Natural Science.’’) * 


3.—The Motion Picture in Scientific Teaching 
and Research. 

In this article, the writer treats with what is, 
perhaps, the most important phase of scientific 
cinematography—the application of the motion 
picture to educational methods, and its potenti- 
alities as @ vehicle of research in excperimentary 
acience. If only the cinematograph had existed in 
their time, we might have had the wonderful 
philosophy of Darwin, the theories of Locke or 
Lubbock, materialised on so many feet of film, and 
bequeathed to posterity, to enlighten and assist 
the peoples of all ages. Now, however, that cine- 
matography has come into its own as an educa- 
tional factor in no less than six countries, and that 
its possibilities tn the service of science are no 
longer disputed, it remains for England to put into 
practical form the teachings of tts philosophers— 
to prove the real value of their deductions, and, 
incidentally, to perform an invaluable service to 
humanity. 

The national necessity for scientific education is 
imperative. The modern man is too prone to 
forget how much he.owes to science, because so 
many of its wonderful gifts have become, as it 
were, part and parcel of his everyday existence. 
Familiarity has begat a certain amount of con- 
tempt or carelessness as to the origin of the inven- 
tions that help to make their existence tolerable. 
Scientific study in the schools at the present time 
13 nothing far short of a ludicrous farce. Even 
where studente are allowed to conduct experiments 
in the laboratory, the nature of the work is of 
such a limited and stereotyped character as to 
tender the results worthless. No scope is allowed 
for personal research—it is simply the repetition 
of certain performances, which are no longer ex- 
perimental. It is a simple matter, then, to explain 
why there is 80 very little progress in scientific 
teaching. In this, as in so many other matters, 
we Westerners are the victims of convention. The 
existence of the cinematograph, in truth, almost 
justifies a complete educational reformation. It 
las cartainly sounded the death knell of the text- 
book in very many directions. The viswal method 
of instruction is one which has to come; why, then, 
further delay ? 

_ Siv John Herschel has impressed upon us that 
“it can hardly be pressed forcibly enough on the 
attention of the student of Nature that there is 
arcely any natural phenomenon which can be 
fully and completely explained in all its circum- 
stances, without a union of several, perhaps of all, 
the sciences.” It is necessary, then, to complete 
the code of scientific study before it can become 
of any real value. : 

One can almost imagine that Locke had in mind 


— 
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the discovery of some such invention as the cine- 
matograph when he said: “That discoveries, in- 
numerable, marvellous, and fruitful, await the suc- 
cessful explorers of Nature no one can doubt.” 
‘We are so far,” he says, ‘from being admitted 
into the secrets of Nature, that we scarce so much 
as approach the first entrance towards them.” 
Then, again, Sir John Lubbock asks, ‘‘ What would 
one not give for a science primer of the next 
century, for, to paraphrase a well-known saying, 
even the boy at the plough will then know more of 
science than the wisest of our philosophers do 
now?" This is indeed true, and it lies quite 
within the power of the cinematograph to bring 
about’ this desirable state of things. Herschel 
told us that “we may expect a constant increase 
in the physical resources of mankind, and a con- 
tinual accession to our power of penetrating into 
the arcana of Nature, and becoming acquainted 
ueth her highest laws.’ Sir John Lubbock makes 
the same complaint, that has so repeatedly been 
made in this journal, as to the misguided method 
of our educational authorities in their system of 
teaching. “Though so much,” he says, has been 
said about the importance of science and the value 
of technical instruction, it is unfortunately true 
that, in our system of education, from the highest 
schools downwards, both of them are sadly 
neglected.” We, however, anticipate a vast im- 
provement upon the present conditions, when we 
learn that the Educational Department is now 
seriously considering the advisability of introduc- 
ing the cinematograph into the schools. I would 
fain take the responsibility of inviting those in 
authority, should they not deem such! a procedure 
infra dig., to attend the series of educational 
matinees which are being organised by the pro- 
prietors of this journal, and which take place next 
month. I am glad to notice that our esteemed 
contemporary, The Schoolmaster, is enthusiastic 
in its support of THE Broscope’s venture, for it is 
consistent, and a fitting sequel to the complaint 
concerning the laxity of educational methods laid 
in the former journal by Ascham many years ago. 
. In conclusion, I would commend the words of 
Sir John Lubbock to all those who have at heart 
the instruction of the next generation. “Too much 
concentration on any one subject is a great mis- 
take,” he says, “especially in early life. Nature 
hersslf indicates the true system, if we would but 
listen to her. Our instincts are good guides, 
though not infallible, and children wall profit little 
by lessons which do not interest them.” Tt is our 
duty, then, to amuse as well as instruct—and what 
is more capable of achieving this than the cinemato- 
graph? The true power and value of the motion 
picture lies in the best of which it is capable, delec-

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The Proposed Licensing of Film Stores. 
PROCEEDINGS BEFORE A COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


(Specially Reported for THE Bioscore.) 2 


The Committee of the House of Commons, which 
lias under consideration the provisions of the Lon- 
don County Council General Powers Bill, reached, 
on May 16th, the clauses dealing with the licensing 
of cinematograph film stores and other so-called 
“‘ dangerous businesses.” The matter is of such 
importance to the Trade that Tae Broscope has 
made arrangements to publish an extended report 
of the proceedings of the Committee, which will 
be resumed after the Whitsuntide recess. Our 
issue of January 25th last contained a reprint of 
the General Powers Bill, which defines a cinemato- 
graph film store as “any premises in the county 
(not being premises licensed under the Cinemato- 
graph Act, 1909) in or upon which cinematograph 
films are stored, repaired, cleaned, offered for sale 
or hire, or otherwise dealt with for the purposes 
of gain.” 

Sir Charles Nicholson presided over the Com- 
mittee, whose members included Mr. Hambro, Mr. 
Edgar Horne, and Sir William Priestley. 

The Hon. J. D. Fitzgerald, K.C., appeared with 
Mr. Charteris on behalf of the County Council, Mr. 
Balfour Browne, K.C., represented the Trade, and 
Mr. Pritchard appeared on behalf of Messrs. Kodak, 
Limited. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, in outlining the provisions of 
the Bill as a whole, said that the cinematograph 
trade was of quite recent origin, and it had be- 
come concentrated in one district in London close 
to Leicester Square. In certain streets there, quite 
narTow ones, some of them, were a very large num- 
ber of film stores. The films were of a highly in- 
flammable character, and large quantities of them 
were kept in places which frequently occupied the 
basement or ground floor of a house, the remaining 
portion in some cases being let out in flats or as 
workshops. The necessity of dealing with the 
matter, and taking some steps to obviate the great 
risk which really existed in the way these stores 
were placed and managed at present. had been 

brought before the Council by the Home Office and 
by representation from a coroner’s jury. 

The Chairman: Are these films explosive in any 
form, or are they only highly inflammable ? 

Mr. Fitzgerald: As I understand, they are highly 
inflammable. 

The Chairman: They do not give off inflammable 
gases at whatever temperature they may be kept? 

Mr. Fitzgerald: That is a scientific matier: the 
very least thing causes them to ignite. 

The Chairman: If they are explosive, they could 
be dealt with under the Explosives Acts. 

Continuing, Mr. Fitzgerald said that in the case 
of film stores situated in the C6 jon Ig é indi- 


cated, the very least that should be done would be 
to separate, by means of fireproof doors, the portion 
of the building used as a film store from residential 
portions of the building, so that if a fire broke out 
it would not spread to other portions of the struc- 
ture. It might be doubtful whether even that was 
sufficient in all cases. The Council was proposing 
that all premises used as cinematograph film stores 
should be licensed by the Council, and that the 
licence should contain the conditions that would 
be applicable to the particular circumstances pf 
the case. The conditions that would be applicable 
in one case might not be necessary in another, and 
so on. Where the whole building was occupied by 
a store, the same requirements obviously would 
not be necessary as where half the building was 
occupied as residential flats. 

The Chairman: You only propose to register these, 
then ? 

Mr. Fitzgerald: To license them, not to register 
them; of course, that has the effect of registering 
them’ as well. 

The Chairman: You want powers for alteration of 
premises, I ate 

Mr. Fitzgerald: No, sir. This is a new trade; 
the buildings they occupy are not large. What we 
propose with regard to these premises is that all 
stores should be licensed—an annual licence, re- 
newable every year. 

The Chairman: Unless the special alterations are 
complied with on the demand of the County Council 
the licence would not be granted, so that it comes 
to the same thing. 

Mr. Fitzgerald: Yes; but to prevent any feeling 
of insecurity or injustice, an appeal to the Secre- 
tary of State is provided for, either with regard io 
the withholding of the licence or to any conditions 
im posed. 

Mr. James Ollis, chief ollicer of the Public Con- 
trol Department of the London County Council, 
giving evidence in support of the clauses of the 
Bill relating to film stores, said that these were 
situated in an important area, where, in the event 
of any further accident, a very serious condition of . 
alarm would arise. The matter was first mentioned 
in May, 1907, in a rider to the verdict of a coroner's 
jury sent to the Council. The witness produced a 
strip of film, and said the photographs were printed 
on long strips, which ranged in length from a 
few hundred to 1,200 ft. In a large depét there 
might be from 9,000 to 15,000 separate films in 
stock, and, taking them at the larger number, 
15,000, with an average length of 750 ft., there 
would be 11} millions-of inflammable film in stock.

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He had cut off a piece of the film produced, and 
found it highly inflammable. 

Mr. Charteris: I want you to explain to the 
Committee the operations carried on at a film hirer’s 
or film renter’s premises. 

Witness: So far as I know they include (1) the 
storage of films, (2) the unwinding and rewinding of 
films on the spools, (3) the joining and repairing 
of films, (4) cleaning, (5) the testing of films. They 
are kept wound in the form of rolls. It is the 
practice, when they come back from hire, to unwind 
them and see if they have been damaged. This 
involves exposure of the film. 

Occasionally the films require cleaning ?—Yes; 
they become what I believe is termed “greasy.” 

Does that involve the use of methylated spirits? 
—I believe that is the liquid employed for the 
cleaning of films. ; 

The witness explained that the cleaning machine 
comprised a small tank for the spirit, fitted with 
circular brushes, and an arrangement by which the 
films might be unwound past the brushes and then 
rewound on to another spool. The testing of films 
was done, as a Tule, by running them through a 
cinematograph lantern similar to those used in 
public exhibitions. It was practically the same 
process as that guarded, when given in public, by 
the Cinematograph Act, 1909. The witness men- 
tioned the safety device on the projector to prevent 
the whole film from becoming ignited if a stoppage 
of the machine occurred. At a film hirer’s premises 
there was much handling and exposure of films, 
and consequently it was necessary to take great care 
to prevent an outbreak of fire. 

Mr. Edgar Horne: When these films catch fire, 
do they explode? 

The witness: They burn very rapidly. If there 
is a considerable amount of heat, I think the films 
within reasonable proximity would be ignited, from 
the gases which would be evolved. 

In reply to further questions, the witness could 
not say at what distance a film would become 
ignited through heat. He had never made a test. 
He thought that, as far as possible, the storage 
of films should be apart from a room where the 
Manipulation of films was going on. There was 
Much more than the average danger and risk of 
fire on the premises of a film hirer than on ordinary 
premises. Hundreds and thousands of films were 
kept in stock, and celluloid was one of the most 
inflammable solids known in common use. It had 
a very low ignition point—viz., 140 degrees Centi- 
grade—not very much higher than the boiling point 
of water. The majority of film stores were situated 
in buildings which might not be entirely in the 
film renter’s occupation. The film renter appa- 
tently did not need a large space for the conduct 
of his business, and as he required to be in central 
Parts of London, where property was expensive, he 
was generally found to occupy quite a small part 
of the premises, the remainder of which was in 
other occupation. By storing a large quantity of 
highly inflammable material i ch a ie

the renter might seriously jeopardise, not only 
other people’s property, but their lives. 

Mr. Charteris: Is it the fact that these stores do 
not exist solely for the metropolis? 


The witness replied that London was the cenire 
of the exchange system, by which the films were 
hired out to various picture theatres, not only in 
London, but all over the country. For this reason 
the renters had settled in the heart of London, so 
that they could be at the centre of communications. 
From this centre films were constantly being dis- 
patched north, south, east, and west, and constantly 
returning. London stored films, not only for its 
own picture theatres, but for the whole country. 
London’s position in this matter was quite special, 
and therefore needed special legislation. 

Mr. Charteris: What do you say as to the sug- 
gestion that licensing would hamper the work of 
the Trade? ; 

The witness did not think that would be the 
effect. The cinematograph trade might be com- 
pared to the motor-car trade. Petrol was as vital 
to the motor-car as celluloid to the bioscope. Petrol 
might only be kept under licence, and the licence 
covered all sorts of conditions. He produced speci- 
mens of the licences granted under the Motor Car 
Acts in order to illustrate the flexibility of the — 
system adopted by the London County Council. He 
believed there had not been a single appeal ‘to 
the Home Secretary under those Acts in twenty 
years, although 30,000 licences had been granted. 
A licence was far the best way of dealing with 
the matter in hand. Each licence would contain, 
special conditions for safety applicable to the parti- 
cular premises, so that each applicant would receive 
a separate licence. The annual renewal was advis- 
able because it stimulated the licensee to observe 
the conditions for safety contained in the licence; it 
could only be refused when serious alterations of 
the premises had been made. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Balfour Browne, 
K.C., the witness assented to various statements 
as to the importance of the Trade and the approxi- 
mate number of ‘picture theatres now in existence in 
this country. He ‘had been informed by someone in 
the Trade that, with the exception of one other 
town in England, the whole of the work was con- 
centrated in London. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: Is the proposal of the Bill 
to touch the manufacturer of the film? 

The witness: It fs to touch the hirer in London 
who is hiring out films to whatever market may 
wish to have them. 

Are not the films equally dangerous wherever they 
are ?—Not so dangerous as when they are concen- 
trated. 

Do you know ‘that, while there are 68 manufac- 
turers and renters in London, there are 62 in the 
provinces ?—I have no knowledge of that. 

Do you know how many cubic feet would be 
required to store 11} million ft. of film?—I do not.

Do you know that the 
film is run off in a place where exceedingly great 
eare is taken with regard to fire?—I only know 
there have been serious fires in London. 


You know of two fires in renters’ premises. 
Do you know no smoking is allowed-on the pre- 
mises ?—I do not. 

Do you know the premises are fitted with 
sprinklers ?—I do not know that all film hirers’ 
premises are fitted with sprinklers. 

The Chairman: It would be impossibly, I suppose ? 

The witness: Quite impossible where only a por- 
tion of the premises are in the occupation of the 
hirer.

GAUMONT'S 

It is probable that few things recently have 
been looked forward to in Trade circles with so 
mauch interest as the mysterious Thursday after- 
noon entertainment announced in these columns by 
the Gaumont Company, Limited, some time ago. 
There can certainly have been few more representa- 
tive film gatherings, not even excepting the Trade 
dinner, than that which was to be found on May 
16th at the London Pavilion. Everybody was 
there—manufacturer, agent, hirer, and showman— 
and everybody, to judge by the applause, was 
equally impressed by what is, without question, a 
most wonderful invention. 

The lights go out, a huge cock leaps into being 
upon the screen, and then suddenly craning his 
feathered peck and thrusting back his scarlet-crested 
head, this Brobdignagian bird begins to crow—in 
a voice of thundcr magnified proportionally with 
his increase in size, but naturally and realistically, 
as though, indeed, it were a living fowl actually 
hailing the morning in living tones. The next 
picture was a little humorous sketch inside a 
French railway carriage, and after that came a 
banjo solo, as realistic, through this wonderful 
alignment of sound and sight, as though the player 
were of flesh and blood, not a reflection upon a 
screen, and the instrument likewise. Then there 
were monvlogues by Mr. Charles Pond, the well- 
known character actor; little plays in which sub- 
titles were no longer necessary because the actors 
talked as well as moved; a recitation by Mr. Ian 
Colquhoun; and, finally, a really sensational “ act.” 
inside a den of lions, whose fierce, hollow roar 
came across the Pavilion footlights precisely as 
if the beasts themselves were there upon the stage. 

The demonstration was introduced by a few pre- 
fatory remarks from Mr. Durant, of Messrs. Gau- 
mont’s, who explained that, for the purpose of 
manufacturing these speaking pictures, a new type 
of recording cabinet had been perfected, capable 
of being used at a distance of from 18 ft. to 20 ft. 
from the speaker, and thus making it possible to 
take both film and record simultaneously. The 
consequent increase in the perfection of the syn- 
chronisation will be obvious; the records of sound 


and movement being made togetherin the fi lace, 
S icinzed by OC Ste

they follow each other automatically when repro- 
duced. The synchronisation of the Gaumont ap- 
paratus is quite flawiess ; at no moment throughout 
the whole performance could we detect the slightest 
variation between picture and gramophone. 

As an amusement alone, its scope immediately 
impresses itself upon one. It was to be noticed, 
for instance, in Mr. Colquhoun’s photo-gramophonic 
recitation of “The Ballad of the Clamperdown ” 
how strongly the artist was able to hold his audi- 
ence in thrall, despite the imperfections of what 
was, perhaps, the most indistinct record of all those 
exhibited. When he fixed his eyes on the audience 
and turned to them in appeal, he fixed his eyes

fied in stature and in vocal volume, also, he was 
able to dominate the house in a manner which 
would never be possible to the performer treading 
the boards in actuality.

FILMING THE 


At the Aldershot Police Court, on Monday, 
Alexander Walker, a Cinematograph Operator, in 
the employ of the Warwick Trading Company, was 
charged with ‘‘unlawfully continuing upon War 
Department Lands after being warned off by 4 
person acti under authority of an officer at 
Farnborough on May 15th. Mr. Norman Clinton, 
Solicitor, of Aldershot, defended. Sergt. J. E. 
Rodgers of the Military Foot Police was the first 
witness and his was the only evidence for the 
prosecution. He stated that on Wednesday 
evening last, the 15th, he was on duty in plain 
clothes at Farnborough Common. He saw the 
defendant, who had a cinematograph camera fixed 
on a tripod, in the front line of the spectators. 
He went up to him and told him that he was a 
Sergeant in the Military Police and inquired 
whether he had a special pass entitling him to 
take photographs on War Department Land 
during the King’s visit. Walker stated that he 
had no special pass, and the witness told him that 
he must pack up his camera and leave War 
Department. Land. Walker replied: “I refuse to 
do so.” Witness then said: “You must quite 
understand that I am a Sergeant in the Military 
Police and it is quite contrary to Military Bye- 
laws for any person to continue on War Depart- 
ment land after having been warned off by a 
person acting under authority of an Officer. I 
am acting on the authority of an officer and in 
that capacity I mow warn you to leave War 
Department Land at once.” Walker still refused 
to go and witness told him that if he did not go 
he would take him to the Police Station. 
Walker replidd: “All right, get on with it. I 


shall not go.”’ He was then arrested and taken to 
the Police Station. Witness produced his 
authorities. : 


In crossexamination witness stated that there 
would be a thousand of the public on this spot, 
and the only reason why he told him to leave was 
because he had a camera. He had seen several 
other men with cinematograph cameras, and if 
they had not a special pass he had asked them to 
go. 


This closed the evidence for tHe ‘prosecution and 
Mr. Clinton stated that the case had a very far- 
teaching effect, going as it did-to the question of 
the privilege of the British press and the liberty 
of the British subject. Speaking regarding the man 
in the dock, Mr. Clinton gaid that Walker yas 
there to take photographs for the Warwick 
Trading Company, one of the largest cinemato- 
graph companies in England. Walker was at 
Delhi and took pictures of the Durbar and also 
attended by Royal Command at Balmoral Castle 


to take photographs. He therefore came before’ 


them as an expert operator, a gett who had

the privilege of taking photographs under ex- 
ceptional circumstances and a man who was not 
likely to do anything he should not, and unlikely 
to abuse any trust that might be placed upon him. 
That was the man who was arrested by a non- 
commissioned officer and taken to the police 
station, searched in the same way as an ordinary 
criminal and locked up in a felon’s cell. Mr. 
Clinton then went on to deal with the Military 
By-laws and the Military Lands’ Act, under which 
the proceedings were being taken, and said he felt 
certain that he would be able to convince them 
that the prisoner had been locked up for nothing, 
arrested for nothing, and before he had committed 
any offence. The Warwick Trading Company 
made application for a permit, and received the 
following letter, signed by Major Gazebrook for 
the D.A.A.G. 


Headquarters Office, Aldershot, 
May 10, 1912. 


DEAR S1z,—With reference to the previous com- 
munications on the subject of according permission for 
photographs and cinematograph pictures being taken 
of the events in connection with H.M. the King’s visit 
to Aldershot, I am to inform you that it had been 
decided to limit the number of passes for photorreohers 
and cinematograph operators during such visit to one 
operator for a general and one for a local agency, and 
it is proposed, before deciding on a particular firm, to 
find out what amount the firm is prepared to contri- 
bute to the Aldershot Central Military Association in 
return for the monopoly. Would you, therefore, on 
receipt of this letter, kindly wire how much you are 
prepared to contribute for the privilege of providing 
the operators for the general agency—i.e., one operator 
and one cinematograph operator only during the whole 
period of H.M. visit. An early reply will oblige.— 
(Signed) G. GazeBrookx, Major, DAAG., Aldershot

Mr. Clinton described this as an extraordinary 
letter that was received in answer to an applica- 
tion by one of the biggest cinematograph firms in 
England for the privilege of taking these pictures. 
The firm absolutely declined to be party to any 
such bargain and wired immediately and also 
wrote emphasising their protest. They considered 
the absolute right of public press to send men 
down to photograph a public ceremony. Walker 


_was sent down to take these photographs in his 


capacity as a preesman of the Warwick Chronicle, 
and they were not going to disappoint the people 
waiting for their weekly Chronicle of events if 
they could help it. The letter above quoted was 
an attempt to obtain money for a _ military 
charity by granting some firm a monopoly to take 
pictures of a public ceremony, by public servants, 
on public ground, and naturally enough these 
people refused to be a party to any such policy. 
Mr. Clinton, in dealing with the question of 
whether Sergt. Rodgetsiactedrdegally in arresting 
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the man, said he thought he might say without 
fear of contradiction that it was a good and sound 
point of law that no by-law could give greater 
powers than the statute itself. On referring to 
the by-law under which the arrest was made it 
would be seen that it was set out as to who was 
entitled to make arrests under such circumstances 
as this Act. They would find that the by-law in 
question was made under the Military Lands 
Act of 1892 and they would see that by section 
17, sub-section 2, the powers of the authorities and 
the penalties under these by-laws were clearly set 
forth. It was stated that an offender might be 
removed by any constable or officer authorised, 
and to get the definition of the word “officer” 
they must turn to Army Act and they would find 
that an officer was defined to mean an officer 
commissioned in His Majesty’s forces. There was 
no power for an officer under the Act to delegate 
his authority, and he contended that the arrest 
in this case was ultra vires. The man not being 
arrested by an officer had been illegally arrested 
and was illegally before the Court and was entitled 
to be discharged. He also called attention to the 
tact that the by-laws had been formed for the 
purpose of regulating the use of Government land 
for the purpose to which it was appropriated and 
tur prohibiting the intrusion of such land and 
obstruction of the use thereof. In what way had 
Walker intruded or interfered with the use of the 
land. They had it from the only witness for the 
prosecution that the land was being used by the 
public, and if it had not been that the man had 
liad a camera in his hand he would have had 
nothing said to him. There was no breech of the 
by-laws for the land was being used for a public 
purpose. There was no intrusion because the 
Army authorities had thrown the land open to 
the British public. Why was he tackled? Simply 
because he had a cinematograph camera and 
because the by-laws were being used to enable the 
authorities to support a contract they had entered 
into in granting a monopoly to certain firms. 

Walker then went into the witness box and 
bore out the statement made by Mr. Clinton. 

Major G. C. Gazebrook was called to prove 
certain signatures. 


Alfred Henry Sowerbutts stated that he was the 
General Manager of the Warwick Trading 


Company, Limited, and bore out the statements 
made by the solicitor for the defence. 

Mr. Steer, tho Editor of Pathes Gazette, stated 
that he made application in the ordinary manner 
for a permit and received the following letter. 


Headquarters, Aldershot, 
May 6, 1912. 

Dear S1r,—In reply to your letter of April 26, 1912, 
requesting facilities for two cinematograph photogra- 
phers to take pictures during the forthcoming visit of 
His Majesty the King to Aldershot, I am directed to 
inform you that, owing to the large number of appli- 
cants for such permission, it was found necessary to 
draw lots, and your firm were successful. In the event 
of passes being issued, would you kindly inform me to 
what extent your firm are willing to subscribe to the 
Aldershot Central Military Charities Association in 
view of the concession which it is proposed to grant 
you, and in view of the fact that, with the exception 
of one local photographer, you will hold the monopoly 
of the occasion. So far as you may desire it, the 
pasa would be issued from 6 a.m. on the 16th inst., 
to 6 p.m. Monday, the 20th inst. I must add that the 
pass would be granted for one photographer only, and 
that he must at all times be in possession of it.—Yours 
faithfully, 

Travers CLankE, Major, 
D.A.A.G., Aldershot Command. 


They did not however get permission so they sent 
their man down to get what he could. In reply to 
Sergt. Rodgers this witness stated that they did 
not make application of the monopoly for them- 
selves but made application in the ordinary way. 
The magistrates retired to consider their verdict 
and on their return to Court the Chairman sta 
that. “We have come to the conclusion th 


reading the by-laws in conjunction with Military 


Lands Act of 1892 the defendant has not com- 
mitted an offensive act under the special circum- 
stances. The Act provides that the Secretary of 
State shall make by-laws for regulating the use of 
land for the purpose of which it is appropriated 
and for the prohibiting of intrusion on such land 
and of obstruction of the use thereof. On this 
special occasion we do not think the defendant 
was intruding, and therefore the officer had no 
authority to warn him off. The case is dismissed.” 

There was also a summons against J. R. Parker 
that he “continued on War Department Lands 
after being warned off by a person acting under 
the authority of an officer at Farnborough on 
May 15th.” 

Sergt. Rodgers said that in the circumstances he 
was instructed to withdraw the charge.

NEMESIS. 

This is a picture which displays the talents of 
the Vitagraph Company to the very fullest ad- 
vantage—-praise, it is hardly necessary to add, of 
the very highest description. Its plot is simple 
and not particularly novel, and yet it holds and 
thrills one as a dozen other pictures in other hands, 
with far more elaborate themes, would entirely fail 
to do.

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FROM FOAL TO FAVOURITE. 


A GOOD HORSE PICTURE BY THE CO-OPERATIVE CINEMATOGRAPH 


COMPANY, 


This is a delightful picture of horses and horse- 
men, giving an admirable idea of the business side 
of sporting life. Its appeal will be by no means 
confined to racing men, however; it is the sort of 
film to be enjoyed by the merest outsider as 
thoroughly as by the man most deeply in the know. 
[t is an ideal “illustrated article,” far from being 
too technical, and yet dealing sufficiently closely 
with its subject to be as exhaustive as it is interest- 
ing. It is not without its moments of sensation, 
also: such scenes as “‘ Breaking in Yearlings ” com- 
pare very favourably, as regards excitement, with 
the very Wildest Western pictures of bucking 
bronchos and the like. 

The process of transforming foals into favourites 
is evidently far from simple; it is, indeed, quite 
an intricate industry in itself. Racehorses are 
nursed from their infancy upwards with a care 
and tenderness which many human babies might 
envy. They are subject to the strictest discipline, 
however, and certainly do not lead the life of idle 
luxury which might be imagined. Their day begins 
very early. With the clock pointing to half-past 
seven, we see see them, in the film, trooping down 
the deserted High Street on their way to the exer- 
‘ise ground. Here they are set all sorts of strange 
tasks, such as practising at the starting gate— 
highly necessary for the good of their future 
careers, but curious to the unsophisticated on- 
looker. Further pictures show these sleek, nervous-

looking steeds ‘Setting off for a Canter on the 
Can,” “Galloping a Trial on the Limekilns Train- 
ing Ground,” and “ Being Dressed After a Sweat- 
ing Gallop.” Llitherto the film has dealt with 
their “‘school days"; we next see them embarked 
on the world as well-to-do favourites, leaving home 
for a race meeting. Everybody turns out to see 
them off, and they are “boxed” at the railway 
station, the cynosure of a hundred speculative 
eyes. : 
“ Lastly, we see the “finished article” in all its 
glory. The film terminates with a very striking 
picture of * Tagalie, by Cullene-Tagale, winner of 
the Thousand Guineas, and engaged in the Derby 
and Oaks, 1912.” If we were turf men, we might 
whisper something about a ‘‘ good thing’’ in this 
connection, but, in the circumstances, it is better, 
perhaps, that our lay pen should eschew so contro- 
versial a subject. Nevertheless, one fancies that 
the name of ‘“Tagalie” may loom rather largely 
in the public eye in the not very distant future— 
and that is a probability which should not lessen 
the interst of the film. 

There seems nothing much else to recount of 
this excellent picture, which, as mentioned above, 
is being filmed by the Co-operative Cinematograph 
Company, Limited, save that its photographic 
quality is admirable, and that its scenes have been 
so cunningly assorted that one’s interest is he!d 
unflaggingly from beginning to end.

Briefly, it appears that the Gaumont 
(American), Great Northern, Lux, Comet, Kelair, 
Reliance, Solax, Thanhauser, Majestic, and American 
Companies have combined their interests and defi- 
nitely broken away from the Sales Company—the 
“Independents’” clearing house. 

The new organisation is styled “ The Film Supply 
Company of America,” and operates from offices 
in New York. The first announcement of the 
split in the Sales Company was made by means of 
a telegram dispatched to all the Independent px- 
changes, in which it was stated that those exchanges 
placing orders with the Film Supply Company 
should immediately cancel their contracts with the 
Sales Company. 

The firms remaining in the Sales Company are 
Rex, Republic, Imp, Powers, Champion, Nestor, 


Google 


and New York Motion Picture Company. But here 
there are wheels within wheels, for the Imp Films 
Company, Rex Company, Powers, and the New 
York Company are the controlling forces in a new 
concern, “The Universal Film Manufacturing Com- 
pany.” It is stated that the Universal Company 
is merely a combination for “mutual protection,’ 
and their avowed object to “strengthen the ‘ Inde- 
pendent’ cause.” 

To our mind, it appears as if the Independents 
are committed to a war among themselves, and 
certain it is that the present split will strengthen 
the Licensed manufacturers. The latter body, at. 
least, appears to present a solid front, and is not 
unceasingly engaged in factional warfare. But the 
American Trade is beyond understanding to the 
moving picture industry at home, and all we can 
do is to watch the progress of the fight. It is 
interesting to note that, according to our American 
correspondent, all the manufacturers involved in the 
Universal Film Company will immediately increavoe 
their weekly output.

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7 The F Bettini Glass Plate Cinematograph. 


By F. A. Talbot, Author of “ Moving Pictures: How They are Made and Worked,”’ etc. 


Intense interest has been aroused in cinemato- 
graphic circles by the ingenious invention of M. 
Gianni Bettini, of Paris, who, after five years of 
patient and laborious experiment, at last has suc- 
ceeded in perfecting his system of taking pictures 
consecutively upon an ordinary glass photographic 
plate. , , 

The fundamental basis of the Bettini system 
differs diametrically from the existing cinemato- 
graph apparatus. Instead of the sensitised surface 
being moved intermittently after each exposure by 
the lens, the plate is held rigid and the objective 
The only movement that 
takes place in the glass plate is when the end of 
a row of pictures has been reached, when the plate 
moves down the depth of a picture to commence 
the succeeding line of exposures. The mechanism, 
which is of the most simple character, is contained 
within a small aluminium case, measuring about 
6 in. by 4 in. square, and the whole is no heavier 
than an ordinary loaded Kodak hand camera. The 
objective mechanism is mounted upon a horizontal 
shaft having a modified thread, and along which 
it moves a uniform distance, corresponding to a pic- 
ture after each exposure. The lens is held firmly 
in position before the plate during the period of 
exposure by the aid of a spring, which, when the 
objective has to move forward, opens and releases 
the toggle gripping the shaft thread.. The shaft 
is revolved, and there is a simple sea-saw action, 
whereby the opening and closing of the lens- 
mounting spring, together with the forward move- 
ment of the objective, is regularly controlled. The 
result. is that the alignment of the pictures—as 
may be seen from the accompanying photograph, 
taken in the writer’s presence—is perfect, both 
longitudinally and transversely across the plate. 

The glass plate itself is carried in a small rack, 
which engages in a ratchet in the camera, and this 
tack is moved downward when the edge of the 
plate is gained, a sufficient distance to permit the 
succeeding line to commence. The glass plate 
measures about 84 in. in length by 5} in. wide, 
and on this superfices 576 pictures are obtained in 

' thirty-six lines of sixteen pictures each. Although 
the pictures are very small, each measuring 
5-16th in. in width by about } in. in depth, they 
are strikingly clear and distinct, standing extreme 
enlargement upon the screen, and producing re- 
sults in every way comparable with the pictures 
obtained from a standard cinematograph film. 

The arrangement is made that any number of 
plates can be fed continuously through the camera, 
and one can keep the machine running for twenty- 

our hours or more continuously. The unexposed 

glass plates are carried in a magazine, normally 
containing twelve plates (although the dimensions 
and carrying capacity of the latter may be in- 
“cteased), mounted on top of the camera in the same 
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manner as the ordinary detachable celluloid spool 
boxes, with another magazine slipped into haere 
beneath the camera to receive the exposed plates . 
in sequence. The plate is so fed into-the machine 
that the edge of the plate constitutes the dividing 
line between two successive rows of. pictures—in 
other words, there is no margin top and bottom. 
The result is that, when a dozen plates are laid 
end to end, it resembles a complete long length of 
glass with the lines of pictures. Longitudinally 
there is a margin on either side, that on the left 
being wider, as on this side the plate is gripped 
in the machine, and also to facilitate printing, 
inasmuch: as it is imperative that the positive plate 
should be laid dead square upon the negative in 
the printing frame. 

There is one peculiarity which may be noticed, 
and which demands explanation. As the lens 
moves to and fro, a distance of 4} in., a curious 
effect is produced. It follows that, when the lens

is at the right-hand edge of the plate, it is nearer 
the object that when at the left-hand edge. Conse- 
quently the picture at the extreme right-hand edge 
is really larger than that at the extreme left-hand 
side, the diminution being very gradual in the 


“movement from right to left. This may appear to 


be a distinct drawback, but, as a matter of fact, it 
is corrected in projection, when, the picture on the 
left-hand side, being farther from the screen by 
4? in. than that at the right-hand margin of the 
plate, the position is reversed. Accordingly, all 
the pictures in projection are uniform in size. 

Such an apparatus has been designed for pro- 
fessional use. In order to meet the demands of 
amateur cinematographers, M. Bettini has devised 
two simpler systems. In the professional 
instrument the camera used for taking the pictures 
is employed also for projection, in conjunction with 
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SPECIAL.

of ten minutes, and so on, ad lib. 

Considered from tlw financial standpoint, the 
glass plate system compares very favourably. An 
ordinary plate of 576 pictures is equivalent to 
36 ft. of film. The latter, at 14d. per ft., repre- 
scents 4s. 6d. The glass plate, producing the same 
result, costs 2d. When the glass positive is pre- 
pared from an ordinary bioscope film, and carries 
1,024 pictures upon the plate, the saving is still 
more marked—8s. to 2d.! No specially prepared 
sensitised surface is required, as the emulsion of 
the average photographic plate has been found 
quite fast enough for the work. By his system, 
however, M. Bettini is able to use a shutter

The conditions are that the bishop of 
each diocese has the right of sanction or veto, 
‘during such entertainment; that the Holy 
Eucharist must be removed from the churches; 
that the parish priest be present as overseer and 
censor; that the sexes must be seated strictly 
apart. This permission of the Pope extends to the 
‘Catholic churches in Great and Greater Britain.

THE PROGRESS OF THE PICTURE PLAY. 


“THE DICE OF LIFE,” 


‘That the picture play has come to stay we all 
know, but how far its possibilities are likely to 
extend, and. how important its position in the world 
of entertainment is likely to become, are at present 
necessarily matters of conjecture only. It is obvious 
that all great movements must pass through the 
preliminary, embryonic stage, during which they 
ls-arn to find expression. The first picture play was 
neo less immature than the first novel, or the first 
painting, or the first piece of music. Since its incep- 
tion the silent drama has made great, almost extra- 
ordinary, progress, but it has not been pertected 
—its final summit is not even in sight—and those 
foolish ones, who, Jike the deriders of Galileo, 
think to laugh it to scorn, are proving only their 
own inability to interpret the writing on the wall. 
Nevertheless, it is a wonderful thing to reflect on 
the speed at which the evolution of the picture play 
to its present condition has been carried through; it 
has gained an impetus which promises to carry it 
t» the remotest boundaries of Art. 


We have spoken of present evidences which dis- 
play such strong promise of future perfection, and 
among these there stands forth prominently a re- 
markable film, entitled, “The Dice of Life,” which 
is being: put upon the market by Messrs. American 
Film Releases. This picturt is a thoroughly worthy 
example of the best that has been done in cinema- 
tography up to the present; it may, indeed, almost 
be said to goa little further. It is that rare thing, 
a real “picture play ”—not a snapshot incident, 
not «a pageant, but an actual play, whose appeal 
is of the same character, in spite of the different 
medium through which it is made, as the appeal 
of a spoken play on the “legitimate” stage. Such 
films as this are as significant as they are impor- 
tant; for one thing they give the lie direct to 
those who have stated that the cinematograph drama 
cin never have any great value on its own account, 
apart from its spectacular and scenic possibilities. 
“The Dice of Life” is entirely as thrilling and 
moving as any spoken play of its clase we can 
think of. It is much more “human” and true to 
lite than many a melodrama of the ordinary 
theatre, despite the latter’s added “realism” of 
dialogue, and it proves conclusively, if proof be 
needed, that the conditions of the picture play are 
not necessarily more limited than those of the 
spoken play. It is quite as possible for the 
draughtsman in black and white to produce the 
illusion of Nature successfully as for the painter 
in colours; the whole thing depends upon his know- 
ledge of his art and his skill in the use of his 
materials. A very great deal more might be said 
on this subject, concerning which so much mis- 
understanding and prejudice still exists, but for the

present, at any rate, we must leave it, as space is 
limited. 

To desert the general for the particular, “The 
Dice of Life” is a drama in three acts, which is 
magnificently acted, admirably produced, and skil- 
fully staged, with all that constant change of 
scenery to which the cinematograph play has accus- 
tomed us, and which it alone, among all other forms 
of dramatic art, can effect. It includes a terp- 
sichorean exhibition by that famous dancer, Saharet, 
who created no little sensation in London when she 
appeared here recently. It may be remarked, en 
passant, that this exhibition is in no way essential 
to the plot of the film, merely being introduced 
as an “additional attraction”; if it docs not aid it, 
however, it does not at all interfere with the deve- 
lopment of the story, and it provides a very plea- 
sant interlude, quite delightful on its own account. 

As we have said, the scenery of the film is as: 
carefully arranged as it is varied. Among other 
plaves, the action takes one to a charity bazaar, 
the stage of a Russian theatre, an actor’s dressing- 
room, and the office of a concert agent. There are 
also many ordinary interiors and exteriors, each 
of which is entirely effective and realistic, however 
briefly it is required. 

It is difficult to make distinctions as regards the 
acting where the caste is of such general excellence. 
The most notable performance, perhaps, is that of 
the lady who plays “ Miss von Sydow,” a character 
which she invests with singular charm and beauty. 
She has moments, too, of real strength and passion. 
Excellent, also, are the “Mr. and Mrs. Storm,” - 
Fritz Storm’s parents, a typical middle-aged couple, 
whose dull mediocrity is not the less difficult to 
render because it calls for no great emotional stress. 
One cannot praise too highly the delightful touches 
of light comedy with which the story is flecked, 
and which serve to lighten the gloom of the whole, 
whilst heightening the tragedy in the proper places. 

Of ‘the story there is scarcely any need to speak 
in detail, since most of our readers will probably 
see the film for themselves. At any rate, they will 
be well advised to do so. It tells how a young man 
embraces the career of an opera singer against his 
parents’ wishes, and marries an actress. Later he 
goes to Russia, where he falls in love with a 
countess, his infidelity causing his wife to take 
her life. The shock caused by this terrible result 


‘of his headstrong infatuation affects his voice, and, 


robbed of his career, he sinks lower and lower, 
until he becomes an itinerant musician, playing in 
publichouses, in one of which one day he comes 
across a gramophone record he himself had made 
in the time of his fame. Eventually he returns to 
the home of his parents—there to die.

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PARISIAN NOTES. 


BY JOHN 


Situated at Grenelle, in the western part of Paris, 
in the shadow of the Eiffel Tower, is The Palais des 
Sports, or Veledrome d’Hiver. As ita name implies, 
it was built specially for sports, and motor-cycle 
and cycle races have been held there all the winter. 
With the close of the season, ita director proposed 
to Messrs. Gaumont, owners of the Gaumont Palace 
Hippodrome, that they should convert the Palais 
des Sports into a moving picture theatre for the 
summer months, making a feature of sporting films, 
thus retaining the traditions of the gigantic build- 
ing. It was a daring proposition, but Messrs. Gau- 
mont are nothing if not enterprising, and as a 
result, after a few alterations had been made to 
the interior, the Palais dea Sports was opened a 
month ago as a cinema. It certainly makes the 
most extraordinary moving picture theatre I have 
ever seen ; the interior is oval, and it is of similar 
construction, but larger, than Olympia, London. 
Around the arena runs a cycle track, and tier upon 
tier of seats. Of course, only a small portion of 
the space is used for the audience; nevertheless, 
over 4,000 people can be seated. The screen—26 ft. 
by 20 ft.—hangs in the middle of the arena, while 
the operating box is placed 100 ft. in front, and a 
special electrical installation was necessary. A full 
orchestra supplies the music. Messra. Gaumont 
make a special film for the Palais des Sports every 
week, depicting the principal sporting events from 
all parts of the world. This week a novelty will 
be a film of an American baseball match. 


Referring to the mention of travelling cinemas in 
Spain made in these notes two weeks ago, similar 
shows exist in France. I came across one last 
summer in a little village near Trouville, the most 
fashionable watering-place in the country. The 
show was given in an old tent, wooden planks 
serving for seating accommodation. An ancient 
projector using acetylene light exhibited still more 
ancient films—certainly they were seven years old, 
and a few of them I remembered seeing advertised 
in Messrs. Pathé Fréres’ first English catalogue. 
During the interval a collection was made for the 
operator. Two performances were given, and at 
both the “house” was full, which proves what a 
magic word “cinema” is. 


Some time ago I asked the manager of a big 
renting house here why it was that there were com- 
paratively so few English films shown in Paris. 
He replied that the reason was not because English 
films were inferior to other makes, but that there 
was a lack of them. “If they sent us more over,” 
he said, “then more would be exhibited.” 
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Cinematograph exhibitions are now being given 
on the first floor of the Eiffel Tower. 


Once more the question whether a cinematograph 
film is a theatrical or literary piece of work had to 
be decided by the third chamber of the “Cour a 
statué ” last week. The case referred to the sale of 
a film of Dumas’ vovel, ‘The Three Musketeers.” 
The court decided that the cinematograph films 
entered into the category of theatrical exploitation 
because, in order to make a film, it was first of 
all necessary to make a scenario from the novel, 
then a pantomime from the scenario, and finally to 
cinematograph the scenario. 


Pictures of the Carpentier—Willie Lewis fight 
are featured at the Pathé Palace and Cirque d’Hiver 
(Pathé Cinema), and are drawing large crowds. 


“Quo Vadis” (“Whither Goest Thou”) is the 
announcement on the new Cineo Theatres poster. 
Speaking of posters, the Pathé Palace directors 
have ceased to display any outside their hall, and 
two hanging signa are now exhibited announcing the 
feature picture—usually a topical—and a showman 
with a voice does the necessary to get the crowds 
in. The dome entrance hall of this cinema is the 
largest and finest in Paris. Another striking and 
artistic poster which has recently been prominently 
displayed all over the city is that of the Gaumont 
Palais des Sports Cinema. It is printed in white 
and green. The letterpress is printed in four spaces 
—two oblong and two square—while down the 
centre is the word “Cinema.” About 4 ina. from 
the bottom the word “Gaumont” is printed across 
the poster in such a manner that ‘the “m” is uti- 
lised for both words. 


A record in Kinemacolor topical pictures waa 
made last week by the French concessionaires, 
Messrs. Raleigh and Robert. On Sunday, May 
19th, their special cinematographer at Lille filmed 
three events, including the races. The negatives 
were sent to Paris, and within thirty-six hours the 
complete and perfect Kinemacolor film was exhi- 
bited at the Lille Kursaal—one of the Kinemacolor 
Circuit theatres. $ 


The statement made this week by one of the Trade 
journals to the effect that the American Theatre 
will no longer continue a picture show is absolutely 
untrue. Mr. Kaffenburg, the proprietor of this suc- 
cessful cinema, is still doing good business, and has 
no intention of closing down.

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HELP IN 


TROUBLE. 


SHowMan asks our advice on some pointe relat- 
ing to his proposed electric sign. The words in- 
tended are, ‘‘ Prince’s Cinema,” in 24 in. letters, 
and we are asked :— 

(1) How many lamps would be required for 
illumination ? 

(2) Should the lamps be connected in series or 
parallel ? 

(3) With electricity at 2d. per unit, what would 
be the cost per hour of running the sign, with 
either metal or carbon lamps? 

(4) By installing a flashing device, what effect 
would there be on current consumption ? 


(1) According to best practice, the arrangement 
and number of your lamps should be as follows: -- 
For the letter P, sixteen lamps; R, nineteen, I, 
eight; N, nineteen; C, fourteen; E, eighteen; S, 
sixteén. The first four letters in Cinema have 
been covered in the first word, so there only re- 
mains M, with twenty-three lamps, and A, with 
sixteen. The total number of lamps, therefore, for 
the sign, will be 208. 

(2) The lamps should be of ten candle-power, 
and if it is decided to instal carbon lamps, they 
can be connected in parallel. If, on the other 
hand, metallic filament lamps be used, the 
arrangement must be in series parallel. The num- 
ber to be connected in series will depend upon the 
voltage—which you have neglected to state. If 
your pressure be 100, the lamps can be connecte4 
two in series; if 200 volts, four in series, using, ir 
both cases, of course, 50-volt lamps. 

(3) Assuming the efficiency of metal filament 
lamps to be 1} watts per C.P., and of carbon fila- 
ment’ lamips 4 watts per C.P., the cost of runuing 
the 208 ten C.P. lamps would be. 54d. for the 
former, and ls. 4hd. for the latter. There is, there- 
fore, a considerable saving shown in favour of 
metal lamps, but one has always to consider the 
increased capita] outlay, and also the somewhat 
shortened burning hours, whenever metal lamps 
are series connec However, with a good 
Metallic lamp, and a steady pressure, we should 
recommend the adoption of this lamp.

lamps would tend to decrease the normal burning 
life. However, whilst burning, you may take it 
that a “flasher” will save you something between 
30 to 50 per cent. of your current consumption, 
depending, of course, on the actual time interval 
between the flashes.

Mac F. wishes to know “What is a Herschel 
condenser, and also a triple condenser’! He also 
goes on to say: “I have recently ordered sume 
lantern slide carriers, which, upon delivery, I found 
to have 4 in. by 3} in. openings, instead of the 
usual square ones I have been accustomed to. Can 
you tell me why this was so?” 


The “Herschel ” condenser, Mao F., simply con- 
sists of a bi-convex lens and a meniscus lens 
mounted in one cell—the same condenser, in fact, 
that most people name after the second-mentioned 
lens—the meniscus. A number of triple con- 
densers are in use, but the usual form consists of 
a plano convex condenser, with the addition of a 
smaller diameter meniscus lens, which is introduced 
between one of the plane surfaces of the condenser 
and the light. The introduction of this third lens 
decreases the focal length of the ordinary plano 
convex condenser. At the sanie time, a greater 
absorption of light takes place with this combina- 
tion ‘iat with the ordinary double lens condenser. 
It has certain advantages, inasmuch as the aberra- 
tions usually present in condensers are decreased, 
but its advantages can, nevertheless, hardly be said 
to outweigh its disadvantages, and so, for ordinary 
cinematograph projection, it is seldom used. 

The lantern slide carriers you have had are made 
to accommodate the Continental or American 
slides, which are 4 in. by 3} in., whereas the British 
standard slide, which we are all accustomed to, is, 
of course, square, with 3} in. sides. The firm you 
ordered your carriers from evidently do a large 
Continental business, and so inadvertently posted 
you incorrect ones.

“H. B.” has purchased a resistance, which is 
supposed to carry 60 amperes, but which he finds 
gets red hot when only about half the resistance 
is cut out.

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says: “It the resistance is designed tor 60 amperes, 
uo more current ought to, pass through it, aud 
therefore 1t suould not become overheated. 


We are airaid, “H. B.,” that you lave forgotten 
that the amount of current that will flow through 
a definite resistance depends upon tie actual pres- 
sure applied, which is a determining factor of the 
very greatest importance. Many operators are 
under the impression that, it a resistance be de- 
signed for 6U amperes, the resistance should, re- 
gardless of pressure, limit the current to that 
amount. This, of course, is not so, and the possi- 
bility is that, in your particular case, the resistance 
was originally designed to run off a lower pressure 
than that on which you are now working. You 
are, therefore, getting through the resistance a 
correspondingly higher amperage than originally 
designed for. Of course, there is the possibility of 
the manufecturers having put in a wire of too 
small a gauge, but this is hardly likely to be so. 
Certainly things are cut very fine nowadays, and, 
owing to competitive prices, resistances seldom 
have much in the way of a “factor of safety,” but, 
nevertheless. one seldom hears of a resistance wire 
of so smal] a gauge being used as to render the 
wires red hot upon the passage of the normal 
current. Obviously, ‘‘H. B.,” you should connect 


_an ammeter in series with the resistance, without 


which you are “ working in the dark.”

~'T. M.” has a gas-engine-driven generator, and 
is having trouble with his water circulation. He 
says: ‘I have two large tanks connected to the 
circulating system of my engine. Up till recently 
I have had no difficulty in keeping the water cool. 
Now, however, the water in one tank boils within 
an hour or so of starting up, after which the engine 
seems to lose a certain amount of power. Can 
you teil me why this should be so?” 


Your trouble seems conclusively to point to. 


faulty water circulation, coupled, very likely, with 
the presence of carbon deposit in the cylinder. We 
should say there is an obstruction somewhere in 
the circulating system, most probably in one of the 
pipes. It sometimes happens, particularly when 
a very impure water is used, and the engine has 
been in use some years, that the inside of the water 
jacket surrounding the cylinder becomes furred, 
and so prevents a free circulation of water. A 
remedy for this is to pass through the jacket a 
solution of sal ammoniac and water. The presence 
of a carbon deposit in the cylinder will cause over- 
heating and loss of power. The carbon formation 
Is primarily due to incomplete combustion, caused 

y improper mixture of the gas and air. The 
deposit can be removed by a hand scraper, or, if 
very hard and thick, by breaking up the surface by 
tapping with a caulking tool or cold chisel. Atten- 
tion to these points should put you right, “T. M..”

tle uses 5U amperes with a 22 mm. positive and 
14 mm. negative. “C. T.” encloses a diagram 
showing the formation of his carbons, from which 
it is clear that his whole trouble is due to the fact 
that his crater is underneath the positive carbon 
and not in the front. If “C. T.’s” sketch is any- 
thing to go by, his remedy is to draw back his top 
carbon to a position where the front faces are in 
line. In this way his crater will be drawn to the 
front of the positive carbon, and so the light will 
be thrown upon the condenser. The remedy is 
simple, but the correct position of the crater is of 
considerable importance in obtaining a good light.

“P. OC." is building a new hall, and wishes to 


_know the best means of warming and ventilating. 


For warming, we should recommend an instaila- 
tion of the well-known tubular gas radiators, 
arranged in recesses made in the walls. Efficient 
ventilation is best obtained by means of box-blade 
tans fitted in the ceiling, air inlets being made in 
the walls behind the radiators. By this means, 
during the winter, 21r, as it enters the building, is 
warmed by its passage across the radiator tubes. 
Of course, the number and size of fans and radi- 
ators is one that entirely depends upon the dimen- 
sions of the hall, so that, without some knowledge 
ot its proportions, we are unable to make any 
definite statement regarding your actual require- 
ments

~§. S.” writes as follows: ‘I am building a hall 
6U ft. by 30 ft. Would you please let me know the 
best size pictures, also what size lens to use. The 
voltage is 200, and I should be pleased for any 
particulars you can give me relating to the equip- 
ment I shall require.” 


For a hall of dimensions such as yours, a 16 ft. 
picture would be a most satisfactory size, and a 
33 in. lens would give you one somewhere round 
about this figure in width. For your power equip- 
ment you will require a motor generator designed 
to run off the 200 volt supply to deliver 60-70 
volts for the arc Jamp. Your machine will prefer- 
ably have an output of 60 amperes, although in 
the ordinary way you would not need to use more 
than about 40. 1£ would also be advisable to have 
a standby resistance, in case of failure of the con- 
verting plant. By the way, if your electricity 
supply be on the three-wire system, you will, in 
all probability, be compelled to run the motor 
generator off the outers of the system—that is, at 
400 volts. In this event it will be necessary to 
have the motor of your plant wound for 
400 volts. Of course, in addition to the motor 
generator and standby resistance, you will require 
an arc regulating resistance, ammeter, voltmeter, 
switches, and fuses. You would be well advised, 
however, before completing your arrangements, to 
take advice from somebody who would take into 
consideration all the various local and other con- 
ditions relating to your supply.

PROCEEDINGS BEFORE A COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
(Specially Reported for Tan Broscore.) 


We continue this week our report of the evidence 
given before the House of Commons Committee 
which has under consideration the provisions of 
the London County Council General Powers Bill, 
relative to the powers pought for the licensing of 
cinematograph film stores. 

The witneas under cross-examination is Mr. James 
Ollis, Chief of ‘the Public Control Department of 
the London County Council, and he is being ques- 
tioned with reference to precautions observed by 
film renters. The first part of the evidence will 
be found on pp. 588, 585, and 587 of the last issue 
of Taz BIoscops. 

Mr. Balfour Browne (for the Trade): Do you 
ee ee film is stored in a tin 

The witneas: It is sometimes stored in a circular 
tin box; sometimes also in a cardboard box. It is 
laid on its side in shelves, and sometimes the lids 
of the boxes fall open, because, after a time, the 
boxes become im 

Do you know that in most places films are ex- 
elusively stored in tin boxes ?—I do not know it. 
I have seen it stored in a cardboard box, and J 
have seen it on a rack without any box. 

With your Act you propose to go on private pre- 
mises where the public is not admitted at all ?—Yes. 

No one is admitted on these premises except 
customers who are going to see a film run off and 
hire it from the firm ?—That may or may not be so. 
A worker may bring a friend in who may be smok- 
ing. No man can guarantee that his premises will 
only be used by persons of whom he has cognizance. 

In reply to further questions, witness said he did 
not, know of any regulations enforced against those 
who sold celluloid combe, although he was aware 
that these had caused serious accidents. There was 
no regulation with regard to drapers selling flan- 
nelette, but there was a definite movement on foot 
to encourage the use of non-inflammable flannelette. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: But there is no law against 
the use of flanneletts, and it is largely stored in 
drapers’ shops ?—It is. 

Why do you pick out this particular Trade ?— 

use experience has shown it is desirable to 
‘control this Trade, and it has not shown that it is 
desirable to control drapers’ premises. 

What has experience shown? How many fires 
have there been?—I hesitate to answer that ques- 
tion. Would you mind putting it to the Chief of 
‘the Fire Brigade? 

Mr. Balfour Browne: I am going to try and con- 
‘vince the Committee that there have been fewer 
‘fires in these premises than in any other ordinary 


Premiges. Go gle 


The witness: The total number of drapers’ shops 
in London must be enormous. 

Do you know that this Trade will receive an 
immense impetus in consequence of the Gaumont 
synchronising gramophones being used in conjunc 
tion with the films ?—I think it is possible the Trade 
has a great future before it. 

Is not the whole object of a renter to have films 
going about the country ?—Naturally. 

He does not want to store any ?—I quite believe 
that. 

The Chairman: What becomes of the old films 
when they have lost their popularity ? 

Mr. Balfour Browne: It is not only a question of 
popularity, but a film has only a certain life— 
sixteen weeks, I think. When a film is abso- 
lutely dead it is destroyed. 

The Chairman: It is not boiled down to be used 
again? 

Mr. Balfour Browne: No. (To the witness): Do 
you know that a film positive would be worth £16? 
—I quite admit that all property is valuable, but it 
does not follow that people are not careless. 

If a man had sixteen million ft. upon the pre- 
mises, he would have a very great interest in pre- 
serving it from fire?—He has a great interest, and 
so have the people who store petroleum spirit. 

Do you know a film cannot burn in a box ?—Yes; 
but the lid may fall apart and the film be exposed. 

The Chairman: You were saying that the life of 
a film is only sixteen weeks. There was an exhibi- 
tion in London quite recently which certainly went 
on for a great deal longer than sixteen weeks. It 
was the same scene—the Durbar. The question is 
whether the original film is copied. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: Once a negative is produced, 
any number of copies can be made from it. It is 
the‘ negative only of the Durbar that cannot be 
reproduced; the positive can be. 

The Chairman: I take it the film renter does not 
part with his negative if he can help it? 

Mr. Balfour Browne: No, he keepe that. But 
many of the negatives are not in this country at 
all. Most of the plots are produced in the United 
States or on the Continent, and the negative is kept 
there. The positive merely is sent over here. On 
the other band, with regard to topical matters like 
the Boat Race or the Durbar, the negative has to 
be produced here and carefully preserved, because 
it would be worth at least £100—the negative of 
the Durbar would be worth a great deal more than 
that. 

In reply to further crose-examination, the witness 
said that when a trade was inspected under an Act

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lished: He did not know that every manufacturer 
in London cleaned his films with a damp cloth 
and not with methylated spirit. 

Mr. Pritehard, on behalf of Messrs. Kodak, 
Limited, elicited from the witness the statement 
that the Bill did make a distinction between hirers 
and manufacturers. 

In reply to Mr. Edgar Horne, a member of the 
Committee, the witness said that if the premises 
at present in the occupation of a hirer were ad- 
judged unsuitable, the Council would give time 
for others to be found. If there were a long lease, 
he imagined the hirer and the landlord would 
come to a mutual understanding. 

Mr. Horne: The owner might lose a good tenant? 

The witness: I quite agree; but if a business is 
being conducted on premises that are quite unsuit. 
able, surely that reason should not be considered 
sufficient to allow it to be continued there ? 

Mr. Jeeves (counsel with Mr. Balfour Browne on 
behalf of the Trade): Might I say we are going 
to bring evidence before the Committee to elaborate 

' that, because we regard it as a very serious matter. 

In reply to Sir William Priestley, a member of 
the Committee, the witness said that the term “ film 
dealers’ included renters and hirers. 

Sir William Priestley: “Film dealers” 
. include renters, hirers, and manufacturers ? 

Mr. Jeeves: It includes manufacturers, in our 
view. 

Reexamined by Mr. Charteris (for the London 
County Council), the witnese said he regarded the 
system of licensing adopted by the Council as an 
admirable one. Not only did it give more efficient 
hae! but it was in the interests of the Trade 
~ iteelf. : 
__ The Chairman: Do the railway companies charge 
hazardous rates for carrying these goods, or more 
than ‘for carrying other goods? 

The witneas: I don’t think so, because when 

packed for conveyance they are undoubtedly packed 
mn asafe way. The form of receptacle used cer- 
tainly by the better firms of hirera is admirably 
designed for the purpose, and for reducing risk. 
_ On the subject of the number of picture theatres 
in the country, the witness remarked that there was 
evidence of the popularity of this form of enter- 
tainment, but it might suddenly come to an end 
as other forma of entertainment did. 

Lieut. Sladen, R.N., Chief Officer of the London 
Fire Brigade, gave some details as to the inflamma. 
Wility of celluloid. He said the substance burned 
very freely in air without much smoke, but if air 
was excluded it would continue to burn, although 
Without much flame. If a film were put in an iron 
box, lighted, and then shut up, it went on burning. 
It lived on the oxygen, and when the box was opened 
the film burst into flame. In the fire in Cecil Court 
the boxes of films were fired from inside, and were 
opened by the action of the gases within them. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: Or it might have been air 
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Continuing, the witness stated that in his experi- 
ence of film renters’ businesses, it was not unusual 
to see matchboarding, or wooden shelving, in use. 
The Trade was still increasing very rapidly; on. 
an average applications were received each week 
‘for three new picture halls in London. As the Trade 
was so much concentrated in th» metropolis, he 
thought there should be full powers of inspection 
similar to those exercised under the Cincmatograph 
Act, 1909. He did not think this would be in any 
way harmtul.to the Trade. The Cinematograph 
Act, for example, did not seem to have hampered 
the development. of the theaires. He believed the 
managements would be rather grateful to have 
some independent check on their employees. The 
Fire Brigade had received inquiries from people in 
the Trade, the tenour of which was to show that 
they would be willing to adopt any reasonable 
precautions if they could only get hold of some 
standard. The enforcement of regulations would 
involve very littl: interference with the carrying 
on of business. He thought precautions could be 
taken in most. cases without disturbance, but where 
two or three rooms were occupied in premises used 
for residential purposes, the Council really did not 
think that condition of affairs should be allowed 
to continue. ’ 

The Chairman: It would not be impossible to 
wlapt the premises so they would be safe? 

The witness: In the majority of cases it would 
be possible, but there are certain cases where I 
do not think it could be done. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Jeeves, the witness 
said the records of the Fire Brigade showed that 
in the twelve fires he had mentioned, eleven lives. 
were endangered and one lost. More lives had been 
endangered in big drapery fires. In his opinion a 
small percentage of film hirers were careless. He 
had a witness in attendance who could speak to. 
having seen & man smoking cigarettes on a film 
hirer’s premises. : 

Mr. Jeeves: Because of 5 per cent. of people 
who may be careless, you ask for regulations in 
respect of 100 -per cent. Is that reasonable? 

The witness: I think it is quite reasonable. It 
is desirable to fix a proper standard. Insurance 
companies regard these businesses as a very hazard- 
ous risk. 

Mr. Pritchard (for Kodak’s): Do you agree with 
the last witness that you do not desire to touch the 
manufacturers ? : 

Piha witness: I did not hear the last witness say 
it. 


Mr. J. D, Fitzgerald (for the Council): I did nob. 
hear what Mr. Ollis said, but I did not understand 
that that was what was meant. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: Those were the very words 
I have taken down. 

Mr. Pritchard (to the witness): Do you think it 
is desirable or not that the manufacturer of films 
ahould be included ? 

The witness: I think it is desirable. I think 
it must: be considered a dangerous occupation. - 
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Express Film Service, tz,

This invention has reference to cinematographic pro- 
jecting apparatus in which the source of light necessary 
for projecting the picture is produced by an incandescent 
electric light.

These latter whether they are working ap- 
parata or toys, whether they are illuminated by an elec- 
tric arc lamp, or by an incandescent electric or by any 
other luminous source, possess certain disadvantages 
which, as compared with the novel apparatus forming the 
ee matter of this application, are still more apparent 
and tend to increase the value of the said apparatus which, 
being intermediate between the large apparatus and the 
toy apparatus, is by far the best apparatus for amateurs. 


_The construction of such an apparatus is simple and 
limited to the strictly necessary number of essential parte, 
thus resulting in economy. These parts are furthermore con 
structed according to an absolutely different arrangement 
from that adopted in the existing cinematographic pro- 
jecting apparatus, this arrangement permitting of con- 
densing the aaid part into a reduced volume lorainn a 
compact whole of reasonable weight, easily transported 
and capable of being placed on any flat surface. 


This apparatus shown in the accompanying drawing is 
essentially characterised by the following principal points : 


1. The essential parts forming the apparatus are 
mounted on the frame so as to form two groups: 


The first group forming the front portion of the ap- 
paratus comprising : 


Lens, obturating disc. the sliding passage for the films 
or film-trap, mechanism or intermittent motion for caus- 
ing the pictures to disappear, and projector comprisiny 
an electric incandescent lamp fed by a magneto, or second- 
ary or primary battery, or an electric contact arranged

The second group forming the back portion of the ap- 
paratus and comprising: 


Crank for the general operation of the various move- 
ments of the apparatus, film sprocket-feed-drum, wind-off 
and wind-on spools. 


2. The movement of the film effected by only one 
sine? sprocket feed drum, keyed to the axle of the crank 
shaft. 


3. The single feed drum situated behind the light, be- 
tween the latter and the two spools. 


Other leas important points still further characterise this 
aprarins which will now be described with reference to 
the accompanying drawings in which :— 

Fig. 1 is a front view, Fig 2 @ side view, and Fig. 3 
a plan view from above. 


A frame 2 preferably of open casting is mounted on a 
base plate 1. The essential parts constituting the ap- 
paratus are mounted on one side of the frame and on the 
other side the actuating parts. The front half of this 
frame 2 carries the first group of parts referred to above, 
which consists of a case 3 at the front of which the lens 4 
is mounted, the arrangement, consisting of the film pas- 
sage or gate 5, the condenser situated in the tube 6 and 
the incandescent electric lamp in the case 7, being hinged 
as a whole to the back of the case 3. The interior of the 
case 3 contains the disc obturator and its actuating 
mechanism as well as the intermittent motion for moving 
the pictures, the drive being obtained from a cog wheel 
hiiaer in a case 8 hanging on the opposite edge of the 
Tame 2. 


The magneto 9 comprising a fly wheel in its case 10 and 
a pulley 11 moun on a ta regulating device 12, 
is situated beneath the case 3.

9, a primary or secondary battery can equally as well

cover 13 carries fixed roller guides 17, and movable roller 
guides 18 mounted on spring latches 19 which cause the 
film to be pressed against tha feed drum and consequently 
assures the correct feeding of the latter, the perforations 
being always pressed well e on to the driving points 20 
of the feed drum 16. 


A guide 21 sunported by an adjustable arm 22 serves to 
sustain the film during ite passage between the feed drum 
and the film passage. 


A wind-off spool 23 and a wind-on spoo] 24 are arranged 
behind the feed drum 16 at the end of the frame 2. Thesv

spools are mounted on their respective spindles 25 and 
26, the latter being provided with a driving pulley 27 
with coupling device 28. The wind-off spool a may if 
desired be rotated by hand by means of a fly wheel 
with jnner tooth rim mounted on a spindle 30 and driving 
a cog wheel 31 keyed to the spindle 25 of the wind-off 
spool 23. 

As regards the various driving parts mounted on the 
same side of the frame 2, they are driven by the main 
shaft 14 on which the feed drum 16 and the crank 15 


are mounted. On this shaft 14 passing through the frame 
2 in a bearing 32 there are mounted :— 


1. A bevel wheel 33 operating by the intermediation 
of the bevel pinion 34 ied the shaft 35 the wheel of the 
casing 8 driving the mechanism for changing the pictures 
and the rotary obturating disc. 


2. A cog-wheel 36 driving a pinion 37 keyed to the 
shaft and fly-wheel 38 driving the pulley 11 of the mag- 
neto 9 by intermediation of a transmission 39. 


3. A pulley 40 driving by intermediation of a transmis- 
sion 41, the pulley 27 of the wind-on spool 24. 


The whole of the parte 33, 34, 36 and 40 is covered over 
by a housing 42 mounted on the projecting part of the 
frame forming the bearing 32 of the driving shaft 14. 
When the apparatus is not in use it can be protected by 
a metal cover provided with a handle which can be fas- 
tened to the base plate 1 by means of hooks or any lock- 
ing system with or without key. 


It is evident that every latitude is reserved with respect 
to the choice of material, of parts employed, and of other 
secondary details without thereby modifying in any way 
the subject matter of the invention. 


The inventor’s claims are :— 


lst. In a cinematographic projecting apparatus having 
an electric incandescent lamp as an illuminant the ar- 
rangement of parts of the device in two groups, one 
group at the front comprising the lens, the obturator, the 
intermittent motion mechanism for moving the pictures, 
the film gate and the source or connection from 
the source of electric energy and the other group com- 
prising the driving crank, the film sprocket feed roller 
and the winding-on and off spools, substantial)y as de.

2nd. In an apparatus as claimed in Claim 1 the ar- 
ranyement of the feed mechanism in the form of «& singie 
sprocket feed drum arranged behind the light ana be- 
tween the latter and the winding on and off spools, sub- 
stantially as described. 


3rd. In an apparatus as claimed in Claim 1 the ar- 
rangement of a central frame adapted to support the pro- 
jecting apparatus on one side and the driving and trans- 
phat ear on the other side thereof, substantially as 
described.

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THE CINEMA AND CHARITY. 


It is, as everybody knows, very, very wrong to 
go to a picture palace on a Sunday. Consequently, 
the conduct of those people who open their halls 
for these wrong people to enter is so shocking, so 


: terrible, that it is difficult for the printed word 


to express the depth of the enormity. Something 
with a guttural splutter might suffice—Russian, 
perhaps. 

But the frequenters of these picture theatres 
like to go to them on Sundays, as well as during 
the week. And, being free-born British subjects 
(and outside the range of the Russian police, which 
Miss Malecka was not), they express their opinion, 
and induce the exhibitors—the proprietors of the 
theatres—to see whether their desires cannot be 


gratified. 
Then steps forward the bulwark of the 
country, the London County Council, and 


quite a number of things occur. The case of 
the music-halls is urged, with the National Sunday 
League as partner, and so on, and so forth. 
Charity is pressed into the service—noble, self- 
sacrificing charity. If Charity’s cause is served by 
the Sunday opening of these picture halls, surely 
the London County Council would applaud, rather 
than decry, the suggestion! Quite so, quite so. 
But Charity, however, cannot take any risk. She 
would rather bet on a certainty. And so they 
arrange that the picture theatres—within the 
London area—shall open for a certain number of 
hours on the Sabbath (shorter hours than those 
permitted to the public-houses), provided they do 
so under the egis of an approved charitable 
association, £0 whom the receipts shall be given. 
In this wise there has sprung up in London a 
body of showmen such as the world has never seen, 
for they all work for Charity on the Sabbath day, 
and they receive no recompense for their labour, 
barring what they would have to pay their staff, 
and the sum af which they estimate they are out 
of pocket. These regulations have been in force 
for nine months—to the end of last March—and 
the figures show that the gross takings amounted 
to £92,000. Of this sum, £44,000 was taken by 
the licensees, £19,000 went in wages, and £15,000 
was the profit given to the cHarities (£14,000 being 
unaccounted for). The number of cinematograph 
theatres under the London County Council’s con- 
trol is, I believe, about 200. Those who care to 
make calculations can now do‘so. 
_ To such ends are the exhibitors driven by the 
licensing authority, in order to carry out their 


legitimate business. Charity has to be dragged in 
as a shield, and she does not always prove effi- 
cacious, judging by the remark made at the presen- - 
tation of the report to the London County Council 
that ‘‘ proceedings had been taken, wherever it was 
found that the balance-sheets showed that all, or 
nearly all, the receipts had gone to the licensees 
as rent.” 

This is one phase. Another one is revealed by 
circumstances attending the Army Manceuvres as 
Aldershot, and has to do with the granting of 
permission to photograph the Royal inspection of 
the troops. 

It appears that a certain well-known cinemato- 
graph firm applied for permission to photograph 
the operations, and received from the Deputy 
Assistant Adjutant General a reply that, owing to 
the large number of applications, it had been found 
necessary to ballot for the privilege, and “that 
your firm were successful.” The letter proceeded 
to ask, in perfectly plain terms, what donation the 
firm was prepared to give to the local Military 
Charities Association, in the event of formal per- 
mission to photograph being granted. 

An offer was made, and was found insufficient, 
and eventually the more substantial proposal of 
another firm was accepted. 

First, the exhibitors are obliged to contribute 
very handsomely—heavily, in fact—to charity; 
and now the manufactures are called upon to play 
a game of poker for the benefit of Charity, with 


-the military authorities “raising the ante.” 


The method is clumsy, and most exasperating 
to the Trade. It is admitted that, to accord per- 
mission to all would cause endless con- 
fusion, and would litter the ground with men and 
cameras. But the manceuvres are, with their 
Majesties present, of wide interest, and as many 
photographers as are consistent with safety should 
be allowed on the field. ; 

The photographers benefit, they sell their films, 
and it would be quite just to charge each firm a 
fixed rate for the privilege, and to devote the 
proceeds to military charity; but to practically 
put the permission up to auction is, to say the 
least of it, scarcely a worthy action. 

More will be heard of this, as is only natural, 
for, though Charity begins at home, Charity can 
sometimes make herself extremely unpleasant, 
especially when assisted by those possessed of so 
much zeal. 


Good business is being done at the cinematograph 
theatres in Bangkok. At the Royal Japanese Cine-

MEETING OF CREDITORS. 

On May 20th the statutory first meeting of the 
creditors interested under the recent failure of Mark Cohen, 
late picture theatre proprietor, 231, High Street, Kensing- 
ton, and 51, St. Mary's Grove, Chiswick, was held at 
the London Bankruptcy Court, with Mr. D. Williams, the 
Assistant-Receiver, in the chair. ‘The debtor, who has not 
yet filed any statement of affairs, estimates that he owes 
£760, his assets being represented by his claim against the 
Picture Palace Company, against whom he is countef- 
claiming on the ground that they had misrepresented the 
business done at the Empress Picture Palace, T eiceater: It 
transpired that in December, 1910, the debtor and one 
Barry Brown purchased for £300 the lease of the Empress 
Picture Palace, Leicester, together with the seats, piano, 
fixtures, screen, etc., therein. The lease was taken in the 
name of the debtor, and £210 was paid on account, and 
the balance secured by a second charge on the debtor's 
private house at Ealing. The annual rent of the picture 
palace was £80, increasing to £90. There was no partner- 
ship deed, but the debtor and Brown ran the theatre un- 
der their own management, and only closed it in April, 
1911. They had had no previous experience in the business. 
They sold the lease for £225: £100 in cash and the balance 
in shares in the company which purchased it. The Jand- 
lord, however, declined to accept the company as the 
tenant, and accordingly the debtor sublet the theatre to 
the company at the rental which he himself had to pay, 
and for the same period as that for which he held the 
lease. The purchasers were unable to make the theatre 

y, and the debtor six months ago caused a distress to be 
evied for a quarter’s rent. The liquidators of the Empresa: 
Picture Palace Company, who sold the theatre to him, 
brought an action against Brown and himself for the £110 
balance of the purchase money about a month ago, and he 
had counter-claimed for £362 11s. 6d., made up of’ the 
£210 which he had paid, £40 or £50 which he had spent 
in decorating, and the balance of rent, for which he wag 
still liable. He claimed this money on the ground that the 
business had, as he alleged, been misrepresented to him.

FILM AGREEMENT DISPUTE. 

Mr. Justice Parker, in the Chan Division, had be- 
fore him on Friday, May 24th, a motion by the plaintiffs 
in the action of the Buffalo Jones African Company v. 
the Warwick Trading Company, with reference to a dis- 
pute as to an agreement with regard to certain cinemato- 
graph films taken by Mr. Cherry Kearton, the well-known 
anima] ph pher. 

Mr. Mark Romer, K.C., who appeared in support of the 
motion, said that the plaintiffs asked for an injunction, 
pending the trial, from printing, publishing, or otherwise 
dealing with certain picture negatives supplied by the 
plaintiffs under an alleged agreement. The dispute be- 
tween the pas was that the plaintiffs, an American 
Company, formed for the purpose of obtaining cinema- 
tograph pictures in South Africa and elsewhere, of wild 
animals, entered into an agreement with the defendants 
chrough Mr. Cherry Kearton, or Cherry Kearton, Limited, 
telating to films obtained by Mr. Kearton in British Eas: 
Africa. By that eement, which was dated in Septem- 
ber of 1910, the defendants were to the plaintiffs 
£500, and the plaintiffs were to be entitled to receive half 
the profits from the sale and publication of the ‘films. 
The £500 was not paid, as the defendants alleged that the 
films were not delivered to them in a proper condition. 
and, as he understood it, the agreement had been repu- 
diated by the defendants. Negotiations then took place 
between the defendants and Mr. Cherry Kearton, and the 
defendants, having obtained the films, were proposing to 
publish them. 

Counsel for the defendants was willing, until the trial, 
to keep an account, but objected to give any undertaking, 
as he said the films had been sent to Paris for develop. 
ment, and,fe did not know what contracts might have 
been entered into there. 

Mr. Justice Parker pun pcered that the defendants should 
undertake, so far as possible, to prevent any further deal- 
ing with the films, and to keep an account of any deal- 
ings under contracts already entered into. 

After some further discussion the defendants agreed to 
give the undertaking suggested until the trial or further 
order, the plaintiffs assenting to the £50 paid into Court 
for costs being answerable for damages, and to pay a 
further £100 into Court within three weeks, to answer 
damages and costs if such should be awarded against them. 
The undertaking was to be inoperative if the £100 was 
not paid in within the specified time. 


Bankruptcy. 

On Friday last Mr. Registrar Brougham held a sitting 
at the London Bankruptcy Court for the public examina- 
tion of H. Stanley Marks, manager of a cinematograph 
company, 17, Charing Cross Road, W.C., against whom a 
Receiving Order was recently made on the petition of a 
creditor. 

In reply to the Official Receiver, the debtor stated that 
he had been connected with theatrical and other enter- 
tainments for a number of years. In 1909 he was ap- 
pointed general manager of a cinemat-graph company at a 
salary of £500 per annum, with)1 pe¢ centyof it ins, 
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and held the position unti] October last, when, on the com- 
pany being amalgamated, his services were dispensed with. 
He had also been a director of another cinematograph 
company from April, 1910 to March, 1911, at a salary of 
£200. Since then he had been departmental manager to a 
firm of cinematographers, at a sa of £4 a week. His 
failure was due to the fact that he had not been paid by 
the cinematograph companies. The first company owed 
him £220 for fees as technica] adviser and as director, but 
they disputed his claim. It was an agreed sum. He was 
to have had £100 as director and £150 as technical adviser. 
He had also paid £100 for shares, which they had not de- 
livered ; that made £350 which he lost by that company. 
He brought an action against the company, but had no 
funds to go on with it, and it was dropped. The defence 
of the company was that he was not their technical adviser, 
and that fe had forfeited the share for some reason or 
other, and, so far as his remuneration was concerned, they 
maintained that he was connected with the promotion of 
the company and had not disclosed it. That, however, was 
not the fact. He had had no income except what he 
earned. His chief debt was in respect to a bank over- 
draft, and really that was not his debt. He had a bank- 
ing account at Birmingham, which he used for the pur- 
poses of the company—the first company which was amal- 
gamated. That was the Birmingham company. The 
second company was the Sheffield company. The Birming- 
ham company was amalgamated, and there was no chance 
of getting anything from them. The bank got judgment 
against him six months ago. Just before then he ob- 
tained £80 from his uncle on a bill of sale of his furniture, 
and used it partly in a trip to Paris, where he went to see 
various people with a view to business; and partly in 
household expenses The Paris trip cost £30 or £40. 
Asked why he did not pay the bank, the debtor said he 
never expected the bank to take the action they did. He 
thought they would consider it a gift. He had acted for 
them as Receiver for nearly twelve months, and they 
gave him to understand that they would act decently to- 
wards him. He now owed £164 19s. 3d., and his assets 
were £103 Qs. ; 
The examination was ordered to be concluded.

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Sidelights on Scientific Cinematography. 


By Leonard Donaldson (Author of “ The Cinematograph and Natural Science.’’) * 


4.—The Motion Picture in Surgery and Medicine. 


‘‘We look to you to fight suckness and disease ; 
and we claim from you an untiring vigilance and 
unceasing efforts to find, by the investigation of 
the laws of Nature, new means of combating those 
enemies. Vo one can doubt that the improved 
public health ts matnly due to the discoveries made 
by the medical profession in this and other coun- 
tries, to the guidance given by that profession to 
civil authorities, and to the sanitary precautions 
against the spread of disease whtch they have 
enforced.”’ 

Such were His Majesty’s remarks to the Royal 
Society of Medicine, at the recent opening of the 
new headquarters, in Wimpole Street. In the 
first sentence of His Majesty’s speech the scientist- 
cinematographer has an indirect invitation to 
utilise the motion picture in order to discover new 
means of combating sickness and disease. The 
cinematograph, used in conjunction with the micro- 
scope, becomes the most effectual investigator 
science has ever known. By their use we are able 
to study the living movements of Nature’s smallest 
creations. That which was, a few years pre- 
viously, regarded by the experimentalist as an 
“unknown quantity,’’ is now a visible organism, 
having life and motion. I have already referred 
in a previous article to the excellent work that has 
been done by the Woman’s National Health Cam- 
paign, and the effect of this organisation’s efforts 
in improving the conditions of public health. The 
value of the cinematograph as a demonstrator is 
unequalled, and it is for this reason that the 
motion picture is destined to become an indispens- 
able factor in the everyday life of the nation. 
Prevention is always better than cure, and far less 
expensive. The cinematograph can show us what 
precautions are necessary in order to avoid the 
scourge of disease. ‘Therefore, those engaged in 
the business of cinematography should do all that 
is possible to bring the potentialities of the motion 
picture in this direction before the notice of those 
in authority. 

Very little time elapsed between the invention 
of the microscope and its application to public 
service. Why, then, this delay with the cinemato- 
graph} : 

In “ The Cinematograph and Natural Science ” 
I have devoted considerable space to the subject of 
the utility of the motion picture in operative 
surgery. There it is clearly shown, in the remarks 
of Dr. Doyen—who has done such notable work 

with the cinematograph—that the motion picture 
can be of the greatest service in demonstrating 
operative methods to medical students. Dr. Doyen 
also refers to what he terms an “unexpected peculi- 
arity of the cinematograph” “To the surgeon,” 
So es ge ee as ne os

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he says, “who entrusts it with his operations, it 
becomes a valuable master. It is thanks to this 
marvellous instrument that I have been able to 
improve my technique and eliminate all useless 
manipulations.” Then, later on, he says, “The 
cinematograph is within everybody’s reach. To 
the professional man, its management presents no 
difficulties. The one indispensable factor in the 
attainment of good results is the choice of a well- 
lighted operating theatre. As far as the 
patient is concerned, there is no diminution in 
safety, for, when about to operate under the eye 
of the cinematograph, your preparations will be 
made with exceptional care.” 


Thus, then, we see how the cinematograph can 
be of service in the lecture room and operating 
theatre. But the work should not stop here. 
What is needed, perhaps, more than anything else 
is a convincing demonstration of the many ways 
in which tuberculosis may be inoculated. The evils 
of the drug habit and our national curse of drunk- 
enness might also be made the subject of motion 
pictures. Then, again, there is probably some cure 
for cancer, if we did but know it. More experi- 
mental work is necessary with the cinematograph. 
The boy or girl at school should be instructed in 
a more practical way on the subject of physiology. 
It is all very well for us to be told that in our 


- bodies we have more than 200 bones, over 500 


muscles, that the heart beats over 30,000,000 times 
in a year, and that the brain contains no less than 
600,000,000 cells, each cell consisting of several 
thousand visible molecules, and each molecule again 
of many millions of atoms. All this is admittedly 
very wonderful, but such knowledge will not pre- 
vent he or she catching cold or becoming addicted 
in later life to the drink or drug habit. 


In his essay on “The Hope of Progress,” Sir 
John Lubbock says: “ It is, indeed, as true now as 
in the time of Newton, that the great ocean of 
truth lies undiscovered before us. . Who 
can say on the verge of what discoveries we are 
now standing? It is extraordinary how slight a 
barrier may stand for years between man and 
some important improvements. Take the 
discovery of anesthetics. At the beginning of the 
century, Sir Humphry Davy discovered laughing 
gas, as it was then called. He found that it pro- 
duced complete insensibility to pain, and yet did 
not injure health. . . These facts were known 
to our chemists; they were explained to the 
students in our great hospitals, and yet for half 
a century the obvious application occurred to no 
one. Operations continued to be performed as 
before; patients suffered the same horrible tor- 
tures; and yet the beneficent element was in our 
hands; its divine properties were known, but it 
never occurred to anyone to make use of it.” 

By these remarks, then, we see the great evil 
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of hesitancy or procrastination. Who knows what 
remarkable discoveries await the diligent investi- 
gator with the cinematograph? If our scientists 
ind medical men truly have the future welfare 


of the race at heart, they would be in grievous 
error if they failed to avail themselves of this 
wonderful power of investigation.

In 
the general letterpress there occurs the neatly ex- 
pressed phrase, “Visitors of this year are the 
visitors of last year—with their friends,” while 
the continuing sentence is just as good, “This, 
after all, is the real test of an exhibition’s merit— 
that its visitors tell their friends about it.” That 
is the kind of advertising that pays and is appre- 
ciated, and I congratulate Mr. Green on his bright 
and novel notions. 


' And still they come! Among the latest of new 

ottish companies I notice the names of the Avenue 
Picture Theatre, Whiteinch; the Palladium, Edin- 
burgh; and the Troon Picture House, Motherwell. 
The respective capitals of the companies are £3,000, 
‘£2,500, and £3,000, and the subscribers are all 
Well known locally. I have now completely lost 
count of how many such companies have been 
launched in Scotland even since the present year of 
grace opened, and that is not because I am a bad 


arithmetician, but simply because I am not a light 
ning calculator nor an infallible memoriser. ‘Truly 
the picture “boom” goes on in Scotia with undi- 
minished zest, and the more halls the merrier! 


In relation to the new Palladium in Edinburgh, 
alluded to above, I may say that in this case a 
private company has been formed to acquire the

The other day the annual court for consider- 
ing applications for picture house licences in Govan 
was held, and all such licences were renewed.

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THE PICK OF THE PROGRAMMES. 


WHAT WE THINK OF THEM. 


THE STEP:-MOTHER. 

This is essentially an Italian picture, with its 
quick hatreds and fierce vindictiveness. It is ad- 
mirably acted, and set, for the most part, amidst 
beautiful natural scenery, though also including 
some magnificent and lavish interior effects. The 
plot has a very strong climax, which is consider- 
ably enhanced by the length at which it is worked 
up. A little more, perhaps, might have been made 
of the reconciliation between woman and child: 
one is left to imagine the scene in which they 
“bury the hatchet.” It is a small matver, however, 
and does not interfere with the success of the film 
as a whole. The child who plays the hated step- 
daughter is quite remarkably clever, being, indeed, 
amongst the most capable of all juvenile film 
players now before the public. One is glad to see 
that the Cines Company ar: giving her plenty 
of opportunity; she certainly deserves it. As the 
step-mother, Signora Saredo does some of the best 
work she has ever done, whilst Signor Luipi, a 
familiar figure to picture-goers, is also good as her 
husband. Altogether this is a very excellent little 
dramatic comedy. (Cines film.) 


“DO YOUR DUTY.” 

A new brand of films should always prove inter- 
esting, and this excellent little picture by the 
American Standard Film Company (for whom the 
Tyler Film Company are agents) is no exception. 
Speaking, generally, one would say that its acting 
and its staging are its chief points of interest. 
The latter is especially effective and careful, being 
full of novel little touches, such as the feet of the 
passers-by and the broom o/ a sireet sweeper secn 
at the top of one picture—an interior ‘ set ’’— 
through the basement window. Throughout the 
film there is a constant change of scene, which 
successfully obviates any fear of dullness. The 
plot is not particularly new in outline, hinging, 
as it does, upon a-surgeon’s temptation not to save 
the life of a man who, he discovers, has abducted 
and robbed his blind sister, a situation which also 
strikes one as a little artificial. However, this is 
a small po?nut, and for the rest the film may be 
set down as generally excellent. The actor who 
plays the surgeon gives an exceptionally able read- 
ing of a difficult pari, and the others all do well. 
The film does not lack sensational episodes, and 
altogether is very satisfactory. We shall look 
forward to this firm’s future releases with much 
interest. (American Standard film. Tyler Film 
Company, Limited.) 

‘““THROUGH TRIBULATIONS TO HAPPINESS.” 

“Rien n'est bon que d’aimer, n’est vrai que 
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de souffrir.”’ So wrote de Musset, that disreputable 
old genius, who was, at any rate, an undeniable 
authority on the emotions. The passions are change- 
less, whatever the vicissitudes of the men and 
women in whom they are seated, and the French- 
man's mot is consequently as true to-day as it ever 
was. Its sentiments are well illustrated in this 
film by the Pasquali Company, whose theme deals 
with the passions of love and suffering. It is in 
many ways a very fine picture, and one fancies 
there can be little reason to doubt the popularity 
awaiting it. It is a play in which the cinema- 
tographer’s scenic scope has been realised to the 
full, and, incidentally, it affords an intimate study 
of the picturesque life of an Italian village. One 


especially appreciates some of the film’s minor 
characters, obviously undertaken by actual pea- 
sants. They are much more effective, with their 


natural unaffected awkwardness, than any small- 
part actor or actress, whose “ professional rusti- 
cities” are usually rather annoying and always 
unreal on the stage. Why, by the way, does not. 
someone organise a company of “ Village Picture 
Players”? Mr. Charles MacEvoy’s company from 
the Aldbourne Village Theatre gave one of the 
most delightiul shows ever seen in London when 
they came here some few years back, and to repeat 
the success with the cinematograph should be even 
easier. The camera is far harder on unnaturalness 
than the footlights, and correspondingly apprecia- 
tive of the “real thing.” A tactful producer should 
have little difficulty in securing a series of wonder- 
fully vivid and unique village dramas down Dorset- 
shire way. Messrs. Pathé have already done some- 
thing of the kind in their wonderful little film, 
“A Marriage among the Tartars,’ which was

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which was distinctly one of the best things we have 
seen on a screen. To return to the Pasquali subject, 
“Through Tribulations to Happiness,” as regards 
its story, 1t contains plenty of spirited action, 
much love, and many tears. There is quite a 
thrilling knife fight in its earlier portion, and a 
somewhat unusual scene in an Italian convict pri- 
son. Its appeal as ‘a graphic illustration of the 
power the law may give a man over a woman ” 
would probably be felt rather more strongly in 
Italy than here, where, fortunately, our justice is 
a little broader; at the same time, realising its 
essentially Italian setting, one is quite able to 
sympathise. ‘An Act of Providence: She sees 
her husband run over by a motor-car,” is not a 
very happily worded sub-title, by the way, though 
it is right enough in relation to its context. We 
understand, however, that it is to be altered, and, 
in any case, it is but a detail. (“ Pasquali” film.

IS HE ELIGIBLE? 

This is an amusing and cleverly unfolded little 
story, at times quite sharply satirical. It has 
been admirably arranged and produced, the in- 
terest being well maintained till the end. In many 
ways, indeed, it is quite an exceptionally good film 
comedy. Miss Mary Fuller as the private detec 
tive, who falls in love with the man whose circum- 
stances she is investigating, is entirely charming. 
She is both a pretty girl and a clever artist, which 
is by no means too usual a combination. Also 
good is Miss Susanne Willis as the mother of the 
“Young Lady of Fashion.” It is a rather horrid 
part to have to play—a vulgar, snobbish, would- 
be society woman, who employs detectives to dis- 
cover the means and position of her daughter's 
lover—and it is a credit to her art that she does 
not flinch from being as unpleasant as possible.

THE RIVALS. : } 
This is quite a delightful comedy, really deli- 


cately handled, and not without its moments of 
pathos. Coming from a company which has already 
built itself a reputation for so different a class 
of work as historical romance, it strikes one as 
being particularly creditable. It is certainly a 
strong tribute to those clever Spanish players’ 
versatility. As regards the plot of the film, the . 


questions of honour involved in the matter of the 
duel may not, perhaps, appeal quite so forcibly to 
Englishmen as they would to Spaniards, better 
accustomed to the mode of procedure in such circum- 
stances; at the same time, they are perfectly com- 


prehensible, and they lend the story an element of 
originality. For the rest, there is nothing which 
a British audience will not immediately understand 
and sympathise with. We have already remarked 
on the peculiar suitability of Spanish acting for 
films and for English people, as compared with the 
work of other Continental artists, and we need not, 
therefore, return to the subject here. One cannot 
leave the film, however, without mentioning the 
performance of the actor who plays “ Robert.” He 
is quite an ideal actor for the cinematograph, full 
of quite extraordinary dignity and power, and even 
making his personality felt “over the screen ”—a 
difficult accomplishment. He is also capable of © 
excellent light comedy. We desire his better 
acquaintance in the future. (“ Hispano” film.

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Cape Town and Its Picture Theatres. 


(By Our Own Special Correspondents.) 


Woodstock, a pleasant suburb of Cape Town, 
quickly reached either by tram or train. It is better 
known to the older inhabitants by the name of Pa- 
pendorp. Here the Empire Electric Theatre, situated 
in the main road, opposite Walmer Road, is to be 
found doing good business with a first-class pro- 
ztamme, which is changed twice a week. A walk 
uf five minutes, to the Albert Road, brings you 
‘0 the Woodstock Picture Palace, owned by Mr. 
W. Barton. This is a very comfortable hall, 
seating about 400. A good steady picture is 
thrown on the screen by means of a Pathé pro- 
jector, the performance taking about 24 hours 
each evening. 


Almost opposite, and in the same road, is the 


Foresters’ Hall, a large building with abundant . 


=xits and every up-to-date appliance. The picture, 
18 ft. by 6 ft., is thrown. by an Ernemann (1912, 
two machines). The proprietors are Messrs. J. 
Van der Poel and J. Zenettin, and the service is 
supplied by the Tivoli film department. 


In the same road is the St. Luke’s Hall, the 
nome of the Academy Bioscope, seating about 400. 
This also is a nice hall, and one that is exceedingly 
well managed. - 


The only picture theatre at Observatory is that 
controlled by the Star Bioscope Company (Messrs. 
Fox and Hoffman). The hall seats 300 and is 
xtuate at the junction of Lower Main with Trill 
Road. A Pathé machine is responsible for a 
very clear 16 ft. picture, while a Butcher’s No. 3 
is in reserve. The Tivoli film department. pro- 
vides the programme, which commences at 8 p.m. 
every evening, with a matinee on Wednesday and 
Saturday. 

The Town Hall at Rondebosch (a partly residen- 
tian suburb of Cape Town) is open on two evenings 
'n the week, Monday and Wednesday, only.. The 
all, which is run by Mr. O. Schultze, has accom- 
modation for about 800. The programme is 
varied at each performance, and is supplied by 
Fisher's ‘Elite ” Bioscope (Film. Department). 
Business here is very brisk. 

Another venture of Mr. O. Schultze is the 
Town Hall at Claremont, where performances are 
given each evening. Mr. J. Ceroff is in control 


here. The seating accommodation is 550, and a 
small orchestra, consisting of three ladies, renders 
delightful music. A Gaumont projector is in use, 
and gives a clear steady picture 15 ft. by 18 ft. 


The Pavilion Picture Palace, Claremont, is run 
by the Star Bioscope Company, with Mr. Hoffman 
himself as manager. This is one of our latest 
and most imposing picture theatres. Specially 
designed and built for the owners, the hall seats 
500 in all—350 on the ground floor and 150 in the 
balcony. A Butcher Empire gives great satis- 
faction, also a “Tivoli” service. The Pavilion 
is undoubtedly the premier picture house of the 
suburbs : 


Competition at Wynberg is very keen indeed. 
There are three houses—vzz., the Imperial, Royal 
and Town Hall—at each of which excellent 
business is the rule. The two last named are 
run by the same Company, Fisher’s Elite Bios- 
cope, and at the Town Hall variety is given in 
addition to pictures. ; 


The Independent Film Exchange (S.A.), Johan- 
nesburg, have opened a branch of their business in 
Cape Town. Their offices, at Fletcher’s Chambers, 
Darling Street, are under the management of Mr. 
Funke, when I learned that his firm will deal in 
Union Bioscope Company, Church Square. During 
the week I had an interesting chat with Mr. 
Funke, when I learned that the firm will deal in 
new films only. The competition in Cape Town 
has become so keen that second-hand films are 
practically useless. The Independent Film Ex- 
change are not bound down to any particular make 
of film, and will buy the best on the market. 


In the few notes I have been able to send you 
up to the present it is inevitable that many Pic- 
ture houses not only in the suburban districts but 
in Cape Town itself remain unnoticed; but what 
has been said will, I trust, sufficiently indicate to 
you that this form of entertainment has already a 
firm hold on the public, that the film services 
are controlled by men thoroughly alive to their 
business, and that, as showmen, the exhibitors in 
and around Cape Town compare very favourably 
with their fellows in any part of the globe. 


The season has commenced at New Brighton, 
and the Tower Theatre opened its doors once 
again on Saturday last. A variety entertainment, 
interspersed with pictures, was given, and the 
house, which will accommodate from two to three

The interestiag letter from Mr. Bey, which 
appears on oug ‘‘ Parliament ’’ page, well deserves 
the serious attention of the Trade: Mr. Bey makes 
a1 appeal which is, in many respects, both 
timely and practical. But, while we are in agree- 
ment with many of the pointe thus raised, we 
cannot commit ourselves to a decided approval of 
the policy of protection advocated by Mr. Bey. 

There can be no serious objection to the proposal 
that the exhibitors should join forces and co- 
operate in a movement to raise the prices of ad- 
mission. The penny show is a thing of the past; 
in the very early days of cinematography it 
served its purpose ; but now, when our art is being 
recognised on all sides, when educationalists, 
«ientists, and even Governments are talking of 
the wonderful powers possessed by the cinemato- 
graph, surely the picture theatre can claim to be 
something more than just the amusement of the 
masses, and, as such, limited to charging the lowest 
Price for admission. 

But the argument does not end here. Some- 
thing more radical is suggested—namely, that 
competition should be checked, by protection, or, 
in other words, by a real, live boycott. What is 
easier, indeed, than this showmen’s combine pre- 
venting the newcomer obtaining films from any 
hirert’ Such, in effect, is the policy put ‘le by

Mr. Bey, and let us at once say that it is one 
to which the strongest objections can be brought 
forward. The idea that competition—wasteful and 
unnecessary, if you like—must be stopped, that the 
moving picture industry, or, rather, the showman’s 
branch of it, shall be left in the hands of the few— 
may sound alluring, but, in practice, we think it 
would prove detrimental to all concerned. After 
all, competition—legitamate, healthy competition— 
is to be welcomed, as keeping up the high standard 
which the public now expects; and the species of 
competition known as “cut-throat,” in the long 
run, invariably recoils upon those responsible for 
its introduction. It must be remembered, too, 
that the licensing authorities under the Cinemato- 
graph Act have been granted large discretionary 
powers, and, as has happened in certain cases, the 
fact that there are as many picture palaces as a 
particular neighbourhood can support is often 
the ground upon which a new licence is refused. 

While we disagree with this portion of our 
correspondent’s letter, we again express the hope 
that our readers will not hesitate to express their 
views on the matter. It concerns everyone in the 
Trade, for it is a serious attempt to deal with an 
evil, and we trust that thle correspondence which 
will follow will prove of assistance in the ultimate 
solving of a very difficult. question.

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THE EDUCATIVE PICTURE PLAY. 


EDISON’S 


Among the many virtues of the cinematograph, 
one of the greatest, it is everywhere admitted, is 
its power for education. In this respect the 
moving picture is quite unique. Education by 
cinematography is no narrow phrase, confining 
the bioscope’s capabilities for instructiveness to the 
avowedly didactic scientific or industrial picture ; 
it refers to the art as a whole. No one has more 
aptly summed up the position than the individual 
—whoever he may be—who first decribed the 
picture show as an entertainment which combined 
“Amusement with Instruction.” The picture 
show, besides being a Palace of Pleasure, is also a 
Treasure-house of Knowledge. The reason for this 
extraordinary superiority over any other form of 
amusement is, of course, the nature of the 
cinema’s entertainment. At every other kind of 
theatre the programme will be first-rate or second- 
rate, or third-rate, according to its locality and 
according to the competence of the companies 
which visit it; sometimes it will provide melo- 
dramas, sometimes comedy, sometimes farce, and 
sometimes a limited sort of variety—but outside 
these stereotyped lines it has very little scope. 
The Cinematograph Theatre, on the other hand, 
can always give a programme of the very highest 
order irrespective of place or local conditions, 
because it can accommodate the world’s greatest 
players as readily as the most obscure, and can 
present a gorgeous spectacle no less easily than a 
drawing-room comedy. 

Of course, one cannot say of every film that it 
is educative; the sole object of many is amuse- 
ment pure and simple. At the same time there 
is a very large number of pictures which, while 
not classified generally as educational, are often 
more truly instructive than many whose didactic 
aims are declared. There is one firm, whose work 
in this respect strikes one as being exceptionally 
splendid—The Edison Company. There is almost 
always something to be learned from an Edison 
film, notwithstanding the fact) that it is, in 
addition, a very fine drama, or an amusing comedy. 
One is especially reminded of the truth of this 
teflection or seeing a recent Edison production, 
“The Spanish Cavalier.” This picture is not only 
an enthralling little drama, but also a valuable 
“historical impression.” Its plot is laid in Spain 
at the commencement of the fifteenth century, 
and one would have to go far to receive a more 
vivid idea of the manners and appearances of that 
interesting epoch. In spite of its real historical 
value, however, there is nothing oppressively 
scholastic about the play ; it is simply a charming 
and romantic story, whose appeal is not identified 
with any particular age, set against an historical 
background. 

To leave the educational side and to turn to

the artistic, ‘The Spanish Cavalier”’ is really a 
very excellent drama, played out amidst charming 
natural scenery, or, where artificial staging is 
necessitated, carefully and effectively staged. Such 
pictures as the medieval balcony and the open, 
windy heath will linger long in the memory ; they 
are quite exquisite. There is another very delight- 
ful scene in a little monastery chapel, where the 
lovers are married—reminiscent of Romeo and 
Juliet’s nuptials—though the ceremony might 
have been enacted towards the altar instead of 
towards the camera. The scene outside the 
witch's dwelling (of which we give an illustratioa) 
is admirably arranged, especially effective, being 
the means by which the lover is shown an image 
of his distant lady tormented by the attentions of 
a rival. It is a pity, by the way, that the pro- 
ducer of the film should have thought it, necessary 
to affix a trade mark ‘‘sticker ” to the wall in one 
of his scenes. This is an offensive practice at all 
times and especially so in an historical picture. 
However, the Edison Company are by no means so 
guilty in this respect as certain other firms. 


“The Spanish Cavalier” is well acted in every 
case, perhaps the most notable performance being 


that of Miss Laura Sawyer as the Senorita. Mr. 
Charles Sutton as the Priest is also excellent. He 
makes the scene of his sacrifice, where he bars the 
door with his naked arms thrust into the bolt 
sockets in order that the lovers may escape, both 
thrilling and pathetic. 

The story of the film tells how a spanish cavalier 
marries a beautiful girl who is also wooed by a 
member of the Inquisition Whilst her husband 
is away, this latter renews his suit, and, meeting 
with no response, has the girl arrested on a charge 
of heresy. She is condemned by the Inquisition 
to a hideous death, but the good priest, who per- 
formed the marriage ceremony, carries news of 
her plight to her husband, and together they effect 
her escape, not, however, before the holy father 
has sacrificed his life for the sake of the two lovers.

The story of this delightful film comedy is more 
than usually original, and more than usually effec- 
tive. It tells of a young lady who, searching after 
new sensations, masquerades as a servant in the 
house of her aunt, who has not seen her since she 
was a baby. In this humble capacity she en- 
ounters a desirable young man, who falls in love 
with her so truly that he does not flinch even when 
he discovers that she is, as he supposes, a serving 
maid. Everything, ot course, is cleared up in the 
end to every body’s entire satisfaction, and the two 
lovers become happily engaged. As may be 
imagined, this plot affords a vast amount of oppor- 
tunity for situations, both charming and amusing, 
and, in every case, they seem to have been made the 
most of. The young man’s discovery that the girl 
he loves is apparently a domestic servant, who 
opens the door to him at the house where he is 
willing; the aunt’s righteous horror when she sur- 
prises her visitor embracing’ her maid; the girl’s 
revelation of herself to her lover in her true charac- 
wr; and the charming finish—all these are admir- 
ably arranged and admirably carried out. It is a 
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little improbable, perhaps, that the aunt should 
not have seen her nieos since infancy, despite the 
‘fact that they are presumably living at no great 
distance from each other; still, it is possible, and, 
in any case, is a trifling matter. For the rest, 
“A> Man and a Serving Maid” is as thoroughly 
delightful and essentially English a comedy as 
one could desire. It will appeal to everyone, and 
its popularity should be world-wide. 


We have not left ourselves much space in which to 
speak of “The Passing of the Old Four-wheeler,” 
though this, again, is too excellent a picture to 
deserve neglect.

A New Micro-Cinematographic Outfit. 


One of the chief uses of the cinematograph lies 
in the field of scientific research, and anything that 
will assist in the taking of moving pictures in 
any one branch of natural science is to be welcomed. 
In micrography the camera is earsentially valu- 
able, but the difficulties in the way of its general, 
‘o say nothing of universal], use have been many 
and various. Infinite patience, labour, expense, 
aid, above all, experience of both micrography and 
anematography, have been needed to produce re- 
rds of the living microorganism. The general 
ue of the micro-camera has, therefore, been limited, 
and so micro-photography, at least, other than the 
taking of snapshot photographs, has not advanced 
at the pace one would have wished. Our foremost 
producers have certainly obtained some very valu- 
able subjects, that have without question been of 
the greatest use in the development of the science, 
ut it is a fact that the full field of the cinema 
wgraph’s usefulness will not be attained until the 
nicro-cinematograph is introduced into every bac- 
vriological and scientific institution in the country. 

We have recently been privileged to inspect: one 
of the most complete and practical outfits for micro- 
dnematograph work that can be conceived, and 
vhich will shortly be placed upon the market by 
the Ernemann Apparatus Company. A combination 
of motor-driven cinematograph camera and optical 
iench, mounted upon a firmly built iron stand, 
‘he whole apparatus takes up no more room than 
«n ordinary cinematograph projector. 

The iron stand is a very solidly constructed table 
on four iron pillars, provided with adjusting screws 
for levelling purposes. The table top has a baize 
covered base board for attachment of the microscope. 
On one end of the etand is a tripod, which carries 
a travelling iron plate, for attachment of the 
tamera. This pointa downwards directly over the 
microscope, a condition of affairs that might strike 
one, on first consideration, as being objectionable. 
In practice, however, this arrangement will be 
found to be most convenient, and is likely to be 
as universally adopted for this claas of work as the 
similarly poised camera is now almost always used 
for photographing titles. The camera used is an 
ordinary Ernemann cinematographic one, and is 
fitted with a means of direct observation of the 
object during the complete photographic operation. 
For micro-cinematograph work the ordinary 
camera lens is removed, and the smal] quadrangular 
bellows is attached. The lens board is extended 
between the camera and microscope for making 
a light tight connection. Although direct observa- 
tion is obtained through the magnifying loop tube 
projecting from one side of the camera, it is but 
& moment’s work to slip the expanding bellows off 
the microscope and swing the camera clear for 
direct observation through the microscope iteelf. 
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In this way critical observation can be miade direct 
at the microscope, and with the minimum of time 
the camera can be thrown into line, extension bel- 
lows fitted, and photograph taken, and the observa- 
tion, during the whole photographic period, con- 
tinued through the magnifying loop tube of the 
camera. The optical bench is one of the neatest 
things we have seen, and consists of a beautifully 
planed up girder, on which is mounted a small 
hand-operated aro lamp, possessing all the usual 
movements of feeding, swinging, tilting, ete. Next, 
is a 60 min. diameter condenser, an adaptation pf 
the Herschel type, consisting of a combination of 
a meniscus and plano convex: lens, and which in 
practice gives a most even field of illumination, 
almost entirely free from spherical aberration, a 
point of the very greatest importance in the light 
ing of micro slides or specimens. Between the light 
and the swivel mirror at the base of the microscope, 
is a liquid light filter and heat absurber, which 
appears to be most efficient. ‘Tested with a spectro- 
scope, it was found that the filter absorbed the ultra 
violet ray, so rendering the sensitivity of the film 
more approximately equal to that of the human 
eye. This point is of considerable importance in 
the photographing of coloured subjects, and we 
should think that if, in addition, negative stock 
were used treated with evsin, and thereby rendered 
more highly orthochromatic than usual, the greatest 
detail would, without difficulty, be obtained in the 
photographing of such subjects as red blood cor- 
puscles. Again, although a three.ampere are lamp 
is employed, and, indeed, found sufficient for all 
purposes, the heat that would be obtained without | 
the restraining action of the light filter would be 
enormous. 

Such is the description of the micro-cinemato- 
graph outfit, which, however, will not be complete 
without special reference to the motor-drive of the 
camera. Power is from 1-18 h.p. motor, connected 
directly to an ordinary lamp socket, und fitted on 
an oak board beneath the stand. In circuit with the 
motor is a foot contact spring for starting pnd 
stopping purposes. Thus the operator has both 
hands free to attend to his illuminating, film, and 
other adjustments, and can easily, when the critical 
moment arrives, obtain his cinematograph record 
without in any way distracting attention from the 
subject’ photographed. 

Whilst it cannot be said that no knowledge is 
required, it is certain that anyone acquainted with 


- the use of the microscope and the arrangement of 


the illuminating apparatus, can, with the minimum 
of photographic knowledge, obtain cinematographic 
reproductions of any moving micro-organism. 
The price of the complete outfit—optical bench, 
camera, motor, etc.—is about £65, so it is well 
within the reach of the smallest laboratory.

A FEW NOTES FROM SCOTLAND BY 


Tam glad to find that the harsh decision of the 
Glasgow magistrates regarding “turns” at local 
picture houses is not being accepted too kindly. 
As an instance of what I mean, I may quote the 
following letter, which has just appeared in a 
Glasgow newspaper: — “Are the Glasgow magi- 
strates supposed to be our city ‘fathers’”? perti- 
rently asks the writer. “On behalf of the picture 
hall ‘turns’ I make this appeal to them. It was 
decided by a small majority not to allow ‘turns’ 
at picture houses. Did the majority take into 
consideration the want and misery it would’ cause 
by doing so? I know of a case in Glasgow where 
s young lady has been the sole support of her 
parents for the past eighteen months by singing in 
picture halls. How is this family going to live? 
The magistrates refuse her the right to work, yet 
they grant liquor licences to our local music-halls, 
who make a speciality of booking foreign ‘turns.’ 
Do these ‘turns’ have to pay rates and taxes the 
same as we local people do?” 

I may say that the writer signs himself as a 
“Picture Hall Turn,” and I congratulate him on 
his original and well-reagoned epistle. For no 
apparent reason, artistes who hitherto have been 
depending for their livelihood upon their appearance 
in picture palaces are now barred from, doing so, 
and they are naturally anxious that the example 
et by the Glasgow magistrates should not be 
emulated by the civic authorities in other localities. 
It was quite evident, during the recent sitting of 
the Glasgow Licensing Court, that the decision 
was arrived at by the narrowest of majoritiee—just 
by a single vote, as I calculated in last issue— 
and Ido not think that the matter should be 
allowed to rest here. We must fight for our righte 
on every occasion, and we must fight every inch of 
our ground determinedly and unitedly. 

Since writing the above I have been handed a 
copy of a memorial which the members of the 
Glassow and District Cinematograph Exhibitors’ 
Amociation have prepared for submiasion to the 
local magistrates, and in another part of this issue 
I deal with this important “manifesto” in full. 

Up North we are following with the keenest of 
interest the proceedings before a Special Committee 
of the House of Commons regarding the proposed 
liensing of film stores, and I need hardly say 
that we take the same attitude as expressed in the 
editorial columns of THE Broscops. It ie admitted 
on all hands that the recent “leader” relating to 
this important question hit the position off—from 
our own point of view—to the satisfaction of all 
in the Trade.

According to the present invention, a moving surface or

Figs. 2 and 3 show how the movable mirror e can be

To each advance made 
by the film there corresponds on the cam a part of the right 
band groove, so that the mirror e and the film remain 
sationary and move at the same time.

The inventor’s claims are :— 
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1. In a cinematographic Bpperains of the type herein- 
before referred to and in which the rays of light are de- 
flected by means of fixed and movable surfaces, causing a 
moving surface or surfaces to reciprocate towards and away 
from a fixed surface or surfaces whilat always being main- 
tained in parallelism therewith substantially as described. 


3. Apparatus as specified in Claim 2, in which the 
mirror is located in front of the object-glass of the cine- 
matograph and inclined laterally, whilst a movable mirror 
is arranged parallel to the said fixed mirror and provided 
with means whereby it is moved alternately away trom and 
towards the said fixed mirror in concordance or register 
with the advancing mc vementa of the film, substantially as 
and for the purpose described. 


3. Apparatus as specified in Claim 2, in which the 
movable mirror is moved in such manner that it stops at 
its extreme positions and at one or more intermediate - 
tions at the same instants that the film stops behind the 
object-glass, substantially as and for the purpose described. 


4. The improved stereo-cinematograph apparata, sub- 
stantially as herciubetore described and illustrated in the 
Accompanying drawings.

SUNDAY OPENING IN DUBLIN. 


SPECIALLY REPORTED BY “ PADDY.’’ 


Now that the question of Sunday opening is’ 
occupying the attention of the Trade generally, 
it may interesting to read the report of a 
recent Sunday opening case before the Recorder 
of Dublin. As mentioned in a previous issue of 
Tae SBroscorz, the Provincial Cinematograph 
Theatres, Limited, do not, themselves, open their 
theatres in Dublin on Sunday. At the same time 
they lease the premises in Mary Street, known:as 
the Volta Electric Theatre, to a syndicate, for the 


purpose of holding Sunday performances. Although ° 


no licence had been granted for music a string 
band was always in attendance. A few days ago 
the manager of the Company's Dublin theatres 
applied for a renewal of a music and dancing 
licence. 

Mr. Robertson, Chief Crown Solicitor’s Office, 
objected on behalf of the police, and said the 
ground of the opposition wa3 that the licence had 
been expressly given for six days a week only, and 
not for Sundays. Notwithstanding that, the 
premises in St. Mary Street, were kept open on 
Sundays, and the cinematograph show with music 
was given every Sunday. 


The Recorder: This was the case in which the 
rector of the parish was very indignant? 


Mr. Roberteon said it was a case that had been 
very specially dealt with, and the licence was 
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granted on the distinct understanding that the 
place was not to be opened on Sunday. 


The Recorder: The Corporation. ahould not 
have allowed that to go on near a church. Such a 
thing would not be allowed for a moment in 
England. 


Mr. Bell (for the Provincial Cinematograph 
Company) said he would give an undertaking for 
the future that no music would be allowed on 
Sundays. 


Mr. Robertson said the undertaking as to music 
had been deliberately broken, and he thought the 
company should be punished for it, and the appli- 
cation, so far as 45, St. Mary Street was concerned, 
should not be granted. 

Mr. Burke, Assistant Law Agent to the Cor- 
poration, said the manager had been but recently 
appointed, and he was not to blame. 

The Recorder said he thought there was a duty 
to have instituted a prosecution in the case where 
the undertaking was violated. 

Subsequently the Recorder allowed a six days’ 
licence in respect of ‘the Grafton and Sackville 
Picture houses. The Mary Street licence was 
withheld until July when application was to be 
made again. Liberty to carry on business in the 
meantime was granted.

Sin, —Considering that you have always devoted 
sour well-to-do paper to the welfare of the cine- 
matograph business and Trade, I shall be obliged 
{ you will insert the following letter in your 
paper, and give it all the publicity that it deserves, 
es it not only concerns the showmen, but the whole 
Trade in general. 

When the cinematograph~ business started two 
or three years ago in England, the position was 
quite different to what it is now. Our theatres 
were not half so elaborate as the public now 
expects them to be; the programmes were mostivy 
second and third runs: topicals were not in so 
sreat demand, and competition. was not as keen 
as it is. Also, to face the requirements of the 
public, bigger halls have been built, for which we 
have to pay very big rents, and new rule; and regu- 
lations coming on the top of all this—such as oblig- 
ing us to relieve all our staff once a week, and 
giving the profits of the Sunday business to charity 
—has put practically every cinematograph show 
or company in a very awkward position for the last 
twelve months. As a matter of fact, I do not 
think I am wrong in saying that half the shows in 
London are just paying their way, and the others 
are being run at a loss. Besides, we are all 
dependent on a more or le-s fine summer, and, 
thould we have the same weather as we experience| 
last year, I dare say we shall see a great many 
more failures than we have already heard of this 
year. On the other hand;.it must be admitted 
that the business, far from going down, has been 
going up, and undoubtedly the receipts all round 
—those for the showmen, and alzo those for the 
hirers—have been on the increase. But expenses 
nave been rising, also, in a much bigger proportion. 
and this is what has done the most harm to our 
business, to the extent that many propositions 
which were good schemes at the time are practi- 
rally worthless to-day. 

If only the showmen would join together and 
agree to raise the 6d. shows to 9d., and the 3d. 
ones to 4d., I feel sure that weshould all be in quit? 
adifferent position, and not only would the show- 
men do a lot better, but the Trade would benefit 
by it. It is ridiculous to think that, if the public 
pays 6d. it cannot afford 9d., considering the 
amount of improvements which it is looking for 
and expecting to find in cinematograph shows: 
and, if the public really cares for the picture 
theatres it is aot an increase in price that is going 
to make it drop them. If we all combine, and 


keep up our prices to a higher level, I do not see 
how it could affect anybody, considering that every- 
waere the pub.ic goes it will have to pay a mini- 
mum price of 9d. and 4d.: therefore, the position 
between the showmen will be exactly equal to 
what it is now, the only difference being that his 
profits will be increased by 30 per cent or 40 per 
cent. It may be that many patrons, on account ot 
the increased prices, would not patronise our shows 
as often as they used to, but even then the pro- 
portion would be too small! to prevent us from 
considerably increasing our takings. I suggest 
that, if a committee were formed to deal with the 
matter. it would be very easy to come to an under- 
standing batween all showmen, as every neighbour- 
hood could be taken by itself. Also, a combine 
could be made, by wuich we could prevent new 
people coming into our business with the idea of 
cutting one ancther’s throats ;and,should a man or 
svndicat2 wish to attract business in an illegal 
way, the combine could very well prevent the new, 
man from getting his films from the hirers, except 
if he has secured beforehand permis‘ion to put 
up the show in a neighbourhood where the popula- 
tion will justify having one more theatre. 

An organisation of this kind would secure the 
success of the existing shows, and complete the 
efforts and the work that have been accomplished 
by the pioneers of the Trade, securing a!l against 
new intruders, whose only object: is, by an abund--: 
ance of capital, to eliminate people who deserve to. 
earn a living. : 

T have already approached four or five of the lead- 
ing companies in London, and they have 
promi‘ed m2 their full support, and are willing 
to join the movement which I am trying to start 
for the interest of all those who are now in the 
cinematograph business. [ shall be*glad if the 
readers of your paper will write and explain their 
views on the suggestion, and tell us whether they 
will join this movement, which is, to mv mind, the 
onlv’ way in which the welfare of the cinemato- 
graph Trade can be secured. 

T suggest that there shou'd be a combine wherein 
showmen, manufacturers, and hirers could join as 
one body, and act all together, as is the case in 
America, and even in England, in many trades, 
like the shipping, railwavs, theatres, etc., etc.— 
Youra, etc.,

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A BRITISH BATTLE PICTURE. 


** Muggins’ Defence of Khuma Hospital, India,”’ by Cricks and Martin, Limited. 


In the corners of most of our hearts there lurks 
a secret affection for Muggins—honest, bold, blunt, 
British Muggins—that popular picture hero, created 
by Messrs. Cricks and Martin, Limited, and long 
since a universal favourite with the great public of 
the cinematograph theatres. One cannot but ap- 
plaud the popularity of this “Tommy Atkins of 
the Bioscope’’; it is doing much to keep alive the 
fire of patriotism in the breasts of the multitude, 
and, as drama, if the Muggins stories are not par- 
ticularly subtle, they are, at any rate, essentially 
healthy and yvigorous. The truth is that, in at- 
tempting to outvie each other with artistic and 
spectacular productions, the manufacturers are some- 
times a little wont to lose sight of the avowed 
tastes of the public which supports them. There is 
room for every type of play, and there is no one who 
appreciates the “higher cinematograph drama” 
more fully than ourselves, but it must not be for-

gotten that British audiences love their fare to be 
straightforward and “solid” above all things. 
Foreign ‘‘ trimmings” are all very well to fill up 
the corners afterwards, but the true Englishman 
prefers the body of his repast to be substantial, 
familiar, and of a well tested palatableness. Of 
such a character is the history of Muggins, V.C., 
whose further adventures are now before us. 
“Muggins’ Defence of Khuma Hospital, India,” 
may be written down at once as a distinct success. 
It is even better than the well-known tale of how 
he first became a soldier and won the Victoria 
Cross. As its title indicates, the film’s action is 
supposed to take place in India, and iti does the 
producer of the picture much credit (when one re- 
members that it was made in England) that he has 
suggested the Eastern atmosphere with such great 


success. Every scene bears evidence of the same 
skilful and careful handling; indeed, the film in- 
cludes some of the best staging and “scenic arrange- 
ment” this firm has yet given us. 


THE RESCUE. 


Of the story there is little need to speak in detail, 
since it follows the same clear, logical lines as those 
which were adopted with so much success in plan- 
ning out the first Muggins picture. In too many 
war films the military tactics involved are so vague 
and obscure that one has the greatest difficulty in 
understanding their significance, with a consequent 
loss of dramatic interest; the theme and the action 
of the present film are entirely clear, however, and

no effort of the intelligence is needed to appreciate 
their meaning throughout. Despite the fact that 
the gallant Muggins found a wife at the end 
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first campaign, there is no lack of ‘love interest” 
in these, his further adventures, since Mrs. Muggins 
also travels to the front, and behaves there with a 
courage altogether worthy of her husband. She is, 
in fact, as much in the foreground as the hero 
himself, and her intrepid deeds in all sorts of 
terrifying circumstances will doubtless appeal with 


unusual force to masculine spectators. As may be 
imagined, “ Muggins’ Defence of Khuma Hospital” 
includes many vigorous battle scenes, in none of 
which is there any frugality of gunpowder. There 
is also a satisfactorily large ‘army.’ Altogether 
this is a most excellent picture, of a kind to which 
one is glad to extend the right hand of welcome. 


Glasgow Picture Houses and the “ Turns” Question. 
A MEMORIAL TO THE MAGISTRATES. 


The recently formed Glasgow and District Cine 
matograph Exhibitors’ Aseociation has given fur- 
ther evidence of its usefulness in the immediatg 
and active steps which have been taken in connection, 
with the recent local magisterial decision barring 
all “turns”? from picture houses, unless the latter 
conform to every condition of the ordinary music- 
hall licence. This question has been alluded to so 
thoroughly in recent issues of THE Broscors that 
it is quite unnecessary to re-explain how the present 
impossible impasse has come about, but the im- 
portant sequel, that a memorial from the Exhibi- 
tors’ Association has just been presented to the 
magistrates of the city for their consideration and 
sympathy, is worth extended mention. This memo- 
rial was drawn up, and has been signed by Mr. 
J. J. Bennell, the president; Mr. George Green, 
the vice-president; Mr. John F. Ballantyne, solici- 
tor; and the Secretary; and congratulations are 
due to the memorialists for the very thorough and 
exhaustive manner in which they have put all the 
important pointe before the members of the Bench. 
We cannot do better than give the gist of the 
memorial, and in doing so we may express the 
sincere hope that the magisterial sympathy and 
interest will be sufficiently enlisted to bring about 
a revision of the decision recently arrived at. 

The memorial states that the local Exhibitors’ 
Association has had under consideration the effect 
of the decision announced at the recent Licensing: 
Court, and the members submit that that decision 
is so incongruous in many of its bearings that it 
is very desirable it should be reconsidered with a 
View to its revision. It is submitted to the magi- 
strates that the whole difficulty arises from tho 
fact that “the by-laws and regulations for the 
safety and comfort of the public, and for main- 
taining order in the musichalls in the City and 
Royal Burgh of Glasgow” were framed and issued 
ten years ago, when the conditions of the places 
provided for public amusement in the city were 
esentially different from what obtain at the present 
time, and it is pertinently suggested that the ques- 
tion of amendment and alteration of these “ by- 
laws” might well occupy their Honours’ attention, 
with a view to whether they could not be so 
altered, amended, and modified as to make them 
applicable to entertainments, amusement, and public 
halls, whose conditions vary in many respects from 


the conditions of music-halls and theatres, for the 
control of which those by-laws were originally 
framed. It is pointed out that the public halls of 
the city—both those owned by the Corporation and. 
those controlled by private ownere—are different 
in all eseentials from the ordinary variety theatre 
or music-hall, as also are the cinematograph halls, 
which are of recent growth. Yet the public halls 
and cinematograph theatres are obliged to apply for 
the same licence as the musichalls — commonly 
known as a musichall licence—because no other 
form of licence is known or recognised in the city, 


.and yet none of them, desires such a licence. The 


opinion was expressed from the Bench that all and 
every regulation imposed upon other halls in the 
city should be equally applicable to the Corpora- 
tion halls. But how did this work out in actual 
practice? The Corporation halls might be let for 
concerts and public meetings, but a hall used 
mainly for cinematograph exhibitions might not be 
so let. 

Thereafter the memorialists urge that in cine- 
matograph halls the seats are, in terms of the re- 
gulations, fixed to the floor; whereas in Corporation 
halls, even when being used solely for a cinema- 
tograph exhibition, the seats are not so fixed. To 
be consistent, this regulation should be insisted 
on. The Association, however, at once recognises 
that these halla supply a necessity in the ¢ity, 
and to insist upon the enforcement of that regula- 
tion only shows clearly how forcible is the claim 
of the memorialists for the framing of a new 
set of regulations for halls, be they cinematograph 
or public halls, as apart from music-halls proper. 
One of the applicants asked if his cinematograph 
licence would permit him to arrange for a lecturer 
to explain his pietures, or for a singer behind the 
screen to illustrate them, and he was told by the 
Chairman of the Bench that a singer behind the 
screen would be equally objectionable to a singer 
in front of the screen, but that in reference to a 
lecturer it would be a question for the decision of 
the Sheriff. It is submitted to their Honours 
that this is a most unreasonable position in which 
to place cinematograph exhibitors. They desire 
to keep within the bounds of the law, and yet they 
may be breaking it if even a manager sieps in 
front of the curtain to make an announcement, or a 
lecturer describes a picture from the platform, or

The Master of Works 
and Chief Officer of the Fire Brigade—and this is 
s particularly vital and all-important fact men- 
tioned in the memorial—have long since suggested 
to the magistrates for their consideration whether 
the cases in question would not be met if the 
licence granted contained a condition prohibiting 
more than two turns and the use of scenery. The 
magistrates of Newcastleon-Tyne, faced with simi- 
lar difficulties, it is mentioned, have met them in 
the way suggested. 

The Exhibitors’ Association has carefully con- 


sidered the by-laws and regulations relative to | 


musichalls, and finds that, except on two points, 
most of the halls holding cinematograph licences, 
comply with such regulations. The regulations 
with which they do-not comply are regulations 3, 
4, 5, 8, 10, 11, and 12. Regulation 3 is, in the 
case of most of the halls, complied with, at least in 
spirit, and, up to the present time, they have mct 
with the approval of the Master of Works and Fire 
Master. That regulation stipulates that all rooms 
(except the floors thereof), and all lobbies and stairs 
wed by or for performers, shall be constructed of 
incombustible material, and such rooms shall be 
provided with sufficient lobbies and stairs and easy 
means of cgress to the streets. It is quite obvious 
that that regulation is intended to apply to an 
ordinary music-hall, with scenery and a large com- 
pany of artistes carrying with them large pro- 
perties. It is not the intention of any of the 
cinematograph halls to employ more than two 
artistes per week, and it becomes obvious at once— 
in view of the ordinary exits from the hall, and 
seeing that there is only an ordinary platform, 
without scenery and stage properties, and that there 
is direct communication with.the hall and direct 
egress to the strects—that such regulations are 
unnecessary. The provisions are for the safety 
of the artistes, and it is submitted to their Honours 
that the safety is amply provided for in every hall 
in Glasgow—whether it be a Corporation hall, a 
privately owned hall, or a cinematograph hall. 
Then it is mentioned that the other regulationg 
referred to are all connected with fire appliances, 


which, on examination, are required because of 
scenery, flimsy dresses, and other properties, and 
the electrical appliances in and around the stage 
of an ordinary music-hall. ATI halls, and in par- 
ticular cinematograph halls, are fully equipped 
with fire appliances to the satisfaction of the autho- 
rities, though they are not provided with hydrants 
inside, which so obviously are necessary in the 
case of the ordinary variety theatre. Everything 
of an inflammable nature in a cinematograph hall 
is enclosed in a fireproof chamber—zi.e., the only 
things likely to create exceptional danger in a 
cinematograph hall as apart from any other public 
building are the films—and should any of these 
become ignited, arrangements are 90 made that only 
a very small section of the film will burn. Assum- 
ing, however, that the whole film should take fire, 
then it will burn itself out in the cinematograph 
chamber (which is fireproof), and cannot reach 
the auditorium. The provisions for the safety of 
the public in cinematograph halls are as complete 
as it is humanly possible to make them. The 
memorialists mention that safety is the only matter 
with which their Honours have any concern, and 
that it is surely idle for anyone to suggest that the 
introduction of two “turns” per week without 
scenery and without any electrical effects on the 
platform will create any additional danger. On 
the contrary, no possible danger could accrue to 
any audience by the granting of such a licence, 
and any sense of wrong and injustice would thus 
be removed from’ the exhibitors’ own minds, and 
from the minds of thousands of patrons. 

In conclusion, the memorialists claim to be large 
ratepayers, and very large consumers of gas and 
electricity, and also to be factors in the good 
government of the city—for the Chief Constable 
himself had expressed the opinion that they had 
contributed towards the reduction of drunkenness. 
Their entertainments give delight and pleasure to 
thousands, and they therefore cannot see any fair 
reason why they should not have liberty to give a 
little change to the continuity of the pictures and 
a relief to the eyes of their patrons by the addition 
of one or two singers during an evening—thus 
adding to the pleasure of all concerned. -

sacrifice a little light by using coal gas from house 
supply, but have been informed that the difference 
ig as two or four to one in favour of the mixed jet. 
Will you kindly let me know if this is so, also what 
light I may expect to get and the name of the 
best injector jet on the market? 

Either what Hypro has read is a misprint, or 
he has written it incorrectly. 1,600, not 16,000, 
candle power is what one might expect with either a 
high powered mixed or injector jet, under proper 
manipulation. The reason, Hypro, why so many 
people obtain a poor light with the injector jet is 
because wrong fittings are used. With a mixed 
jet and two gases under pressure automatic regu- 
lators delivering gas at a pressure of two to five 
Ibs. per square inch give the best results. This 
type of regulator is, very well-known, and, indeed, 
is the one that so many people use for the oxygen 
supply of the injector jet. Now it is clear that 
as the oxygen has to inject. the sluggish low- 
pressure coal gas of the house supply, a consider- 


ably higher pressure of oxygen is necessary to | 


obtain anything like the consumption of gas 
needed to obtain an effective light. For injector

Tonniz (South Africa) asks for replies to the 
following queries:—(1) “I have a petrol-driven. 
dynamo, designed to give out 43 amperes at 60-70 
volts. I have a 120 volt resistance, but, having 
cut out a dozen coils, have no means of regulating 
my current, so sometimes I get 30 amperes (when 
‘carbons are new) and at other times 20 amperes. 
(2) I have a 1911 model Brewstergraph. It is 
fitted with a 5 in. lens and with a throw of 60 
ft. I obtain a 12 ft. picture. The picture is 
not brilliant enough—I wonder if a better lens 
would improve matters, or: if a 44 in. lens of the 
same make would benefit me. 

Now, Tonxre, answering both your queries 
together, your trouble is through insufficient 
current, ‘and when you overcome that difficulty 
you will obtain a better light, and will find no 
necessity to change your lenses. Before, however, 
dealing with your resistance as a means of increas- 


- ing your current, we would say that a 44 in. 


lens would, instead of giving you a brighter 
picture, give you one larger in area, and so, obvi- 
ously, as you have only a definite amount of light 
to deal with, give you a picture less brilliant than 
you now ‘obtain. “However, to revert to your 
generating eet, are you certain that you aré ob- 
taining the current voltage of 60-70% You 
understand, I suppose, that the voltage generated 
is of considerable importance to the amount of 
current that would flow through. your are: lamp.

By the same South African mail comes another 
etter from GRANDIOME, who says he is commencing 
‘perating in a chamber which is situated over 
twenty feet above the top of the screen. His 
aificulty is to obtain a sharp 20 ft. picture with a 
100 ft. throw. He says he prefers to have the 
steen hanging straight down. He also asks how 
uany amperes should be used to obtain a good 
‘ght, and queries if 50 amperes would be sufficient. 


We are afraid, GRANDIOME, that you are working 
under abnormal conditions and may have some 
tle difficulty in doing as you wish. With a 
ugh-class lens the screen would need to be drawn 
a little out of the vertical to obtain a clearly 
defined picture. Of course, ideally, the screen 
sould be set at right angles (in every way) to the 
ntre ray of light from the projector, but in 
‘our particular case we should be inclined to 
‘split the difference.” It will not be so. much the 
‘out of focus” you will have to contend with as 
istortion. It is indeed surprising what latitude 
one has in screen movement before throwing the 
feture out of focus, providing, of course, the 
position of lens remains undisturbed. Distortion, 
of course, there always will be whenever a screen 
is tilted or swung round to the side, but hardly 
sufficient perhaps in your case to call for severe 
‘titicism, Regarding current consumption, we are 
idfraid that 50 amperes would be insufficient for 
sour purpose. If 50 amperes is the limit of your 
generator you will, of course, have to put up with 
. but for a really satisfactory picture, such as one 
*ould require if there were anything like serious 
opposition, 80 amperes would be needed.

LN. is running a 36 hp. gas engine for the 
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illumination of a large theatre, and finds the 
engine exceedingly difficult to start. 


We wish L. N. had stated if the engine has 
always been difficult to start, or if an abnormal 
amount of energy and time be now taken as 
against a relatively easy starting operation in the 
past. From our experience we should say that 
anything over a 25 h.p. engine is very difficult to 
start at the best of times on account of the dead 
weight of matter that has to be spun round to 
draw in the necessary charge of gas for the first 
explosion. Even when the engine is properly in 
tune it is no light matter, particularly when belt 
is connected to a dynamo, to get the engine 
running. For such engines it is advisable to use 
a pump for starting purposes, by which means 
gas and air can be forced into the cylinder and 
an explosion obtained without need of the ordin- 
ary suction through “swinging round” the engine. 
Such a self-starter is a relatively simple affair, and 
at the outside, need not cost more than: £12. 
There are other types beside the pump starter. 
The engine itself, while it is slowing down, can be 
used as a compressor for forcing air into a suitable 
reservoir, which can afterwards be used to drive 
the engine for a few revolutions, when it will take 
in its ordinary charge of gas and air, and upon 
ignition, run as if hand started. Of course, in 
your case, L. N., there is a possibility of the 
valves requiring regrinding in, or, alternatively, the 
spindles may have become covered with a deposit 
which would prevent the free ‘closing of the valves.

C. D. says he has been advised to use a circuit 
breaker in place of fuses, but wishes to know the 
action upon which such a device is operated. 


The majority of circuit breakers, C. D., depend 
for their action upon the fact that a current of 
electricity when flowing round a solenoid or coil of 
wire will suck an iron plunger into the centre of 
the core, such suction, with .a given weight of 
core, depending upon the strength of current. flow. 
A circuit. breaker, then, consistsof a switch, in con- 
junction with the solenoid and plunger. The 
normal position of the switch is open, and it is 
only held closed by a catch which is so arranged that 
upon the rising of the plunger the catch is re- 
leased and the switch flies open, the arc generally 
being broken by two carbon plates or supple- 
mentary contacts to prevent damage of the normal 
current carrying parts. With most circuit break- 
ers an adjustment can be made, either by altering 
the position of the plunger or by restraining its 
action with a spring, and so the breaker can be 
set to open at. any pre-determined load, in amperes. 
Such are the points of the action of the ordinary 
circuit breaker, which, however, with the exception 
of an adaptation of the principle being used in 
the ordinary motor starter, is very rarely met 
with in Bioscope practice. The explanation is 
not far to seek, as the action of the ordinary cir- 
cuit breaker is somewhat instantaneous upon the 
attainment of the particular current to which it

This is nearly the finest, if not actually the 
finest, spectacular drama the Ambrosio Company 
have ever yet. produced, and it is certainly by far 
the most successful of their adaptations from the 
works of Gabriele d’Annunzio, the famous Italian 
poet. Unlike many pageant plays, it is mar- 
vellously well acted ; indeed, on this account alone, 
it would call for special notice. Almost every 
scene 1s a triumph of stage management and effect, 
and several of its scenes have never been bettered 
anywhere by the cinematographer as a pictorial 
artist. As a portrait of the life of the Roman 
Empire, frank, vivid, and realistic, it is exception- 
ally wonderful. Too many plays dealing with 
ancient history are treated more or less as comic 
operas, populace and soldiery being represented by 
an elaborate corps de ballet, who wear anachronistic 
costumes, and perform irrelevant dances; in “The 
Ship,” however, there is nothing of this sort—uit 
is all extraordinarily, sometimes even brutally, 
“real.” Whether the film may prove almost too 
real for some people is, of course, an open question 
at present. Personally, we can see nothing in it 
to which exception can reasonably be taken. If 
one is to present. a faithful portrait of a passionate 
and licentious age, one must not be afraid to paint 
tin fittingly glowing and realistic colours. There 
is nothing improper in such scenes as that in “The 
Ship,” where Basiliola comes to Marco Gratico, 
the Tribune of the Sea, and, flinging off her cloak, 
stands before him. The greatest prudes will gaze 
on such scenes when limned in natural colours or 
carved in stone in the picture galleries, with un- 
perturbed equanimity, and there is no more reason 
for them to scent nastiness when they see the same 
thing in a film. It is simply an incident in a great 
historical drama, which deals with an age whose 
manners were admittedly somewhat freer than our 
own—and often more pure. As we have said, the 
acting of this film is remarkable for its excellence. 
It is not often that one sees such performances as 
that of the actress who plays the part of “ Basili- 
la,” the beautiful Roman girl, who changes from 
loyal, loving daughter to dangerous, unscrupulous 
woman, sometimes seductive and perilously sweet, 
sometimes half mad with fury, her face lined and 
listorted, with passionate rage, more fierce, wild 
animal than human being; or, again, shooting 
down arrows with bloodthirsty glee upon a band 
of impotent victims huddled in 
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helplessly at the mercy of their remorseless foe. It 
is one of the most remarkable studies of a primitive 
woman that we have ever seen Another skilful 
piece of acting is that of the “Bishop,” who is 
tempted and ultimately destroyed by the girl, who 
has sworn to revenge herself on his race for the 
wrongs they have done to her family. His scene 
with Basiliola, where—almost certain of her 
duplicity, hating her for her name, and yet helpless 
to withstand the beauty of her proffered body— 
he yet enters into the mad intrigue she thrusts 
on him, is both powerful and subtle, whilst the 
duel with his brother, in which the two hack at 
each other with swords like frenzied beasts, is, 
again, exceptionally strong and skilful. Of the 
perfect management of the crowds, and of the 
masterly scenic arrangement3 so evident through- 
out the film, we have not the room to speak with 


the detail they deserve. There is one beautiful 
sxene within the precincts of a palace by night, 
where the moon filters down through clusters of 
grey stone pillars, which will remain long in one’s 
memory, but perhaps the greatest scenic triumph 
of the whole film is the last’ picture, showing the 
launching of the ship. As the great galley glides 
away into the smooth sea—the sunlight flashing 
on the oars ready poised to plunge into the water, 
and a square, black sail rising on the mast to belly 
out in the wind—the whole multitude gathered on 
the shore raise their arms to bid the boat “fare- 
well.” This picture of the vessel departing, seen 


through a forest of wWaleihs! White arms, is as

vited. She comes upon a young huntsman who has had 
a bad fall. She has him carried to her father’s house. 
Here she disappears, and changes into her feminine habili- 
ments. Forced by his injury to become the guest of the 
Count de Taverney, de Villeneuve finds the time passes 
pleasantly with Odette as his nurse. He believes her to ke 
the sister of his young rescuer. When he has recovered, 
he receives a summons from the King to return to Court, 
and to bring with him the young noble to whom he is 
indebted for such signa] service. Odette insists upon her 
father agreeing to her donnmg masculine garb, and obey- 
ing the King’s command.

He is de- 
picted as tossing gold in handfuls to the beggars in the 
streets, of dining with the servants in the kitchen of the 
famous Café Anglais, and, in fact, of being guilty of a 
thousand and one absurd follies. He makes friends with a 
young man named Jacques, who, although starving with 
his sister, Marie, refuses to pick up with his lips a bank- 
note tossed on the ground and stamped upon by the 
young lord. Seymour grips the young man by the hand, 
exclaiming, ‘“‘ At last [ have found a man.’’ Seymour 
continues his acquaintance with Jacques and Marie, and 
we find him joining with the people about the time of 
the restoration of the Empire. He leaves the side of 
Marie, whom he has grown to love, to fight against the 
army behind the barricades in the streets. He pays the 
price of his Joyalty to his humble friends, and, with a rose 
which Marie has given him clenched between his teeth, 
Milord l’Arsouille dies bravely. (Released June 15th. 
Length 1,485 ft.) 


A Florentine Intrigue.—Disguised as one of the people, 
Pietro di Medici follows Margharita, a humble florist, 
with whom he has fallen in love. He is seen by Margha- 
rita’s brother, Ciapo, who attacks him. At di Medici’s 
call, armed guards surround Ciapoand carry him to prison. 
Pietro’s next move is to have Margharita abducted. She 
is carried to his palace, and, on regaining from a fainting 
fit, accepts his love and the life he offers her. Ciapo 
makes his escape from prison, and returns to his mother, 
who is planning to avenge her daughter’s betrayal. A 
public announcement is made of Pietro di Medici’s ap- 
proaching marriage to a Jady of degree. This news of a 
marriage still further incenses the mother and son. On 
the day of the marriage, as the bride leaves the church, 
she is stopped by a woman, who, with humble reverence, 
offers her a nosegay of flowers. It is Margharita’s mother, 
and the flowers are poisoned. The bride breathes long 
and deeply of their fragrance, and, the powerful poison 
acting quickly, she falls dead to the ground hefore her 
attendants have had time to realise that treachery is 
afoot. (Released June 15th. Length 874 ft.) 
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As Fate Decreed.—A young monk, a novitiate, feeling 
himself unfitted for the life of the cloister, flies from the 
monastery and goes into the world. He lives his life like 
any other man. He enters business and marries. He is 
successful, and his happiness is crowned by his daughter, 
a bonny little maid. A fire partially destroys his home, 
and through it his child dies. Shortly after, the loss of 
a ship totally ruins his business, and he has to begin 
again. In a year or two he is nothing more than a ateve- 
dore, hardly able to earn enough to keep himself and his 
wife. Even as a stevedore he eventually fails, and is paid 
off. The blow kills his wife, and he finds himself without 
a creature to care for him or for whom he can care. 
then it is that he creeps back to the walls of the monastery, 
to find within them the consolation which he once scorned 
for the superficial glamour of the outer world. (Released 
June 15th.

The Vapour Bath.—A country yokel, who has become w 
burglar, finds himself discovered at his first attempt in a 
country house. He comes upon the mistress of the house 
enjoying a vapour bath, minus her wig, which lies on the 
table close by.

Paris.—This film gives the Hotel de Ville, the Pantheon, 
the Bourse, the impressive Church of the Sacred Heart 
towering above the Montmartre quarter, the Hotel de 
Clany, the Pont Neuf, and the grim looking Conciergerie 
and the Clock Tower. More modern sights are the Metro- 
politan Railway and Viaduct at Passy, the Eiffel Tower, 
the Trocadero, the fine Pont Alexandre III., and the 
Petit Palais. Then there are the Hotel des Invalides 
which rises over the wonderful tomb of Napoleon, the Arc 
de Triomphe, the Place de la Concorde, the Madeleine, the 
Opera House, the boulevards, and the glorious parks with 
their trees and beds of gorgeous flowers, and their won- 
derful fountains. Lastly, there is Notre Dame de Paris, 
seen under many different aspects.

Little more than a year ago the exclusive film 
was an unknown quantity ; its presence in America 
did not concern the English Trade, which adhered 
strictly to the principle of an open market. But 
the increasing number of picture theatres showing 
only first-run films, together with the growing 
popularity of the complete film play of some 
2,000 ft. and upwards, materially affected the con- 
dition of affairs, and it was with the intention of 
providing the picture theatres with ‘‘something 
special ”’—subjects which the opposition show could 
not obtain—that the exclusive film was introduced. 

Now, we have no quarrel with the “exclusive ” 
merely because it is an “exclusive ” ; whether it is 
a wise policy to include a lengthy subject “ex- 
clusive to this theatr2.” is a matter for the show- 
men to decide. But we feel bound to make a 
strong protest against thinly-veiled suggestive 
films being exploited as exclusive subjects, and 
“billed ” a3 “top-liners””—films which rely solely 
on what may be termed their dowhle entendre, and

which would unanimously be “turned down” by 
the Trade buyers, were they offered for sale in the 
usual manner. 

Quite justly, the picture theatres of this country 
have won for themselves a high reputation. They 
are essentially family resorts—places of amusement 
to which a man can always take his wife, his 
sweetheart, or his children. It is a homely standard 
to set, perhaps, but there can be none better. And 
it is because we wish to see this high reputation 
remain unsullied, to keep the family entertainment 
‘above reproach, that we urge the Trade to check 
the evil that is being steadily accomplished by the 
shady exclusive. 

If the exclusive film has come to stay—and we 
believe that it has—let it be above reproach, 
clean and straightforward. We have no use for 
other kinds of films, and the sooner suggestiveness 
and ultra-sensationalism are banished, the better 
for the picture theatre—the better for its sup- 
porters.

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The Proposed Licensing of Film Stores. 
PROCEEDINGS BEFORE A COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Specially Reported 

Further evidence on behalf of the London County 
Council was called on Tuesday, June 11th, before a 
Committee of the House of Commons, which has 
under consideration the clauses of the Council's 
General Powers Bill with reference to the licensing 
of film stores. Sir Charles Nicholson presided. 
A projector, supplied by the Gaumont Co., was 


‘fitted up in the Committee room for the information 


of members if any question relative to Trade 
mechanics arose. 

Mr. E. F. Cooper, electrical and mechanical 
assistant to the inspection branch of the London Fire 
Brigade, said he had been engaged for twelve years 
in the inspection of theatres and musichalls in 
which, of late years, cinematograph films were more 
or less constantly used. It was his experience that, 
generally speaking, the Council’s advice and re 
quisitions were well received and readily adopted. 
The advice of the Council’s officers was often asked. 
Negative films formed a very small part of the films 
stored by renters. The value of positive films 
depended considerably on the class of subject and 
on the age of the film. A new film might be worth 
£25 or more.. A film that had been in circulation 
six months or more would be worth 18s. or £1. 

Mr. Fitzgerald: The danger that arises from the 
storing of filma has nothing to do with the value? 

The Witness: It has very little indeed. I under- 
stand that new films are slightly more inflammable, 
but the danger is practically the same. 

Continuing the witness said that he did not think 
the storage of flannelette in bulk was as dangerous 
as the storage of photographic films. Neither was 
the storage for films for still photographs so danger- 
ous. They were generally packed in small packages 
of ten, and carefully wrapped in paper. He con- 
sidered that on premises where cinematograph films 
were stored there was more than the ordinary risk 
of fire. 

Mr. Fitzgerald: There are, I presume, certain 
large traders who conduct this business very care- 
fully and take precautions to prevent fire? 

The Witness: Yes, they employ careful assistants. 
I have seen premises in which the greatest care 
was taken in the production of the films. Before 
entering ‘the works a visitor or customer was re- 
quested to remove all matches from their pockets. 
In passing from one room to another care was taken 
not to leave doors open, and self-closing doors were 
fitted in many cases. No naked lights were used 
and the electric fittings were specially designed. 
The voltage in the rooms where manufacture took 
Place was reduced to a low pressure. The electric 
wires were brought in in solid steel tubing which

bulb was again enclosed in a heavy glass globe. 
Low pressure hot water apparatus was used and the 
radiators were guarded eo that no films could com: 
in contact with them. The rooms in which the risk 
was greatest were provided with more than one exii. 
Such a manufacturer evidently realised the dangers 
inherent in the material he was using. In the case 
of the high-class-dealer also he had found that great 
care was taken. A fire-proof chamber was provided, 
with fire-resisting doors at either exit. The 
chamber was ventilated by a flue carried to th 
outer air; each film was enclosed in a tin case and 
the cases were separated from one another. Lampe 
were enclosed in globes, and notices prohibiting 
smoking were exhibited. Separate rooms were uscd 
for rewinding, preparing, and cleaning’ the films, and 
for packing them up for dispatch. He was of 
opinion, however, that this state of things did not 
oxishagn the majority of the London dealers and 
manufacturers premises. In the majority of cass 
the films were not gtored under satisfactory 
conditions, and in some cases the premises them- 
selves were unsuitable. There appeared to be a 
lack of appreciation of the danger from fire 
Involved by the use of large quantities of celluloid. 

The witness proceeded to give an account of visit. 
he had paid to film dealers’ premises. In the first. 
case the premises were fitted with wooden 
partitions; there were approximately 250,000 ft. of 
film stored there, and the films were in cardboard 
boxes for the most part; some thirty or forty films 
without any cover. On the floor were loose paper 
and packing and short lengths of film. Two girls 
were engaged in the room cleaning films. There 
was a gas-heated radiator, and the electric wirc 
was in a bald condition. In the second case he: 
noticed that only one of the spools of the projecting: 
machine was enclosed in the spool-box, and the 
projecting room was used as a paper and letter 
store. Separated from it by, a match-board partition 
was a store containing 200,000 ft of film. A gas: 
ring was burning 12in. away from the shelves on 
which the films were placed. At the third premisrs 
he called at, both he and the manager were smoking 
cigarettes when they entered the film store. More 
than half of 20,000 ft. of film was unprotected. 
He put out his cigarette but the manager continued 
smoking. Later the manager put his cigarette on 
a shelf and unwound a film near it. The upper 
part of these premises were let out ag residential, 
flats. The witness mentioned that he had other 
instances and the names of the firms referred to in 
each of the cases were handed privately to Mr. 
Balfour Browne, who intimated that the firms 
would be invited to give evidence before the

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Committee. The witmess added that it was an 
exception to find apparatus for extinguishing fires 
on these premiges. 

In cross-examination, Mr. Balfour Browne sug- 
gested that none of the raw films were manufactured 
in this country at all. The witness wag not sure; 
ue thought some waa manufactured near Birming- 
ham. He knew of no manufacturer in London. He 
understood a manufacturer for the purposes of this 
inquiry to be the person who turned the raw film 
into one with pictures on it. The film was then 
spoken of ag the negative. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: A negative cannot be re- 
produced ? 

The Witness: I believe it can be. I think a 
tegative can be produced from a positive. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: If you can do that, you are 
eleverer than the people in the Trade. 

In reply to further questions the witness stated 
that flannelette was not inflammable when in a roll. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: If I lit a match and placed 
it on this film (producing a roll of film)—I do not 
propose to do so—nothing would take place. We 
had that in evidence last time. 

Mr. Pritchard: (on behalf of Messrs. Kodak) 
asked the witness if it was intended that firms like 
his clients, who manufactured raw film and stored 
it in London, should be included in the scope of the 
Bill. 

The Witness thought it quite possible. 

Mr. Pritchard: Does not a great deal of the 
danger arise from the exhibition of the films to 
customers ? 

The Witness: The exhibition dangers have been 
reduced to a minimum owing to the improved con- 
struction of the projectors. 

Mr. Pritchard: Unexposed negative films would 
not have to be taken out for cleaning. 

Mr. Goldsmith, a member of the Committee: Is 
it the intention of the County Council that any 
premises upon which films are kept, negative or 
positive, should be licensed ? 

The Witness: I think that jis the intention. 

On this Mr. Goldsmith pointed out that every. 
shop keeper who stocked film, especially for the 
new short length moving pictures supplied to 
ordinary members of the public, would come into 
the scope of the Bill. 

The Chairman remarked that if the. Council 
merely required persons who gtored films to have 
fire-resisting walla to the premises, the matter would 
be dealt with moet conveniently under the Building 
Acts. 

Mr. Valentine, on behalf of the Home Office, 
pointed out that under the Factory Act the Home 


Office made regulations for dangerous businesses, - 


and under these both workmen and employer were 
made subject to penalties for non-observance. The 
present Bill only made the employer liable. If a 
workman disregarded the directions of the employer, 
the employer and not the workman would suffer. 
He regarded that as a defect of the Bill. The con- 
tention of the Home Office ee that ald proper 


method would be to proceed under the Factory Act. 
namely, by general regulations, and not by licence. 

Mr. Fitzgerald suggested that the employer could 
protect himself through his right to dismiss a dis- 
obedient employee. 

Mr. Allen, an Inspector under the Explosives Act, 
in the services of the London County Council, gave 
evidence as to fires on film premises since 1907, and 
said that he considered premises in which these filins 
were stored to be subject to unusual danger if a; fine 
broke out. The general opinion of people in the 
Trade with whom he had spoken was that th-y would 
prefer to be under legislation, and licensed and 
inspected, because it would allay the fears of the 
public in relation to the storage and exhibition of 
films. 

Mr. Jeeves (cross-examining): It is fair to say 
that the great majority of films are stored in metal 
cases. 

The Witness: That is so. 

Mr. Jeeves: The interests of the Trade having 
induced it to use these cases, why is it necessary to 
have regulations? If people are doing a thing 
voluntarily, why come to Parliament for com- 
pulsory powers? 

The Chairman: The trouble appears to be that 
everybody does not observe these precautions. 

In reply to Mr. Goldsmith the witnese said he was 
of opinion that no dealer in photographic goods kept 
in stock anything like the quantity of film stored 
by cinematograph firms, but there could be no 
objection to an exemption clause being included in 
the Bill in favour of these traders. . 

Mr. Ollis, Chief of the Public Control Department 
of the London County Council, was recalled and 
questioned with regard to the objects of the Council 
in promoting the Bill, and he said that the Council 
had in view the prevention of fire in film stores, 
and the prevention of the spread of fire to adjoining 
premises, if one occurred. 

Mr. Valentine remarked that there was no reason 
why the Home Office should not issue advice and 
warning to manufacturers as to the dangers arising 
from the storage of celluloid films. 

The Chairman: You maintain that the Home 
Office has already all the powers now being sought 
by the London County Council? 

Mr. Valentine: Yes. 

Mr. Fitzgerald: I do not understand that you 
have powers in regard to stores; only with regard 
to factories. 

Mr. Valentine: No, not where films are simply 
stored, but where there is a manufacturing process. 

In reply to Mr. Goldsmith the witmess said he 
thought the regulations which should be enforced 
were that each roll of film should be placed in its 
own metal box and kept in a fire proof chamber, 
and that the number of films in the hands of an 
operator should be strictly limited. 

The Committee then rose and Mr. Jeeves 
mentioned that about ten witnesses would be called 
on behalf of the Trade, so that the proceedings 
might be expected to last. two days longer. 
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at night, owing to the anxiety caused through the 
inability to obtain full houses?

JOHN BUNNY. 


= CAPTAIN JENKS’ DIPLOMACY,” 


The ‘comic film” is a form of entertainment 
unique to the cinematograph. It was the “ comic’ 
that first popularised the picture theatre at the very 
beginning, and, even in these days of lengthy “ 
clusives,”’ the “comic” may still be looked ens as 
one of its staple and most reliable attractions, 
There is something about these short, sharp moments 
of pantomimic merriment, often obviously absurd, 
but usually funny, which is essentially suited to 
the tastes of modern audiences. Man is a laughter- 
loving animal on the whole, but he is too complex 
te care for nothing but humour. He likes the bill 
of fare to be well assorted when he goes to tha 
theatre, though he may prefer comedy to predomi- 
nate. And itis by reason of its wonderful assorted- 
ness, its infinite variety, that the cinema has gained 
so strong and unshakable a hold over the public. 
From a popular point of view, it is the perfect 
entertainment. One finds this same striving after 
variety in all forms of stage amusement designed 
to appeal to the masses—in the melodrama, with its 
interlarded scenes of pathos and comedy; in the 
music-hall, with its alternatingly gay and serious 
“turns ”’; in the opera bouffe, with its mixture of 


gntiment and absurdity—but in none has it been | “ 


accomplished with such complete and absolute suc- 
ess as in the picture show. 

One of the distinguishing features of the cinema- 
tograph “comic” is the series of really clever 
comedians it has brought into being, artists who, 
in.reviving the half-forgotten art of pantomime. 
are proving the picture play to be a means of 
humorous expression of first-rate importance. Of 
all these artists there is none more famous—and 
more deservedly famous—than Mr. John Bunny, 
the master humorist of the Vitagraph Company. 
Like all great art, the art of John Bunny is 
unique and unexampled. There has never been 
anyone quite like him before, and there never can 
be again; he is incomparable. Mr. Bunny is largely 
unique amongst humorists—film or otherwise—not 
only for his acknowledged world-wide success, but 
also for the methods by which he secures that 
success. The average comedian, however talented 
he may be, almost invariably relies to a great 
extent upon adventitious effects; he ‘‘makes up” 
elaborately, he introduces much “ knockabout ” busi- 
ness, he claims attention and laughter by a studious 
departure from the natural and the probable.

Mr. Bunny 
is that rare thing, a natural humorist. We do not 


laugh at him because; he, pu deol rere be-

cause he knocks the furniture about, or because he 
behaves as no sane man ever could or would behav: 
in ordinary life. We laugh because he, himself, 
the essential man, is composed humorously ; because 
whatever he does is humorous: because he emanates 
humour unconsciously from every pore of his large 
body. Mr. Bunny secures his effects naturally, 
simply by being himself—at leasi, that is the im- 
pression produced upon the spectator. He is one 
great, incarnate joke, as irresistible as its humour 
is inexhaustible. The situation in which Mr. Bunny 
figures does not matter so much; provided that he 
is there one always laughs. 

But Mr. Bunny is not merely a low comedian, a 
farceur, who shakes audiences with fits of irrespon- 
sible, unreasoning mirth; he is also a very great 
artist, in the truest sense of the word. More often 
than not, of course, this player is seen in frankly 
farcical roles. where merriment is the chief, if not 
the only consideration, but that does not mean that 
he is incapable of anything else. There is to be 
released on July 4th a wonderful little Vitagraph 
comedy, entitled, “Captain Jenks’ Diplomacy,” 
which affords a very real illustration of this fact 
Captain Jenks’ Diplomacy ” might have been writ 
ten by W. W. Jacobs; it is a romance typical of 
that author, and, in its way, quite as good as any- 
thing he has done. It is also interesting as pre- 
senting Mr. Bunny in an unusual light; he is not 
only a comedian, but a character actor with mo- 
ments of sincere beauty and almost of pathos. His . 
study of Captain Jenks is a performance to be re- 
membered. It reminds one of Captain Cuttle (what 
a splendid Cuttle Mr. Bunny would make, by the 
way!); it has all the sweet, kindly humanity of 
Dickens’ famous character—the simple good-heart- 
edness, the honest emotion, and the quaint humour 


‘which have endeared the old sea-dog of the novel 


to so many thousands, and which, appearing equally 
in Captain Jenks, will render this latter fully as 
popular. Of course, Mr. Bunny will always remain 
essentially a comedian—we could not afford to do 
without him in that capacity—but, though it may 
appear rather absurd to say so, in view of existing 
facts, one fancies that, jf he had not been a come- 
dian, he might have been almost as great an actor 
in serious, even tragic, roles. 

“Captain Jenks’ Diplomacy,” apart from Mr. 
Bunny’s work therein, is an excellent playlet, and 
it includes another admirable performance, that of 
Mr. Charles Eldridge as Captain Squallor. Mr. 
Eldridge gives a really strong, virile impersona- 
tion of this fiery old mariner, who casts off his son 
in a furious rage because the latter marries without 
his consent. No film that the Vitagraph Company 
have yet produced has better deserved their deserip 
tion of “life portrayal?”

Mr. G. M. Anderson, the popular member of the 
Essanay Westeru Stock Company, had a narrow 
escape from death during the filming of “ Broncho 
Billy’s Bible.” The accident was very similar to 
that which occurred to Lieut. Daring a short while 
since. At the close of the picture, Mr. Anderson 
struggles with another actor at the top of a preci- 
pice. Although rehearsals had passed off quite 
satisfactorily, when the picture was being taken 
Mr. Anderson slipped and fell over. He managed 
to grab a projecting tree in his descent, and clung 
desperately to it until a rove was lowered to him, 
by which means he was hauled back to safety. 


CINEMATOGRAPH LICENCE REFUSED. 

Last week the Halifax Magistrates had before 
them an application for a music licence for pre- 
mises in Bond Street, Halifax, which it was 
proposed to convert into a picture theatre. The 
premises were formerly used as a skating-rink, and 
the Chairman of the Magistrates said that his 
colleagues considered that as accidents were con- 
tinually occurring in cinematograph theatres it 
was essential that the premises should be adapted 
to, and thoroughly suitable for, the purposes 
intended, and should be specially built. They 
thought that the place was unsuitable and could 
not be made acceptable for the purposes of cine- 
matograph shows, and the licence was, tuerefore, 
refused.

FILMITES IN A PICTURE PLAY. 

The Great North Road is a famous thorough- 
fare; it has been one of London’s main arteries 
for years, and, among other things, it is notorious 
as having been the scene of some of the worst 
exploits of that splendid rascal, Dick Turpin, the 
Highwayman. Nowadays, ot course, what with 
electric trams and the like, it has lost much of its 
ancient glamour, but it still has its romantic 
associations, and not least among them is the fact 
that Newstead House, the studio of tle British 
and Colonial Kinematograph Company, is to be 
found on its edge.

The time- 
keeper was Mr. Bradley, editor of the Mirror of 
Life, and it is a rather curious coincidence that 
this gentleman also refereed, ag his first match, a 
fight between Fergie Lorrie and Professor Mike 
Moran, Army and Navy boxing and fencing in- 
structor for thirty-five years, who was the father 
of our modern Daring. If the finished film is half 
as exciting as was its preparation, it should be a 
remarkable production. We shall anxiously look 
out for ourselves amongst the enthusiastic

CHILDREN PROHIBITED. 

At a meeting of Fraserburgh Town Council 
letters were read requesting that the rule which 
prohibits children under 14 years of age from 
entering picture theatres after 9 p.m. should be 
rescinded, or modified so as to allow the admission 
of juveniles if accompanicd by parents or suitable 
guardians. The magistrates were of opinion that it 
was inexpedient that the rule should be relaxed, 
and the applications were, therefore, refuscd. 


AN UP-TO-DATE MANAGER. 

Mr. Clifford Womersley, manager of the Picture 
House, Victoria Street, Wolverhampton, showed 
his enterprise on Saturday last in having the 
Wolverhampton Charity Sports filmed exclusively 
for his hall, and some excellent results are this 
week being screened. Messrs. Weisker Bros., of 
Kinema House, Liverpool, had the project in 
hand, and during the morning a series of pictures 
was obtained showing the principal shopping 
centres in the town. 


Sunday Opening and Charity. 


A controversy has been waged at Brixton be- 
tween the local clergy and the Brixton Dispensary. 
A local cinematograph theatre offered to hand 
over to the dispensary the profits accruing from 
Sunday performances—roughly estimated at about 
£200 per annum. Five vice-presidents of the dis- 
pensary are local clergy, and these gentlemen 
threatened, should the offer of the picture theatre 
be accepted, not only to resign, but also to with- 
draw their church aid, which amounts to about 
£70 per annum, while it was thought that the 
Hospital Sunday Fund donation of £40 would also 
be affected. The committee, therefore, had to 
decide whether they would accept £200 from the 
pictures, or retain the Church support, and lose 
about £90 annually, and in the end the offer of 
help from the picture theatre was rejected. Now, 
we contend that the clergy have adopted a very 
ridiculous attitude. The Brixton Dispensary is 
there to assist the poor of the neighbourhood, and, 
being conducted on the voluntary system, as are 
moat of these institutions, it requires every penny 
it can get, if the needy are to have proper atten- 
tion in time of sickness. As a local journal points 
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out, the Brixton Dispensary was not established 
solely for churchgoers, neither has Church support 
alone kept it solvent. The money that might have 
been received from the picture theatre would have 
been quite as clean as that received from other 
sources. Had the Churches offered to bring the 
total of their subscriptions up to the amount 
offered by the cinematograph theatre, their case 
would, perhaps, have been more presentable; or, 
had they been able to advance an adequate reason 
for compelling the comm‘ttee to refuse it, their 
action would not have seemed so bigoted. If all 
help, except that which comes from inside the 
Church, is to be refused by benevolent institutions, 
then we are afraid that the majority of them will 
have to close down. Week after week we hear of 
testimonies being given by chief constables and 
others—not forgetting the clergy—of the good 
work done by the picture theatres. No one sup- 
poses that, if the audience were turned away from 
a picture theatre on a Sunday evening, the people 
would flock to church. Not a bit of it! Then, for 
what reason are their pence, which they willingly 
give to help their brothers in distress, refused ? 
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It is easier to get a horse to jump through the eye of a needle, 
than to find a Projector to equal

“What is your opinion of the cinematograph 
trade in France ?”. was the question I recently 
asked the director of the M.P. Sales Agency here. 
“Speaking generally,” replied Mr. Sprecher, “it is 
not at all what it should be. The exhibitors here 
do not care what kind of pictures they show as 
long as they satisfy their own tastes; they do not 
consider their audiences They can afford to do 
this, because they know their halls will be filled 
no matter what films are on the pregramme. The 
majority of the people who go to the cinemas in 
Paris go to see moving pictures and not moving 
puture plays. The public,” continued Mr. 
Sprecher, “‘is not yet sufficiently educated to the 
cnematograph to discriminate one producers’ 
films from anothers’. This is mainly due to the 
fact that many exhibitors do not project film 
manufacturers’ announcements on the screen and 
delete the manufacturers’ name from the posters.” 

“And how about the M.P. Sales Agency, Mr. 
Sprecher ?”’

Medical Demonstration. 


AN UNPRECEDENTED SUCCESS. 


We are glad to be able to report that our ex- 
pectations with regard to the first of our series 
of three Educational Demonstrations have been 
not only fulfilled, but exceeded. It must have 
been the first occasion in the entire history of 
cinematography for an audience of no less than 
300 doctors and students, besides nurses and repre- 
sentatives of the Press, to assemble together in a 
picture theatre, to witness an exhibition of films. 
And our audience was as enthusiastic as it was 
numerous. On every hand, one could hear ex- 
clamations of admiration—such as ‘‘ Extraordi- 
nary!’’ ‘‘ Wonderful!’’ ‘‘ Most remarkable !’’— 
and one gentleman—a medical man, with a large 
practice in the North-west of London—told us that 
the whole thing was a revelation to him. ‘‘I have 
always had the impression that cinematography 
was a kind of cheap, popular amusement,”’ he said. 
‘But it is a great new science; the value of such 
films as these to doctors is incalculable.’’ Several 
people asked us where they could see the films 
again, as they wished to study them more carefully 
than had been possible at a first inspection, and 
the applause which marked the termination of each 
subject (and even punctuated some) was as deafen- 
ing as though the programme had been composed 
of Western dramas, and the audience drawn from 
the ‘‘ Surrey side.’’ 

Our readers will probably already have seen a 
report of our first demonstration in one or another 
of the daily papers—the Daily Chronicle devoted 
over half a column to it—so that we need not enter 
into particulars here. It would not be fair, how- 
ever, to record the success of the exhibition without 
a word of appreciation for the wonderful pictures 
which were lent to us by Messrs. Pathé Fréres and 
Messrs. A. and M. Zimmermann, and but for 
which there could, of course, have been no exhibi- 
tion at all. We have already published the names 
of the films shown, so that it is unnecessary to 
repeat them here—one by Messrs. Zimmermann, 
and the remainder by Messrs. Pathé. 

Our second demonstration of Educational Cine- 
matography (devoted to Natural Science) will be 
past history by the time these words appear in 
print, and the third will take place on Saturday 
next. A report of both will be found in our next 
issue. 

There is every indication that the result of these 
exhibitions will be something much more than a 
temporary awakening of interest. Naturally, our 
object in organising them was not to create a mere 
‘« nine days’ wonder’’; we are hoping to help for- 
ward materially the realisation of those ends which 
all who have the higher interests of our great in- 
dustry at heart are so anxious to see consummated.

Ws believe that our efforte—so mag- 
nificently supported by those who have helped us 
—will not prove vain. 


Below will be found a full report of Mr. C. H. 
Heydemann’s, Ph:D., admirable introductory 
address :— 


““Gentlemen,—In dealing with the subject of 
Medical Cinematography, I must ask the indulgence 
of this distinguished audience, in that I am not a 
medical man. 


“But then, although the films we propose to 
show you at this seance deal with micro-organisms 
and some physiological processes, I wish to ap- 
proach the subject more from the point of view 
of the educated layman, and his interest in the 
future of Scientific and Educational Cinemato. 
graphy. The authorities in this country have not 
yet taken up Cinematography as an educational 
factor. They appear to think, and perhaps not 
entirely without reason, that the Cinematograph 
theatres, besides presenting their audiences with 
much that is instructive and entertaining, fre- 
quently combine with this much that is cheap and 
sentimental, or tawdry and sensational. 


‘““A foreign critic of mark said to me recently, 
with regard to the average English magazine, that 
it contained primarily two types of stories—one, 
where man and woman meet under idyllic condi- 
tions, and philander through five thousand words 
to the sound of marriage bells; and the other, 
where the picturesque cowboy from the Far West 
says ‘Hands up!’ and is eventually caught after 
a wild stampede across the prairie, and handed 
over to quick justice and a rope. 

“Similar strictures might be made upon a great 
deal of what is shown in the picture palaces. But, 
unfortunately, it pleases the groundlings, and the 
picture palace proprietors are not in business for 
the benefit of their health alone. 

“T, for one, consider Education and Science to 
be the two main supports of Motion Pictures of the 
future. I firmly believe that it is mainly for theae 
civilising influences that Cinematography has come 
to stay. . 

“Motion pictures possess this enormous advan- 
tage for scientific purposes: They represent Life 
to us more faithfully than do our own. finite and 
circumscribed senses. ; 

“Let us start with the outstanding fact that the 
perceptions of our senses show us something totally 
at variance with the teachings of abstract, scientific 
truth. 

“In our sense perception, it appears to us that 
the earth is standing still, and that the sun is

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moving round it; but science has proved to us 
that the earth moves round the sun. 

“To take a more proximate example, that of our 
own bodies. To our finite perceptions, the human 
body does not appear to undergo any noticeable 
alteration, at least, during a considerable lapse of 
time. 

“But all abstract thinking demonstrates that 
the body is in ceaseless flux, in continuous move- 
ment. Heraclitus said ‘We cannot step twice into 
the same river,’ and to-day we know that, as we 
do not see twice with the same eyes, neither do 
we grasp twice with the same hands. 

“Our body does not remain at rest for a 
single moment; it is incessantly on the move. 
The circulation of the blood continually is bath- 
ing and renovating all parts of the body; we are 
incessantly taking in nutritious matter and throw- 
ing out effete matter. 

“Even the Mind we recognise to be nothing else 
but Matter in Motion. Pantarei, said Heraclitus, 
‘everything flowa.’ 

“The essential principle in this world of things, 
only relatively actual, is Movement. 

“Thus, motion photography becomes the latest 
and most valuable adjunct to the correction of our 
sense organs. Was it not Tyndall who said that 
any second-rate optician could have turned out a 
better job than that bungled piece of mechanism, 
the human eye? 

“Telescope, microscope, spectroscope—all these 
aids to man’s imperfect perceptions have enabled 
us to enlarge the scope of our bodily and mental 
vision. 

“All the physical doings of man consist simply 
in changing the Place of Things. 

“The miner moves the ore and fuel from their 
underground resting-places; then they are moved 
into the furnace, and by another movement of com- 
bustibles the working of the furnace is started. 

“Again, the statue is within the block of marble; 
the sculptor moves away the outer portion of the 
block, and thereby renders his artistic perceptions 
visible to his fellow men. 

“The peasant merely moves the soil in order 
that it may receive the seed, which he then movea 
into it, and when the growth is completed, he moves 
the result, and thereby makes his harvest. 

“The same may be said of every other operation. 
It is all movement. Man alters the position of 
physical things in such a way that the forces of 
Nature shall operate on them, and produces the 
changes and other results he may require. i 
view of the doings of Man and the doings of Nature 


shows us wherein lies the fundamenial value of 
the Cinematograph. 


“The Cinematograph educates or trains the human 
eye to the movements that are being made, and 
shows us the consequences of these movements— 
namely, gives us a knowledge of the forces of 
Nature which actually do the work, when man 
has suitably arranged his materials. 

“Tn this present seance, we shall show you the 
body at work. A comparatively short while ago 
the attention of physiologists was wholly concen- 
trated upon the obvious or prime functions of 
organs. Muscles contracted. The stomach digested. 
The pancreas secreted panereatic juice. The brain 
made thought. Now they understood (as Dr. Alex. 
Hill puts it, somewhat metaphorically) that gastric 
juice is made in the calves of the legs; the ferment 
of pancreatic juice in the small intestines; thought 
of a certain emotional quality in the large intestine. 
None of the organs lives altogether for itself. The 
chemical products which it throws off, absorbed by 
the blood, regulate the activity of other organs. 

Evidence is rapidly accumulating that many 
exhibitions of function are evoked by the call of 
the ‘Hermones,’ or chemical messengers, not by 
the command of the nerves. 

“And herein again lies the value of Cinemato- 
graphy, when we sce the actual physiological con- 
ditions in the body reproduced, and not those of 
the laboratory. I remember the case of a student 
asking his professor as to the exact difference in 
effects between mushrooms and toadstools. 

“His reply was: ‘Eat them; if you live they 
are mushrooms; if you die they are toadstools! * 

“There are, I am afraid, a great many foods 
nowadays whose actual value can only be measured 
thus empirically. 

“The future of Physiological Cinematography 
consists in showing us by ocular demonstration 
the actual processes taking place in the normal 
body. 

“We shall be able to travel with a piece of 
standard bread, a potato, a morsel of butter or 
meat, a pill or a glass of beer, from the beginning 
to the end of its journey. 

“We shall se, through the eyes of the Cinema 
tograph, what each mouthful does to us and how it 
does it. 

“Then, and then only, shall we be able to draw 
our correct conclusions as to beneficial or hostile 
elements without having to have recourse to simu- 
lated conditions of the laboratory, or rule of thumb 
therapeutics or dietetics.”

The apparatus is an arrangement for the examination of 
biuscope films. The examining device consists of a small 
box of wood or meta] lined inside with a fire and heat 
resisting material, paint or enamel, the necessary illumi- 
nant being an electric incandescent lamp of suitable candle- 
power, placed inside the box. On the lid or top of this box 
is fixed a gate of similar type to that used in a bioscope 
machine. ‘Through this gate the film passes, and as the 
latter passes over the aperture in the gate light is thrown 
on the film from the lamp inside the box, and enables the 
operator to examine the film in all its details and ascertain 
any particular information he may desire to know. 

n the accompanying drawing, Fig. 1 shows the appar- 
atus in front elevation, showing the working parts, film 
to be examined, electric lamp, and their respective posi- 
tions. The dotted line A shows the film in position when 
ready for examination. The spvol B, on which the film 
to be examined is already wound, is mounted on a shaft B?, 
the latter fixed in bracket C; the film then passes over 
sprocket D, mounted on bracket C1, and held in position 
by guide rollers E and E!; from this it passes through a 
gate F, mounted on the lid or top of a small box F!, of 
wood or metal, containing an electric lamp F?. This 
arrangement constitutes the examining device of the appar- 
atus, as hereinbefore stated. The light from the electric 
lamp is received through a hole F3, Fig. 3, in the lid or 
top of the box, and is of the same size and shape as the 

rture in the gate. The electric lamp is connected to 
the electric light mains by means of a wire or wires in 
the usual way. After passing through the examining box 
the film passes around either a pin and claw, Maltese cross 
or dog movement G, as in a bioscope machine, and 
muunted on bracket C2, over sprocket H, and held in 
position by guide rollers T and IT, and thence to spool J, 
on which it is rewound, the spool J being mounted on a 
small shaft fixed in bracket (3, and held fast in position 
by a small fly nut P or other device. The shaft B2, on 
which sprocket H is mounted, is constructed to receive a 
small handle K, by which the apparatus is driven by hand. 
This handle K may be dispensed with, and replaced by 
an electric motor or other source of motive power. 

In the accompanying drawing Fig. 2 gives the apparatus 
in back elevation, showing the driving mechanism. On 
the same shaft as sprocket D is fixed a toothed wheel or 
pulley D1, on the same shaft as sprocket H is fixed a 
tuothed wheel or pulley H', and on the same shaft as 
spool J is fixed a toothed wheel or pulley J}. 

The three toothed wheels or pulleys, D!, H!, and J!, are 
connected by means of a chain or belt The movement 
G above referred to has also fitted on its shaft a gear 
wheel Gi!, which engages with a gear wheel H? fixed on the 
game shaft as sprocket H. (See Fig. 4.) On turning the 
handle K, the sprocket H and toothed wheel or pulley 
H! and gear wheel H?, being fixed on the same shaft, are 
revolved, forming the driving element in the apparatus, 
and by means oe the chain or belt L the tovuthed wheels 
or pulleys J! and D! are set in motion, also the small 
gear wheel G! by engaging with the gear wheel H?, and 
thus the film is gradually wound from spool B to spool J, 
and at the same time is open to examination, as above 
described. 

After examination a film can, if desired, be wound back 


from spool J to spool B by See the from the 
sprockets D and Gland the! gate ts pa 63 over the

guide rollers M and N, as shown by line A}, Fig..1, and 
by changing the handle K to position shown dotted K! 
Fig. 1. The spool B is fixed in position on shaft B!, fixed 
in bracket © by the small fly nut P!, and driven through 
the two gear wheels R and R! by the handle K. The 
spool J is made free to revolve on shaft in bracket C3 by 
the slackening of the fly nut P referred to before. The 
toothed wheel or pulley J! is made free from the shaft 
on which it is keyed by means of a spring key or other 
attachment, so that during the process of rewinding the - 
examining mechanism will not operate. 

The brackets C, C1, C2, and C3 may be constructed 
either separately or in one or more pieces, and may be 
of any suitable design or shape, also the examining box 
and gate can be arranged vertical, instead of horizontal, 
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as shown on drawings. The sprockets D and H and the 
movement G can be designed with their centres in the 
game line. The apparatus can be constructed for fixing 
either to a wall, table, or bench, or mounted on a base- 
board T, as shown on drawings, for the parpose of porta- 
bility, and used as a combined examiner and rewinder, or 
as a rewinding machine alone. 

The inventors’ claim: An apparatus for the examination 
of cinematoyraph films, consisting of an incandescent elec- 
trie lamp of suitable candle-power, enclosed in a specially 
constructed box in combination with parts of a  biescope 
machine and rewinding apparatus, the said box having an 
aperture cut in its top, permitting the passage of rays of 
light from the said electrig|lgmpoas hereinbefore described

JEAPES vr. WARWICK TRADING COMPANY, 
LIMITED. 


On Friday last, in the King’s Bench Division, before Mr 
Justice Darling and a special jury, Mr. William Cecil 
Jeapes brought an action against the Warwick Trading 
Company, Limited, for wrongful dismissal and arrears of 
salary and commission. There was a general denial, and 
a counter-claim for £247 136. 5d. for goods supplied to 
ths Graphic Cinematograph Company, and for other minur 
sums, bringing the total up to £281 lls. 3d. 


Mr. Walker, K.C., for the plaintiff, suid Mr. Jeapes was 
an electrical engineer and an expert in taking and exhibit- 
ing animated pictures. Up to 1906 he was carrying on 
business for himself in connection with films under the 
name of the Graphic Cinematograph Company. and in the 
course of his trade he was brought into contact with the 
Warwick Trading Company, who carried on a similar busi- 
ness. In the year 1908 the plaintiff was induced to enter 
the service of the defendant company, sv as to bring the 
two businesses into a kind of informal amalgamation. The 
arrangement between the parties was that the plaintiff was 
to enter into the defendant's employ for three years, the 
agreement to be renewable from year to year. In the 
event of either party wishing to sever the connection, six 
months’ notice was to be given. Plaintiff was to receive 
as salary £208 per annum, together with bonuses on a 
siding svale of 73 per cent. un business up to £3,000, and 
10 per cent. on sums over £3,000. In May. 1909, the piain- 
uff left the company's service under a mutual arrangement, 
bat in August of that year he returned to their service as 
manager of one of the company’s departments. He was 
to receive £5 per w ek, and commission at the old rate, 
with the further term that the commission should be a 
minimum one of £2 per week. Until January. 1911, the 
£5 was paid him, and subsequently he was appointed, in 
succession to a Mr. Smith, as general manayer of two de- 
partments, at a salary of £10 per week and commission. 
n 1911 the plaintiff went to America for the defendant 
company, and on his return in June a dispute occurred be- 
twean him and Mr. Ellis, the managing director, and plain- 
tiff said he supposed he had better give six months’ notice 
and leave. Mr. Ellis, however, declined to receive his 
notice, and sent plaintiff away. Plaintiff now claimed six 
months’ salary in Jieu of his notice and commission from 
1909, subject to certain credits for sums received. With 
regard to the counter-claim. said counsel. this had refer- 
ence to goods supplied to another Graphic Cinematographic 
Company. that waa the property of the plaintiff's brother, 
and started after the connection of the plaintiff with the 
defendant company. He had no interest in it. and de- 
fendants were aware of this. and had. continued counse!. 
actually sued the brother for the debt, so that the plaint:ff 
could in no way he held liable. 


Plaintiff gave evidence, and said when he returned from 
America in June he found that the best of the men had 
heen dismissed. and the works were upside down and every- 
thing was wrong. He mentioned the matter to Mr. Ellis. 
and suggested that he should be allowed to run the business 
in his own way, but Mr. Ellis replied that in future he 
should run the business as he liked. Things then went on 
in such a way for a few days that he could stand it no 
longer, and suggested that he should give six months* 
notice, and said that during that time he would do as Mr. 
Ellis desired. Mr. Ellis said he had better leave the place, 
which he did. At the same time Mr. Ellis suggested that 
he should come up the Saturday following, when they 
would discuss the matter of his salary and bonus. On his 
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going to the office Mr. Ellis said heedid not think there 
was anything due, and refused to give him either salary or. 
commission. He also referred to the sum due from his 
brother, and brought the brother into the room, and asked 
him if he (plaintiff) was not responsible for this amount, 
but the brother repied ** No.” He (plaintiff) then put the 
matter into the hands of his solicitors. 


In cregs-examination by Mr. Moresby, for the defendants, 
plaintiff said he had no document to show that he was 
ever paid commission. 


His Lordship: Commission or bonus? 


Mr. Moresby said he was distinguishing between bonus 
and commission because Mr. Ellis had paid the plaintiff 
bonuses when the profits allowed it, but there was never 
any agreement as to commission. 


Plaintiff. in further cross-examination, said he did not 
know that the amounts were always entered as bonuses. 
He was claiming commission from 1909, and did get £25 
commission on one oceasion, but that was royalty on the 
Cinematophone. which was his patent.. He was now 
claiming commission or bonus at the rate of £2 per week. 


Mr. Moresby said that was defendant's contention, that 
he was only given bonuses when the business was prosper- 
ous. 


Witness was cross-cxamined at great length with a view 
to showing his connection with the latter business of the 
Graphic Cinematographic Company, but asserted that it 
was his brother's business. He admitted that he had had 
dealings with that company, but said Mr. Ellis, the man- 
aging director of the defendant company, knew of this. 


Evidence was also given by Harold Jeapes, plaintiff's 
brother. 


For the defendant company, Mr. Moresby submitted that 
the plaintiff himself left the service of the company, who 
were in no way responsible for plaintiff’s action in this 
respect, and had not told him to leave. As to the claim 
for Commission, it was further contended that after the 
first engagement there was no agreement to pay com- 
mission, and the plaintiff was only given bonuses from 
time to time when the business warranted. There was nc 
liability in any other respect towards the plaintiff. 

Mr. Ellis, chairman and managing director of the com- 
pany. gave evidence bearing out counsel's contention. He 
said there was never any agreement to pay plaintiff any 
commission, 


Other evidence having been given on behalf of the com- 
pany, 


Mr. Ben Nathan. who went to America with the plain- 
tiff. said on his return plaintiff told him he had left the 
Warwick Company and was bringing an action against 
them in reference to the cinematophone, but he made no 
complaint as to having been dismissed by Mr. Ellis. 

Counsel having addressed the jury, his Lordship put 
three questions to them for their decision. First, was the 
plaintiff entitled to bonus or commission; secondly, did 
defendants wrongfully dismiss plaintiff, and, if so, what 
were the damages; and, thirdly, was plaintiff indebted to 
the defendants on the counter-claim, and, if so, for how 
much? 


The jury answered all the questions in the negative, and 
judgment was entered for the defendants on the claim, and 
for the plaintiff on the counter-claim.

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A. I. JONES, LIMITED, v. ELECTRIC PALACES. 


In the Chancery Division, on Tuesday, June 4th, before 
Mr. Justice Joyce, there was under consideration the case 
of A. I. Jones, Limited, r. the Electrio Palaces, Clapham 
Road. The matter had been previously before the Court in 
the form of a motion on behalf of the plaintiffs to_restrain 
the defendants from erecting a large clock in the front of 
their premises, leased from the plaintiffs, in alleged breach 
of a covenant contained in the lease. It had been arranged 
that the motion should now be treated as the trial of the 
action. 


The plaintiffs were represented by Mr. Hughes, K.C., 
and Mr. Howard Wright, and the defendants by Mr. 
Younger, K.C., and Mr. Dighton Pollock. 


Mr. Hughes, in opening the plaintiffs’ case, said that the 
action was brought by the lessors against the lessees to 
restrain them from erecting a big clock outside the front 
wall of their premises, and projecting about 6 ft. from the 
building. It appeared that the cluck had been completed 
since the action was commenced. The writ asked to re- 
strain the defendants from doing what was complained 
of, but he (counsel) now asked for a mandatory order to 
have the clock removed. He submitted that the defend- 
ants had made a serious alteration in the front of the 
building, and that they had no authority to do this with- 
out the licence of the plaintiffs, who had a shop at:the 
corner of the building. The Court would have to decide 
whether the lessees were justified in making the alteration 
without the consent and licence of the lessors, and whether 
there had been a breach of covenant in the lease. 


Mr. Younger, K.C.. on behalf of the defendants, suid 
the Court would have to consider whether there had been 
a breach of covenant. Secondly, whether, if there was. 
the plaintiffs were entitled to relief by way of a mand:- 
tory injunction. The correspondence between the partir: 
showed that this clock was erected with the knowledge of 
the plaintiffs or their agents, and that the breach, if it 
were a_ breach, was of the most trivial description, and 
that this was not a case for a mandatory injunction. 


His Lordship: I have been wondering whether the plain- 
tiffs knew that the clock was being erected. 


Mr. Hughes: They did not. 


Mr. Younger: They did. Their principal knew what 
was beiny done, and no objection was raised. His clients 
thought that they were within their right in erecting the 
clock, in the same way as they had erected clocks in front 
of other picture palaces. Counsel proceeded to cite 
authority in support of his contention that the defendants 
had done nothing wrong, and that they were justified 
erecting the clock. 


His Lordship, in giving judgment, said that there was 
a distinct understanding between the plaintiffs and the 
deferdants as to what should be the appearance of the 
facia. There was no stipulation that the plaintiffs might 
not unreasonably withhold their consent to any proposed 
alteration in the premises. The defendants had used 
their premises at the back as a cinematograph theatre, 
and they had conspicuous notices on the front of the build- 
ing, drawing the attention of the public to the theatre. 
Later on the defendants had, without the consent of the 
plaintiffs, erected a clock in front of the premises, and, in 
his opinion, this constituted a flagrant breach of contract. 
The question was what relief the plaintiffs were entitled 
to. the plaintiffs asked to have the clock removed, as it 
had been put up contrary to the terms of the covenants in 
the lease. That, it appeared to him, could be done without 
any serious damage to the defendants. The plaintiffs were 
entitled to have the offending clock removed. The plain- 
tiffs, therefore, succeeded, and were entitled to judgment 
and costs.

The public examination of John Isaac De Frece, late of 
Theatre Royal, Great Yarmouth, cinematograph proprietor, 
who recently: failed, with total liabilities £5,873 10s.

In January, 1912, he and his partner became tenants of 
the Theatre Royal, Great Yarmouth, for twelve months, at 
a weekly rental of ten guineas, but, after having opened it 
as a cinematograph theatre, closed it at the expiration of 
three weeks. In October, 1909, he, in conjunction with 
other persons, had formed a company to carry on a music- 
hall in Paris, which became moribund in or about March, 
1911, and in connection with which he incurred a heavy 
loss. Debtor attributes his insolvency mainly to loss in 
connection with the last-mentioned company, but also to 
depreciation in the value of his household furniture and 
of debentures subscribed for by him early in 1909, to losses 
by betting, to his liability as surety for another person, 
and to his household and’ personal expenditure. he ex- 
amination was eventually concluded.

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PAPER CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS. 


BY JOHN CHER. 


Recently I was invited by the general manager 
of the Société d’Exploitation des Brevets Dupuis 
to a private demonstration of the new method of 
positive film-making and projecting, invented by 
M. Charles Dupuis, about which mention was 
made exclusively in Tae Broscope several weeks 
ago. 

I arrived at the company’s works and labora- 
tories at Charenton some time before the other 
members of the party, and was received by M. 
Dupuis, who pointed out a little apparatus which, 
he said, was one of his projectors for fixed pictures 
for use in schools and private houses. The lantern 
measured about 12 in. by 6 in., and its compact- 
ability was certainly remarkable. At the top was 
a special lamp, with a Nearnst filament draft, 
and M. Dupuis mentioned that, in the event of the 
filament breaking, a new one could be replaced at a 
trifling cost. At the bottom of the lantern was a 
resistance lamp, while at the back was an aperture 
the size of a cinematograph photograph, in which 
the picture to be exhibited is placed. By a simple 
arrangement of mirrors and lenses, the light rays 
are directed on to the photograph. M. Dupuis 
told me how his greatest difficulty was to obtain a 
satisfactory method of making the metalised paper, 
or, rather, paper coated with metal, which takes 
the place of the positive cinematograph film. The 
paper is sensitised in the usual way, and the prints 
are made from ordinary negatives. The present 
process is the result of five years’ work. Certain 
English and German paper manufacturers having 
failed to make the paper as M. Dupuis wished, the 
inventor solved the problem himself. 

Other members of the party having arrived, we 
were conducted through the factory, where we saw 
the paper being metalised. Sheets of metal were 
placed in the chemical electric tanks, and, having 
been brought into contact with tough, yellow- 
coloured paper, we were shown the transference of 
the metal to the surface of the paper. The present 
workshops are, of course, not yet fitted for making 
the paper films in large quantities. The prepara- 
tion of the paper appears to be a very simple pro- 
cess. 

In the demonstration theatre, M. Dupuis ex- 
hibited one of his small-size projectors, similar to 
the one I had seen on my arrival. Such a lantern 
would, he said, be sold for about 50 frs. (£2). 
It should be mentioned that a l-ampere lamp was 
used. Photographs—twelve of which were printed 
on a piece of the metalised paper the size of a post- 
card—were projected, one by one, on to a 3 ft. 
square frosted glass screen. The picture appeared 


to be well-nigh perfect, while the result was the . 


same as if an ordinary arc and glass slides were 


being used. =~ 
M. Dupuis explained to us the advantages of

his invention for private and school use. A 
metalised paper card, such as was being used, could 
be sold for 2d., the weight being practically noth- 
ing, whereas one dozen lantern slides weigh and 
cost about 80 per cent. more. 

After this we were shown a similar lantern, with 
a cinematograph attachment. The pictures on the 
screen were not perfect, but certainly as good as 
any I have seen projected by a small apparatus. 
Then came the most remarkable part of the 
demonstration—the exhibition of the paper films 
with the full-size patent projector. It was, in fact, 
an exhibition of moving pictures by an entirely 
new method. The special machine had been 
adapted from an ordinary Prévost one, and the 
mechanism was the same. As indirect lighting is 
used, the lamphouse is placed at the side, instead 
of the back, of the film gate, and the light rays are 
directed on to the photographs in a similar manner 
to the ordinary cinematograph apparatus. As the 
paper is opaque, no light penetrates the film, but 
is concentrated on the extraordinary bright surface 
of the metalised paper. Obviously, more light had 
to be used, but, remarkable as it may seem, a 
brilliant picture was obtained, using only 20 
amperes with carbon arcs. M. Dupuis exhibited 
two spools of metalised paper film which had 
already been passed through the machine one thou- 
sand times, but still showed no signs of wear. Once 
again the result on the screen was astonishing, and 
apparently indistinguishable from that given with 
celluloid films. So far, M. Dupuis had proved the 
practicability of the new projector, the saving in 
electric current, and the brilliancy of the films. 
After this came the fire test. M. Dupuis placed a 
strip of the paper film in the film gate, thus expos- 
ing it to the full heat of the light. For more than 
forty seconds nothing happened, then, from the 
picture on the screen, we could see that the film 
was commencing to crack, but, at the same time, 
there was no sign of fire. The film gate was opened 
and the paper exposed to the air, when it began 
to smoulder, with a little smoke, but no explosion, 
and no flame. M. Dupuis then extinguished the 
fire instantly. That little experiment concluded 
the demonstration, and it convinced me more than 
anything else of the value of the invention. In 
my opinion, it makes the use of moving pictures 
in schools an actual possibility. During the cine- 
matograph exhibition, I was standing on the plat- 
form, next to M. Dupuis, and was thus enabled 
to see everything that he did with the films and 
the machine. Accordingly, the advantages of the 
invention may be summed up as follows :—60 per 
cent. saving in the cost of manufacturing positive 
cinematograph films, the possibility of fire reduced 
to a minimum, and an undoubted saving iu 
electricity.

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A RUSH FOR THE DERBY FILM. 


* Kver done a Derby rush?” said Mr. MacDowell, 
of the B. and C. Kinematograph Company, to me 
last Tuesday week. I had to confess that I had 
not. ‘‘ Very well, if you would care about it, be at 
the office Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock.” 

Punctually at the appointed hour I was at the 
office in Endell Street, W.C., where a 30 horse- 
power Phaline car was throbbing outside, seem- 
ingly eager to be away. Six cameras and tripods 
were stowed away in the tonneau, and the company 
—including Messrs. MacDowell and Bloomfield, 
etc., who were to perform the operation on the 
Downs—took their places, and we glided away. 

The weather did not look at all promising at the 
start. Beyond Clapham, the traffic thinned out 
considerably, and we were able to increase our 
speed. The weather by now had improved, the sun 
coming through fitfully at intervals. We dashed 
through Tooting at 10 o'clock, and made our first 
stop at Merton, where a camera was fixed up, and 
some interesting scenes of the traffic were taken. 
Four-in-hands, with their freight of top-hatted 
men and dainty women; donkey barrows, with 
‘Arry and his Missus, the latter resplendent in 
brilliant-hued feathers, and ’Arry with an over- 
dose of pearlies: other walks of life, other modes 
of transit, some walking, quite a number “ biking,” 
private cars, taxis, drays, and waggons converted, 
by mean: cf a few chairs, into quite commodious 
char-a-bancs—all these sights were greedily eaten 
up by the camera, to be shown on the screen a 
few hours later to the thousands who prefer to 
enjoy their Derby from a_ seat in the picture 
theatre. 

We journeyed on to Ewell, where another halt 
was made, and more interesting incidents were 
filmed. From Ewell on again until Epsom was 
reached, pas:ing through the town at ten minutes 
past eleven. Here we found the old-fashioned 
borough crowded, and progress was naturally some- 
what slow. On reaching the Downs, a few minutes 
later, the car was unloaded, and each man, with 
his camera and tripod, hied him to his appointed 
station on the course. As we wended our way to 
one of the “spots,” we heard whispers that the 
King and Queen were then expected. How were 
we to get a good picture? Rather a difficult 
matter, considering the thousands that thronged 
round ard about. A covered van was esnied. and. 


before I could realise it. camera, tripod. and Mr. 


MacDowell were on top of the van, the latter turn- 
ing away as if his very life depended on it. Con- 


sidering the difficulty of the position, this scene 
proved one of the most successful, a fine view being 
got of His Majesty and his Consort entering the 


‘Royal Pavilion. 


We next made our way to Tattenham Corner, 
where I was to be stationed. Here we had com- 
mand of a fine view of the famous corner. The 
time was now about 1 o’clock—two hours ere the 
event that brought us there would take place. 
We were kept amused and interested in watching 
the two events which preceded “The Race,” while 
between times there were always the niggers, 
wierd-looking vendors of fruit, lozenges, etc, the 
ubiquitous tipsters, and the hundred and one 
different individuals who go to make up a race- 
course crowd. "Twas nearing 3 o'clock, and the 
camera received its finishing touches. . Meanwhile 
the excitement amongst the crowd ran high. 
“They're off!”. A second or so passed, and we 
saw the heads of the jockeys as they reunded the 
corner—another moment, and we got a full view 
of them.

Forty-five minutes elapse, and we were able 
to see the negative on the screen, and exactly two 
hours later the first print of “The Derby, 1912,” 
was being shown to the public at the Court 
Theatre, Tottenham Court Road..

We think you would suffer great disillusionment, 
“W. P.,” were you to seriously consider 
entering the ranks of would-be cinematu- 
graph actors. In the first place, your 
chance of obtaining a “shop” would be very 
remote. Apart from the fact that cinematograph 
stock companies are almost an unknown quantity 
in England, there are hundreds of experienced 
artists endeavouring to procure employment as 
cinematograph actors or actresses, and, therefore, 
an application from a “rank outsider,” as you put 
it, would be comparatively hopeless. The work is 
by no means regular, except as a member of a stock 
company, and we are quite unable to answer your 
query as to whether the pay is higher for “danger- 
ous work.’”’ Altogether, “W. P.,” we can only echo 
Punch’s advice—“ Don't!”

“F. GW.” wishes to know how to ascertain 
the voltage across the terminals of his arc lamp. 
He says: ‘I am using 200 volts, and I divide 200, 
by 25 to get the resistance required for obtaining 
25 amperes current. This is & ohms, the required 
resistance, but that does not tell me what I have 
reduced 200 volts to. I know the full pressure is 
still in the mains, but I wish to know what pressure 
is still at the lamp terminals.” 


The only satisfactory way, “F.G. W.,” of ascer- 
taining the pressure across the terminals of an arc 
lamp is by means of a volt meter. Certainly, by 
Ohm's law, pressure can be ascertained when twa 
other factors—current and resistance—are known. 
Now, in the case of an arc lamp, this latter is a 
very variable quantity. As a matter of fact, the 
resistance varies continually, as the carbons burn 
away, and are subsequently fed. When burning, 
normally, a voltmeter bridged across the terminals. 
will indicate a pressure somewhere between 40 and’ 
50 volts, most probably nearer the former. How- 
ever, knowing the variability of the arc lamp 
resistance, we usually take an average of 45 volts 
across the terminals of the arc, and from this 
ascertain the resistance. Now, you are slightly’ 
wrong in your premises. You say that by dividing 
200 by 25 you will get the resistance required for 
25 amperes—presumably through the arc lamp 
connected in series. This is not so. The 8 ohms 
you obtain is the total resistance that, on a 200.

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volt circuit, will pass a current of 25 amperes. 
Obviously, therefore, an 8 ohm resistance added to 
the resistance of an arc lamp burning on a 200 
wolt supply cannot pass 25 amperes. Now, a more 
nearly correct way of obtaining the actual resist- 
ance required would be to deduct 45—the approxi- 
maate arc voltage—from 200, and divide the re- 
miainder—155—by the 25 amperes you wish to 
obtain. 6 1-5th ohms, therefore, would be the 
amnount of resistance that, when connected in series 
with your arc lamp, would permit a flow of 25 
a@moperes. You say you know that there are 200 
volts in the mains. This is the wrong way of put- 
timg it, and leads to misunderstanding. What 
actually is the case is that there is a pressure 
difference of 200 volts between the two extreme 
terminals of your system. Now, when an arc lamp, 
or, for that matter, any other piece of apparatus, is 
burning in series with any other item, such as a 
lime resistance, there is still the full 200 volts 
aifference of pressure across the mains, but the 
presure decreases in its flow through the circuit 
proportional to the resistance of the various items 
connected. For instance, if two pieces of apparatus 
each of the same resistance were connected in series 
on your pressure of 200 volts, there would be a 
drop in pressure of 100 volts through the first and 
a further 100 volts through the second appliance. 
In both cases the pressure difference across each 
piece of apparatus would be 100 volts. The point 
to be borne in mind is difference of pressure, and 
not pressure. Reverting to the case of your arc 
lamp. If an ammeter showed a reading of 25 
amperes, and we knew that the line resistance was 
6 1-5th ohms, the actual pressure difference across 
the arc lamp terminals could easily be found as 
follows: Subtract 6 1-5th from 8, which we know 
to be the total resistance (obtained by dividing full 
pressure by current). This will give 1 4-5th ohms, 
the resistance of the arc lamp. Now, by Ohm's 
law the pressure across the terminals of a resistance 
is found by multiplying the value of the resistance 
in ohms by the value in amperes of the current. 
In this case, then, 1 4-5th multiplied by 25=-45 
must, be the difference of pressure across the arc 
lamp terminals. As a proof, let us ascertain the 
difference of pressure across the known line resist- 
ance of 6 1-5th ohms. This amount, multiplied by 
25, the current flowing--155—the difference of 
pressure across the resistance terminals. These two 
differences of pressure, therefore, added together 
equal the full pressure across the main cables or 
terminals of the supply. 


This reply is possibly a little more detailed than 
you expected, “F. G. W.,” but there is so much 
misconception amongst operators generally as to 
the distribution of pressure through an are lamp 
circuit that the foregoing explanation cannot be 
considered but of jnitarest to the majority of our 


readers.

“J. D.” has been told that a three filament 


Nerust Jamp, consuming 15 amperes, will give a 
light of 18,000 candile-power, and wishes to know

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if this is so. He says: “I have been using lime- 
light, and have been obtaining 2,500 candle-power. 
Which would you advise, a Nerust lamp or lime- 
light? Also, should be pleased if you would tell 
me.what gas should be used per hour with a 12 ft. 
picture.” 


Your informant, ‘J. D.,” is wrong in his state- 
ment regarding the candle-power to be obtained 
from a Nerust lamp. Probably 1,800 is nearer the 
mark. Moreover, the Nerust lamp is not ideal for 
projection, as a concentrated light, and not a 
relatively large area of light, as obtained with a 
Nerust lamp, is necessary for good projection. We 
sleould feel disposel, therefore, to use limelight, 
and, to obtain a good result, should expect to 
consume 10 to 12 cubic feet each of oxygen and 
hydrogen per hour. By the way, if electric light 
be available, why not use it with a small arc lamp? 
20 amperes in this way would give you a far better 
picture than either of your suggested methods.

PHOENIX is operating in a theatre that has lately 
been extended, the throw being now 100 ft., as 
against formerly 60 ft. He says: ‘‘I have obtained 
a new lens to give me the required size picture 
with my increased throw, but I fail to get any 
semblance of picture apart from a confused blur 
upon the screen. By changing over to my old lens 
1 can obtain a sharp picture, but one much {oo 
large for my screen. 


Your trouble, PHoENIx, we venture to think, is 
a simple one, your lens being out of focus with the 
film. You have no doubt placed your new lens in 
the racking mount in the same position as your 
old lens occupied. Now, it is a fact that the centre 
portion, or, rather, a position along the lens barrel 
midway betweer the two end combinations, should 
be approximately the same cistance from the film 
as is the focal length of the lens. Many machines 
are turned out with very narrow limits for lens 
movement, and frequently machines will not 
accommodate lenses of over four inches in focal 
length, without the use of an extension tube to 
carry the lens jacket the required distance from 
the film. Now, you have probably changed over 
from a 4 in. to a 6 in. lens, and it will be necessary 
for the centre of your lens barrel to be 6 in. from 
the film. To do this, a 2 in. extension tube will 
no doubt be required, and without which you will 
be unable to obtain a clearly defined picture on the 
screen. As a test, hold the lens in your hand (with 
the arrow on the tube facing the film), directly in 
front, but a little in advance of, your existing lens 
mount. By moving nearer to or further from the 
film a position will be found where a well-focussed 
picture is projected. From this you can ascertain 
the actual lenguh of extension tube required.

COUNCIL REJECTS WATCH COMMITTEE’S RECOMMENDATION. 


As briefly reported in our last issue, the Watch 


Committee of the Folkestone Town Council re- 


commended that the Council should grant a licence 
under the Cinematograph: Act to the Victoria Pier 
Syndicate, Limited, in respect of the Pier 
Pavilion, on condition that no cinemat>graph 
exhibitions be given on Sunday other than between 
3.15 p.m. and 10 p.m., the licence vo «catinue for 
a period of three months. 

It will be remembered that ihe sppeal ty the 
Victoria Pier Syndicate against a conviction by 
the Folkestone magistrates for using inflammable 
films was dismis A full report of the case 
appeared in THE Broscope, May 23rd, page 555. 

The Watch Committee report came up for con- 
sideration at the Council’s monthly meeting on 
Thursday last, an 1 an animated discussion took 
place. 

Councillor J. G. Parsons moved that the recom- 
mendation of the Watch Committee in regard to 
Sunday pictures on the Pier be eliminated. He 
contended that for some time past the Committee 
had been endeavouring to put an end to Sunday 
picture performances, and yet it came forward now 
and asked the Council to sanction such entertain- 
ments. Surely the Council would be establishing 
a precedent which would affect the prosperity and 
teputation of the town. If this licence were 
granted others would follow in the same wake. 

Councillor C. C. Wampach thought it was the 
duty of every Christian man to do his utmost to 
prevent the desecration of the Sabbath. Surely 
there were quite enough days in the week, es- 
pecially now that the Shops Act had been passed, 
for people to view picture displays on a week day. 

Councillor R. G. Wood, J.P., said he was really 
astounded at the action of the Watch Committee. 
It was beyond his comprehension. Now when 
everything was settled, or they thought so, they 
tead this recommendation that a licence be 
granted for performances on Sunday evenings. 
He supposed there was some explanation, but the 
only explanation he could see was because the 
application was made by a different person and in 
a different name. However, he advocated the 
slimination of Sunday pictures altogether, and his 
Teason was that the town should be as quiet as 
Possible on the Sabbath. If they commenced by 
gtanting this licence they would have to grant 
other cinematograph licences. They could not 
show any favouritism. It would mean a busy 
Sunday and practically everything would be open 
except the theatre. It would attract people to the 
town for a “big” time and that was a thing he 
deprecated strongly on Sunday. 

Councillor C. E. Mumford spoke in favour of 
‘the Committee’s recommendation. In the first 
Place he asked the private residents to remember 
what their Sunday was as compared with that of 
80 per cent of the other people. The private

rest. He was surrounded on Sunday 
morning by luxury and _ comfort, and 
saw the world through drawing-room 
windows. But what of the other 80 per cent.? 


The small wage earner went home to a very small 
house after six days of very hard labour. He 
asked them to think of that, of those in lodgings, 
and of their conditions of life. The young, high- 
spirited boy had absolutely nothing to occupy his 
mind during the whole of the day of rest. It was 
said that Sunday should be kept quiet and holy. 
He had had a good deal to do with young men, 
and the quiet men were not always the holiest. 
Quietness and holiness did not always go together. 
He asked whether in this case a compromise was 
not a good thing, and he further pointed out that 
the granting of a licence for three months was 
advised by the Chief Constable (Mr. H. Reeve). 

Councillor A. Stace, J.P., held that the Council 
could not be consistent unless they granted all 
licences or refused al!. 

Councillor Kent pointed out that the circum- 
stances in regard to the Victoria Pier were 
absolutely different from those of other picture 
shows in the town. There would be no obstruction 
there. 

Councillor Harrison pointed out that under the 
Committees proposal people would be able to 
attend church threé times on Sunday if the 
desired without the picture show interfering wit 
divine service. 

Councillor E. J. Bishop, J.P., held that the 
Corporation should encourage everything that 
tended to discountenance immoral or wrong doing, 
and they had no right to inflict or enforce their 
own private opinions on the general public with 
regard to the Sabbath. He favoured a licence for 
the Pier, but was absolutely against any other show 
being granted the same facilities. The Pier 
entrance was almost outside the town. 

Alderman A. E. Pepper strongly favoured such 
innocent amusement for young people in prefer- 
ence to their running about the streets. He con- 
tended that Sunday would be a quieter day by the 
introduction of picture shows of an educational 
oature. They would keep many out of the public- 
house. The picture shows would be over when the 
public houses were closed. It would be better for 
men and women too. He would hear both sides of 
the question before he said, whether he would vote 
in favour or against any other cinematograph show 
being granted a licence. 

The motion to eliminate the Committee’s recom- 
mendation was carried by the extremely narrow 
majority of ten votes to nine. 

It is interesting to note that Mr. Forsyth, the 
managing director of the Victoria Pier Syndicate, 
immediately had bills printed and circulated 
throughout the town expressing his intention of 
holding performances at 3 p.m. and 8 p.m. on the 
following Sunday.

WHAT WE THINK OF THEM. 


BRONCHO BILLY AND THE BANDITS. 

This is a delightful example of a Western 
dramatic comedy, acted by those splendid men 
and accomplished artists, the Essanay players. We 
have remarked before on the extraordinary realism 
of Essanay pictures, and it may hardly be neces- 
sary, therefore, to return to the subject here. For 
all that. one cannot refrain from commenting upon 
the value of this company’s productions; they are 
something better than plays—they are a kind of 
mental tonic, keen and stimulating, and wonder- 
fully curative to the mind after some of the 
mawkish, sensuous work which is too often given 
to us in the sacred, but ill-used, name of ‘‘ Drama.” 
It is an ancient simile to liken the Western film 
toa breath of fresh air, but it is, natheless, a very 
apt comparison. Many of these Essanay films 
create in the spectator a positive physical exalta- 
tion, such as one would derive from a draught of 
the strong, sharp prairie winds. They are all the 
more welcome at the present moment, when irre- 
sponsible individuals are attempting to bring 
odium upon the picture theatres, on account of 
their alleged harmful influence. Essanay films are 
aconstant example of the actual good that pictures 
can do. Their atmosphere invigorates, refreshes 
and uplifts; they teach the joy of the open and 
the splendour of manhood. They are far better 
than a dozen stuffy prose sermons, which attempt 
to reinforce the tired brain with prolix platitudes. 
The preacher shores up health and morality with 
banal, uninspiring logic; the cinematographer re- 
places argument, with visible facts, and renders 
them so attractive that they make their own 
appeal. We do not wish to accuse the Essanay 
Company of a desire to moralise—they are much 
too good artists for that; at the same time, the 
amount of incidental good which they do is extra- 
ordinary. As we have said, “Broncho Billy and 
the Bandits ” is a delightful Western film, which, 
besides embodying all the ethical virtues we have 
mentioned, is also an excellent little play. Mr. G. 
M. Anderson is always a host in himself—every 
inch of his massive frame is eloquent of humour, 
or drama, or pathos, as the circumstances demand. 
It is a splendid sight to see him in the present 
film, seated on a sugar tub in a store cupboard, 
where he has been severely locked away by a mis- 
trustful little girl, about to rescue his frightened 
captor from some villainous bandits, lovingly 
fingering a brace of six-shooters the while, and 
positively brimming over with pleasure at the 
anticipation of a “scrap.” He can be fierce and 
terrible, too, when there is cause, as the bandits 
find to their cost, but, in spite of his moments of 
stern menace, he is essentially the great, good- 
humoured “Billy,” of whom we have all learned 
to grow fond. His overflowing geniality, the 
twinkle of his humorous eye, as well as his sure,

sober strength in times of peril, are magnetic. 
He wins respect for himself even across the screen. 
The film is remarkable for the fewness of its sub- 
titles—always a sign of a well-devised play. It 
seems a little unnecessary for the old storekeeper 
to carry a lighted lamp about with him, as he 
does in one scene, when it is apparently broad day- 
light—but the satisfactory suggestion of darkness 
has always been a difficulty with the cinemato- 
grapher. One would have liked to see “ Billy” made 
happy in a few more feet of film, and to have 
witnessed the return of the storekeeper with the 
doctor for his sick wife, but the present finish is 
a very pleasant one, and, if it is not entirely con- 
clusive, it is sufficiently so for the purposes of the 
play. Altogether, it is a first-rate picture.

A PAIR. OF BABY SHOES. 

We have here a pretty, sentimental little story, 
capably acted and excellently staged.

Faced with the almost unequalled 
record that one has to remember, where 
spectacular productions are concerned, in 
speaking of a Cines film in relation to its 
predecessors, one feels some natural diffi- 
dence about saying of any new work by 
this company that it is their best. Com- 
parison is never an entirely satisfactory 
method of appraisement in any case, but, 
with this reservation, one would say that 
the Cines Company have never produced 
a better film of its class than “The 
Daughter of the Spy.” This picture re- 
presents what may be termed the “‘scenic 
drama” at its best—and it is in the 
‘scenic drama ” that many people consider 
the picture play to have its greatest 
future. “The Daughter of the Spy” is 


successor to the many films of this type already 
produced by Messrs. Pathé; it may, indeed, be 
looked upon as one of the best Biblical subjects 
they have yet done.

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ART AND ADVERTISEMENT. 


BY RONALD LEROY. 


Ap eminent artist, whose work is known and 
appreciated wherever the enterprise of the bill- 
poster has raised a hoarding, has recently delivered 
iimself of an oration on the thesis that all art— 
uo matter what branch—is nothing more nor less 
than an advertisement. Let the poet rhyme, he 
is not content to let his work repose in the 
obscurity of his desk; he must publish, even if he 
does so for “‘ private circulation only.” Should the 
artist paint a picture, it is not for the creator’s 
eyes alone that he puts brush to canvas, others 
must come and gaze and share his delight; both 
poet and artist advertise themselves by their works. 

It is an ingenious theory, and though, possibly, 
the exponent is laughing to himself, and would 
have his audience laugh with him, yet there is 
truth in what he says 

Another question suggests itself to the adver- 
tiser, or would-be advertiser :— 

If all art be advertising, advertising (though an 
art in itself) is not necessarily art, nor even is it 
artistic. Advertising is a science, a truism, which 
it is not necessary now to elaborately support. 
And Science and Art are sister-handmaidens. 

Advertising is essentially the means of attracting 


attention. Art is called into its service in a multi- . 


tude of ways, is pressed into its service, and fre- 
quently, like the victims of the old-time Press 
Gang, resists, and gives her service under protest. 

There is no real reason why advertising should 
not be artistic, even though the result cannot be 
termed Art. The fault lies with the advertiser. 


He is too hurried in his methods. He does not 
weigh duly, nor does he think beyond the fence of 
“getting something out” with the least possible 
delay. If the. prospective advertiser intends to 
cry his wares, surely there is time for him to 
deliberate—to consider. The advertiser is “out” 
for making money; surely he can spare a little 
time—and ‘‘time is money ’—before he wastes 
more money in ineffectual advertising, and wastes 
time as well. 

How often has one not heard: “I want some- 
thing artistic’—‘I want a dignified bill ’"—“It 
must reflect the high position of the theatre” ? 

Excellent desiderata, all; but where are these 
things to be exhibited ? 

Again, if a glaring, a startling, advertisement be 
required, the tendency is to rush into crude dis- 
cord of colour. There are discords and discords. 
Ask the modern musician whether the composi- 
tions of to-day would have been accepted a few 
years ago. : 

Discords are only discords, when their sequence 
is interrupted. ; 

In colour-printing, for example, advertising can 
be glaringly attractive, can be discordant, radically 
discordant, and yet can be harmonised to be in- 
offensive. The secret lies in the careful selection

An_ Interesting Exhibition. 


The Annual Business Exhibition, promoted by 
the proprietors of the Organiser, is always worth 
visiting, even if one is only mildly interested in 
the wonderful inventions which practically ‘‘do 
your business for you.” This year the Exhibition 
was held at the Agricultural Hall, and during the 
whole week was well attended. 

All the stands were excellently arranged, and 
there was an absence of that overloading which one 
generally associates with exhibitions. The Edison 
Dictating Machine, on Stand la, attracted con- 
siderable attention, and the lucid manner in which 
the advantages of this, the business man’s machine, 
were explained, gathered together many prospective 
purchasers. Stand 3 was occupied by the Address- 
ograph Company, and we learned that many 
prominent houses in the Trade had been supplied 
with a machine. The new Model “C” Addresso- 
graph addresses envelopes at a speed of over 
7,000 per hour, each with a different address. 

The Burroughs Adding Machines were displayed 
on Stand 11, and practical demonstrations of their 


ability were given daily. HEVsgle these 


machines that they can list and automatically add 
from 3,000 to 6,000 items an hour. 

The smart advertising of the “Plex” Duplica- 
tor called attention to their stand, on which all 
kinds of office requisites were exhibited. The 
“Fixo” Stamp Affixing Machine on Stand 17p 
was well worth seeing. This ingenious little 
device stamps envelopes, wrappers, etc., at a 
speed of 4,000 an hour. The mechanism is ex- 
tremely simple. A reel of stamps being placed in 
the retainer, the machine is placed on the wrapper, 
the plunger pressed down, and the operations of 
detaching, wetting, affixing and registering the 
stamps are accomplished. The number of stamps 
is automatically recorded on an indicator. The 
‘‘Fixo” is manufactured by the International 
Stamping Machine Company, Limited, 231, Strand. 

Space forbids a detailed account of the many 
other interesting exhibits, all of which claimed 
their part in the business world, but ae word of 
praise should be given to the Organiser, for the 
capable manner in which the arrangements of 
this most successful exliibitionwWere carried out.

L.C.C. LICENSING PROPOSALS REJECTED. 


. DECISION OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS COMMITTEE. 


The Committee appointed by the House of Com- 
mons to consider the London County Council's 
General Powers (1912) Bill, under which it was 
proposed to license all cinematograph film stores 
urder the Council's jurisdiction, on Thursday last 
decided that such proposals were unnecessary, and 
therefore that portion of the Bill was rejected. 
(A full report of the proceedings appears elsewhere 
in this issue.) 

This decision will relieve the very considerable 
anxiety of the Trade, for had the Bill, as it 
originally stood, eventually become law, it would 
have placed the manufacturers’ and renters 
pone under the absolute control of the County 

uncil, who would have possessed unlimited power 
in the matter of licensing. Previous experience 
of the arbitrary conduct of licensing authorities, 
and their exceedingly wide interpretation of their 
powers, naturally caused the Trade to regard the 
Bill with great suspicion. “ Little good would have 
resulted from the imposition of stringent regula- 
tions, and, if these latter were based upon those

now in force under the Cinematograph Act, con- 
siderable expense, and endless confusion, would 
have been the result. - 


From the lengthy report we have published of 
the proceedings of the Committee, it will be seen 
that the Council presented a very indifferent case, 
and the action of the Committee in rejecting the 
proposals serves to prove that it does not regard 
the cinematograph trade as a “dangerous busi- 
ness.” It appears, too, a matter of opinion whether 
the Council has power under the Building Acts to 
regulate such. “dangerous business,” counsel argu- 
ing that it has, while one of the witnesses stated 
that the Council has power of inspection and - 
regulation only over those premises erected since 
the paesing of the Acts, and not over those in 
existenve prior to then. 


In its way, the Committee's decision is a com- 
plete vindication of the Trade, while the allegations 
of carelessness are entirely disproved, and we think 
that the Council will be well advised to let the 
matter end.

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‘“ The Bioscope ’ Educational Demonstration. 


Our tiree Demonstrations of Cinematography as 
applied to Medical, Scientific, and Educational sub- 
jects are now over, and tire result, we are glad to 
say, has been an unqualitied succe.s. We do not 
wish t0 appraise our own endeavours too ligiiy, 
but we think we have justification in saying that 
avery appreciable stir has been made in scientific 
and educationai circles by these exhibitions, and 
that, in many placcs wuere cinematography has 
tutherto been looked upon somewhat contemp- 
tuously, as a mere cheap entertainment, it is now 
realised to be a great and vital power ior the 
advancement of learning and culture. Strange as 
it may sound, there were several people amongst 
our audiences who had never before seen a living 
picture, and many others who had only seen those 
earliest examples produced at the commencement 
of the industry, which they imagined had not 
materiaily been improved upon. We wish that we 
had the space to publish a few of the many letters 
we have received from doctors and educationalists. 

A report of our first (Medical) Demonstration 
appeared in last week's Bioscore, so there is no 
necessity to revert to it here. The second Demon- 
stration, devoted to Natural Science, was given on 
June 12th, the programme being composad of sub- 
jects by Meszrs. Kineto, Limited, Pathé Fréres, 
and Urban Trading Company, Limited. The 
following are a few quotations from Dr. Heyde- 
mann's introductory address on this occasion :— 
“The time will come, and I daresay it is not far 
distant, when some public-spirited body will pre- 
pare a connected and comprehensive library of 
fiims for loan to all the educational authorities 
throughout the kingdom. This is already being 
done in Hamburg, and in Berlin, by the Society 
Urania, and elsewhere on the Continent. I should 
like to make an appeal to the generous donor of 
book libraries, Mr. Carnegie, and would tell him 
that we are overdone with books. Natural 
sclencs cinematography opens the window upon 
life, and lets in fresh air and movement. : 
The motion picture determines Man’s place in 
Nature. For the first time, we realise that the 
plant is the ancestor of Man, that it lives, breathes, 
cate, drinks, grasps with its tendrils and roots, and 
throws out waste product, exactly on the same 
principle as Man does. Then we can study 
in the motion picture animal behaviour, and 
thereby obtain the most valuable knowledge as to 
the evolution of Man’s brain. Most of us 
live and remember by the eyesight; we see better 
than we hear. Eye-training leads to hand train- 
ing, and that means craftsmanship. From 
seeing to knowing is only a little jump.” 

The third (Educational) Demonstration, given 
last Saturday, was, perhaps, even more succe:sful 
than either of ite predecessors. The house was 
packed with an audience which included chairmen 
and directors of education, the heads of many 
important schools, and delegates from most of the 
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L.C.C. schools in London. Throughout the perfor- 
mance the applause was immediate and prolonged. 
Mr. Walter Reynolds, L.C.C., who was among the 
audience, expressed himself as delighted, whilst 
several schoolmast2rs informed us that, in their 
opinion, there could ne longer be any question as 
to the practical nece-sity tor installing the cine- 
matograph in every school throughout the king- 
dom. The films shown on this occasion were by 
Messrs. the Essanay Film Manufacturing Com- 
pany ; Cherry Kearton, Limited ; Kineto, Limited ; 
and Pathé Freres. Some of Dr. Heydemann’s most. 
interesting observations were as follows:—‘‘The 
educational value of the cinamatograph consists in 
showing you how to see things right—how to sze 
them whole. In my first lecture, I pointed out. 
that the human eye does not see things as they 
happen. It is too circumscribed, too limited, in 
its scope. It cannot see the grass growing nor the 
blood circulating, nor the embryo chick in the egg. 
The human eye only sees things half; and he who 
szes half, sees wrong. The child is taught 
first and foremost by his movements. He likes to 
cee moving things, and he tries to copy them. He 
wants a picture-book—and that is what motion 
pictures are—a picture-book of the great, wide 
wor.d, and all the things growing and blowing 
and flowing. .. . The motion picture is the 
child's book of the future. He is no longer obliged 
to feed his fancy with fictitious presentments of 
things as they seem to the artist and story-book 
writer, but he can now see things as they are, 
limned and depicted by Nature, the mother of us 
all.” 


It is obvious that, in undertaking these Demon- 
strations, we have not been actuated simply by a 
desira to arouse a mere pavsing interest in their 
subject, and nothing more. We believe that the 
time is now ripe for the cinematograph to be in- 
stalled in every school, to be recognised everywhere 
as a great teacher, as well as a great entertainer, 
and we do not intend to cease our efforts for 
official and practical recognition until we have 
achieved our object. 

The system on which the educational affairs of 
this country are directed makes it impossible to 
reach the heads of each individual controlling body 
from a single centre. We have succeeded in secur- 
ing the attention of London educationalists; we 
now invite exhibitors or other gentlemen to do the 
same in the great provincial cities throughout the 
kingdom. We need not say that any advice or 
assistance we can offer to those who may be willing 
to carry on this work will be given gladly. We 
may be able shortly to suggest a method whereby 
such exhibitions can be given at the least cost and 
with. the best possible effect. Meanwhile, we cordi- 
ally invite all who are interested to write to us 
on the subject, and, if they can, to co-operate with 
us in the manner we have intimated

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*“BEETLES ON THE BIOSCOPE.”’ 


AN INGENIOUS ENTOMIC ENTERTAINMENT. 


Under the delightfully simple title of “‘ Beetles ’’ 
there is to be released by the American and Conti- 
nental Film Company one of the most ingenious 
and amusing pictures produced for some time. As 
its name indicates, it is a deadly drama, enacted 
by a troupe of hearthrug performers—beetles, to 
wit—only, in this particular instance they are 
patent “‘film beetles,” specially ‘trained’ for 
cinema purposes. We have not heard the opinion 
of an entomologist on this accomplished company 
of creepy-crawlies, but we think it is quite a case 
for the Zoological Society. Wiewed from the most 
unentomological point of view, however, the pic- 
ture is still very fascinating. It is a magnificent 


historical romance, a reconstruction of some of the 
most important events during the reigns of those 
two famous monarchs, King Bentwhisker and King 
Shinyback. For the juvenile denizens of the back 
scullery and the kitchen fireplace it will doubtless 
have great educational value. It will not be with- 
out its tinge of sadness to those older members of 
the colony who remember the “good old days” of 
Beetledom before the introduction of Keating's 
Powder, but to their children it will prove as 
delightful as it will be instructive. We hope that 
some enterprising exhibitor will seize the obvious 
opportunity to organise a special matinee for in- 
sects, and thus attract the patronage of a 


numerous, but hitherte, uncate(ed Ae yl of 


the community. 


Speaking seriously, ‘‘ Beetles” is really an ex- 
tremely clever and original picture, which one may 
well be quite content to appreciate without asking 
how it is done. It introduces all sorts of novel 
effects, each one of which is a triumph of 
trickiness. 

As our readers will probably have gathered, the 
story of the film is a medieval romance entirely 
presented by insect histrions. These creatures 
have been trained, or manufactured, as the case 
may be, to move and gesticulate with an effect so 
human a> to be almost startling. It is a surprise 
picture, whic takes one’s admiration by storm. 


‘The plot of the film deals with the rivalry be- 
tween ‘King Bentwhisker” and “King Shiny- 
back,” and the elopement of the former’s daughter 
with an ambassador. The outraged parent pursues 
his runaway child, who takes refuge with her lover 
in the kingdom of Shinyback. An ultimatum is 
forthwith dispatched to the latter monarch, and, 
this being haughtily torn up, a fierce and terrible 
war is entered upon. Eventually the gallant Am- 
bassador and the romantic Princess blow up the 
castle in which they have ensconced themselves, 
and in a final picture we see them descend into 
the welcoming petals of a rose, which closes upon 
them a3 a bower of Iovégiwhilstna beetle ‘cellist.

SHEFFIELD CHILDREN AND PICTURES. 

The Sheffield Watch Committee recommend 
that all cinematograph licences granted be subject 
to the condition that no child under the age of 
twelve years be allowed to be present at the second 
nightly performance unless accompanied by his 
parent or guardian, or, in the case of a continuous 
show, not later than 9 o’clock. 


OVERCROWDED PICTURE PALACE. 

The licensee of the Picture Palace, Lord Street, 
Southport, was summoned for a breach of the Cine- 
matograph Act, 1909, by allowing people to stand 
and sit upstairs in the gangway on Saturday last. 
Sergeant Pearson gave evidence as to visiting the 
hall and seeing a number of people blocking up 
the gangways. The Chief Constable stated that 
defendant had been previously warned. Mr. Wil- 
mot Hodge, for the defendant, said that it was a 
wat night, and the people rushed in when it com- 
menced to rain. He had refused to admit several 
people. The Chairman (Mr. D. Richards) said the 
Bench took a serious view of the case, and de- 
fendant would be fined two guineas and costs. 
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CANADIAN CADETS AND PICTURES. 

The Canadian Cadets will, for the first time, 
train in military camps this year. Mr. Hughes, 
the Minister of Militia, is arranging for cinemato- 
graph displays to be given in each camp for the 
education and entertainment of the boys. 


NEW LICENCE FOR GUERNSEY. 

Permission to give cinematograph entertain- 
ments has been granted to Mr. Joseph Edward 
Smith, who applied for a licence for the old Salva- 
tion Army Hall, South Side, St. Sampson’s, 
Guernsey. A condition was imposed that the neces- 
sary arrangements should be carried out to the 
satisfaction of the Constable, and the Inspector of 
Explosives. 


TO HELP THE CHILDREN. 

As a result of the special matinee at the 
Pavilion Picture Theatre, Castle Street, Wolver- 
hampton, on Saturday last a sum exceeding £10 
was handed over to the United Brothers’ Poor 
Children’s Outing Fund. This result was attained 
chiefly through the efforts of Mr. H. Richardson, 
the popular manager there, who has given a 
matinee annually in aid of this fund. 


FIRST-HAND KNOWLEDGE. 

By kindness of the manager, Mr. T. J. C. Riley, 
of the Ipswich Picture House, the members of the 
Ipswich Scientific Society were enabled to go over 
the theatre, and see the various arrangemente 
which are necessary to ensure comfort and safety 
to the patrons. Everything was fully explained 
to them, from the boiler house to the operating 
rooms, including the machinery for ventilating, 
heating, lighting, etc. A view of the week’s pro- 
gramme completed a most interesting time, for 
which the hearty thanks of all were expressed to 
Mr. Riley by Mr. H. Marsden, the president of the 
society. 


THE QUESTION OF RELEASE DATES. 

A letter comes from Mr. E. C. Hallam, manager 
of the Imperial Theatre, Edgware Road, in which 
he states that, when booking films for future pro- 
grammes, he is ever confronted by a difficulty 
which he thinks could be obviated by a little 
uniformity of action on the part of the producers. 
He goes on to state that, “If film manufacturers 
would conform to a system of identical dates of 
exhibition and release, the difficulty of selection 
would be considerably minimised. As it is, the 
hirer sees a film shown, which he is afraid to book, 
but at the same time he is obsessed by the fear 
that something may appear a little later, on which 
his preference would have alighted. This fear is 
often realised, and, of course, is followed by the 
usual uncertainty of decision. I am surprised that 
the manufacti:rers have not. come to the arrange- 
ment referred to ere this, as it is distinctly to their 
own advantage to do so, as certain films which 
might have been taken un bv exhibitors are un- 
avoidably chut out, through programmes being 
already fully booked up.”

At the Electric Theatre, Cambridge, plush “tip- 
up” seats have been placed in every part of the 
hall, with the exception of the front two rows, and 
these are to be changed shortly. Patrone of the 
theatre will appreciate the alteration. 


NO OVERCROWDING IN VANCOUVER. 

The Police Commissioners of Vancouver have in- 
structed the Chief of Police to enforce strictly the 
by-law which deals with overcrowding in picture 
theatres. Unless, therefore, the various manage 
ments see to it that their gangways are kept clear 
they will have to face a prosecution in the police 
courts. 


DETECTED BY CINEMATOGRAPH. 

During recent disturbances in Budapest, films 
were taken of the riots. When these were shown 
at the picture theatres, the crowds flocked to witness 
them, and among these were some of the rioters 
themselves. But the police also visited the shows, 
and were thus able to effect several arrests, no 
alibi in the world being able to disprove the facts 
recorded lsy the camera's eye. 


SCMOOLMASTER’S OBJECTION. 

When a cinematograph licence was applied for 
in respect of the Granby Hall, Granby Strect, 
Liverpool, objection was raised by the headmaster 
of Granby Street School. He based his objection 
on the ground that the entertainments would inter- 
fere with the work of the school in the «fternoons 
and with the continuation classes. The aj} lication, 
however, was granted. 


CHARITY AND SUNDAY OPENING. 

With further reference to the Brixton Dispensary 
case, it now appears that the Committee has decided 
to accept the contributions from the picture theatre, 
and in consequence of this decision three local vicars 
have re.:igned from the governing body. They have 
decided not to withdraw their church support, while 
it also appears that the Hospital Sunday Fund will 
tot be affected. The Vicar of Brixton (the Rev. 
A. J. Waldron) was largely instrumental in secur- 
ing the vote in favour of the offer of the picture 
theatre being accepted. Mr. Waldron states that he 
believes that “ these Sunday entertainments do good. 
Their shows are clean, they keep people out of the 
publi: houses, and I see no reason why we should 
not gt: ‘"-* weleome assistance from such, a quarter. 
Our decision, however, has lost us more than our 
vice-presidents. Some of our subscribers have 
dropped off in consequence. But we shall receive 
£250 yearly at least from the theatres, which more 
than compensates for the loss of contributions. Our 
dispensary will be financially improved.” 
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TRVON'S LATEST THEAIRe. 

It is expected that the Troon Picture Palace, 
tne towns latest place of entertainment, will be 
ready tor opening about the middie of July. Lne 
bu.ding, wnich 1s situated in Portland Street, has 
seating accommodation for about 1,000 people. 


THE CINEMATOGRAPH ACT. 

At North Lonsdale Petty Sessions, the proprietors 
or a picture theatre were fined £1 and costs for 
not having the cinematograph apparatus enclosed 
in a cabinet of fire-resiting material, and £3 and 
costs for not having the film spools covered with 
a metal case. 


A RESOURCEFUL PICTURE PIANIST. 

There are several good pianists at the various 
picture palaces in the Borough of Wallasey, 
Cheshire. Therefore, it must have been a source 
of satisfaction when a Wallasey contemporary de- 
scribed the pianist of the Vienna Hall Picture 
Palace as ‘the leading picture pianist of the dis- 
trict.” 


PICTURES IN BANGKOK. 

Matters are going well with the Royal Japanese 
Cinematograph, Bangkok, which is not to be won- 
dered at when the class of programmes submitted 
is known. Something new and entertaining one 
can always be sure of in this theatre, and not the 
least interesting film is the “ Bangkok Gazette,” 
which is made up of local scenes. 


THE ALDERSHOT AFFAIR. 

Mr. A. Walker, the Warwick Trading Com- 
pany’s operator who was arrected while fiiming the 
King during his recent visit to Aldershot, and who 
was subsequently discharged by the Aldershot 
magistrates, has been informed ‘by the Public 
Prosecutor that the case is at anend. The military 
authorities had given notice of appeal, but this 
has been abandoned. 


UP WITH THE TIMES. 

Outside their hall, the management of the Bijou 
Picture Theatre, Denmark Hill, S.E., have been 
displaying in a large frame a copy of a letter 
that was sent to a local paper by Mr. Ernest Bury, 
Curate of St. Matthew’s, Brixton, in praise of the 
cinematograph theatre. Crowds have stopped 
nightly to read this, and it follows that some of 
these people have found their way into the Bijou. 


BEVERLEY RACES FILMED. 

That the Beverley Races would provide an inter- 
esting topical to be shown at their halls was evi- 
dently the opinion of two enterprising Hull man- 
agers.

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A NEGLECTED DETAIL. 


By “Souffleur.” 


There is a movement afoot, and a great move- 
ment it is, to produce more and more films dealing 
with educative subjects. It is a movement that 
is beyond praise. 

- Among these films a number deal with illus- 
tzations of foreign scenes and are known familiarly 
as “travel”. pictures. They are exceedingly 
popular with gudiences, and some .of them, if not 
the majority, are remarkable for their beauty and 
fine photographic quality. 

. Their usefulness, however, from an educational 
point of view (and this is the subject of this brief 
plaint) is greatly nullified by the fact that though 
they show much they explain little. 


The exhibitor receives a film entitled ‘The’ 
Beautiful Gorges of ——.”’ Where the self-same’ 
gorges are he hasn't the least idea and a gazetteer 
1g not always at every exhibitors’ elbow. If it 
were he might perhaps (being brimming over with, 
energy as are most exhibitors) make an extract 
and cause it to be written on a slide and writ large 
on the outside of his hall. , 


There is nothing explanatory on the film except’ 
perhaps of the briefest description, and the spec- 
tator goes away, having seen a very beautiful 
picture but bemused regarding the whereabouts 
of the country or scenes he has been regarding.: 
It is not suggested that picture theatres should be 
turned into lecture halls or be made an annexe 
of the university of London, but a little more 
trouble would produce very great results. 

The suggestion is a little one, quite a little one 
(see Chapter 1 of ‘Midshipman Easy ”) ; that is, a 
map embodied in the first portion of the title, or- 
the sub-title. 

We would then get something like this: “ ‘The 
Beautiful Gorges of ——.” These Gorges are a

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HELP IN TROUBLE. 


FOR PROPRIETORS, MANAGERS, AND OPERATORS. 


“J. M.” wishes to take away two flame arc 
lamps which burn in series on a 100 volt supply, 


and substitute incandescent metallic or carbon fila- 
ment lamps, without disturbing the existing wiring, 
“which would mean a deal of expense. He proposes 
using two clusters of 50 volt lamps, each cluster 
to be wired in parallel and connected up in place 
of the arc lamps. He says: “Could thia be done 
efficiently, as the two arc lamps take 8 amperes?” 


As far as actual candle-power is concerned, 
“J. M.,” you will not obtain the same value from 
incandescent lamps as you at present do with arc 
lamps. Furthermore, connecting up clusters in 
series is not to be recommended, as some of the 
lamps are bound to be overrun. You see, “J. M.,” 
that if one lamp of one cluster could be connected 
with only one lamp of the other cluster, the pro- 
position would be somewhat different. In this way 
the burning out of one lamp would simply ex- 
tinguish for the time being the companion lamp in 
the other cluster. With your suggested arrange- 
ment, however, the burning out of one or two 
lamps in a cluster will not interrupt the flow of 
current to any particular lamp of tne other cluster, 
but will, instead, cause something considerably 
worse, the overrunning of a number of the remain- 
ing lamps. Assume, for the moment, that your 
clusters consisted each of six 50 C.P. metal filament 
lamps, a number that will consume the same 
amount of current that your arc lamps now do. 
The burning out of two of these lamps in one 


cluster will mean that virtually a 300 candle-power™ 


lamp is thrown in series. This must have disas- 
trous results on the remaining lamps alight. Con- 
sidering, therefore, the fragility of the metal fila- 
ment lamp, we could hardly recommend the sug- 
gested arrangement. Carbon filament lamps might 
last better, but the idea of the “cluster” is rather 
lost, as two 50 C.P. carbon lamps in place of each 
of the existing arc lamps will absorb the 8 amperes 
you have been using. By the way, what objection 
have you to arc lamps? If you wish to save cur- 
rent, and obtain the same effect, which, we pre- 
sume, is what you require, by suggesting the 
clusters, incandescent lamps will never be so satis- 
factory or efficient, and you had better dismiss the 
idea from your mind. If, however, you do not care 
for arc lamps, then we should suggest the same 
current being put to more useful purpose in the 
form of strip lighting carried out in small lamps

arranged in suitable banks of series. If metal fila- 
ment lamps of 24 C.P. were used, 240 could be 
distributed over the face of your building, with no 
more current consumption than you now have with 


the arcs.

““G. W. M.”’ at present receives an electric sup- 
ply from a-local authority, at a preseure of 200 
volts, direct current. He uses a motor generator 
delivering 60 amperes to the projector arc. The 
other lighting of the building consists of two 10 | 
ampere flame arcs, thirty 16 candle-power lamps, 
and twenty of 50 candle-power. ‘‘G. W. M.’’ de- 
sires to instal a gas generating plant to supply his 
installation, and wishes to know if any alterations 
to wiring will be necessary; what size gas engine 
will be required, and if the dynamo of his existing 
motor generator can be used. Failing the last, 
what size dynamo would be required. 


It is hardly probable that any alteration to the 
general wiring of your building, ‘‘G. W. M.,”’ will 
be necessary or, at any rate, essential. Certainly, 
if we installed a 200 volt generating plant your in- 
stallation could remain as it is. Some more con- 
venient lower pressure than this should, hewever, 
be adopted, taking into consideration the extreme 
waste that takes place when high voltages are used 
for projector arc lamp purposes. Now, any de- 
crease in generated pressure means a corresponding 
increase in amperage for an incandescent lamp sup- 
ply. Should the wiring, then, at present be fully, or 
nearly fully, loaded under your existing conditions, 
there will be little in hand to meet the increased 
amperage with the lower pressure. There is usually 
a fair margin in the wiring to allow for extensions 
or the adoption of higher candle-power lamps, but 
without a detailed inspection of your installation it 
would be impossible to say that your existing wir- 
ing is, or is not, large enough for any reduction in 
pressure. We should certainly be inclined to 
think, however, that the wiring would come to no 
harm by the conversion. Now, a convenient pres-' 
sure for your installation would be 100 volts, and 
on this basis we can work out the size of engine and 
capacity of dynamo required. The adoption of the 
existing dynamo of the motor generator set, would 
be out of the question, as it would be too small and 
the voltage would be too low. The consumption of 
energy for your thirty 16 candle-power and twenty 
50 candle-power lamps, assuming them to be of the

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metal filament variety with an efficiency of 1} watts 
per candle-power, would be 1,850 watts, requiring 
184 amperes on a 100 volt dynamo. The two 10 am- 
pere arc IJamps are, without doubt, connected in 
series, and as such the current consumption would 
be 10 amperes at 100 volts. For the projector arc 
we must allow 60 amperes, which brings the total 
current required up to 88.5 amperes. Allowing a 
fair factor of safety, and to permit of additions in 
the future, 100 amperes had better be provided 
for, which, at the 100 volts pressure, means a 10 
kiowatt generator. For this size dynamo we 
should advise a 20 brake horse-power gas engine ; 
many case, a minimum of 18. Needless to say, it 
wil be necessary to change all the existing incan- 
deseent lamps to ones of similar candle-power but 
suitable for 100 volts; or, better still, to allow a 
nargin for voltage fluctuations, 110 volts. The 
dynamo used should be compound wound, and 
should be provided with a shunt regulator to 
‘nable the dynamo attendant to have ample con- 
trol over and to keep down, if necessary, the gener- 
ating pressure. With regard to the flame arc 
lamp circuit, it will be necessary, when running on 
the low voltage, to cut out some of the line resist- 
ance. A sliding contact is usually provided for 
this purpose, so no difficulty will be experienced.

“A, H.’? wishes to know how to make an 
announcement slide. 


If “ A. H.”’ refers to slides showing written an- 
nouncements, as apart from photographic slides, 
he cannot do better than purchase ordinary 
opaque lantern plates, which, being covered by a 
special pigment, can be easily written upon with a 
stout pin, or even the sharp point of a pen knife. 
On projection, these slides show up with white let- 
tering on a black background. Alternatively, 
white p!ates can be obtained covered with a thin 
gelatine emulsion. On these plates, sketching or 
writing is possible by using an ordinary pen and 
ink. If ‘A. H.’’ means photographic slides, it 
will be necessary for him to have a fair knowledge 
of photography, without which he had better leave 
the matter to a professional lantern slide maker, 
fron whom announcement and other slides can be 
obtained with an excellent finish that ‘‘A. H.’’ 
could hardly hope to attain, and at prices that will 
appear to compare favourably even with those of 
home manufacture.

_‘G. B.”’ wishes to know the best way for mak- 
ing up a screen for cinematograph projection. 


An ordinary screen can be made up from canvas. 
The best quality only should be used, and it should 
be sized well on both sides prior to an application 
of either a mixture of size and whitening or a flat 
distemper. If for permanent use, the screen 
should be mounted on a frame work provided with 
Wedges for stretching purposes, on the same prin- 
ciple as a canvas is mounted for oil painting. if 
it be intended to make the screen portable, the 


top should be mounted on a rey Ole or ster’ 
O iad e 


and the bottom provided with a roller, preferably 
not under 4 ins. in diameter. When in use, the 
heavy roller will permit the screen to hang well 
without sagging. In rolling, care should be taken 
to avoid creases, or the surface dressing will he 
liable to crack.

‘‘Limg,’’ who is at present running a limelight 
show, has been informed that it is possible to ob- 
tain limes that, instead of lasting an hour or so, 
can be used indefinitely without deterioration, 
and asks if this is so. 


Yes, ‘‘ Lime,’’ there is on the market a number: 
of indestructible limes that can be used with very 
fair results with low powered jets. Unaffected by 
moisture, and composed of compressed magnesia 
powder, these lines can be used with confidence for 
lantern work, but for cinematograph projection 
nothing has yet been found to equal the ordinary 
hard, large diameter lime, which, although brief 
in existence, nevertheless gives a splendid light. 
when used with a jet of high power.

Replying to your first question, “T. P.,” 1 ft. 
8 in. by 2 ft. 4 in. is the floor space that must be 
allowed for each seat, without considering gang- 
ways. On the ground at your disposal, and 
allowing 10 ft. for the entrance, loggia, and thick- 
ness of wal!s, your hall would be about 87 ft. in 
length. A space of about 6 ft. must be allowed 
between the back row of seats and the wall, and 
about 8ft. from the front seats to the screen. This 
gives a length of seating of 73 ft. Two gangways 
will at least be required, each of 3 ft. 6 ins. This. 
leaves, assuming the inside width of hall to be 
42 ft., 35 ft. of seating width. The seating area 
then is 2,555 sq. ft. This divided by the minimum 
area per seat (1 ft. 8 ins. by 2 ft. 4 ins.) gives an 
accommodation of about 650, which may be taken 
as an approximate figure. It will be impossible 
to ascertain the cost of running the projector arc 
without deciding on the size of picture. We 
should recommend one in the region of 18 ft. in 
width, and 60 amperes would about suffice for 
this. Now if running direct off the 240 volts, 
143 units per hour would be used, costing 3s. 7d. 
On the other hand, the arc lamp could be supplied 
by means of low pressure current from a motor 
generator, in which case considerable saving would 
be effected. Indeed, even allowing for conversion 
losses, six units an hour, at a coat of 1s. 6d., would 


. be the probable consumption. You might expect 


then a saving of 2s. per hour by using the motor 
generator, and you would jbe advised to adopt his

By so doing you will have to make use 
of the 480 volt supply, as it is seldom that a 
supply authority will permit motors of anything 
over about 2 horse-power to be run off the low 
pressure. The cost of running is, however, 
unaffected.

“H. E.,” who is using @ motor generator, has 
no stand-by in case of failure, and wishes to know 
now a water resistance could be made up. 


A good form of water resistance can be made by 
employing a barrel as a reservoir for water, in 
which two plates are suspended. A good plan is 
to screw tao iron or copper plates to a couple of 
battens, or distance pieces, to keep the plates from 
touching. Care must, of course, be taken to 
prevent the screws from either side touching or 
a short circuit would result. The leads, one from 
the supply and one leading from the arc lamp are 
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connected to the plates and control, over the cur- 
rent passing is obtained -by raising and lowering 
the plates in the water. A little salt or acid should 
be added to the water, as pure water has too high 
a resistance. During operation some of the water 
will evaporate, and fresh supplies should be oc- 
casionally added to allow for that lost. A very 
simple emergency resistance is described in ‘The 
Bioscope Electrician's Handbook,” in which a 
bundle of carbons connected to one lead is sus- 
pended in a pail of water, the pail being connected 
in series. Indeed, this was recently put into prac- 
tice by ourselves a short time ago through the 
unforeseen failure of a converting plant, and it. 
proved so successful that it was kept in operation 
for three days during the repair ‘of the plant. 
Nevertheless, ‘“H. E.,” we always recommend that 
a reliable stand-by resistance should be introduced 
whenever a motor generating plant is used.

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The Prcpseed Licensing of Film Stores. 


London County Council Proposals s Rejected by House of Commons Committee. 


Two further sittings of the Committee of the 
House of Commons which has under consideration 
the clauses of the London County Council’s 
General Powers Bill with reference to the licensing 
of film stores have been held since the last issue 
of THE Broscope went to press, and our readers 
will be glad to know ‘that, as a result of the strong 
opposition made by the Trade, and also, it must be 
said, owing to the weak case presented by the 
County Council, the Committee on Thursday after- 
noon decided that the preamble of the Bill had not 
been proved, as far as the proposals with regard 
to the film stores were concerned. These clauses, 
accordingly, have been struck out of the Bill. 

On Wednesday, June 12th, Mr. Riley, Super- 
intending Architect to the London County 
Council, was called at the request of the Commit- 
tee, the point having arisen, as we reported last 
week, that the Council possibly had already powers 
under the Building Acts to deal with businesses 
needing special protection against fire. Owing to 
the well-known intricacies of the London Building 
Acts, Mr. Riley remained at the witness’s table 
during the whole morning, but his chief points, 
so far as our readers are likely to be interested, 
were that, under the Building Act of 1895, the 
Council could only compel the provision of means 
of escape from fire; it could not enforce structural 
alterations. 

In the afternoon the Chairman made the an- 
nouncement that the Committee had decided that, 
so far as the manufacture of ‘‘raw’’ film was 
concerned, the workmen and the public were suffi- 
ciently protected under existing Building Acts and 
Factory Acts. The question was still open whether 
the person who developed negatives, or carried on 
any other process subsequent to the actual manu- 
facture of the celluloid film base, should be licensed 
or not. 

Evidence on behalf of the Trade was then called. 
Mr. J. B. Wilkinson, Secretary of the Incorpora- 
ted Association of Kinematograph Manufacturers, 
Limited, one of the petitioners against the Bill, 
stated that the Association included the whole of 
the manufacturers in London and the provinces 
with one exception. The membership numbered 
about 37. He was familiar with the Trade as it 
was carried on at present, and endorsed the state- 
ment of counsel that it was necessary to differen- 
tiate between manufacturers of raw film, manu- 
facturers of negatives, and renters. Continuing, 
Witness said that all the manufacturers carried on 
business in or near London. There were as many 
renters outside London as within it, if not more. 
It was the unanimous opinion of the Manufac- 
turers Association that the proposals of the County 
Council were unnecessary, and would very seri- 
ously hamper the Trade. He had investigated the 
various fires on film premises put in a3 evidence by 
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the County Council, and had found that the 
majority of them were in no way due to the in- 
flammability of celluloid. Witness then gave de- 
tailed particulars of the various fires occurring in 
or on Trade premises. He added that he had 
made a rough estimate of the number of fires in 
other trades, and he found they were not as high 
in tHe film trade as in the chemists’ and drapere’ 
trades. 

Mr. Balfour Brown: ‘What would an important 
negative cost?—As much as £6,000 to £8,000, 
some of them. 

Which are the most expensive to produce !—I 
should imagine a staged one, not a topical nega- 
tive. The cost of a staged picture frequently 
runs into four figures. Positives, which are ob- 
tained from the negative are comparatively cheap. 

We have heard it stated that they vary in 
value !—I do not think that is quite the faci. Fosi- 
tives are about the same price; the markt value 
is 4d. per ft. 

Can you get a negative back from a positive }— 
It can be done, but it is not satisfactory. I do 
not think an exhibitor would put on such a picture 
in his theatre. 

The witness went on to explain the matter of 
release dates, and the fact that films were shown 
six or seven weeks in advance of that date. Copies 
ordered, however, were only printed a few days in 
advance of the release date, so that they were not 
stored by the renter for any length of time. There 
were thirty-two manufacturers of films in this 
country, eighty firms engaged in renting, and 
some 4,000 to 5,000 theatres. The capital in- 
volved in the Trade amounted to several millions. 
Development was constantly taking place, and he 
believed regulations such as proposed by the Lon- 


. don County Council would prejudice that develop- 


ment. All proper precautions we taken; the 
prohibition of smoking was invariable ; in showing 
films to customers a very small amperage was used 
in the machine, and the machines themselves were 
fireproof. 

At this point Mr. Wilkinson burnt a piece of 
film in the projector placed in the Committee-room 
by the Gaumont Company, in order to show (1) 
that the gate was fireproof, and (2) that no flame 
could enter the spool boxes. 

The Chairman: Every film has its own box from 
the time of its birth? 

The Witness: Yes, they are sent to the showman 
in the box, and not undone on the premises of the 
renter. 

_ In cross-examination, the witness said he did not 
see why open fires or the use of matchboarding 
should be prohibited on film premises. He did not 
regard celluloid films as being so inflammable as 
people made out. 


Mr. Fitz Gerald: Why should not the reasonable

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precautions that some are willing to take be made 
the rule ? ; 

The Witness: I should have no objection, but 
we fear that the Council will do more than that. 

What makes you think the County Council is 
likely to impose unreasonable conditions !—A large 
number of showmen in London do not look very 
favourably on the conditions which the Council 
has imposed in regard to theatres. The difficulty 
is that the inspectors hold different views. 

The witness also called attention to Lieutenant 
Sladen’s statement that in his view the film busi- 
ness should not be carried on in Cecil Court or 
beneath residential flats. The effect, if the Coun- 
cil were allowed to say that Cecil Court was un- 
suitable, would be to turn out half a dozen firms 
who held their premises on lease, and if struc- 
tural alterations were allowed to be enforced this 
again would hamper the Trade. 

Mr. H. A. Browne, Chairman of the Kinema- 
tograph Manufacturers’ Association, was the next 
witness on behalf of the Trade. Mr. Browne ex- 
plained the relations of manufacturer, renter and 
exhibitor, and said that everything was being done 
which the interests of the Trade dictated in the 
matter of precaution against fire. 

The Chairman: As long as the regulations did 
not go beyond what you are doing now you would 
not object ? 

The Witness: I should object to having to do 
it under County Council compulsion. 

There are other renters who do not take the same 
precautions. Do you think it is advisable that 
they should be allowed to go on !—I think they do 
take precautions. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Browne con- 
sidered it would be a very unfair handicap to put 
upon the Trade to say that it could not carry on 
business without a licence from the County Coun- 
cil. The Trade might find itself, in the end, under 
as many restrictions as the publicans. § There 
was much more danger in a big draper’s establish- 
ment than in a place like his own. The room 


where films were shown was always away from the. 


film store, and this was naturally the case, because 
otherwise the films could not be conveniently 
handled whenever a customer was seeing a film, 
and the room was darkened in consequence. 

The Chairman: Supposing you had an amper- 
age of eighty in a theatre, and the spools were 
suddenly to stop, how long would it take before 
the film ignited ? 

The Witness: It would take some considerable 
time—at least two minutes. 

Supposing the amerage was ten ?—You could not 
burn it. If you had a light focussed to a pin- 
point you would require an amperage of well over 
thirty before you could light a film in two minutes. 

In reply to further questions, the witness said in 

is own case he held his premises under lease, and 
could not make structural alterations without the 
consent of the landlord. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (cross-examining): On exchange 
days you examine the film at a renter’s? 
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The Witness: It undergoes a slight examination. 

Do you rewind the film in order to examine it? 
—It is impossible to give an extensive examina- 
tion. 

If the film is torn you repair it?—I am afraid 
that is usually done by the theatre operator. 

You have to get them away quickly; does not 
that involve a large amount of rapid work }—It 
involves a large amount of packing and repacking. 

In reply to further questions, the witness said | 
that in the cleaning machines methylated spirit 
was employed, and for old films, petrol. This was 
done in a room right away from the film store. 
Very little petrol was used. 

Mr. Goldsmith (to the witness): You are like 
other traders; you know it is better for your Trade 
that the Council should not have the right: of in- 
spection !—Yes. 

- You know of structural alterations being made 
which have made it impossible to carry on busi- 
ness }--That is so. 

Did not this Trade really start in Paris ?—In 
Paris and Italy. 

Where is the negative made principally ?/—On 
the Continent and in America. 

In reply to Mr. Middlebrook, the witness said 
it was not the regular thing to open every tin con- 
taining film that came back from exhibitors. The 
film was always kept in the box because the marks 
on the box were the only means of identifying it. 

The Chairman: It is rather difficult to reconcile 
some of your evidence with that given by the - 
Council. 

The Witness: The inspectors do not give their 
evidence with a due sense of proportion. For in- 
stance, they say they notice a can of petrol, but 
they do not say that it is in a room quite remote 
from the film store. 

If you do not examine the film, how do you 
protect yourself against damage ?—In this way: A 
has the film first, and B complains. No one has 
had it but A, so he must have done the damage. 

At this stage an application was made on behalf 
of Messrs. Kodak that the exemption already pro- 
mised to makers of raw film should be extended 
to such a store of raw film as Messrs. Kodak main- 
tain at Kingsway, W.C. Mr. Goldsmith pointed 
out that film was just as inflammable then as later, 
and the Committee decided that evidence would 
have to be heard on the point. ; 

Mr. Henry Wood, manager of the film hire de- 
partment of the Gaumont Company, Limited, was 
next called. He said the company manufactured 
films and machines, and also carried on a film 
renting business. 

Mr. Balfour Browne: The gentleman who gives 
his name to the firm is in Paris ?—Yes. 

He has invented a machine for synchronising 
the pictures with the gramophone, which is likely 
to give a great impetus to the Trade?—Yes, I 
think it will. 

The witness was adding his reasons for thinking 
there was no need for legislation such as proposed 
by the County Council, when the Chairman 
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intervened and said the Committee thought there 
was no need to hear any further evidence. 


A somewhat protracted legal argument then 
arose as to whether the cinematograph industry 
could be regulated under another part of the Coun- 
cil’s General Powers Bill, relating to dangerous 
businesses, which were defined as ‘‘ any other 
manufacture dangerous on account of the liability 
of the material or substance employed therein to 
cause fire or explosion.” 

Mr. Goldsmith suggested that the Council might 


claim to deal with the cinematograph trade under 
this definition, but Mr. Fitzgerald expressed the 
view that a court of law was the only authority 
entitled to decide what businesses should be in- 
cluded under such a definition. 

However, any further argument was avoided 
when, after a consultation by members of the Com- 
mittee fn camera, the Chairman announced that 
the Committee considered the preamble of the Bill 
was not proved so far as cinematograph films, 
cinematograph film stores, or dangerous businesses 
were concerned.

This invention relates to kinematugraphs of the Maltese 
cruss type and has for its objects to prevent breakage of 
the engaging or driving pin of the Maltese cross by 
cushioning shocks against the said cross when in actiun, 
to facilitate adjustment of the cross action, to obviate the 
said cross wedging against the locking disc or being 
damaged when a foreign body happens to get between 
them, and to provide fat the easy removal and replace- 
ment of the intermittent driving sprocket when adjusting 
tue Maltese cross. 


According to this invention the driving pin is mounted 
on @ pivoted leyer held by a spring against a stop or 
surface whch determines the normal or working position 
of the said pin. This lever is conveniently carried upon 
the locking disc. The bearing which carries the spindle 
of the Maltese cross is also arranged to be pivoted on the 
sleeve which is engaged by the bearing of the pinion 
spindle on which the ancuing disc is fixed. Between the 
bearing of the Maltese cross spindle and the sleeve which 
is engaged by the bearing of the locking disc spindle a bar 
ia arranged with an inclined surface which is capable of 
adjustment longitudinally from one end. The said bear- 
ing of the Maltese cross spindle is caused to bear against 
the said bar by a spring. The spindle of the Maltese 
cross is arranged to be bored at the end urging the in- 
termittent sprocket and split longitudinally, and a coni- 
cal screw is provided to separate the parts of the split 
portion in order to wedge or lock the said sprocket on 
the said spindle. 


In order that the invention can be clearly understood, 
reference is had to the annexed drawing, in which, Fig. 1 
is an underside sectional plan of binemeiograpn mechanism 
constructed according to this invention.

The inventor’s claims are :— 


1. In a kinematograph of the Maltese cross type, the 
arrangement of the driving pin for the Maltese cross in 
connection with a spring substantially as and for the pur- 
pose set forth. 


2. In a kinematograph as claimed in Claim I, the 
arrangement of the driving pin for the Maltese cross upon 
a pivoted lever held by a spring against a surface or stop 
which determines the normal position of the said pin, 
substantially as described. 


3. In a kinematograph of the Maltese cross type, the 
arrangement of the bearing carrying the Maltese cross 
spindle so that it can be moved to adjust the Maltese cross 
relatively to the locking disc and of means of so removing 
it, substantially as described. 
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4. In a kinematograph as claimed in Claim 3 the ar- 
rangement of the bearing carrying the Maltese cross upon 
a pivot, substantially as described. 


5. In a kinematograph as claimed in Claim 4, the ar- 
rangement of a spring and of a longitudinally movable 
bar having an inclined surface designed when moved in 
one direction to correspondingly move the bearing carry- 
ing the Maltese cross spindle and when moved in the 
opposite direction to allow the return of the said bearing 
by the spring, substantially as described. 


6. In @ kinematozraph of the Maltese cross type, the 
provision of the end of a spindle carrying a film: driving 
sprocket. with a bore and with a series of longitudinally 
splits and a conical screw engaging the bore to separate 
the parts of the split portion to lock the sprocket in posi- 
tion, substantially as described. 


7. The improvements in connection with the Maltese 
crass action and the intermittent driving sprocket of kine- 
matographs, constructed, arranged and adapted to operate, 
substantially as hereinbefore described and illustrated in 
the annexed drawing.

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SCIENTIFIC CINEMATOGRAPHY. ° 


BY LEWIS MELVILLE. 


Cinematography is undoubtedly one of the 
wonders of the age, and perhaps the most remark- 
able thing in connection with it is the rapidity 
with which it has spread throughout the entire 
civilised world. Only a few years ago the motion 
pictures were regarded by most people as an inter- 
esting “‘turn’’ at a music-hall. Presently the 
admiration they excited, as the pictures were im- 
proved and the variety of subjects infinitely ex- 
tended, made it possible profitably to build picture 
palaces, and devote the whole programme to the 
exhibition of pictures, amusing, pathetic, and 
serious. The pictures used only to run for a few 
minutes; now, some of them are so elaborate that 
an hour or more is required for their display. 
Novels that lend themselves to dramatic treatment 
have always been adapted for the stage; now such 
works are adapted for the screen. ‘ Vanity Fair ” 
was recently so treated ; and now very shortly the 
public may see, as well as read, or, if they will, 
s22, instead of reading, Eugene Suess famous story, 
“The Mysteries of Paris,” motion-pictorially «is- 
played through 5,V00 ft. of film. 

Wonderful as is the development on these lines, 
even more remarkable is the use to which cine- 
matography will presumably be put in connection 
with education. In this matter THE Broscopr has 
taken the lead. With wise foresight, seeing the 
vast opportunities in this direction to which the 
naw industry lends itself, it has from time to time 
opened its columns to the educational experts. It 
ha. dons even more than this; it has organised a 
series of matinees for ‘the purpose of proving the 
sientific and educational value of the moving 
picture.’ These demonstrations have been peculiar- 
ly valuable, because they have drawn the attention 
of people in the medical, scientific and educational 
world, who had not hitherto been interested in 
cinematography, to the serious uses to which it can 
be put. That use is great, and will be even more 
ard more covsiderable, until at last the ideal is 
reached for which more than one inventor is striv- 
ing—the accurate synchronisation of the voice with 
th> moving picture. That end has not yet been 
attained, but sooner or later it will be. As the 
oll Indian proverb has it, “It is a far cry to 
D-hi, but the pilgrim gets there, all the same.” 

_Among some of the most interesting contribu- 
tions to THE BroscopeE have been the series of 
articles from the pen of Mr. Leonard Donaldson 
on what. may be called scientific cinematography. 
Mr. Donaldson has now published, through the 
proprietor; of THE Broscore, a work entitled, “The 
Cinematograph and Natural Science,” in which he 


‘fhe Cinematograph and Natural Science. The Achieve- 
ments and Possibilities of Cinematography as an Aid 
to Scientific Research. With twenty-three [lustrations 


and a Supplement. By Leon Donaldson. 2s. 6d. 
net. Ganes, Limited. le 
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sets out the achievements and possibilities of cine- 
matography as an aid to scientific research, and at 
the end of the work he has reprinted the articles 
to which reference has just been made. Mr. 
Donaldson points out the various uses in the edu- 
cational and scientific worlds to which the moving 
picture can be put, and to which he is sure, as we 
are sure, it will soon be put; and very conveniently 
he has gathered together many of the pronounce- 
ments on the subject by those who can justly claim 
to be authorities. One, at least, of these may here 
be quoted :—'* With careful preparation and fore- 
thought,” one of the officials of the Education De- 
partment has stated, ‘‘moving pictures might be 
arranged for the schools, the County Council and 
educational authorities being the ‘circuits.’ For 
instance, the Grade V. boys and girls studying the 
United States might easily be taken from New 
York to San Francisco, trips in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, hunts on the Alleghanies, up the Mississippi, 
and into the cotton fields of the South. Again, the 
bazaars, actual and living, of Canton, Cairo, Con- 
stantinople, Caleutta, Lahore, and a hundred 
places of which the scholar gets but a faint and 
inaccurate notion, however good the teaching, 
could be made realities. Pageants of hiztory could 
be realised, and events of the day could be repro- 
duced, and the child could be fascinated into learn- 
ing by a well-conducted and not too heavily laden 
scheme.” 


It is not, indeed, necessary further to quot: 
the experts, for the man in the street can clearly 
see the advantages of this method of teaching. 
There is scarcely any subject that. cannot be mad2 
more intelligible by the use of the motion picture. 
No longer will it be necessary to apply verbal des- 
criptions of, let us say, the jungle-—the jungle itself 
can be shown. We can show the elephant in the 
forest, the tiger in his lair, the hunter tracking 
these animals. Told that the main industry of a 
certain-district. is timber, we can indelibly impress 
this upon the mind of the scholar by putting before 
it the various processes of this industry from th» 
cutting down of the tree to the storing of the 
planks into which the tree is cut. We can see the 
bird in its nest, and the fish in the river and sea. 
We can be shown the circulation of the blood, the 
flora and fauna of a district, military evolution— 
there is scarcely anything: in any branch of learn- 
ing that cannot be made more clear with tha 
assistance of the cinematograph. Science can 
greatly be aided, the study of medicine made vastly 
eacier, history and geography rendered far mor? 
interesting, and a knowledge of hygiene impressed 
upon all and sundry. 

Within the confines of a brief article it is im- 
possible to follow Mr. Donaldson into the various 
paths which he treads|caind itots indeed unnecessary

There can be 
no doubt that, within a very short time, the motion 
picture will revolution all methods of teaching. 


AN EFFECTIVE 


One of the problems of the moment is to 
increase the natural, or rather, one might say, 
through the strenuousness of its existence, the 
somewhat unnatural short life of the cinenato- 
graph film. It is unquestionably a fact that with 
the increase of the continuous performance with 
consequent greater wear of the film, the public is 
becoming more discriminating. Grease marks and 
rain storms call for severe comment, so much so 
that in some cases one is inclined to the opinion 
that subject matter is subservient to condition of 
the film. It is certainly to be deplored that such 
an undue importance is attached by the hirer to 
the age of a film and so little to its condition. On 
the other hand, from the public point of view, 
providing the film has not been seen previously, it 
is the subject and condition that are judged. At 
the same time the average proprietor knows that 
unless he can afford to have fairly recently released 
films, his audience will have to put up with bad 
condition. This should not be 80; and as far as 
cleanliness of the film is concerned, there need be 
little difference between first and, say, eighth run 
films. Scratches cannot be avoided—at least, the 
blame cannot to any great extent be laid upon the 
hirer; machine manufacturers and users alike are 
responsible for this. Scratches, however, hardly 
show upon the screen—it is the dirt embedded in 
them that is s0 a ot. Until the millennium 
arrives, therefore, and projectors, gates, and oper- 
ators are perfect, it is the duty of the hirer to 
periodically free his film from all dirt. 

Hand cleaning is a labour, and depending upon 
that very variable quality, the human element, 
may be dangerous and unreliable. Time also is 
a matter of serious consideration to the man who 
knows that every day decreases the value of the

film—whether it be used or not. The name “Sea- 
borne ” has long been associated with film cleaning 
appliances, and we have recently inspected the 
latest of that company’s machines. Simplicity and 
efficiency seem to be the foundations on whieh it is 
built, and some of ite main features will, be of 
interest. Designed principally for dealing with 
one side of a film at a time, it performs this oper- 
ation by cleaning at the rate of 4,000 ft. per hour. 
No sprockets are used, the feed of the film being 
performed by the light pull of a belt-driven take- 
up spool. The speed of the film through the 
machine, however, is constant and is controlled by 
a uniformly rotating drum, a most ingenious 


arrangement, driven by a triple worm gear. The 


cleaning fluid is benzoline, which is sprayed on 
to the film just in advance of its passage against 
a rapidly rotating buckskin buff. The friction is 
light but swift, and particles of dust are thrown 
by centrifugal force clear of the film. Altogether 
there are four brushes which effectively clean and 
polish the entire one surface of the film. Al- 
though revolving at a rapid rate there is little 
strain thrown upon the body of the film—unques- 
tionably far less than the passage of a film once 
through a projector. 

Sound in construction the ‘‘Seaborne ” machine 
driven by electric motor will work continuously 
with a minimum of attention, and hirers and 
manufacturers alike would be well advised to make 
further inquiries regarding the machine. Indeed, 
for the manufacturer this latest machine is of 
special interest, as by its use freshly developed 
films can be run through for cleaning, developing, 
and other stains from the celluloid side without 
fear of the emulsion receiving any injurious effect. 


The Globe Electric Theatre, New Kent Road, 
marks another addition to the world of pictures, 
and a very cosy and up-to-date hall it is. Con- 
sidering the high-class nature of the entertain- 
ment provided and quality of the film this hall 
should prove a most popular rendezvous. 

A new picture theatre, to be known as the 
Royal Cinema de Luxe, will shortly be opened 
at Ashford (Kent), witn a seating capacity of 
1,000, at which a Kalee projector is to be installed.

Musical Accompaniments. 


To the Editor of Tae Bioscope. 


Simn,—A few weeks ago I went to one of the 
premier picture theatres in the North of England, 
a most beautiful and luxurious place. Everything 
was carried out in an artistic manner, the pictures 
being excellent, the lighting perfect ; in fact every- 
thing had been done by the management to ensure 
SUCCESS. 

I say everything was perfect; so it was, to my 
mind, except one thing, and that was the music. 
Do not misunderstand me; the music was good, 
a capable orchestra playing light selections, prin- 
cipally from the operas. An intensely dramatic 
picture was being projected. One incident—a 
death-bed scene (surely intended by the author to 
“grip ”) was accompanied by the band to the tune 
of a polka from “San Toy.” The whole effect of 
the picture was, of course, lost. The music was 
good, the picture was good, but the two together 
were not artistic. 

This perhaps is an extreme example of what I 
might call the inartistic side of the picture show. 

To my mind orchestral accompaniments are not 
suitable to pictures—for obvious reasons. Each 
incident demands suitable accompaniments, and 
this would mean special music to be composed for 
each picture, besides the difficulty of each performer 
following the picture and the baton exactly. 

Personally, I think the only suitable music is 
that provided by the pianist who can play ‘“any- 
thing ” without copy in a versatile and sympathetic 
way. 

I write from experience, having played for 
pictures now for a long time. I spend hours in 
Eepenite and thinking out what will best suit 
each situation depicted. 

I am engaged at a hall in a working-class dis- 
trict at a salary which hardly keeps me in evening 
dress! Is there scope for a man in the picture 
world who can play intelligently? Are there 
promoters wanting such players and willing to pay 
them adequately if they can do what the writer of 
this letter claims!—Yours, etc.

The ‘‘Suggested Combine.’’ 


To the Editor of THE BroscoPe. 


Srr,—I thank you very much for the publicity 
you gave to my letter, and I accept your criticism

as being a very fair comment, in your opinion, on 
my letter, which, of course, is all a matter of 
opinion. The object of my contribution was to 
prove that if there were a clear understanding 
between the showmen and the Trade, the financial 
position could be greatly improved, to everyone's 
satisfaction and interest. At any rate the raising 
of prices could not harm anybody, and the hirers, 
who are in such an awkward position at the 
present time, would be the first people to benefit 
from this change. The showman himself would 
derive a very big advantage, and in most cases 
save his business from ruin. It is a welhknown 
fact that there are about 45 per cent. of the 
London shows hardly paying expenses, and I am 
sure that the public would raise no objection to 
the increase in prices. 


The second part of my letter, in which I refer to 
fair competition, is in my opinion quite justified. 
If competition be fair, there is no reason why a 
stranger or a new concern should not be allowed tc 
secure a site for a cinematograph theatre; but if 
it is a matter of opening a show next to another 
man in order to close him up, well, I do not think 
that the disappearance of one show by the re- 
appearance of another iz of much good to any- 
body. This point has not much interest in my own 
opinion, and I think that ‘every showman should 
be prepared to face competition and to defend 
himself to a fair, or even unfair, extent, but there 
is no reason why we should all run our business 
at a loss if 4 profit can be made out of it, or be 
satisfied with very little if we can get more. 

I have received a very large number of letters 
from showmen congratulating me on the step I 
have taken to raise the price of admittance to 
cinematograph theatres, and I have no doubt that, 
if a campaign is started through the medium of 
your paper, before long we shall see the 6d. shows 
increasing their minimum admission price to 9d. 
and the 3d. shows to 4d.—Yours, etc.,

lays a trap for him by sending him a note pro- 
mising details of her history if he will come with 
money to an underground inn named “ The Bleeding 
Heart.” 

The first scene of the third act shows us this 
place of appointment. Rudolph, the Schoolmaster, 
and the Screech Owl sit together at a small wooden 
table, the two latter greedily eyeing their victim, 
their claws itching to imbed themselves in his 
flesh, the Schoolmaster furtively fingering beneath 
his coat a villainous stiletto, christened “his Tro- 
jan’s toothpick.” Rudolph is well on his guard, as 
the production by him of two loaded pistols testifies, 
but the wretches outwit him. While the others are 
talking, the Screech Owl softly steals behind Ru- 
dolph and opens a trap door in the floor. Suddenly, 
and without warning, the Schoolmaster rises in his 
seat, and, flinging himself upon Rudolph, thrusts his 
victim over the yawning hole on to the stone flags 
of the cellar beneath. They then secure the en- 
trance to this prison, and, rush- 
ing out of the inn, open a sluice J 
above it, which allows the 
waters of the Seine to thunder 12474 
into the cellar. Thus Rudolph, 
recovering from  unconscious- 
ness, finds himself caught like 
arat with the flood rising round 
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threatening him with imminent 
death. The horror of the situa- 
tion dawns upon him in its full 
significance when he discovers 
that the iron gates leading out 
of his prison are locked, and 
that there is no other means of 
egress. All hope is extinguish- 
ed; the dark waters, filled with 
pestilential creatures, which 
crawl over him in their strug- 
gle for life, are nearly above his head; and then, 
just as he sinks back into their depths, a man rushes 
against the iron gates of the cellar, bursts them open 
with a Herculean effort, and drags the drowning 
Prince from death. It is the Slasher, who has dis- 
covered the peril of his benefactor just in time, and 
has come hither to rescue. 

In the next scene we see Thomas Seyton engage 
the services of the Schoolmaster, on behalf of his 
sister, to do away with Fleur de Marie. They pre 
pare a boat with a sliding bottom, and, sending 
the gentle girl a note summoning her urgently to 
the assistance of a woman who is stated to have 
broken her leg on the other side of the river, they 
watch her embark on what promises to be a fatal 
journey. Rudolph happens to arrive a minute later, 
however, at the farm and, hearing the strange story 
of the injured lady, he follows, and reaches the 
niver to see the boat fill with water in mid-stream, 
and manages to get to Marie in time to save her life.

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that his father is dead, and that his subjects are 
clamouring for his return. 

At the commencement of the fourth and last act, 
we see the Schoolmaster informed by Hoppy of 
Rudolph’s probable departure from Paris. The 
ruffian immediately arranges to plunder the latter's 
house during his absence, and we see the burglary 
put into effect. Into the dark room we see appear 
gradually the Schoolmaster’s ghastly visage, with 
eyes that gleam like phosphorus, and almost seem 
to shed a pale, unnatural light of their own. He 
is thrusting his gnarled, misshapen fingers with 
greedy eagerness into the store of gold he discovers, 
when suddenly the lights are turned up, and Ru- 
dolph, surrounded by his servants, stands in the 
doorway. ; 

The scene is changed to an rtment tapestried 
with red and brilliantly illuminated. Rudolph, 
enveloped in a long black velvet dressing-gown, 
which adds to the pallor of his countenance, js 
seated at a large table covered with cloth. The 
Schoolmaster, securely bound with ropes, and 
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utterly unable to move, is placed in a large stuffed 
armchair with castors, in the middle of the room. 
Rudolph is no longer irritated; he is calm, gad, 
and collected. The Schoolmaster’s countenance is 
ghastly—he fears he knows not what. 
“Listen!” says Rudolph, rising and throwing a 
menacing authority into his gesture: “ You have 
criminally abused your vast strength—I will para- 
lyse that strength. The most powerful have 
trembled before you; you shall tremble before the 
weakest. Assassin! You have plunged heavenly 
creatures into eternal night—the shadows of night 
eternal shall commence for you even in this world. 
Your punishment, though long delayed, shall equal 
your offences.” With these words the Prince makes 
a sign to two attendants, who move towards the 
chair in which the Schoolmaster is bound, and wheel 
it out of the room through some tall, dark curtains. 
There is a moment's pause. Rudolph and the 
Slasher, who is with him, stand gazing at the cur- 


tains as though awaiting some dreadful happening. 
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Suddenly they start involuntarily, as if they hear 
the fearful sound they are expecting—andl a moment 
later the two men wheel back the Schoolmaster, 
still bound in the chair. . 

“Remove the gag and unbind him!” exclaims 
Rudolph. 

The two men loosen the cords with which the 
Schoolmaster is bound, then take the bandage from 
his eyes. He springs up suddenly, his hideous 
countenance expressing rage, terror, and alarm. He 
advances one step, gropes with outspread hands be- 
fore him—then, falling back into his chair, he raises 
his hands to heaven, and cries, with inexpressible 
agony and desperate fury, “I am blind!” He 
springs from his seat again, gnashing his tecth and 
menacing the spectators with his clenched fists. 
At the very first step he stumbles. Like a mighty 
animal of loathsome mien he stamps round the room, 
now falling in his blindness over some obstacle with 
curses and blasphemies, now clawing with impotent 
fury at the air in his attempt to seize his captors. 
But Rudolph directs that he shall be led to the 
open door, and, placing a pocket-book filled with 
notes in his trembling hands, the Prince bids him 
go forth to lead a better life. 

Meanwhile, the Screech Owl has been to visit 
Sarah Macgregor to claim a reward for the unsuc 
cessful attempt on the life of Marie. The Countess 
is seated with some jewels at a table, and the mur- 
derous old woman, creeping behind her, stabs her 
between the shoulders and makes off with the 
valuables, followed by Hoppy. At “The Bleeding 
Heart” this dreadful couple, fresh from their aw- 
ful crime, encounter the blinded Schoolmaster. At 
first they can scarcely credit the truth, but when 
they realise that their partner in so many enormi- 
ties is actually helpless, they turn upon him with 
unspeakable cruelty, and revel in his powerlessness. 
Screech Owl robs him of the money which has been 
given to him, and then, aided by Hoppy, pushes him 
down the cellar into which he had once cast 
Rudolph. The succeeding scene cannot well be 
described except in the words of Eugene Sue, and 
we scarcely have the space to make another quota 
tion from the novel. They chain up the School- 
master in the cellar like a dog, and then torture him 
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with blows and taunts. Eventually Hoppy, who 
has been awaiting an opportunity to possess himself 
of the Screech Owl’s booty, steals up behind her 
and pushes her into the infuriated clutches of her 
blind mate. 

“La Chouette (the Screech Owl) uttered q yell 
so horrible ‘that Hoppy, alarmed, drew back to the 
door. The frightful screams of La Chouette seemed 
to increase the insanity of the Schoolmaeter. 

“«Sing,’ said he, in alow voice, ‘Sing, La 
Chouette, sing your song of death. You are happy; 
you will never see more the phantoms of our victims 
—the old man of the rue de la Roule, the drowned 
woman, the drover. But I see them—they come, 
they touch me. Oh! How cold they are, oh!’” 

“The last spark of intelligence in this poor wretch 
was extinguished in this cry of horror. Then he 
reasoned no more, spoke not; he behaved and roared 
like a wild beast; he only obeyed the savage in- 
stinct of destruction for destruction’s sake. Hor- 
rible, frightful events took Place in the gloom of 
the cellar. 

“A quick, rapid trampling was heard, interrupted 
at frequent intervals by a dull sound, like that of 
a bag of bones which rebounded on a stone against 
which one wished to break it Acute moans and 
bursts of infernal laughter accompanied each pf 
these blows.

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A NEAT REPLY TO AGITATORS. 


THE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL AND THE CENSORSHIP OF FILMS. 


At a meeting of the London County Council on 
Tuesday, Mr. Smallwood asked the Chairman of 
the Theatres and Music-Halls Committee whether 
his attention had been drawn to the remarks 
made by the coroner at an inquest held at Hack- 
ney on June Ist upon the body of George Porter, 
a lad who shot himself on May 31st,—viz., ‘‘ They 
very often exhibit exciting shooting and stabbing 
pictures at picture theatres. It is a great pity 
there is not more censorship exercised by the 
County Council, or some other authority on pic- 
ture show exhibitions.’’ The uncle of the deceased 
gave evidence to the effect that he had warned his 
nephew that he was ‘‘going mad’”’ on picture 
shows, and would have ‘“‘ pictures on the brain.’”’ 
Having regard to the remarks of the coroner, and 
similar remarks by magistrates, would the Chair- 
man consider the advisability of bringing up to 
the Council regulations prohibiting harmful and 
criminal representations in picture theatres 
licensed by the London County Council ? 

The Chairman (Mr. E. M. Preston), said that if 
any reasonable definition of ‘‘harmful and 
criminal representations’’ could be brought for- 
ward he was quite willing to bring the matter be- 
fore the Committee, but if the London County 
Council were to make regulations against all films 
and plays depicting breaches of the criminal law 
of England, ‘‘ Hamlet ’’ and ‘‘ The Babes in the 
Wood ’’ would have to be prohibited, and certainly 
‘* Ali Baba and the Forty Thieves ’’ would come

Mr. Preston observed that 
an equally strong, but of course fallacious, case 
could be made out for the general censorship of 
religious meetings on account of the admittedly 
large number of persons who committed suicide as 
a result of religious mania. 

This reply induced Mr. Smallwood to move the 
adjournment of the Council as a protest against 
the Chairman’s last remark. He pointed out that 
as the Council required exhibitions on Sundays to 
be ‘‘of a healthy and elevating character,’’ it was 
equally possible to deal with the character of the 
exhibitions on week-days. The Council ought to 
assume some responsibility for these entertain- 
ments, which were visited with harmful effects b 
large numbers of boys and girls. Mr. Smallwoo 
quoted a letter from a headmistress of a school in 
the North-East of London, who stated regretfully 
that although moving picture films might be of 
such great benefit in the education and enlighten- 
ment of the children, many of them appeared to 
be of a kind calculated to have an opposite effect. 

The adjournment of the Council was not carried, 
and the next business was proceeded with.

SALE OF A PICTURE PALACE. 


Mr. Justice Parker, in the Chancery Division, had be- 
fore him, on Thursday, June 13th, a motion in the action 
of Parr v. The Gaiety Picture Palaces, Limited, by which 
the plaintiff sought an injunction to restrain the Com- 
pany, until the trial or further order, and its directors 
other than the plaintiff from selling its assets at what the 
plaintiff alleged was an undervalue. 


Mr. Mark Romer, K.C., and Mr. Willis appeared for 
the plaintiff, and the defendants were represented by Mr. 
Austin Cartmell. 


In support of the motion, Mr. M. Romer said that it 
was alternately asked to restrain the company from pay- 
ing to the second defendant, Mr. Bargate, a commission 
for introducing the proposed purchaser. The company 
was formed for the purpose of carrying on cinematograph 
theatres, and the only theatre they had at present, said 
counsei, was the one in question in the Tottenham Court 
Road, which, according to the evidence of the plaintiff, 
was worth £5,000. ‘There were four directors of the cor- 
pany, one of whom was Mr. Bargate, and he, with the 
other two excluding the plaintiff, were proposing to sell 
the theatre for £3,000, which the plaintiff alleged was a 

ross undervalue, and in which opinion he was backed up 
by the opinion of two experts. Out of the purchase money 
Mr. Bargate was to be paid a commission of £300, and 
counsel submitted that there could have been no difficulty 
in getting someone to pay £3,000 for a property which, 
according to the evidence, was worth £5,000. The 
wishes of the majority of the shareholders had not been 
ascertained, and he suggested that a meeting should be 
called, which would enable them to express their views. 
This, he understood, Mr. Cartmell assented to. 


Mr. Cartmell said that was so. In point of fact, a 
majority of the shareholders had already approved, but 
there had been no formal meeting. He thought it was a 
case in which there ought to be a formal meeting of the 
shareholders, and that their views should be obtained in 
the ordinary way. The completion of the sale had been 
fixed for Monday, June 24th, and he suggested that the 
meeting should bo called for to-morrow or Saturday week, 
and that the motion should be heard by his Lordship on 
the following Monday afernoon. That would enable the 
sale to be carried out on the day originally fixed unless 
the motion succeeded. 


Mr. Romer agreed, though he did not agree that the 
wishes of the majority of shareholders would necessarily 
dispose of the matter. He thought, however, it was a 
case where the wishes of the shareholders should be ascer- 
tained. 

His Lordship accordingly directed the motion to stand 
over until Monday, June 24th, and that the necessary 
meetings of shareholders be called in the meantime. 


PICTURE PALACE GAS ENGINES. 


In the Shoreditch County Court, on Friday, before his 
Honour Judge Smyly, K.C., Messrs. Capel and Co.. of 
168, Dalston Lane, N.E.. engineers, sued W. W. Dudley, 
of High Road, New Southgate, the proprietor of the Coro- 
nation Picture Palace, to recover £15 15s. 2d., the balance 
alleged to be due from supplying and fixing of a suction

gas engine to provide-electric power for the picture theatre. 
Mr. H. C. Davenport, barrister, appeared for the plain- 
tiff, and Mr. Godwin was counsel for the defence. 


The plaintiff’s case was that they were asked to provide 
& gas engine for the picture palace, which they did, at a 
cost of £2 10s. The amount claimed was the balance due. 
When the engine was fixed, a man was left with it for a 
fortnight, when it was in good running order. Complaints 
had been received of a trivial character, and put right, 
and then further complaints were received, but Messrs. 
Capel came to the conclusion it was an excuse for putting 
off payment, and so asked for their money. They had been 
unable to obtain a settlement. 


For the defence, Mr. Dudley said there was a counter- 
claim of £9 9s., which, with the amount claimed by the 
plaintiffs, was the loss he had sustained through the en- 
gine being fused dane of doing what it was said it would. 
Defendant purchased it on a guarantee that it should be a 
perfect running engine, and that any defect should be put 
right in twelve months. 


Mr. Godwin: How did the actual loss arise? 


Defendant: In consequence of having no power I had 
to shut the theatre and give tickets for another night. 


Mr. Godwin: Could you always open?—No; shows had 
to be abandoned because the engine would not work. 


Mr. Puddick, defendant’s engineer, also gave a detailed 
account of the alleged defects of the engine. 


Judge Smyly, after a very lengthy hearing, gave a ver- 
dict. for the plaintiffs on the claim and counterclaim. 
Judgment was accordingly entered for the plaintiffs, with 
costs. 


STORIES OF PICTURE PALACES. 

Before Judge Lumley Smith, at the Central Criminal 
Court, Arthur Cohen pleaded guilty to a charge of obtain- 
iny £250 from Mr. T. E. Lake, an accountant, by false 
pretences. 


Mr. A. H. Bodkin appeared for the prosecution, while 
the defendant was represented by Mr. G. Elliott, K.C., 
and Mr. Curtis Bennett. 


The prosecution stated that the debtor was adjudicated 
a bankrupt in 1908, when he had liabilities of £3,700, and 
assets £100. He was adjudicated a second time in 1911, 
when the liabilities were £380, and no assets. Mr. Lake, 
the prosecutor, inserted an advertisement in a paper 
stating that he would invest £200 in a business if his ser- 
vices were remunerated at the rate of £5 weekly. The 
defendant replied to the adventisement. and, in an inter- 
view, said that he was interested in picture palaces, and 
wanted an accountant. He alleged that there were pic- 
{ure palaces at Acton, Croydon, Woolwich, and_ other 
places. The work which Mr. Lake would undertake was 
to be done on behalf of a company, the prospectus of which 
the defendant produced. The capital of the company was 
£50.000, and it was suggested that Mr. Lake should, if 
his references were satisfactory, invest his £200 in shares 
in the company. Mr. Lake consented to do so, and, after 
paying his money, received shares in_a concern known as 
the Argentum Syndicate, Limited. He pointed out that 
those were not the shares he was told he would receive, 
and the defendant told him that the Syndicate had power 
to take up any business, and wa: developing ventures in 
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the Canary Islands. The whole of Mr. Lake’s £200, ac- 
cording to the prosecution, was paid into a banking account 
of the defendant’s, and the latter used the money for his 
own purposes. The Syndicate was only registered on the 
day that the defendant gave the receipt for the £200. 
Subsequently, the defendant suggested that it would be a 
nice thing if Mr. Lake became a director of the Argen- 
tum Syndicate, Limited, but he would have to subscribe. 
a further £50 for shares. Mr. Lake consented to make 
that payment, but instead of receiving fifty shares in the 
Argentum Syndicate, the defendant gave him fifty shares in 
Argentum, Limited, a concern which was never registered. 


Mr. Elliott said that the defendant was recom ensing 
Mr. Lake when he was taken ill. His friends were helpiie 
him in that direction. If the case was adjourned, the 
prosecutor might be further recompensed. 


The Judge adjourned the matter to the next sittings of 
the Court, the defendant being kept in custody.

I read with some considerable interest Mr. 
Bey's letter, in which he advocates increased 
prices of admission to picture theatres, and also 
the formation of a combine. As regards the in- 
crease of prices the idea seems to me to be a very 
feasible one. It has much to commend it. The 
consequent falling off in the attendance of an 
individual would not, in my opinion, be very 
much. On the other hand, the picture show is 
the theatre of the masses to a considerable 
extent, and an attempt to increase prices might 
lead to some dissatisfaction. Would it not be 
feasible to increase the prices during certain 
hours? For example, in the case of a continuous 
show, from 8 o’clock in the evening to closing 
time. 


I can scarcely conceive the existence of a more 
popular theatre in Ireland than the Electric 
Picture Palace, Armagh.

Armagh is a town 
of some 6,000 residents, and the theatre is right 
in the very heart of its activity.

July and A are probably the two sents, pow unds per week during the summer on film hire, 


of the year which arouse more misgiving in the 
world of amusement than anyothers. They repre- 
sent the “slack period,” when audiences and 
receipts alike dwindle to very small proportions. 
The summer season has ite effects upon theatres, 
music-halls, and picture palaces alike—none is 

exempt ; and now is the tite for the exhibitor to 
turn his serious attention to the problem of dimin- 
ishing receipts, or, in other words, how he can best 
*“eut the cost.” 

Naturally enough, his thoughts turn to one of 
the haaviest items in his expenditure account—his 
film service; and here let us say that there can be 
nothing more foolish than to use a cheaper and 
lees satisfactory service. Indeed, we will go 
further, and say that now is the time to secure 
additional attractions, even though extra expense 
be incurred. You must have something which will 
“pull” the people in—not a mediocre entertain- 
ment that no one wishes to see. An indifferent 

amme will only displease regular patrons, 


progr: 
and surely it is hardly ta gal rele) Ste a few 


and then, with the return of winter, to find that 
the old patrons have deserted your show, and that 
all the hard work and strenuous endeavour of the 
past have to be done over again. Such a policy 
is of the penny wise pound foolish description. 

On the other hand, we see no reason why, in 
the case of a continuous show, the afternoon per- 
formances might not be dropped, the hour of 
opening being fixed at 6 p.m. Very few people 
patronise the picture theatre matinee during the 
summer, and the receipts do not warrant the in- 
creased expense of giving a performance from 2 
until 10 or 11 p.m. Not only that, but the attend- 
ance at the evening performance would, we think, 
improve if no afternoon entertainment were given. 

Ventilation is another important point, and 
additional electric fans, etc., should be provided. 
Such little details, together with judicious advertis- 
ing, will help the showman very considerably, and 
he will find that, after all, he can face the “dog 
days” with a degree of equanimity that will prove 
both surprising and)disturbing to his competitors.

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THE CINEMATOGRAPH IN EDUCATION. 


By CHartes H. Heypemann, Pu.D. 


[The object of this series, as a resultant from the interesting lectures given by Dr. Heydemann on the occasion of 
the demonstrations organised by THE Buioscopx, is tu reopen the great question of education, and show how, by the 
visual presentment of the cinematugraph, education of the future will be revolutionised. ] 


The cinematograph, as an educational factor, is 
still so much in its infancy that we all of us have 
hud to study, by actual experience, its scope and 
limitations, espectally with a view to the teaching 
of the young mind. There are three major ques- 
tions, which a number of our best educationalists 
have been studying for some time, and they are:— 


(1) Ls the cinematograph of educational im- 
portance for the young? 

(2) Can tt be used in our schools? 

(3) Does education by cinematograph deterto- 
rate, or laya greater strain on the youth- 
ful physique (eye strain, attention 
strain, darkness strain, sitting-stil!- 
indoors strain, etc.), than the methods 
of education now in vogue? 


I should like to preface this series of essays with 
a few remarks concerning the physical difficulties 
the lecturer on cinematograph pictures has to 
overcome. When I started lecturing at Cinema 
House, Oxford Circus, I found it an ideal place 
for the voice to c The moving picture lecture 
can really never be anything else than a causerie, 
a somewhat interrupted chat, as the motion pic- 
ture will continually break in and cut short the 
lecturer's remarks. Thus the lecturer, unlike his 
confrere at the usual educational hall or school- 
room, has to synchronise his remarks to a nicety 
with his pictures. In fact, a cinema lecture really 
needs rehearsing, if each point is to be made, 
appreciated by the audience, and properly driven 
home. Time (as the lawyers say) is the essence 
of the contract, consequently, the lecture, as such, 
is bound to lose some of the essentially finer shades 
of that purely personal note, to which the prestige 
of the lecturer, and his personal magnetism, con- 
tribute. 

The cinema lecturer does not hold the centre of 
his audience's attention; in the repeated periods 
of obscurity, the audience, not being able to ses 
him, only hear a small, disembodied voice, speaking 
to them from nowhere. It is like “ships that pass 
in the night ’— 


Thus, on the ocean of life, we pass and speak one another, 


merely a look and a voice, then silence again and 
darkness. In the comparatively compact cinema 
house, with wood panelling, like some of the halls 
in the Inns of Court, the audience is in more 
intimate touch with the lecturer, thereby establish- 
ing that magnetic contact between man and man, 


which is a s?ne gua non in GSsgler™ ; 


On the other hand, when I lectured at the Scala 
Theatre to some of the most beautiful pictures I 
have ever seen, particularly those dealing with 
animal and plant life (notably the birth of flowers), 
the vastness of the house (which, I am told, is as 
big as His Majesty's Theatre) makes it extremely 
difficult for the lecturer to obtain that personal 
contact with his very large audiences. The diffi- 
culty of speaking to all parts of the house at once, 
of throwing one’s voice, so to speak, up to the 
gallery, and letting it come back to you by way 
of the stalls, entailed a continual mind-concentra- 
tion and anxiety as to audibility ; such restlessness 
naturally diminishes the lecturer’s influence and 
educational value, which should be concentrated 
on the substance of his lecture. I have come to 
the conclusion that it is a mistake to lecture in 
very large houses and theatres. The lecturer 
cannot chat; he loses pose, equipoise, magnetic 
contact. He has to shout. He becomes a show- 
man, of the circus proprietor “‘Artemus Ward ” 
order : ‘‘ Ladies and gentlemen,—This is the beaver. 
This cunning little animal builds his retreat in 
streams, and, when pursued by his enemies, retires 
to his native fastnesses, and looks down on his 
baffled foes beneath.” We are told, of course, that 
an actor can hold such a stage, and can make him- 
self heard and his influence felt all over the house. 
But, to begin with, there are very few scenes in 
which an actor is on the stage alone for any length 
of time, and there are very, very few men nowa- 
days who can hold their audiences, without the 
assistance of other members of their company. 
That is the reason, I should say, that we have cut 
out soliloquies and asides as old-fashioned. More- 
over, the actor, as such, is only repeating a lesson, 
words lye has learnt. by heart, carefully modulated, 
prepared with suitable gesture and limelight, show- 
ing the play of his features, and using all the aids 
that gesture and movement and emotion can give 
him. 

The lecturer to a motion picture can but use 
these adventitious aids to a very small extent, if 
at all. I had a reflecting mirror attached to one 
of the wings, and this I had to be continually 
watching, so as not to let my pictures get. behind 
or ahead of my remarks. Thus, one of the most 
spontaneous bursts of merriment I obtained was 
when I described the zebra as the tender green 
shoots of the budding daffodil. 

All such environmental difficulties the lecturer 
to the motion picture has to contend with. But 
still I maintain that the lecturer, otherwise the 
vor humana, the Wuiwan!| fmote, is a necessary

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accompaniment to motion pictures. Physiologically 
speaking, it rests the eye to stimulate the ear (or 
any of the other senses). The nervous processes 
which are convergent on the optic nerve, and its 
different centres of brain consciousness, are relieved 
and more equally distributed by stimulating and 
feeding the other senses. The cinematograph pro- 
prietor realises this, and relieves the eye and feeds 
the ear by giving much and good music, as well 
as by synchronising effects, with his film parlant, 
such as M. Leon Gaumont has invented. But the 
gramophone will never possess the same timbre, or 
magnetism, as the vor humana. I have insisted, 
over and over again, that the human voice is a 
necessary complement to the motion picture. 
Without it, the cinematograph is incomplete. For 
our youth, in particular, whose eyes are in process 
of formation, it is paramount that the optic nerve 
should not be unduly fatigued, and that can only 
be achieved by distributing the strain of educa- 
tional attention to as many of the senses as possible, 


and not leaving the optic nerve to bear the entire 
brunt of it. We must remember that, as Mr. 
Walter Reynolds, of the London County Council, 
told me the other day (and he is a great enthusiast 
on motion pictures in education), we have, within 
the County of London alone, a million of London 
County Council scholars, and in Greater London 
a million more. One of the first postulates of 
modern teaching is that of avoiding mental fatigue 
to the children. We must stimulate them, not tire 
them. Learning things does not consist in fagging 
their memories with arid and sterile oral lessons, 
as has been done hitherto, but in stimulating them 
to think for themselves. It is not so important 
to give them fresh knowledge as to instil into 
them fresh longings. “Nothing is knowledge,’ 
said Joseph Pain, “but what we have gained by 
the working of our own minds.”

A NEW SAFETY FILM. 


Without question, any substance that can take 
the place of celluloid as the base for cinematograph 
film stock is to be welcomed. So much prejudice 
exists in the minds of the general public, and even 
the authorities, against the existing material, that 
a substance which can take its place with equally 
good results cannot but have an enlivening effect 
upon the indu-try. There have been numerous 
difficulties in the way of manufacturing a substance 
possessing all the good qualities, and none of the 
bad, of celluloid. But, prior to this, no satisfac- 
tory substitute has, in our opinion, been found, 
or, at least, to our knowledge, placed upon 
the market. What are the requirements of a film 
base? Transparency, longevity, it must be flexible, 
tough, practically unshrinkable in the process of 
development and fixing, and must. have sufficient 
natural moisture to prevent shrivelling in its 
normal passage through the relatively hot gate 
of the projector. Celluloid is a material that meets 
these requirements in most ways, and any substi- 
tute, to be of value, must, in addition to these 
qualities, possess that of non-inflammability, or, 
we had better say, of safety. Inflammability is 
one of degree, and it is doubtful if any substance 
can be manufactured which, by the attainment of 
sufficient temperature, cannot; burn. Celluloid, 
however, has many of the propeAies of gun-cotton, 
and so must be an exceedingly dangerous substance 
to handle. 

We have, however, this week in-pected a new 
film base which, from what we have seen, would 
seem to be an ideal substitute for celluloid, possess- 
ing all the good qualities of the substance, with as 
great a degree of non-inflammability as we haye 
hitherto met with. The new material is Boroid, 
re-embling in appearance the highest class of 
celluloid ; and a series of aon e's: bee: i 


gle 


by our technical expert, which demonstrate its 
remarkable qualities. Frankly, we must state that, 
if a matcl{ be applied to the material for a 
sufficient length of time, it will flame slightly, and 
so may not meet the requirements of some of the 
‘hair-splitting’’ fratermty. We can, however, 
state that no degree of heat concentrated upon the 
gate of the machine affects this substance in any 
way. . 

We have before us some short lengths of fiim 
cut off at random from the few thousand feet we 
inspected. With the concentrated light from a 
60-ampere arc lamp, with the film stationary in 
the gate, the picture soon shrivelled away on the 
screen ; but, upon examination of the film, it was 
found that only the gelatine emulsion had in any 
way been affected. <A piece of clean film base was 
next placed in the machine, with the light of the 
arc concentrated so much that the red marginal 
ray3 were projected upon the four corners of the 
screen. For a period of three minutes, under a 
current of 60 amperes, the base was unaffected in 
any way. No sign of shrivelling was apparent. 

As a further test, the film was cut with a pen- 
knife in the gate, and a sharp edge turned towards 
the light. It was thought that the ragged edge 
would be bound to scorch or show some sign of 
shrivelling ; but we are pleased to state that, after 
a further five minutes, there was no indication of 
any harmful effect. We have, therefore, no hesita- 
tion in saying that in Boroid: we have a substance 
that can take its place as a standard film base,. 

sessing all the qualities of celluloid, but none 
of ite disadvantages. We would say that the films 
and stock we inspected had been in use for a 
period of over six months, the films having been 
printed and developed at the end of last year by 
a well-known English,house.

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Education and Scientific Cinematography. 


{Under this heading it is proposed to deal with all such matters as may arise concerning the Educational and 


Scientific sides of Cinematography. 


We shall be glad to receive letters from our readers on these subjects and to 


answer inquiries. ] 


The widespread interest aroused in cducational 
and scientific circles by our series of demonstrations 
at Cinema House has by no means diced pway. 
A foreign Chamber of Commerce writes to us 
for a copy of the programmes on these occasions, 
on behalf of a scientific curporation in Vienna. 
The Editor of the Cinematografia Italiana el 
Estera asks when what he is good enough to call 
“this magnificent idea” is fo be carried out in 
Italy. An eminent Gower Street physician “ begs 
to expresa his deep appreciation of the Cinemato- 
graph Demonstrations so kindly afforded by THE 
Bioscopr. He feels that its value as a teaching 
force is particularly striking in pathological work 
and in embryology.” The Hvening Standard 
says:—‘‘There is every reason to suppose that 
these exhibitions will have the effect cf 
stimulating a wider interest in this very important 
phase of motion photography.” The Educational 
Times says:—‘ . . . The motion picture has 
entered the school, and there is reason to suppose 
that it will do so more and more. The ob 
ject of this new method, then, is to furnish» illus- 
trations and point examples, to reduce the general 
to the particular, to render the subjective objective, 
to clothe the abstract in forms of the concrete. 
It is the office of the motion picture, just us it is 
of any still picture, to help in the reducing of 
general principles to particular applications. If 
still-picture illustrations help in the teaching of 
geography, history, physiology, and so forth, how 
much more so does the motion-picture illustration 
help with its bright, vivid, and as yet novel, way 
of presenting things?” : 

The British Medical Journal says :—‘‘ : 
The object of these demonstrations, which have 
been organised by our contemporary, THE Biv- 
SCOPE, is to show what has already been done in 
the way of obtaining permanent records of the 
movements of living organisms as seen under the 
microscope and ultramicroscope, and to prove how 
great are the possibilities of cinematography, both 
as an aid in scientific research and as a forve in 
ordinary and special education. On this point 
Mr. C. H. Heydemann, Ph.D., who introduced the 
proceedings on the occasion in question, rightly 
suggested, we think, that the future of motion 
pictures largely rested on their educational value.” 

The Author says:—‘‘ At the present time it is 
difficult to measure the importance of cinemato- 
graphy to dramatic authors. It is possible that 
in the next few years its value will have more than 
doubled, and dramatists may be making a regular 
income from this form of reproduction, but there 


aye other authors to Gea re ate methods in 


which cinematography may become of great im- 
portance. . . It would be possible for the 
earnest student of natural history, instead of merely 
writing a book and taking photos, t¢ make his 
own natural history films of the insects, or birds 
or mammals, and then, by hiring out these different 
films, or by exhibiting them himself, to obtain a 
decent livelihood and a fair remuneration. . . . 
If a doctor can gather money and reputation from 
writing a treatise on these subjecis, there is no 
reason why he should not equally obtain money 
and reputation as a teacher through the cinema- 


tograph.” | | 
Many other technical and general journals make 


similarly interesting comments on our demonstra- 
tions, though, unfortunately, we have not the space 
here to make quotations from all their various 
remarks. There is one review, however, with which 
we feel called upon to deal somewhat more fully, 
since it takes up a rather different attitude from 
the rest, and voices a criticism which, coming from 
such a source, is not to be slighted. Nature says :— 


“On June 12 the proprietors of THe Broscore gave 
a very interesting demonstration at Cinema House for 
the purpose of illustrating the scientific and educa- 
cational value of the cinematograph as applied to the 
study of natura] science. Some of the films shown 
were very remarkable, and the various firms concerned 
in their production are to be heartily congratulated 
on the high degree of perfection to which they have 
already brought the art of cinematography. It ap- 
pears to us that there are two main directions in 
which this process is likely to assist materially the 
progress of natural science. In the first place it 
should be an invaluable aid in the actual investiga- 
tion of phenomena which take place either too quickly 
or tuo slowly for convenient study by direct observa- 
tion. This was well demonstrated by a number of 
films showing the germination and growth of plants 
taking place at some thousands of times the normal 
rate, and by a similar series of the early stages of the 
developing chick. The movements of seedling plants 
viewed in this manner are highly instructive and very 
curious, and no less remarkable is the growth of the 
chick embryo with its neural folds, mesoblastic 
somites, etc. We should like to know in the latter 
case how the film was taken, and whether or not it 
had to be in any way ‘ faked.’ We should also Jike 
to have had the film stopped at intervals in order to 
analyse the processes which were going on. 

“In the second place, the cinematograph will 
evidently be of great use in popular lecturing, and 
such a film as that entitled ‘ The Fly Pest’ is of the 
hivhest educational value. For ordinary teaching, 
however,. it appears to us doubtful whether, if brought 
into extensive use, it will do more good than harm. 
Nothing can replace satisfactorily the direct contact 
with Nature which is the essence of all really satisfac- 
tory teaching in natura] science, and it is doubtful 
whether a moving picture is even as valuable from 
this point of view as a series of good wall diagrams, 
or blackboard drawings, which are long enough before 
the eye to cfelitaNcd ‘permanent impression. One cf 
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the films shown, ‘A Lesson in Liquid Air,’ seems to 
us to indicate very clearly the danger that cinema- 
tography may be put to an illegitimate use in teach- 
ing. We have here a series of pictures of experi- 
ments, and of the experimenter. The pictures are 
certainly instructive, but they form but a poor sub- 
stitute for the actual experiments; if the students can- 
not perform these for themselves they ought at least 
to be able to sce them actually carried out before 
their eyes. For serious teaching the cinematograph 
cannot replace the real demonstration any more than 
the phonograph van replace the real teacher.” 


Now, if we may say 90, to suggest that the 
cinematograph is not so satisfactory as the wall 
diagram or the blackboard drawing as regards 
“direct contact with Nature” seems to us, in itself, 
a paradoxical statement. It is this very “direct 
contact with Nature” that the cinematograph alone 
can give, and give with a vividness and a realism 
little less complete than the original itself. It 
must surely be granted that a minutely accurate 
reproduction of a natural subject, inclusive of 
movement and even of colour, has far greater dia- 
grammatic value than a mere symbol which often 
necessitates an acquaintance with that which it 
represents before it can be understood. The value 
of geometrical illustrations, for instance, does not 
lie in the illustrations themselves, but in the facts 
or arguments for which they stand. And the cine- 
matograph school is a school of visualised facts, 
largely supplanting any explanatory discourse and 
entirely eliminating the need for descriptive de- 
signs. If one wished to convey to a child the 


likeness of the sun, it would surely be casier to take _ 


it into the open and let it there sce for itsulf, 
than to illustrate and describe with words or with 
drawings whose intelligibility must depend on its 
faculties for comprehcnsion. 

The question of stopping the film at intervals 
so that certain points may be impressed more 


ee 


forcibly upon the eye is, of course, important, 
and in this respect one must admit that the cine- 
matograph still has room for improvement. But 
it is a mere technical imperfection which, one does 
not doubt, will quickly be corrected, and, in any 
case, a successful resource is to be found in tho 
use of lantern slides, which can be interpolated as 
often as necessary during the. progress of a film. 

We now come to the stricture with regard to such 
films as “.A Lesson in Liquid Air,” which is, as 
Nature says, ‘A series of pictures of experiments 
and of the experimenter.” It is quite true that 
such films as these have no greater value than would 
an actual demonstration-—-except in so far as they 
are much enlarged, and, therefore, display the de- 
tails of each experiment more clearly to every 
member of a large audience than would be the 
case in “unenlarged life.” At the same time, the 
moving picture has no less value than the actual 
demonstration, since it by no means negates the 
possibility of an accompanying lecture to supple- 
ment the film’s descriptive subtitles. But the 
most important point is the question of expedi- 
ency. As we said in ouf programme, when describ 
ing Messrs. Pathe’s film, “this picture is interesting 
as showing the great usefulness of the cinemato- 
graph in schools and lecture theatres not fully 
equipped with experimental apparatus. Possessing 
the bioscope, a lecturer is no longer debarred from 
illustrating his remarks with practical demonstra- 
tions simply because the necessary materials do not 
happen to be available at the moment. The most 
difficult and intricate experiment may be shown 
as readily as the simplest, and the whole “ bag of 
tricks ” condensed into the easily portable dimen- 
sions of a few hundred feet of celluloid film. Where 
expensive or rare materials are entailed, the cinc- 
matograph also shows itself to be a great econo- 
miser.” 


PICTURE THEATRE ADVERTISING. 


At a meeting of the London County Council, on 
Tuesday, Mr. W. C. Johnson called attention to a 
“throwaway ” issued by an electric theatre in the 
North of London, which he considered to be of an 
objectionable character, and asked the Chairman 
of the Theatres and Music-Halls Committee 
whether the Council had any power to prevent the 
issue of such advertisements. 

Tle handbill to which Mr. Johnson objected was 
an advertisement of the film, “A Victim of 
Villainy,” these words being printed in large type. 
Underneath were the words, ‘(A remarkable 
drama, brimful of thrilling and exciting incidents,” 
and “See the Banker's Crime, the Asylum Scenes, 
the Hypnotic Doctor.” 

The Chairman of the Committee (Mr. E. M. 
Preston) replied that the advertisement in question 
appeared to be drawn up with a view to leading 
the public to expect to see scenes of a highly sensa- 
tional, and probabty a woes 34 ge" 


character. The Council's approval was not, how- 
ever, required for thie advertisements of entertain- 
ments, but he would like to express his strong 
opinion that any tendency to exploit the sensa- 
tional and gruesome element in picture entertain- 
ments was to be deprecated. He hoped that the 
publicity given to the matter by Mr. Johnson's 
question might have some effect: in checking any 
tendency in that direction that might exist already. 
The Chairman added that he had caused an in- 
spector to be sent to witness the entertainment, 
and from his report it would appear that there 
was nothing in the actual film to which exception 
could be taken. 

[We are entirely in accord with the remarks of 
the Chairman of the Theatres and Music-Halls 
Committee, but we think that some of -the 
“legitimate” theatres can give points to the pic- 
ture palaces in drafting “ throwaways.”—Eb., 
Broscopr.]

FITZ FILMS. 


TWO PRETTY ENGLISH PICTURE PLAYS. 


Some months ago there was much talk concern- 
ing the paucity of English film manufacturers, and, 
consequently, the dearth of English picture plays. 
Since then, however, a considerable number of new 
producing firms have come into being, and among 
them several of native origin, so that the reproach 
against us in this respect, which formerly was to 
a certain extent justified, is fast being removed. 
Amongst the new British manufacturers there is 
none more entitled to respect and consideration 
than Mr. Lewis Fitzhamon, who, as all our readers 
know, has now “set up in business” on his own 
account. Mr. Fitzhamon is far from a novice in 
the picture game, and in viewing the first of his 
independent works, therefore, one looks for the 
familiar, distinctive touches which stamped so 
many films produced under his direction in the 
old days, rather than for any of the striking 
novelties, and, perchance, disappointments which 
one would expect in the work of a newcomer. 

One may say at once that Mr. Fitzhamon’s 
action in thus making his own individual bid for 
fortune is thoroughly justified from every point 
of view by the success of his initial productions— 
a success which one has every reason to believe 
will be continued. “Saving the Royal Mail” and 
“The Children of the Forest,” the two “Fitz” 
films we have seen, are excellent little pictures, 
admirably constructed and produced, ddcnirably 
acted, irably staged, and admirably photo- 
graphed. They are, by the way, sold through the 
‘Western Import Company, Limited. Mr. Fitz- 
hamon’s famous troupe of animal actors has proved 
so popular in the past that we cannot be surprised 
to find it “featured” prominently in these new 
pictures. “Tariff,” that remarkable picture pony, 
and “Tiger,” the equally remarkable screen dog, 
are both outetanding figures in “Saving the Royal 
Mail,” and they both acquit themselves with all 
their ancient aplomb and sagacity. ‘Animal 
plays” have always proved uniquely attractive to 
cinematograph audiences, especially at matinees for 
children, and one can, therefore, never regret a 
worthy addition to their already large numbers. 
They do not, of course, represent the highest type 
of cinematograph play, but they are always 
pleasant and engaging when they are well done. 
And, for that matter, “Fitz” films will doubtless 
by no means be devoted exclusively to the “star- 
ring ” of quadrupeds. 

One would like to congratulate Mr. Fitzhamon 
on his selection of the human members of his com- 
pany, as well as on his animals. He has found, 
and, one imagines, trained, two of the cleverest 
child players to be seen anywhere, the dearest 
kiddies, who will at once romp themselves into the 
lrearts of every audience with their fresh, frank 
artlessness and their delightful sincerity. His 
leading lady also, is a skilful actress, who wins 
one’s sympathy at once by her own personal charm 


as well as by. her ynafigctedy cote We 


shall look forward to seeing her in a role which 
gives her wider opportunities than those she under- 
takes in the present films. 


For the rest, it may be said that “Fitz” films 
promise to be essentially English, in the best sense 
of the word, and thoroughly characteristic of all 
that is sweetest and pleasantest in our national 
life and temperament. It is unnecessary to lay 
stress upon tho suitability of our island’s beautiful 
scenery for the production of picture plays. Even 
in the home counties there is to be found an almost 
inexhaustible stock of lovely backgrounds of every 
kind, which could scarcely be bettered from the 
photographer's point of view, however much. 
further one were to search. That Mr. Fitzhamon 
has realised this fact is evident from the scenic 
charms of “Saving the Royal Mail” and “The 
Children of the Forest”; each of these films con- 
tains natural pictures than which one could desire 
nothing more delightful. 


“Saving the Royal Mail” is a dramatic comedy 
of a homely, familiar class, but, if it contains 
nothing of startling originality, it is so well devised 
and so excellently executed that, of its own kind, 
one cannot name ite superior. Ite story is as 
follows: A young postman, who is anxious for pro- 
motion, in order that he may marry the girl to 
whom he is engaged, is attacked by some ruffians 
as he ia galloping with the mail bags through a 
lonely forest, and robbed of his precious burden. 
His pony, “Tariff,” realises his master’s plight, 
gallops back to the home of the “Children of the 
Forest,” Roy and Marie, and, with many ingenious 
artifices, makes them understand that something 
has gone wrong, and that he wants their assistance. 
Guided by the pony, the two children reach the 
unfortunate postman, who tells them what has 
happened. Aided by “Tariff,” and by “Tiger,” 
who has also arrived upon the scene, the three then 
set out to track down the robbers, and in a series 
of charming and exciting pictures we see these 
villains brought to bay, largely through the instru- 
mentality of the sagacious hound. There is a short, 
fierce fight—dog, children, and men all mixed up 
in one scuffing, twisting heap on the ground—and 
then Virtue is properly triumphant, and Vice 
badly vanquished, in the most approved fashion 
The postman wins his desired promotion, instead 
of the disgrace which he had feared, and we leave 
these pleasant forest folk each in a satisfactory 
condition of individual happiness. 

“The Children of the Forest,” as may be guessed, 
is, in some ways, a prologue or a sequel to “Saving 
the Royal Mail.” It does not directly concern the 
story of the latter, that is to say, but it introduces 
several of the same characters, and depicts another 
incident in their career. It makes an excellent 
little dramatic comedy, and, being conveniently 
short, it should be a welcome item in any pro- 
gramme.

TROUBLE. 


FOR PROPRIETORS, MANAGERS, AND OPERATORS. 


“ES.R.,” an enthusiastic amateur, asks a 
number of questions:—(1) I have a dog machine, 
and use a four-burner acetylene lamp. I find, 
however, I cannot get a sharp disc of light on the 
gate as I have noticed is obtained when using an 
arc lamp. Would a larger reflector be better? 
(2) I cannot get a steady picture. Is this the fault 
of the dog, the film, or what? (3) Does a three- 
blade shutter require a stronger light than a two- 
blade one? (4) Where can [I obtain second-hand 
films? 


The reason you cannot obtain a clearly defined 
“spot” of light on the gate is becauce of the 
large area of your illuminant. We hardly think 
a larger reflector would remedy the matter, on 
the contrary, it might make it worse. The ideal 
source of light is one resembling as uearly as 
possible Euclid’s definition of a point. Intensity 
of light is, of course, required, and in practice the 
arc lamp is found to more nearly approach the 
ideal illuminant than any other. Certainly acety- 
lene is far behind in the field, for both intensity 
and concentration. Limelight more nearly ap- 
proaches the electric arc, but eevn when using a 
high-powered jet the “spot” of light on the gate 
is nothing like so clearly defined aa is the light 
that could be obtained from an equally powerful 
arc lamp. The lamp you have is more suitable 
for lantern slide than moving picture projection, 
but if you are content with a picture between two 
and three ft. in width, the light may be sufficiently 
powerful. By the way, if you obtained a small 
patent screen, such as the Day and Night Screen, 
you me get 4 fairly decently illuminated pic- 
ture. rtainly it would be far ahead of anything 
you can now obtain with an ordinary canvas screen. 
(2) In all probability the unsteadiness of your 
picture is due to a fault in the gate—most likely 
you have insufficient tension, with the result that 
the passage of the film through the gate is not 
immediately arrested after the dog has operated. 
The result is that the film overshoota the mark, as 
it were. Fit new gate springs, or increase the 
tension of those already in, and your trouble will 
probably be removed. (3) Certainly a three-wing

shutter absorbs more light than does one of the: 
two-wing type. It would therefore require a. 
stronger illuminant to give the same effect on 
projection, although, be it said, the resultant. 
picture with the three-wing shutter, owing to the. 
almost total elimination of flicker, would be con-. 
siderably more pleasing to the eye. (4) Second- 
hand films can be purchaséd from most film hirers.

“J.C.S.” is thinking of erecting a cinematograph 
theatre in a mining district, with a population of 
35,000, and asks—(1) How many theatres should 
you think this population would stand! There is 
plenty of money in the place, and the men spend 
it freely. (2) We have a plot of land in a good’ 
position with a depth of 63 ft. by 51 ft. on the 
front and 42 ft. at back. Streets on three sides. 
Would you consider this large enough for a pic- 
ture house ? 


Well, “J.C.S.,” it is certainly open to question as 
to what number of picture theatres your popula- 
tion could maintain. We think you would be in a 
better position to judge yourself from what the 
existing houses are doing. It is but a few years 
since important picture theatre companies con- 
sidered a population of 50,000 was necessary to 
support a theatre. Next we remember their 
views were modified, and 30,000 was considered the 
figure to work upon. Now we are inclined to-

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think that half that amount would support at least 
one theatre. Indeed, it is a fact that many dis- 
tricts with a population of only 10,000 seem to 
support quite well a hall seating about 600 people. 
After all, the question is not merely one of popu- 
lation, and, as you say money is spent freely, it is 
conceivable that three theatres could do well in 
your town It must be remembered that there 
are still great numbers of people who have never 
entered 4 cinematograph theatre—probably not 
one half of the population can be considered 
picture theatre goers, so that the allowance we 
make to-day may be inadequate to-morrow, 
People are being educated up to pictures, and it 
is a fact that in some districts, seemingly barely 
supporting one theatre, the advent of a second 
house far from meaning worse bu-iness for the 
first comer, means increase and prosperity, and 
both places thrive well. (2) With the ground at 
your d‘sposal you will certainly have no trouble in 
satisfying the local council a: to its suitability for 
a cinematograph theatre, as with streets on three 
sides no difficulty will be experienced in arrang- 
ing the exits. We should think that the area you 
mention wou'd be sufficient for a house seating 
between four and five hundred people.

*\L.H.” wishes to know if it is cheaper to run 
iamps in -eries than in parallel. 


It all depends, “L.H.” Do you mean incan- 
descent or arc lamps? If the former, candle- 
power for candle-power, there is no saving. For 
the latter, for all voltages of 100 and over, it is 
profitable to connect in series. Dealing with in- 
candescent lamps first, no advantage can be gained 
by connecting in series, that. is with lamps of 
ordinary candle-power for general illumination. 
For strip lighting and places where effect is re- 
quired, low candle-power lamps that can be 
obtained in low voltages only and must therefore 
be connected in series may be used. There is, of 
course, in one sense a saving here, inasmuch as 
smaller lamps consuming les3 current can be used, 
but, a; before remarked, for a given candle-power 
it is immaterial from a current consumption stand- 
point how the lamps are connected. Certainly 
there are so many disadvantages in serie3 con- 
necting that one would never adopt it for general 
lighting, but only for those particular occasions 
where a smal] lamp may be as effective as a large 
one. For arc lamps. The arc lamp is a peculiarly 
constituted piece of electrical apparatus, inasmuch 
as a voltage of 50 satisfies its every requirement. 
For this reason, and for this only, arc lamps are 
connected up in series, thereby reducing the line 
resi-tance and utilising the otherwise waste energy 
to light. other lamps.

Certainly, ‘‘T.M.” For carbon filament lamps add 
up the candle power, multiply by 4 and divide by 
1,000. This will give you the units (or. part o. 
4 unit) that would be consumed per hour. [or 
metal filament lamps multiply the candle-power 
by 1} and divide by 1,000, for units per hour. 
For the projector arc lamp (a) if running direct off 
tlus supply through line resistances only, multiply 
tle amperes used by the supply voltage, divide by 
1,000, and the result will be units per hour; (b) 
if using a motor generator, the particular over-all 
efficiency of the plant ought to be taken into con- 
sideration.. In practice, however, a fairly average 
consumption can be found by asstwmzng the current 
to be used direct off 100 volts supply. Multiply 
then the amperes consumed by the are by 100, 
and divide by 1,000, or, which amounts to the same 
thing, and which can be very easily remembered 


when running off a motor _ generator, 
divide the amperes by 10 to give the 
units consumption per hour. For auto- 


matic flame and the like arc lamps multiply 
the current consumption of one lamp of any 
number that may be connected in series, by the 
supply voltage, and divide by 1,000 to give units 
per hour. Almost all arc lamvs are of the 10 
ampere variety, and with such you might, re- 
member that two lamps connected in series on 100: 
volts will consume one unit per hour: any number 
up to four lamps in series on 200 volts, two units 
per hour; and up to five lamps in series on 250 
volts two and one-half units‘per hour. For electric: 
fans. One with 18-inch blades consumes about 
one-tenth of a unit per hour, whilst a 24-inch 
fan should run from three to four hours with a 
consumption of one unit of electricity. We trust, 
“T.M.,” that you will find this fairly complete crd 
convenient.

“C.C.,” who is touring the country at the 
present moment with a limelight outfit, wishes to- 
know if it is out of the question to take with 
him a petrol generating plant, and asks what 
would be the approximate weight of an outfit 
delivering 50 amperes and what provision must be 
made for fitting up the plant. 


A portable electric generating plant, “C.C.,” is 
certainly not out of the question. Such a plant, 
capable of delivering 50 amperes at 65 volts would 
weigh somewhere about tencwt. The plant should. 
be mounted upon a combination bed plate and 
fitted to an iron truck for conveniently moving. 
For fitting up, the plant should be put in an out- 
house, or the open air if not wet, and a water 
supply connected to the cooling chamber either 
direct from a convenient water tap, or to a water 
cooling tank, which might be taken with the outfit. 
To prevent vibration the wheels might be scotched, 
or the bed plate itself might be wedged up. A 
sufficiency of cable must, of course, be taken for 
running to the operating chamber. Regarding 
petrol, before attempting to put the plant on rail 
the petrol tank should be emovtied, or the bye- 
laws of the railway campamies,will be contravened.

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SOME EGYPTIAN PICTURES. 


“SOME FIGHTING DERVISHES OF THE DESERT,” BY THE KALEM COMPANY: 


Egyptian pictures we have had in plenty—mere 
reproductive ‘‘travel’’ pictures; that is to say, of 
the land’s modern appearance and of the manners 
of its present people—but picture plays, made in 
Egypt, telling Egyptian stories against real Egyp- 
tian background, have hitherto been unknown. 
Everybody is aware that those peripatetic players, 
the Kalem Company, kave been sojourning beside 
the Nile, and tnat they have been enacting there a 
series of dramas full of the vivid local colour for 
which they are so justly famous. The first of these 
-dramas has now arrived in England, and it proves 
to be a remarkable success. 

In some respects, The Kalem Company are quite 
unique. They are strolling players, whose stage 
is the whole wide world, and whose source of 


‘inspiration is the whole world’s history. They are 
realising the possibilities of the Picture Play in 
one of its fullest and most unlimited aspects—as a 
form of drama which is not confined within the 
four walls of a theatre, and which is not reliant 
upon artificial contrivances for its scenery, but 
which may present a picture of life actually and 
exactly as it is. And not only do they reproduce 
modern life through the eyes of the dramatist, but 
also reconstruct that which is past through the 
eyes of the historian. They re-people ruined cities, 
they revivify vanished civilisations, they make the 
grave give up its dead. Sometimes the illusion 
-created by these Kalem players is so strong that 
one’s eyes would almost make the known sham 
truth—one could persuade oneself that the play 
is history, real, not make-believe. The fact that 
this should be so endues the cinematograph with 
paramount importance, not merely as an enter- 
tainer, but also educationally. History can now 
‘be taught as it never has been taught before— 
through the eyes, as a personal experience, to re- 
main indelibly impressed on the dullest brain for 
ever. The vast significance of some of these his- 
torical reconstructions and modern interpretations 
(for the cinematograph interprets dead facts into 
the language of life) iz, unfortunately, not so fully 
tealised by those responsible for the nation’s 
education a; it will be, sav, five years hence.

“The Fighting Dervishes of the Desert,” the 
first of the Kalem Egyptian dramas, is, as we have 
said, a remarkable success. It is certainly not 
without its smaller faults—one could wish, for 
instance, that the story had been told a little 
more clearly, that some of the scenes had been 
played more closely to the camera, and that the 
whole thing had been elaborated in a greater length 
of film—but, with a few such reservations, the film 
is a consummate triumph. It is suffused with the 
glamour of the East, and with the mystery of im- 
penetrable Egypt. It brings the desert before 
us and allows us to realise, as no words could do, 
the true likeness of that vast, sun-scorched wilder- 
ness of sand. One scene in particular conveys 
most vividly this idea of immensity and great heat 
—where a party of strangely accoutred horsemen 
come streaming like black insects over the sharp, 
white horizon line, evidently galloping fast, yet 
making little apparent progress, growing larger 
and larger as they approach, and at last flashing 
furiously by in a confused whirl of flowing gar- 
ments and a storm of flying sand, to leave tlic 
Then, 
again, the film gives vividly the brutal ferocity of 
the East—in a scene where a horseman pursues a 
runner over the bleak, blank plain, comes within 
range, shoots him down as though it were merely a 
dog he was destroying, and then wheels back, 
leaving the corpse to fester and shrivel in the 
burning sun. Scene after scene shows one the 
great, endless. desert, a glittering, unruffled sea, 
unbroken save by the horizon, where it meets the 
blazing sky—a glaring desolation of sun and sand. 
As a contrast comes the wonderful picture, to- 
wards the end of the play, actually taken beside 
the Temple of Luxor, the once great place of 
sacrifice, dedicated to the Theban trio, Amen, 
Mit, his wife, and their son, Khensu, the Moon- 
god. Amidst the shattered, fallen ruins of this 
crumbling fane, the moon, drenching the broken 
stones, and the overthrown images, with a flood of 
silver light, we see the Mussulman swear faith in 
the “great white god ”—a new worship celebrated 
amidst the remnants of a vanished faith—and all 
around the white, illimitable desert glittering 
mysteriously, unmoved by the passing centuries, 
undisturbed by the downfall of the gods of men. 

Of all these marvellously varied scenes, however, 
the last, perhaps, is the most beautiful and the 
most suggestive. It is a fitting ending to a splendid 
drama—indeed, it is one of the most perfect 
finishes to a picture play we remember to have 
seen. Two lonely figures go forth into the desert, 
their camels swaying like ships upon the sea, 
and, as they ride away towards the obscurity of 
the approaching night, the setting sun lengthens 
their shadows upon the dull white sand, and a great. 
bird flaps wearily across the darkening sky. And 
thus this drama of the desert terminates.

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PICTURES IN IRELAND.

This week I Propose taking a run round some of 
the more popular houses of picture entertainment 
in Belfast. Although thie city hae a population 
approaching 400,000, the number of picture 
theatres is not at all excessive—in fact, quite the 
reverse. On the other hand it is somewhat strange 
that competition is very keen, this being due, to 
a very considerable extent, to the fact that the 
*‘Northern” Irishman is very particular in all 
his amusements, and demands the best that can be 
given on all occasions. 

The first hall to open in Belfast wae the St. 
George’s Hall, High Street, and from the com- 
mencement business has steadily increased, owing, 
I have not the slightest doubt, to the exertions of 
the capable manager, Mr. Herbert Rogers, a gen- 
tleman with fourteen years’ experience in the 
cinema world. Twice each night, with a special 
matinée every day, almost fifteen hundred people 
can assemble to see the excellent pictures shown. 
I think this theatre is probably the only one left 
in Ireland where free teas are served to every 
patron in the 6d. seate during the afternoon per- 
formance. Although much may be said about 
such teas swallowing up the profite, etc., I think, 
at the same time, it is very enterprising of Enter- 
tainment Halls, Limited, continuing to supply this 
refreshment. What a boon it must be to the 
dusty shopper to enjoy her favourite beverage and 
see “the pictures.” I wish Mr. Rogers continued 
success. 

If we leave out the Alhambra Variety Theatre, 
the Kelvin Picture Palace, in College Square, East, 
igs the next oldest house of entertainment in 
Belfast. Ite phenomenal success is due to the wide 
experience of ite present manager, Mr. Pulling, 
an experience extending over twenty-five years, 
commencing with an apprenticeship under the late 
Mr. John Hollingshead. It is little wonder, there- 
fore, that the success of the Kelvin house is assured 
under such management. 

At the Kelvin American films are, perhaps, chief 
favourite with the audience, two of the Kalem 
Company’s productions being shown each week. 
A feature is made of illustrated songs. 

Catering especially for the working classes, the 
Shankill Picturedrome in the Shankill Road con- 
tinues to merit the approval of the residents.

The highest price of admission is 6d. This theatre, 
it seems to me, is destined to mount rapidly the 
rungs of tne ladder to greater success. It certainly 
has my best wishes. 

One always expects to find the very best of 
shows in the theatres controlled by the Provincial 
Cinematograph Theatres, Limited, and in those 
given in the Picture House in Royal Avenue there 
is no disappointment, everything being of the best. 
The seating extends to over 700, and the theatre is 
always well filled. Patrons may rest assured that 
they are viewing the latest productions—and the 
best—from filmland when they visit this admirable | 
picture rendezvous. 

In Belfast recently something of a record in 
the experience of the Kelvin Palace was created.

The Ranelagh is run 
in connection with a café, and one may drink and 
see the pictures at the same time, but comparatively 
few people do this, for the large majority prefer 
to pay 30 centimes (3d.) or 50 centames (5d.) for 
a seat without being obliged to take refreshments. 
The picture park—as it might be called—is sur- 
rounded by trees and enclosed with sheets of tent 
cloth, which are taken down when performances 
are not being given. An orchestra accompanies 
the pictures. The Ranelagh is one of the most de- 
lightful cinemas in Paris, and its success alone 
depends upon the “ weather man.” 


Experiments with a cinematograph targrt were 
made last week by the military authorities at Vin- 
cennes. A screen was pl at theyend of the 
shooting range atgjaidietan ida @ from the 


shooters, A cinematograph projector was placed be- 
hind the men, and pictures showing military mano- 
uvres were exhibited. The experiments were made 
under the orders of Colonel Malterre, Captain 
Balédant, of the 46th Infantry Regiment, and M. 
Gaveau, of Messrs. Pathé Fréres. The demonstra- 
tions were entirely satisfactory, and : Captain 
Balédant hopes soon to have the new moving picture 
targets in daily use. A somewhat similar apparatus 
was exhibited last year at the Circle in the Square, 
Leicester Square, W.C. 


An important law case, which has occupied the 
attention of the Tribunal of Commerce for some 
time, was concluded last week. The plaintiffs were 
the directors of the Film d’Art Company, who sued 
the founders and late directors of their company— 
amongst whom were such well-known people as 
M. Henri Lavedan and M. Le Bargy—for 500,000 
frs. (£20,000) for alleged mismanagement of the 
affairs of the company. The directors of the Film 
d’Art won their case, and the defendants were con- 
demned to pay 100,000 frs. (£4,000). During the 
hearing of the case one of the plaintiffs’ counsel 
revealed the salaries that were paid to the artistes. . 
Madame Sarah Bernhardt was paid 100 frs. (£4) 
for every rehearsal and 1,500 frs. (£60) when the 
play was cinematographed. Madame Rejané and Ma- 
dame Bartet each received 100 frs. and 1,000 fre. 
(£40), as did the late M. Coquelin aine. Messrs. 
Mounet-Sully, Hugenet, and de Max were paid 100 
frs. and 600 frs. (£28) each, Mlle. Sorel 50 frs. (£2) 
and 800 frs. (£32), and Mlle. Eve Lavalliére 50 
frs. and 600 frs. 


Here is an amusing story, which was related to 
me last week. While a certain film was on the 
programme at a well-known Parisian cinema, the 
Manager noticed that at every performance a 
peculiar man with some friends came to watch the 
picture, and while one of the scenes was shown the 
visitor became wildly excited, talking and pointing 
at the screen.

It appeared that 
he had acted in the star film, and he said he would 
be much obliged if the manager would give him a 
photograph of one of the scenes. “ Evidently one of 
the principals,” thought the manager. and presented 
a photograph. The last performance arrived, and 
the actor was present as usual with a large party 
of friends. For the last time the great scone was 
shown on the screen. The manager tapped the 
actor on the shoulder: ‘‘ Excuse me, but would you 
mind showing me where you are in the film, sir?”

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This invention relates to improvements in kinematograph 
apparatus for the production of coloured pictures, and it 
refers more particularly to positive kinematograph films of 
the kind wherein the colour screens for projection are in- 
tegral with the positive film. 


According to this invention the colour screens are made 
part of the actual positive by adhesively fixing or attach- 
ing thereto in proper alternating or recurring order either 
a plurality of separate transparent coloured slips, films or 
screens of the required complementary colour, or two or 
more continuous bands of complementary colour which 
are suitably cut away or fenestrated in ladder like fashion 
so as to expose through the spaces therein, when assem- 
bled, the next or adjacent screen or screens in the proper 
order in relation to the black and white pictures. 


The invention is hereinafter described with reference to 
the accompanying diagrams in which :—Fig. 1 shows detail 
views of the coloured screens or films and the positive 

. film to which they are to be attached.” 


Fig. 2.is a diagram showing suitable apparatus for use 
in their manufacture ; 

Fig. 3 is a similar view to Fig. 1 illustrating a modified 
method of manufacture; and 

Fig. 4 is a similar view showing apparatus for use there- 
with. J 

For two coloured kinematography these slips are con- 
veniently prepared as follows :—

WHAT INVENTORS

In Fig. 1 a represents a film consisting of gelatine, cellu- 
loid or ‘like material with which a complementary colour 
(say red) has been thoroughly incorporated while in the 
semi-liquid and plastic state by well known methods of 
manufacture. This film is the exact size of the ordina 
kinematograph black and white positive film ¢ to be col- 
oured and is perforated at a! along its side edges by the 
same machine as the positive film on which the slips have 
to be superimposed. By suitable joins the coloured film 
may be made of any desired length. 


By means of a suitable machine this perforated film is 
cut across where indicated by the dotted lines d givin 
slips the exact size of the kinematograph picture with 
lateral perforations a! coinciding with the corresponding 
perforations ¢! in the black and white positive c. Every 
alternate slip of the screen a, indicated by the even num- 
bers 2, 4 etc., is rejected. , 


In a similar way the slips are cut from a green film } 
perforated at b! by the same machine as the red film a, 
but here the odd numbers are rejected. As the slips are 
cut they are alternated viz. odd red, even green, and so 
on until the films are all cut. We have now a series of 
coloured slips 1, 2, 3 etc., alternately red and green. Be- 
fore cutting the coloured films they are registered as shown 
in Fig. 1 so that the appropriate slips of the coloured 


screens coincide with the proper black and white positive 
picture as regards the perforations. The black and white 
positive ¢ is now run over a sprocket drum (Fig 2) back 


upwards, and as it is fed over the sprocket the appro- 
priate slips from a b are also fed on to the corresponding 
positive pictures by hand or other suitable means care 


_ being taken to see that the first coloured slip used is ac- 


curately registered to its correct position on the positive 
film ¢ so that the perforations q@! 1 thereon correspond to 
the similar perforations c1 of the said positive film. It 
follows that all succeeding slips will then be in the proper 
sequence for adhesion to the positive film. The film is 
thus backed by complementary coloured slips which are 
part and parcel of the film itself. 


In the suitable arrangement for this purpose shown ‘n 
Fig. 2, e indicates the film box receiving the finished film 
through the two rollers f g which move reversely, smooth- 
ing and fixing firmly the slips a b on the film c. A sprocket 
drum h exactly coinciding with regard to the teeth in dis- 


tance and size with the film perforating machine pulls the 
film ¢ over at a suitable rate, on to which the alternate red 
and green slips are fed.

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film c a minimum quantity of a wransparent adhesive 
medium, as it is drawn from the film box 7. A suitable 
ide roller k, the exact width of the inner part of the 
Im, is arranged to press lightly on the slips as they are 
fed on the sprocket. The movement of the film box e is 
such as to give a slight tension to the film as it leaves the 
sprocket drum. For three colour work three separately 
coloured films are prepared viz. violet-blue, red, and 
yellow-green, and are treated in a similar manner, but in 
the violet-blue film every second and third slips are re- 


jected. In the red every first and third are rejected and 
in the yellow-green, every first and second. In the pre- 
pared slips we have thus alternately violet-blue, red, and 


yellow-green, and these are fed on the positive film truly 
registered as heretofore explained and in the proper 
sequence. 

The same result may be obtained by separimposing by 
adhesion a transparent continuous & of a suitable 
materia] like gelatine, celluloid or the like of the exact 
size of the picture film and tinted elternately with squares 
or oblongs of complementary green and red in such a 
manner and size as to exactly coincide with the proper 
positive pictures when laid over the positive film. 


For two colour kinematography the continuous coloured 
film may be conveniently prepared as follows and is des- 
cribed with reference to Figures 3 and 4. In Fig 3 a is 
the complementary red film and } is the complementary 
green one. These are perforated as before on the same 
machine as the black and white positive c so that the per- 
forations coincide and the films a and } are registered in 
relation to the positive film ¢ as shown in Fig. 3 before 
being superimposed. In the red film a every alternate 
picture area k is cut out by a suitable machine, leaving the 
spaces open which correspond to the green positive pictures 
and in the green film ] in a similar way every alternate 
Picture area is cut out so that open spaces correspond to 
the red positive pictures. 


The two films a and } are now first superimposed on each 
other to form a single film then on to the positive film c 
so that we obtain a positive black and white film backed 
alternately with red and green, the colours corresponding 
to the proper positive pictures. 

A suitable arrangement for this purpose is shown in 
Fig. 4 in which a indicates the red film, } the green film, 
acl ce the black and white positive. A roller 4 is em- 

loyed to brush on the adhesive binding medium on the red 
Bim a. In this case h represents the sprocket drum, k 
the guide roller, m the composite coloured film, f and g 

ressing and smoothing rollers, A! another sprocket drum 
For r ring the composite coloured film m on the black 
and white film ¢; f!, g! other pressing and smoothing rol- 
lers, and ¢ the film box for receiving the finished film. 


The motive power is taken from the sprocket h and film 
box e but by any suitable arrangement such as by springs 
in the boxes q@? 5? c? a slight tension is preserved on the 
three films between the sprocket A and the film boxes, and 
the movement of the film box e can be so adjusted 
that a slight tension is exerted on the finished film between 
the sprocket and the said film box e. 


For three colour kinematography we use in a similar 
way three coloured screens or film —violet-blue, red, and 
yellow-green perforated in the way already described. 
These films are cut in the way explained as follows. In 
the violet-blue every second and third picture area is cut 
out by a suitable machine. In the red, every first and 
a oe cut out, and in the yellow-green every first and 
second. 


These three screens are registered with the positive film 
so that the blue, green, and red areas correspond with their 
appropriate positive picturés and are then ‘superimposed 
on the positive in the same way as already described in 
the two colour composite film, except that three units form 
the single alternately coloured film which is fed on to the 
sprocket over the black and white film. Alternatively the 
four units viz. blue film, red film, yellow-green film and 
black and white film may be fed simultaneously over one 
sprocket producing the same result as described heretofore 
in relation to two colours. 

The inventor’s claims are :— 


‘1. A composite positive film for use in connection 
with kinemat ph apparatus, in which separate trans- 
parent colour films or screens are adhesively fixed or at- 
tached to the respective colour representing positives of 
a black and white positive film, prepared from a negative 
taken through coloured screens. 


2. A composite positive film for vse in connection with 
kinematograph apparatus, in which a black and white 
positive film, prepared from a negative taken through col- 
oured screens is incorporated in the process of manufacture 
with other transparent films or screens or slips of suitable 
complementary colour which are separately cut or formed 
similarly to the film so that they coincide with their re- 
aperine colour representing black and white positives on 
the said film. 


3. In the production of a composite positive film ac- 
cording to the first claim, preparing the transparent col- 
oured slips for attachment to the black and white positive, 
from a feratity of screen bands which are perforated along 
their edges to correspond with the black and white film 
and subsequently cut into slips or sections and selected in 
the manner described. 


4. In the production of a composite positive film accord. 
ing to the first claim, preparing the transparent coloured 
films from continuous bands which are perforated along 
their edges for the purpose described and stamped out in 
portions where not required so as to expose the coloured 
portions of the next or adjacent screen or screens in their 
proper order when they are secured to the black and white 
positive. 


5. In the production of composite positive films accord- 
ing to the preceding claima the improved apparatus for 
pesnbling the colour screens on the film substantially as 

eacribed. 


6. The improved.composite film for use with kinema- 
tograph apparatus substantially as described with reference 
to Fig. 1 or with reference to Fig. 3 of the drawings.

Another notable addition te the suburba. pic- 
ture theatres is the Picture House, High Street, 
Teddington, which was opened on Monday, Ji.ne 
17th, with considerable success. The front «f the 
theatre is designed in a quiet yet pleasing style, 
being carried out in white and gold. The entrance 
is in a convenient position, and leads to the ves- 
tibule, which, with an entrance on either side, 
ushers one into the auditorium. On entering the 
hall one is struck by the restful feeling which per- 
vade3 it. The dark-green plush seats harmonise 
well with the dark-grey walls, which are panelled 
out in white relief. The general colour scheme is 
dark grey picked out in gold. The silver faced 
screen is mounted with black. The floor space is 
covered by a heavy pile carpet. Seating accommo- 
dation is found for 575, and is so arranged that 
from all parte an excellent view can be obtained. 
The ventilation has been carried out in the latest 
and most up-to-date manner. Me:srs. Bulmer and 
Akroyd are the proprietors. The decorations were 
by Mr. J. T. Thomas of Teddington, and the fur- 
nishing by Messrs. J. W. Bulmer, Halifax. A 
Pathé machine of the latest pattern is installed, 
and the film service is supplied by The Crown Film 
Hiring Company. A good, well selected pro- 
gramme is presented, and includes the ‘“Gaumont 
Graphic,” and topicals of local events, by The 
Crystal Film Company. The receipts of the 
inaugural performance were handed over to the 
local hospital. Mr. G. Stephenson is the courteous 
manager. A continuous performance is given 
from 2 till 10.30 p.m. 


I turned my. attention this week to Stepney, and 
despite the recent strike good steady business 
is the general rule. 


I first called at Wonderland, Whitechapel Road, 
and found Mr. Jack Woolf receiving his share of 
patronage, and well he caters for his audience. 
Cowboy and Western dramas are much in demand, 
while good-class comics also receive their share 
of applause. 

The Star Picture Palace, Whitechapel Road, is 
running smoothly under the direction of Mr. 
Solomans. 


A few yards further down Whitechapel Road is 
the Whitechapel Picture Theatre, admirably 
managed by Mr. Taylor, who by the way is a 
very busy man, managing two other halls in the 
vicinity. The theatre is a very cosy one, and the 
excellent programmes shown are rendered more 
enjoyable by the appropriate musical accompani- 


ments. Go gle 


I turned into the Commercial Road, and came 
to the Electric Theatre, which is one of Electric 
Theatres (1908) Limited’s circuit, with Mr. G. 
Stone in charge. A good audience was witnessing 
“Cardinal Wolsey, and I was informed that this 
subject is proving a great draw. The films, which 
are projected from an Edison machine, are clear 
and steady. 


First-runs and exclusives are a feature at the 
New King’s Hall, Commercial Road, where Mr. 
M. Cohen is “making good.” The hall is a very 
cosy one and seats 600. The quality of the film 
service, supplied by Walturdaws, is all one could 
wish for. 


The Eastern Grand Central is quite a family 
resort. This hall is nicely decorated and furn'shed, 
and haz a spacious balcony, which is always well 
patronised. ‘‘The Love of a Child” (Eclair) is 
the star film on a well'chosén programme. This 
theatre has the advantage of being situated in a 
very densely populated neighbourhood, and _ is 
made good use of by Mr. H. Nathan, the popular 
manager.

The next theatre to claim my attention was the 
Stepney Cinema, Mile End Road. This week “A 
Woman’s Martyrdom” is the exclusive, and is 
fully justifying the management's choice. A good 
programme, a cosy seat, a steady picture, and every 
attention on the part of Mr. M. Cohen and his 
assistants are what patrons are always sure of at 
this popular house. 


Mile End Road will shortly be the possessor of 
two more picture theatres, both of which are in 
course of erection, and will be opened within a few 
weeks. One is situated immediately opposite the 
Assembly Rooms, and the other adjoins the fire 
station. 

The People’s Palace is now closed for redecora- 
tion and general cleaning, and will re-open in 
September. 


Another well-patronised hall in Commercial 
Road is Silverland. A good programme is given, 
Cowboy subjects finding top place. 


One of the most widely patronised halls in the 
district is the Mile End Electric Theatre.

ITS MUSICAL ACCOMPANIMENTS AND SOME REFLECTIONS. 


We have already reviewed that lengthy master- 
piece, ‘The Mysteries of Paris,’ in considerable 
detail (without by any means exhausting the sub- 
ject, however,) and we do not propose to return to 
it here with any particularity. At the same time, 
there are one or two general reflections aroused by 
last week’s exhibition at the London Pavilion 
which may be worth recording. 

In the first: place there can have been few people 
present at that exhibition who were not struck by 
the singularly clever incidental music arranged for 
the film. Its execution might certainly have been 
more perfect, but, in itself, it seemed to us per- 


accompanying it to the taste of the band conduc- 
tors at the theatres where it is staged. Why, 
therefore, should film plays—in which the musical 
accompaniment counts for so much more—be left 
to the wholly unguided instincts and quite pro- 
blematical ability of picture pianists? Those who 
heard the music given with ‘‘The Mysteries of 
Paris”’ can have no doubts as to the tremendous 


enhancement of effect resulting from a carefully 
prepared accompaniment, as opposed to that which 
has been improvised hastily or rendered mechani- 
cally without any thought at all of its relation to 
the picture. 


haps the most effective musical accompaniment to 
a film.we have ever heard. We learn that copies 
of this music will be obtainable from the Monopol 
Film Company with the film—a very excellent 
provision, of which the showman should be quick to 
take advantage. We are very glad to see that this 

of issuing sets of specially arranged inci- 
dental music with important films is coming more 
and more into vogue. Scarcely a week pacses 
without some protest being heard against the in- 
effectual and inappropriate music so often ren- 
dered in cinematograph theatres with considerable 
detriment. to the success of the films shown there, 
and, while the selection of this is left to individual 
performers, the fault is not likely to be remedied.

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CLASSICS ON THE SCREEN. 


The Cinematograph and the Adaptation of European Masterpieces. 
By Leonard Donaldson. 


‘During the latter year or so of its existence, the 
cinematograph industry has been responsible for 
many excellent picture plays which might indeed 
be termed “classical,” without fear of evoking the 
indignation of the art critic. The fact that Max 
Reinhardt’s “ Miracle” will shortly rank amongst 
the films touring the picture theatre “circuits” 
in this country indeed emphasises the fact that the 
potentialities of the moving picture as a medium of 
artistic expression are illimitable. Now the ques- 
tion arises: ‘‘What is a classical photopiay ?” 
Almost every patron of the picture play will have 
a vague idea of its meaning, but will find it diffi- 
cult to define. ‘The Oxford Dictionary ” tells us 
that a classic is of ‘the firet-class of allowed excell- 
ence, especially in literature and the fine arts, so as 
to be academic and authoritative.” The classical 
photoplay, however, has come to a much 
wider significance than that. Any film that deals 
with a bygone era in an elevated and poetic way 
has come to be styled a classical production —it 
tends towards idealism and away from realism. 
The cinematograph has “visualised” all that is 
best and beautiful in art, literature and the drama. 
It was but yesterday that we grumbled at the 
crudeness of the moving picturee; to-day we mar- 
vel at the magnificence of production exemplified 
in them. Then, we found only the nameless actor 
of mediocre talent lending his best, if despised efforts, 
to the moving picture—now, we see rushing to 
their places the elite of the dramatic world. It 
has been truly said by one of America’s foremost 
dramatic critics that “a wealth of grace, and wit 
and talent is offered at the shrine of the motion 
picture, and the desire for the perpetuation of 

rsonality and life work bows many a knee in 
humble acquiescence at the bidding of the cinema- 

ph.” Bernhardt ard Réjane first startled 
the world by what seemed at the time nothing 
short of the most astonishing condescension by 
posing for moving pictures. 

It it not a little disappointing, however, to find 
that the French and American film producers are 
right ahead of the old country in the matter of 

pting the English classics. As I write, news 
comes from the States that one of the greatest of 
their dramatic stars, Nat. C. Goodwin, has ap- 
peared as “Fagin” in a “cinematograph adapta- 
tion” of ‘“Ohver Twist.” Nothing could be 
more opportune than that this great work in 
cinematography should be accomplished in this 
year 1912—the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Chas. Dickens. 


Sir Herbert Tree, in his production of this play 
at His Majesty’s Theatre in 1905, engaged two 
artiste who now support Mr. Goodwin in the

recent production at the New Amsterdam and 
Empire Theatres in New York. This then is the 
extent of our consolation. “In dramatising ‘ Oliver 
Twist’ it has been neceasary to depart somewhat 
from the sequence of events in the book,” says the 
American critic. ‘‘For instance, Dickens chose to 
keep the identity of Will Monks a profound secret 
up to his closing chapter. The demand of an 
audience, however, prevents the dramatist from 
doing this, and it is specially necessary in offering 
a production to a moving picture audience that 
a certain lucidness of plot maintained. It is 
necessary, for example, to let the audience into the 
secret of how it was that Will Monks used every 
means possible to convert Oliver into a thief. 
And it is also necessary to make passably clear 
Fagin’s reason for pursuing the boy with relent- 
less malevolence in hope of winning a reward. It 
is indeed a work of art in iteelf to properly prepare 
a story auch as ‘Oliver Twist’ for a mute inter- 
pretation on the silent screen.” 

With regard to the filming of “The Miracle,” it 
it regrettable that this could not have been done 
whilst the production was at Olympia. As it is, 
the photographing is to be done in Vienna, under 
the personal superintendence of Mr. Max Rein- 
hardt. It remains for the English picture 
theatre proprietor to fill his coffers by obtaining 
“exclusive nghte” for exhibition in this country 
in August. 

The French film producer has been, if anything, 
more ambitious in his selection of picture plays of 
a classical nature. The long series of masterpieces 
produced by many leading French firms, proves, 
beyond dispute, that the “classical ” film is wanted, 
and is, moreover, encouraged by the picture patron, 
who is generally indifferent as to the nationality of 
the producer. ‘The film’s the thing,” to adapt a 
familiar quotation. But this is not at all satis- 
fying to the English critic of dramatic art. 


Whilst dealing with the subject of the cinema- 
tograph and the production of the world’s best 
works, reference should be made, in conclusion, to 
the recent decision of the Pope with regard to the 
utilisation of the moving picture as a means of 
imparting religious instruction. The adoption of 
moving pictures by the church seems to be a pro- 
gressive educational move. The characters pic- 
tured are suggestive of religious emotions, and it 
has been found that many persona learn better by 
using their eyes than their ears. The mechanism 
of the cinematograph is rapidly improving. The 
moving pictures under ecclesiastical guidance 
may be found to be .a new means for accomplishr 
ing much good.

SOUTH EASTERN ELECTRIC THEATRES, LIMITED. 


In the Chancery Division, on Tuesday, June 18th, Mr. 
Justice Swinfen Eady heard a petition by Messrs. Maple 
and Co., Limited, for the compulsory winding up of the 
South Eastern Electric Theatres, Limited. 

Mr. Gore Browne, K.C., said he appeared for the peti- 
tioner, who was a judgment creditor. On Saturday an 
affidavit was filed by the company, which said that on 
June 8th an extraordinary resolution was passed, stating 
that the company, by reason of its liabilities, could not 
carry on its business, and putting it into volun- 
tary liquidation. It also appointed a gentleman as 
liquidator, who had been appointed receiver for the de- 
benture holders. He (counsel) asked that the petition 
might stand aver, in order that he might consider the 
position, see whether or not there waz prejudice by reason 
of the voluntary winding up, and, if necessary. amend the 
petition alleging prejudice. He was told that under the 
company’s scheme something might be obtained by the 
creditors, but he must consider the matter. 

His Lordship adjourned the petition for a fortnight. 


PRIVATE MEETING.

According to the statement, therefore, 
there was a surplus shown of £2,202 15s. 4d. with regara 
to creditors, while in regard to contributories there was 
a surplus of £302 15s. Continuing, Mr. Jubb stated 
that the company was formed in 1905 to take over the 
business of Jasper Redfern, Limited. Mr. Redfern agreed 
to continue to act as managing director at a salary of £350 
per annum. This was afterwards reduced by consent, but 
it had since been made up and the arrears paid. The 
nominal capital of the company was £3,000, of which 
originally £900 was issued’ and fully paid. Almost im- 
mediately after the formation of the company, the premises 
known as the Central Hall, Sheffield, were acquired at a 
rental of £180 per annum for five years, with an option of 
a further two years at £200 a year, and a picture enter- 
tainment was started there in April, 1905. In December, 
1905, three more shops were taken for exit purposes, at a 
rental of £150 a year. The hall was profitable until 1910, 
the profits in one year amounting to £2,500, but in 1911 
there was a loss of upwards of £200. In 1906 the Grand 
Theatre, Manchester, was taken at £550 a year, and nearly 
a year later it was decided to purchase the building for 
£18.000, of which £17,000 was raised on mortgage. This 
hall was also very successful up to 1910, but for the twelve 
months ended October, 1911, the profits only amounted to 
about £80, and for the five months up to March this year 
they were rather more. The Royal Theatre, Windsor, was 
taken in 1907, but did not prove a success. An option to 
relinquish the lease was exercised, but during the currency 
of that optioy the place was destroyed by fire. A lease of 
three halls in Liverpool—the Tivoli, Park Palace, and 
Paddington Palace—was taken in November, 1908. and 
two of the halls were opened, but after a regular and con- 
tinuovs Joss an arrangement was made to surrender the 
lease on terms in the following June. The loss amounted 
to over £2,000. In order to finance this venture, a fur- 
ther £1,000 of share capital was subscribed. 


In the result it was decided that no application should 
be made to the Court for the appointment of a substitute 
or supplemental liquidator or committee of inspection, but 
it was resolved to appoint a committee of five gentlemen 
to act as an advisory committee. The creditors decided 
not to find any money for the business, but to leave it for 
the present in the hands of the receiver. In a circular 
which Mr. Jubb has issued since the meeting, he states 
that his report showed very clearly that unless the creditors 
were willing to find or guarantee something like £1,500. 
the company’s property in the Grand Theatre, Manchester, 
was practically lost, as it was held by the mortgagees ; and 
that a similar sum was required to vain possession of the 
company’s other property and assets from the control of 
the Receiver appointed by the debenture-holders on May 
9th last.

MANUFACTURERS. 


THE GAEKWAR OF BARODA INCIDENT. 


In the Chancery Division, on Friday, June 21st, Mr. 
Justice Neville had before him the action of the Barker 
Motion Photography, Limited v. E. Hulton and Co., 
Limited. 

Mr. Jenkins, K.C., with Mr. Gilbert Bayfus, appeared 
for the plaintiffs; and Mr. W. A. F. Peterson, K.C., with 
Mr. Owen Thompson, and Mr. Gerald Rufus Isaacs, were 
counsel for the deteiee. 

Mr. Jenkins, K.C., explained that it was an action by 
the Barker Motion Photography Co., Limited, of Soho 
Square, against the defendants, who were the proprietors 
of the Daily Sketch, and plaintiffs asked for an injunction 
an:i damages for an Bieged infringement by the defendants 
of .:laintiffs’ copyright in respect to certain photographs of 
the Gaekwar oP Baroda, which were said to have been 
taken at the Delhi Durbar. The complaint was that on 
January Ist, and subsequent dates, without the consent of 
the plaintiffs, detedants published copies of the photos in 
q:estion. Defendants admitted that there were reproduc- 
tiona in the Daily Sketch of two photographs purporting 
to represent the Gaekwar of Baroda retiring after having 
done homage to King George at the last Delhi Durbar. 
The defendants alleged that the photos in question did not 
represent the Gaekwar of Baroda, but some other person, 
and they ‘also said that they were reproduced with the 
licence, consent, and authority of the plaintiffs. The 
defendants further contcnded that plaintiffs were not tne 
registered holders of the copyright, and that they (de- 
fendants) received the oral consent of a Mr. Gillian Brown, 
assistant gern of Cinema House, Limited, on Saturday, 
December 30th. at an interview over the telephone, to 
publish the pictures in the Sketch. They also pleaded 
that the publication of the pictures had been effected b 
a@ representation of them by means of the cMedatoataph 
at various places of moving picture entertainment. Con- 
tinuing. counsel said that hearing that Cinema House, 
Limited, had a film of the Gasket of Baroda doing 
homage to the King, a representative of the Daily Sketch 
went there in December last, and was informed that he 
could have that section of the film in his paper, provided 
plaintiffs authorised them to do 80. It was said by the 
defendants that they did get this authority from the plain- 
tiff firm, but plaintiffs wholly denied it; on the other 
hand. they contended that permission was not even asked 
for. Continuing, counsel explained that the registration 
was disputed, and therefore the date of the entry of the 
registration was material. The defendants declared that it 
was not a photo. of the Gaekwar of Baroda, but he (counsel) 
did not know whether they were going to say that it was 
a faked photo. or not. Plaintiffs said it was a genuine 
one, and they were prepared to prove that it was. The 
copies of the Daily Skrtch containing the pictures stated 
that they were produced from the Barker Motion Photo- 
graphy Company’s film. 

Mr. Percy Lomax Day was then called to prove the 
registration of the photographs at Stationers’ Hal] on 
Sanuary Ist last. 

Mr. Barker. of the plaintiff firm, gave evidence, and said 
hey were manufacturers of and dealers in cinematograph 
films. 

Mr. Jenkins: During the Delhi Durbar of 1911 did 
you employ operators to go to the Durbar and take photo- 
graphs of the ceremonies ?—Yes. 

And did vou receive from Mr. Yates, one of the opera- 
tors you employed, the pictures which are the subject of 
this action? 

Witness replied that he did, and produced the film con- 
taining the original photographs, which he said were 
brought. over from India. 

Mr. Jenkins: And you can prove that it is the Gaekwar 
of Baroda depicted in this film?—I can prove it to demon- 
stration: 

Further questioned. witness said that he was acquainted 
with Mr. Chas. Fredk. Bowden, managing editor of the 


Sporting and Genera] Press CPC [sites That 


gentleman had often acted for him in regard to the Press 
rights of photographs taken by his firm. 

Mr. Jenkins: Was any arrangement made between you 
and Mr. Bowden for dealing with the Press rights of this 
particular film?—Yes, the film came into my possessivu 
at 5 o'clock, and I told Mr. Bowden I had a picture of 
the Gaekwar of Baroda turning his back on the throne. 
When he came to see it he made arrangements for selling 
the exclusive rights. 

In answer to further questions by Mr. Jenkins, witness 
said that he had given the Daily Sketch no authority to 
publish these pictures, nor had fe ever been approached 
by defendants in regard to them. 

Mr. Harry Raymond was called, and said that he had 
been employed with the plaintiffs, and was in India at the 
Delhi Durbar taking photographs on their behalf, to- 
gether with Mr. Yates, who was also in the plaintiffs’ em- 
ploy. The two photographs which had appeared in the 
Daily Sketch were reproduced from a film taken at the 
Durbar by Mr. Yates, and developed by the witness. 

Mr. Jenkins: It is suggested that the figure of the In- 
dian prince in the photographs in question is not that of 
the Gaekwar of Baroda?—I should say it is. 

Do you know him by sight?—Certainly, because the 
Gaekwar was the only prince who wore a pure white cus- 
tume, more like a bearer than an Indian prince. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Peterson, witness said it was 
true he was taking another picture at the same time Mr. 
Yates was taking the film in question. 

And your attention was baleen up with your photo- 
graph?—At times, certainly. 

Counsel asked witness to look at a photograph produced, 
and say whether he could identify the Gaekwar. 

Witness, after examining it, said he thought it was the 
Gaekwar. It would be very difficult to recognise anyone in 
it, so he would not swear that it was the Gaekwar. 

In answer to his Lordship, witness said the plaintiff's 
film was taken directly over the throne, looking down a 
little to the left. 

Mr. Barker was recalled, and, examined by Mr. Jenkins, 
said he had been in India several times. The photographs 
reproduced in the Daily Sketch were from the film his com- 
pany took at the Durbar. They had granted the Daily 
Express the sole rights of publishing pictures of the 
Gaekwar incident in the morning daily Press. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Peterson, witness said that 
photographs of the Gaekwar incident appeared in other 
papers besides the Daily Sketch and the Daily Evrpre:s. 
A series of pictures of the incident appeared in the [Ilus- 
trated London News of January 6th, all of which came 
from plaintiffs’ film, with one exception, which was sup- 
plied by Messrs. Gaumont. 

Cross-examined with regard to Saturday, December 
30th. witness said that he and his manager, Mr. Smith, 
were very busy during the evening and night of that date, 
and three subsequent days, dealing with the Durbar films, 
cte. On the evening of Desember 31st, Cinema House 
ranz them up, and witness had a conversation with that 
establishment concerning the completion of the Drrbar 
film. He said to them that if they would send alonz an 
intell'gent man he would explain the matter to him, and 
their film would be completed. . 

Festher questioned, witness denied that. perm?ssion was 
»skcd him from Cinema House for the defendants to puh- 
lish the photographs in question. 

Mr. Peterson: I put it to you that Mr. Brown. of 
Cinema House, rang up and told you there was a renro- 
sentative of the Daily Sketch in his office, who wished to 
know if he could have a portion of the film showing the 
Gaekwar of Baroda, and you said ‘‘ Yes, certainly, with 
pleasure. so long as he mentions our name ”?—I never had 
any such conversation. : 

Mr. Chas. Fredk. Bowden was then called, and stated 
that he was the managing director of the Sports and 
General Press Agency. Limited, of Essex Street. For 
vears past he had acted for the plaintiff firm in the mut- 
ter of arranging with the Press for reproductions of topical 
evcnts from Messrs. Barker’s films. On Sauurday. Decem- 
ber 30th. he arranged with the Daily Fixpress to sell 
thom the exelusive rights,fora dajly, morning newspaper of 
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the photographs in question, in consideration of payment 
of £20 On Monday the photographs appeared in the 
Daily Sketch as well, much to his surprise. The Daily 


Express had written indignantly about it, and had re- 
fused to pay the £20. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Peterson, witness said that he 
sold the exclusive right to the Hicpress for that particular 
day.—riz., the Monday. That would not preclude the pub- 
lication of the phon apis by an evening paper on that 
day, or by morning and other papers subsequently. 

Mr. Peterson then called evidence for the defence. 

Mr. Percy Mills, junior art sub-editor of the Daily 
Sketch, said he went to Cinema House with the object of 
obtaining a piece of the Durbar film which Cinema House 
was showing containing the Gaekwar incident. He saw 
the assistant manager, Mr. Brown, and told him what he 
wanted. Mr. Brown said he would ring up his manager 
and ask him. After a time Mr. Brown came back, and 
informed him that his manager raised no objection to his 
having the pictures he desired. provided plaintiffs’ permis- 
8:on was obtained for their publication. He added that 
the had also rung up the Barker Motion Photography Com- 
pany, who raised no objection. 

Mr. Jenkins (cross-examining): Had vou any idea that 
the plaintiffs had not given permission?—None whatever. 

Mr. Douglas Guillam Brown said that during the period 
in question he was assistant manager at Cinema House. 
On the evening of December 30th Mr. Mills saw him, and 
asked for pictures of the Gaekwar incident for reproduc- 
tion in his paper. Witness said he would be pleased to 
‘give him a portion if he could get the necessary permis- 
sion. He then rang up his manager, who said he could 
give Mills the portion of the film he required provided he 
obtained the necessary permiss’on from the Barker Com- 
pany. Continuing, witness said he rang up the plaintiffs 
immediately. Someone in authority replied, and he asked 
him if he would allow the Daily Sketch to have a portion 
of the film for publication. They said *‘ Yes, certainly, 
so long as they mention our name.” 

Cross-examined, witness said he did not keep any record 
of the telephone message. 

Mr. James Heddle, Editor of the Daily Sketch, also gave 
evidence in support of defendants’ case. 

Counsel having addressed his Lordship on the legal 
aspect, 

Mr. Justice Neville, in giving judgment for the plain- 
tiffs, said it was suggested that the photographs in ques- 
tion did not in fact represent the Gaekwar retiring from 
the throne at the Durbar after Going homage to the King 
and Queen, and that the plaintiffs at the time were taking 
another scene altogether. He had come to the conclusion 
that plaintiffs’ operators were right when they said it was 
the incident in question. and defendants’ contention was 
wrong. The question arose whether or not the licence 
was given by the plaintiffs. or some duly authorised per. 
son on their behalf, to the Daily Sketch to publish a cer- 
tain portion of the film. Having regard to the evidence 
given, the point to be decided was a curious one. He 
did not know how the mistake arose. but he was satisfied 
that neither the plaintiffs nor any qualified agent of 
theirs ever gave a licence to defendants to publish the 
photographs in question. When the pictures in the Daily 
Sketch came to plaintiffs’ notice they registered them at 
Stationers’ Hall, and-then proceeded to the office of the 
defendants, where they purchased two copies of the paper 
containing the photographs in question. Here the point 
arose, whether, in these circumstances. they could bring 
an action for infringement of copyright against defendants. 
He thought thev could. The moment the registration 
took place plaintiffs’ right to the authorship of the pic- 
tures was complete, and they could sue for any infringe- 
ment of such copyright subsequent to the date of regis- 
tration. They could not sue in respect to the sale of any 
papers prior to the act of registration. In their main con- 
tention plaintiffs were right. therefore. and were entitled 
to the injunction they asked for—riz., to restrain defen- 
dants infringing their copyright in the pictures in question. 
They were also entitled to an inquiry as to damages. It 
appeared to him, however, in view of the fact that the

their remedy to that extent they must do so at their own 
risk. Defendants must pay the costs of the action, and he 
would reserve the.costs of the inquiry if plaintiffs thought 
fit to take it. 


PROPOSED SALE OF A CINEMA THEATRE. 


In the Chancery Division on Monday, June 24th, Mr. 
Justice Parker had before him a motion by the plaintiff in 
the action of Parr yr. The Gaiety Picture Palaces, Limited, 
by which it was sought to restrain the defendant company 
until the trial or further order from selling the remaining 
asset of the company, a picture theatre in the Tottenham 
vou Road, at what the plaintiff alleged was an under- 
value. 

The matter stuod over from the previous Friday week 
tu enable meetings of the shareholders to be called in order 
that their views might be ascertained. 

Mr. Cartmell, for the defendants, said that he now had 
to ask that no order should be made upon the motion. 

Mr. Romer, K.C., for the plaintiff, said that if the action 
was going on he should have to ask leave to amend by 
adding parties. 

Mr. Cartmell did not object, provided that the costs of 
the amendments were provided for. 

Mr. Justice Parker said that all the costs up to that 
time would be costs on the motion, on which no order 
would be made. 

Mr. Cartmell said that on these terms his learned friend 
should add as many parties as he chose. 

No order was accordingly made on the motion, but the 
plaintiff was given leave to amend his writ.

A FEW NOTES FROM SCOTLAND BY “SCOTTY.” 


I understand that the congregations of two 
churches in Dalkeith have just amalgamated, and 
the edifice which will now be rendered vacant 
has been purchased for the purposes of the Dal- 
keith Picture House. At the local Burgh Court 
the other day Mr. Wilber Harlin, Portobello, was 
granted a cinematograph licence for this building, 
and also a licence to use the erstwhile church for 
musical entertainments. Certain structural alter- 
ations will. of course, be necessary to equip the 
building for its new purposes, and these in due 
course will be carried out. 


The number of suburban picture houses is 
always on the increase, and at Glasgow Dean of 
Guild Court last week Mr. James Hamilton was 
granted oe to erect a hall to be used as a 
picture house at Baker Street, Langside. Mr. 
Hamilton has certainly chosen a first-class locality 
for the new hall, and it ought to prove a very 
profitable venture. 


Still nothing new to say about the memorial to 
the magistrates! So far, I understand, no meeting 
of the Glasgow magistrates has considered the 
memorial from the local Association of Exhibitors, 
but surely this will.be done soon. The profession 
is naturally anxious to hear the final verdict on 
the great Turn Question. 


By the way, I have to thank my trio of corres- 
pendente signing themselves respectively, ‘‘ Nil 
Desperandum,” “Don’t Give In,” and “A Sma’ 
Turn,” for their flattering letters congratulating 
me on keeping the Turn Question and _ ite 
grievances so well to the front. 


I understand that the application by the B.B. 
Pictures, Limited, for permission to put up an 
erection at the West Bay, Dunoon, for daylight 
cinematograph shows has now been granted. The 
matter was again debated at the special sitting 
of the local Dean of Guild Court last week, when 
a conterminous proprietor lodged objections on 
the ground that an appeal in connection with the 
ground was at present before the Court of Session 
‘based on the contention that Jane Street was a new 
street within the meaning of the Act, and that 
any erection should go back 30 ft. from the centre 
of the new street, 60 ft. wide. The present 
erection did not go back that distance, and any 
decision given in applicant/s favour that day 
might prejudice his client’s case before the Court 
of Session. The owner of the ground could not let 
his ground for building purposes when an appeal 
was before the Court of Session. The Burgh Sur- 
veyor said applicants had met the requirements of

the Court by keeping back 30 ft. from the present 
street. The application was granted on the under- 
standing that the present application was only 
for three months. 

In the same connection I might mention that 
the B.B. Company have just opened a similar 
series of daylight cinematograph shows at Aber- 
deen, and the success is Al. This, I understand, 
is the first show of the kind in Scotland. 

At a recent sitting of the Paisley Dean of Guild 
Court plans were submitted on behalf of the Paisley 
Picture Theatre, Limited, for permission to alter 
certain buildings at 17, High Street and Cumber- 
land Place, and to erect a picture theatre. The 
plan of the theatre shows a building occupying a 
space of 95 ft. by 38 ft., with an area accommo- 
dation for 800 people, and a balcony capable of 
seating 150. The main entrance is in High 
Street, with a frontage of Carara ware veneer, and 
a spacious vestibule and lounges. Objections 
were taken to the plans on the ground that there 
was no record of the proprietors having given 
consent to the company, and the case was con- 
tinued for a fortnight to allow of objections and 
answers being lodged. 

I hope that all my readers noticed among the 
“Ttems of Interest’ in last week's issue the in- 
timation of the change of address of Messrs. Fyfe. 
Wilson and Company, of “Kelvin” eet fame. 
The new premises of the firm at 115a, St. Vincent 
Street, Glasgow, are much more commodious than 
their previous abode in Bath Street, and I am sure 
that Messrs. Fyfe Wilson will experience a record 
run of business in their new home. 

Big business continues to be done by the Bendon 
Trading Company at the spacious premises at 75, 
Jamaica Street, Glasgow. The clientele is always 
increasing, and the company provide films for 
many of the leading halls in various parts of the 
country. The managing director is Mr. Prince 
Bendon—who, as I have previously mentioned, has 
been connected with the living picture industry 
for a very long period—and he is ably assisted in 
the management by Mr. Willian Bendon. 

Congratulations to our friends, the London pro- 
prietors, on their substantial defeat of the London 
County Council’s proposal to license all cinema- 
togaph film hirers under its jurisdiction.

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IN THE LIVERPOOL DISTRICT. 


(By Ovgk Own Spgciat CorreEsPonDENT.) 


During a ramble round numerous halls in Liver- 
pool and district, I found that, despite the summer 
weather we are enjoying, splendid houses were the 
rule. 


I called in at Mr. Tucker's theatre, the Palais 


de Lux Cinema, Lime Street. During the winter - 


the doormen and male attendants were garbed in 
seventeenth century costumes, with powdered wigs 
all complete. But now they are attired in cool 
suits of white duck. ‘ding the business done, 
Mr. Tucker told me that he certainly had nothing 
to complain of. Patrons can always be sure of 
being treated with the greatest courtesy, and this, 
combined with the excellence of the programmes 
submitted, tends to make this hall a very popular 
amusement resort. 


A stones throw away is the New Century's 
place, the Mount Pleasant Hall, and here I learnt 
that business was very brisk. Mr. Hogton, the 
popular manager, has had a very wide experience, 
and, by dint of hard work, has risen to the position 
he now holds. 


I went on to the Liverpool Picturedrome, Ken- 
sington, and was well received by Mr. Rex Dooley, 
the able manager there. This theatre ranks as 
one of the best in Liverpool, having a really mag- 
nificent entrance hall and lounge. The seating 
accommodation is for 1,000 people, and three 
performances daily are given. Free programmes 
and afternoon teas are provided to patrons of the 
6d. and 1s. seats. Only the latest productions are 
projected. . 

I notice that the Liverpool Picture House, Lime 
Street, is rapidly nearing completion. 


The picture palace which is shortly to be opened 
in Granby Street ought to prove a great success, 
as it will practically have no competitor. 


Happening to be in Garston, I spent’ a very 
pleasant evening in the Picturedrome, and was 
gratified to note that all the seats were taken. Mr. 


George Atkin always does his best to meet the 
requirements of his patrons. One vaudeville turn 
is generally booked, but, in my opinion, the pic- 
tures meet with the warmest reception. 


Originally a tram stables, the Wavertree Pic- 
turedrome is fortunate in not having a competitor 
at any near distance. The hall is very cosy, and 
is fitted with tip-ups. Mr. C. M. Riby, the man- 
ager, informs me that he is doing big business. 
The seating accommodation is for 750, and a Gau- 
mont M.C. projects perfect pictures. A throw of 
118 ft. is necessary, owing to the great length of 
the building Mr. Riby is certainly up-to-date, 
having a gramophone installed just inside the 
entrance. The latest selections are rendered, thus. 
proving a great draw. 


A very prosperous hall is the Sefton Park 
Picturedrome, owned by Messrs. Weisker Bros. 
Mr. Harry Hunter, the capable manager, tells me 
they are doing good business. This building has 
seating accommodation for 300 persons. Two shows. 
per night are given, and these are always com- 
prised of the latest releases, amongst which is 
included a fair share of travel and industrial sub- 
jects. A Gaumont projector is used, and a very 
steady and clear picture is obtained. 


I was pleased to note, when I looked in at the 
Premier Picture Palace, that Mr. Byland had his: 
house full, and he tells me that this is the general 
rule. Good pictures are always shown, and, owing 
to this, and the courtesy of the management, this 
hall is rapidly coming to the front. : 


I had the pleasure of an interesting chat with 
Mr. Will Hughes, the chief accountant at Messrs. 
Weisker Bros.’ ‘“‘Kinemahouse,” their new premises. 
in London Road, is a vast improvement on their 
old “home,” and Mr. Hughes tells me that, as 
recently as three years ago, he was the only°man 
in his department, while at present he has a large. 
staff under him. This speaks well for the rapid 
strides this Northern firm are making. 


Objections were raised to the granting of a 
cinematograph licence at Manchester by the Light- 
bowne Evangelical Church.

THE MINER’S MASCOT. 

This is an excellent and very cleverly arranged 
little “‘gold-mining drama.” Of its kind, Messrs. 
Cricks and Martin have never done anything 
better. Its story is conventional enough, of course 
—-a variation of the old good-settler, bad- settler 
(or desperado), and ill-used half-caste theme- -but 
that does not matter, seeing how well the present 
example is acted and how excellently it is staged. 
The atmosphere of the ‘remote mining district ” 
is very well suggested; many of tlie scenes could 
not have been improved upon if they had been 
taken in Klondyke itself. As we have said, the 
film is remarkly good, from a histrionic point of 
view—straightforward, virile, and sincere.

THE BACHELOR’S WARD. 


Chief amongst the many excellences of this 
splendid little picture are its wonderful photo- 
graphy and its exquisite scenic arrangements. It 
is a real picture play—a play presented in a series 
of living pictures, many of which, so great is their 
intrinsic loveliness, might be the handiwork of a 
draughtsman in chalk and charcoal. The pictorial 
possibilities of the cinematograph play have been 
realised by none more fully than by the Hepworth. 
Company. Where they can combine a pretty pic- 
ture with a dramatic situation they do so, and the 
force of the latter is increased, not lessened, by 


the. added pictorial charm. ‘The Bachelor's 
Ward” contains many scenes of quite exquisite 
beauty. ’. They have a distinct value of their own, 
apart from their relative positions as incidents in 
a connected story, and, if on this account only, 
the film should have a wide popularity. One has 
also to take into consideration, however, the very 
sweet, romance which forms the plot of ‘The 
Bachelor's Ward.” We frequently find cause to 
regret that. Hepworth: films do not run into longer 
meterage than that to which they have apparently 
decided to limit themselves. This company may 
now be looked upon as one of the most important 
firms of film manufacturers in the world, and yet 
we do not remember ever to have seen a production 
by them measuring more than a thousand odd feet. 
Many of their plays, and amongst them the pre- 
sent, would be vastly improved by considerable 
elaboration. Too often we-feel that we have been 
hurried over an incident. which we have scarcely 


had: time to appreciate, that eve i as 
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of a promised possible pleasure, for no other reason 
one can see than that the film length has been 
irrevocably fixed at the limit ot 1,v00 ft. Now 
that the value of the “long” film is coming to be 
properly appreciated, and what was before called 
‘padding ” 1s seen to be simply a natural develop- 
ment of plot and of character, it seems all the 
more a pity that we are not vouchsafed an example 
of what the Hepworth Company could do on a 
really “big” scale. We want some English “ex- 
clusives ’—and there is none so fitted to provide 
them as the Walton players. To return to “The 
Bachelor's Ward,” this film is a delightful comedy, 
of as wholesome and pleasant a type as one could 
wish. Its theme is ancient—the love of an elderly 
man for a girl, and his contemplated sacrifice in 
favour of a younger suitor, whom he wrongly sup- 
poses to be preferred—but it is very pretty, and 
never stales by repetition. Miss Sylvani, as the 
girl, and Mr. Harry Gilbey, as her middle-aged 
lover, are both admirable; their performances are 
full of delicacy, of restraint, and of that natural 
sincerity for which one has had so much cause to 
be grateful in these English picture plays. Miss 
Sylvani is a thoroughly sympathetic actress; she 
identifies her own personality so successfully with 
that of the character she is representing that all 
sense of unrealily and make-believe is entirely 
eliminated. One feels the whole thing to be a 
chapter of life. ‘‘The Bachelor's Ward” is a 
distinct success. (Hepworth Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Limited.

CASTROVILLARI. 

This is a pleasant little travel picture of a type 
which is always welcome. The Cines Company are 
compiling a regular bioscope atlas of Italy. For 
a long time they have been releasing systematically 
these vivid little glimpses of their own beautiful 
country, and, collected, they should form quite a 
comprehensive tour of the peninsula. When tl 
day comes for the cinematograph to enter the 
schools, therefore, there will be one country, at 
least, ready and fully represented to answer the 
demand for films.

FOR THE GOOD OF HER MEN. 

To praise a film of the Flying A Company is 
usually to praise the artistry of Miss Bush and 
Mr. Kerrigan, those two remarkable players, who 
have few equals and no superiors in all filmland. 
The success of the present. picture, however, is due 
in large measure to another artist—the lady who 
plays the “mother.” A more tender, gentle, 
delicate study of a sweet-faced old lady can never 
have been given before in a film play. “Mrs. 
Farrell” is a character who. will linger lorig in 
one’s memory. She belongs to a type—the ideal 
mother of men—which is often written of, but rarely 
encountered face to fave) er''ereated successfully 
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by an actress. It is quite a great im- 
personation. The story of this film is wonderfully 
dramatic, as well as charming. It is open-air 
drama of the best sort, with the usual healthily 
exciting scenes of pursuit and struggle and capture, 
and the usual element of romance. No one can 
do love scenes better than Miss Bush and Mr.

DEEP SEA FISHERIES. 


“The grey sky gleams and the grey seas glimmer, 
Pale and sweet as a dream’s delight, 
As a dream ’s where darkness aa ight seem dimmer, 
Touched by dawn or subdued by night.

Light, and sleep, and delight, and wonder, ~ 
Change, and rest, and a charm of cloud,

In its own particular way, this picture is, per- 
haps, the most remarkable sea film yet produced. 
It is not only an excellent “industrial” subject, 
but a work of such sheer beauty and grandeur 
that it would be difficult to find its equal. 
large extent it is equivalent to an actual voyage 
into the tempestuous wilderness of the great North 


Sea. The sensation of motion produced at times 


is quite extraordinary —indeed, the handmaiden at 
the bar should do quite a big trade in small 
brandies at its finish! One starts from Hull in 
the faint. blue light of the early morning, putting 
out to sea in one of the great, ungainly trawlers 
that fare from that port. As the white mists lift, 
and the sun comes forth, one can see these low, 
black craft plunging and togsing on every side, 
creeping through the shaggy foam like beetles in 
a snow storm. Then the fishing commences, and 
the nets are hauled in, to deposit their load of 
leaping, silver flakes on the streaming deck. Even 
a shark—-that monstrous highwayman of the deep 
--is among the prey; but it is an unprofitable 
catch, and is cast back again. A storm rises; the 
screaming seas leap upon the unprotected vessels 


To a. 
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as though seeking to overwhelm them. They are 
flung into yawning chasms, and thrust up again, so 
that they seem almost to stand on end. Like 
white-fanged beasts, the waves seize the little 
steamers in their jaws, draping them in a glittering 
shroud of foam. It is inconceivable that any boats 
so slight should live in such weather; but they 
do, panting and puffing through the chaos of wind 
and water, secure and unsinkable. At last the fleet 
reaches a calm spot, and the film terminates with 
a wonderfully successful photograph of London's 
most lovely spectacle—the panorama of the Pool, 
seen from the Tower Bridge, with the dome of St. 
Paul's rising like a great, grey bubble from 
amongst the distant. forest of the city’s steeples. 
It is an impressive ending to an impressive film. 
Everyone should make a point of seeing it. (““W ” 
film.

THE EYE THAT NEVER SLEEPS. 


This is another of those “real life’’ detective 
stories, of which the Essanay Company are making 
a welcome speciality. One of the chief features 
of this series, after their unique naturalness, is the 
cunning manner in which the mystery and the 
uncertainty concerning the identity of the chief 
criminal is maintained throughout the story—a 
device which largely subscribed to the success of 
the famous ‘Sherlock Holmes” romances. The 
fascination of a detective story for the adult is 
much the same as the child’s interest in a jig-saw 
puzzle. Once its trick has been mastered, it is 
tlung aside as finished with. A detective story, of 
course, has several other claims for popularity 
besides its central ‘puzzle,’ but, nevertheleas, its 
success depends, to a considerable extent, upon the 
stimulation and sustenance in its audience of a 
curiosity as to ‘‘how it all ends.” “The Eye that 
Never Sleeps” does not, perhaps, preserve its 
mystery quite so well as the two previous examples 
of this series which we reviewed some time ago, 
but in other respects it is even finer. It has a very 
ingenious and effective “surprise finish,” which 
brings. down the. curtain splendidly, and through- 
dut there are’ exciting and novel situations in 
plenty. One cannot speak too highly of Mr. Bush- 
man’s performance as Mayne, the detective, nor of 
that of the heavy man. They are entirely con- 
vincing, because they are entirely natural and 
sincere. Altogether, it is quite a magnificent film.

To the Editor of Tue Broscore. 


Sm,—I have been very interested in reading 
Mr. Bey’s letters, which have been published in the 
pages of your valuable journal, and also in the 
fair manner in which you criticised his proposals 
in your leading article. After careful considera- 
tion of both sides of the question, I find myself 
quite in agreement with Mr. Bey. In the old 
days we could not justly charge a higher figure for 
entrance to our theatres, but now, what with the 
palatial halls, the comfortable manner in which 
audiences are catered for, and the splendid pro- 
grammes that are shown—all of which have meant 
a great increase in expense—I think we can fairly 
claim a higher rate of admission. Neither do I 
believe the public would object to paying a little 
more, but would appreciate the way in which its 
wants in the amusement line were being attended 
to. Then, as to competition in the business. This 
is, as Mr. Bey rightly points out, assuming cut- 
throat proportions. Why should a man who has 
had to bear all the trouble and expense of edu- 
cating his public to attend his show have his profits 
decreased 50 per cent. by another man, who comes 
in when all the hard work has been done? By 
all means Jeb us have sufficient theatres for each 
district, but we do not want four when two*would 
supply the neighbourhood’s needs. 

I sincerely trust that this matter will not be 
allowed to.rest. People in the Trade have too long 
been allowing matters which vitally concern them 
to shape their own course. It is time they woke 
up and took things into their own hands. When 
they do this, and do not hesitate to make it plain 
that they are determined to make a living wage, 
so much the better for all branches of the Trade, 
for it stands to reason that one side cannot benefit 
without the others reaping advantage as well.—

Smr,—With reference to the letters that have 
appeared in your columns from Mr. Bey, I, as a 
showman of some years’ standing, have always wel- 
comed competition of a fair kind, and consider that 
any attempt to form a combine, such as Mr. Bey 
proposes, would be most detrimental to the Trade. 
It is idle, of course, to think for even a moment 
that we are making the same amount of profit 
theb we did when the industry was at its very 
commencement, but it is quite as idle to think we 
are going to increase those profits by raising the 
admission price. It is better for me_to fill my 
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hall at 3d. and 4d. than to have a third of the © 
people in at 6d. and 9d. One of the greatest 
factors in the succees of the picture theatres has 
been, and is, the low prices charged for admission, 
and if we increase those charges then I am sure a 
large proportion of the public will stay outside. I 
am perfectly sure the hirer can look after himself, 
and I am equally certain that I, together with 
many iundrela of other showmen, am contributing 
a fair share towards his profits. The attempt to 
form a “ring” in any industry has always met 
with strenuous opposition in this country, and I 
feel confident that a “ring ” in the cinematograph 
trade would have no chance of existing longer than

Musical Accompaniments. 
To the Editor of THE Broscore. 

Sm,—I have read wih much interest the letter 
in the last issue of THE Brioscore from your cor- 
respondent “Pianist,” and agree with him in 
several of the details set forth. The idea of the 
band playing a polka from “San Toy ” to a drama- 
tic picture is certainly weird in the extreme, and 
shows great laxity on the part of the musical 
director, but this is only one case, and does not 
necessarily involve others, as far as my own ex- 
perience goes. But when your correspondent 
goes on to say that orchestral accompaniment is 
not suitable to pictures, I disagree entirely. “Each 
incident does not always demand suitable accom- 
paniment, but each act does, the same as an 
ordinary play. 

Tt is wellknown that several film hirers give a 
list of suggested music suitable for the films they 
supply, but even if this were not so, a manager can 
always read the story of the films as they appear 


- each week in Tue Broscopz, and generflly find 


music suitable for accompaniment in any music 
publisher’s catalogue, knowing as he does his pro- 
gramme three weeks or a month ahead. 

It is usual to have a piano in each orchestra for 
the comic element of the programme, but the 
average audience finds that the continual thump | 
of the piano does not enhance the picture. 

As long as the accompaniment is kept to the 
theme of the picture that is all that is required to 
sati the general audience. Granting that - - 
Pianiste” is a clever artiste, it takes more than 
one to make up an artistic and suitable part of the 
music programme ; hence the orchestra supplies the 
long felt want.— Yours, etc.,
